Monday, Ist March, 1875. 


2 O'CLOCK P. M. 


This being the first day of the fourth meeting of the first Parliament of the Province 
of British Columbia, for the dispatch of business, pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honor 
the Honorable Joseph William Trutch, Lieutenant-Governor of the Province, dated the 
30th day of January, 1875. 


Mr. Speaker informed the House that, during the recess he had received notification 
of two vacancies which had occurred in the Assembly, by the Honorable 7. B. Humphreys 
and William Saul having resigned their seats for Znllooet District, and that he had 
issued a Warrant to the Registrar of the Supreme Court to issue a Writ to fill such 
vacancies, and that the Honorable 7. B. Humphreys had been re-elected, and William 
Brown had been elected in the place of William Saul. 

The Honorable 7. B. Humphreys and Mr. William Brown, having ko: -. 
and being introduced by the Honorable Attorney-General Walkem and Mr Jc; 
took their seats. 


The Notification of Resignation, and Certificate of Election, were read by tt. Cierix,

On the motion of the Honorable Attorney-General Walkem, seconded by the Honor- 
able Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works Beaven,— 


Resoled, That the documents referring to the election of the Honorable Thomas 
Basil Humphreys and William M. Brown, to be Members of this House, for the District 
of Lillooet, be entered on the Journals of the House. 


His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor having entered the House, took his seat on 
the Throne, and was pleased to deliver the following gracious Speech:— 


Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly:— 


It gives me great pleasure to meet you again to deliberate on the affairs of the Pro- 
vince. 

During the past year the Railway question, a question of the utmost importance, not 
merely to British Columbia but to Canada, has been the subject of controversy, and has 
caused me much anxiety. 

In consequence of the continued failure of the Dominion Government to commence 
the work of construction, I deemed it advisable to dispatch one of my Ministers to Eng- 
land to present to Her Majesty a Memorial setting forth the case of the Province, and 
requesting Her gracious intervention. 

I am informed by that Minister that after careful consideration of the Memorial, the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, without proceeding to arbitration, which he had sug- 
gested, made certain recommendations to the Dominion Government, relative to the con- 
struction of the Railway, which recommendations have been agreed to and accepted by 
the Dominion Government. I have not yet received the despatches containing these 
recommendations, but immediately on their arrival they shall, with a Report and other 
papers on the subject, be laid before you. 

You are, no doubt, aware that during last Session, the Dominion Parliament passed 
an Act authorizing the payment to this Province of a sum not exceeding $250,000, to aid 
in the construction of a Dock at Esquimalt. It is gratifying to me to be able to state 
that since I last had the pleasure of meeting you, the Imperial authorities have agreed 
to contribute a further sum of £50,000 towards this work, and I shall, therefore, submit 
fo: your approval a measure to authorize the immediate construction of this important 
work. The correspondence on the subject will be laid before you. 

The policy of opening up the interior of this Country by the construction of Roads, 
has already yielded good results.

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Be it therefore Resolved,—That it is expedient that this House do now resolve itself 
into a Committee of the Whole, for the a pa of drafting a Petition to the Dominion 
Government, praying that a Protective Duties Schedule, such as may be agreed upon by 
this House, shall be imposed temporarily in the Province of British Columbia.

Have the Land, Buildings, Government House, and Grounds situated at the Camp 
near New Westminster been transferred to the Dominion Government; and if so, about the 
time such transfer was made ? 

The Honorable Mr. Beaven replied as follows:— 

“There is no record in the Lands and Works Department of any formal transfer of 
land, at the Camp, to the Dominion Government; but I believe about seventy-seven acres 
were surveyed off for Penitentiary purposes; and, of course, a formal transfer of any 
reasonable quantity of land for that purpose would be made whenever the Dominion 
Government require it. 

“The present buildings at the Camp, of course, are Provincial property.”’ 
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Mr. Holbrook asked the Honorable Mr. Walkem the following question :— 

Has the Government received information of the difficulties to transit of goods and 
loss our merchants have sustained at Fort Wrangel, mouth of Stickeen River, during the 
past season, when engaged in commerce between this place and Cussiar, and in trans- 
porting aes up the Stickeen River; and if s0, whether representations have been made 
to the Dominion Government asking them to make such arrangements with the United 
States Government, so as to cnable our merchants to receive the same commercial 
facilities at Fort Wrangel they do in other Ports of the United States and that all impedi- 
ments to the free navigation of the Stickeen be removed? 

The Honorable Mr. Walkem replied as tollows:— 

“None but verbal representations, as far as I am aware, have been received by the 
Government. I, informally, and at the request of the Provincial Secretary, brought the 
matter of the Alaska boundary before the Dominion Minister of Public Works, who 
authorized me to state that active steps had been taken to settle the question.” 


Mr. Brown asked the Honorable Mr. Beaven the following question :— 

Upon what ground and by whose authority the Toll is collected on Spence’s Bridge 
at Thompson River, and if it is the intention of the Government to pursue the collection 
of said Tcll, and if so, for how long? 


The Honorable Mr. Beaven replied as follows:— 

“The tolls referred to were collected under authority of the Thompson's Bridge 
Ordinance, 1868, which makes it imperative that the moneys arising from the said 
bridge and tolls, less the cost of collection, shall be accounted for as part of the public 
revenue. I am unable at present to say whether that authority will be rescinded or 
not, but the subject is under consideration.” 


Mr. Robson asked the Honorable Mr. Walkem the following question :— 

What steps, ifany, have been taken towards securing a more satisfactory perfor- 
mance of the Ninth Article of the Terms of Union? 

The reply of the Honorable Mr. Walkem was postponed by leave. 


- Mr. Smithe asked the Honorable Mr. Beaven the following question:— 

Why was the work of construction of the road across the Coenen Flats suddenly 
abandoned when so near completion, and during weather favorable to the prosecution 
of the work ; and isit intended eventually to finish the road, according to the original 
plans and specifications ? 


The Honorable Mr. Beaven replied as follows:— 

“The contractor for the road across Cowichan Flats, suspended operations in conse- 
quence of the inclemency of the weather; and it is his intention to complete the work 
this Spring.

And whereas the acquisition of land in any considerable quantities by persons who 
hold it in a waste state for speculative purposes has been proved in other new countries, 
and even already to some extent in this Browinee, to be an unmitigated evil, calculated 
to retard the development of the agricultural resources of the country ; 

And whereas the Government has, during the past year, taken advantage of the 
aforesaid Clauses of the Land Act to alienate from the Crown, at private sale, extensive 
— a valuable agricultural lands to persons who scem not to contemplate settlement 
thereof ; 

And whereas, moreover, the Government has also fostered the spirit of speculation 
in lands by forcing the sale of Crown Lands at public auction, whereby large areas of 
some of the best lands in the Province have been disposed of to persons who, in a ma- 
jority of cases, appear to hold their land so acquired for speculative purposes only, and 
not for purposes of cultivation; be it therefore Resolved,— 

That this House is strongly of opinion that no more of the agricultural land of this 
Province should be placed in the market for sale at public auction; and that this House 
is further of opinion that the power to sell lands, contained in Sections 61 and 62 of the 
“Land Act, 1874.” should in no case be used by the Government for the purpose of 
selling rural lands, except to bona fide settlers, and not to them in such considerable 
quantities as to make it appear that speculation as well as partial cultivation and 
settlement is intended.

On the motion of Mr. McCreight, seconded by Mr. Smithe, it was Resolved,—

“Mr. H. A. S. Morley was never appointed to an office by the Government, and 
therefore can have no claim against the Government for a re-appointment.” 


Mr. Smith asked the Honorable Mr. Ash the following question :— 

What steps, if any, havo been taken by the Government, as regards an Address to 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, that he would recommend to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the expediency of establishing a Military Post at Kamloops or Okanagan. 

The Honorable Mr. Ash replied as follows :— 

“In pursuance of an Address of the House, the necessity for the establishment of a 
Military Post at Kootenay was urged upon the Dominion Government. 

“Beyond the acknowledgment of the receipt of the Despatch, the Dominion 
Government have not, up to the present time, communicated with the Provincial 
Government on the subject; and it has therefore been deemed advisable to defer acting 
on the Address respecting the establishment of a Military Post at Kamloops.” 


The debate on the second reading of Bill (No. 23) intituled ‘“‘ An Act respecting the 
construction of a Graving Dock at Esquimalt, and of Provincial Works,” was resumed. 


Mr. Speaker gave his reserved decision upon a point of order, as follows : 
“The question of Order, raised on Friday last, withrespect to the Graving Dock Bill, 
appears to consist of two points, namely :— 


“1st—That, according to Rule 85 of our Standing Orders, the Bill ought first to be 
referred to a Committee of the Whole House. 


“2nd—That the Bill ought to be considered in the Committoo of Ways and Means. 


“ Respecting the first point, I am of opinion that, as the Bill is not for any public aid 
or charge upon the people it clearly does not fall within the scope of Rule 85 and, there- 
fore, need not be reterred to a Committee of the Whole House, otherwise than in the 
ordinary course after tho second reading. 


“ The second point is determined by a consideration of the functions of the Committee 
of Ways and Means; those functions are to appropriate funds to meet the expenditure 
for the year, as previously authorized by the Committee of Supply, and the amount so 
appropriated cannot exceed the amount authorized to be expended by the Committee of 
Supply. (See Todd’s Parliamentary Practice, vol. 1, page 526). 


. “The Bill before the House is not an Appropriation Bill, and it is therefore unneces- 
sary to consider its subject matter in Committee of Ways and Means; the moneys 
therein referred to can only be expended after appropriation by the Committee of Ways 
and Means. 

“The policy of the Ministry, as to the time of the introduction of tho Bill, is a 
matter for the decision of the House, and not a point of Order. 

“T have found no authorities to sustain either of the objections raised, and I must 
adhere to my first impression, that the Bill is in Order for a second reading.” 


The Honorable Mr. Humphreys moved. in amendment, seconded by Mr. Broun.

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The inauguration and prosecution of Public Works, on a scale large in proportion 
to the resources of the Province, have given new life to many of our industrial pursuits. 

During the present Session, the Railway and Dock questions have been prominent 
amongst the subjects of your deliberations. I shall not fail to use every effort to render 
the conclusions at which you have arrived upon these vital matters, practically ser- 
viceable to British Columbia. 

I have given my assent to the various Acts which you have passed. 

I thank you for the liberal manner in which you have provided for the wants of the 
public service.

REGISTRAR OF BIRTHS, DEATHS, & MARRIAGES, 


FROM

Yo His Excellency the Honorable Joszru W. Troten, Liewtenant-Governor of the 
Province of British Columbia. 


May 17 PLEASE Yotr Exce,Lency:— 


In compliance with the 17th Section of an Act passed in the First Session of the 
First Parliament of the Province of British Columbia, intituled “An Act respecting 
Registration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages in the Province of British Columbia,” the 
following, Report is presented: 


The Act took effect on the Ist day of September, 1872, and although the period 
under review is from that date until the 3lst December, 1873, my Report covering the 
operations of the Act, over a population so limited as that of British Columbia, must 
necessarily be extremely brief. 


Whilst fully recognizing the utility of the system of Registration now inaugurated 
in the Province, as well as the soundness of the principles upon which it is based, it will 
not be out of place to advert to the fact, that the Act is founded upon the Ontario 
Registration ot Births, Deaths, and Marriages Act, 1869, of which, with the exception 
ot a few trifling altcrations, itis a transcript. 

The Ontario Act, it must be remembered, was framed expressly to meet the wants 
of an old and wealthy Province, having a large and permanently settled population, 
with an unrivalled general Municipal system, which could be utilized in ork ae it into 
effect; and the result, as might well be expected, has proved most favorable. It will, I 
think, be readily adinitted that British Columbia possesses but few, if any, of these 
clements ef success; and therefore it is not to be expected, at this period of the existence 
ot the British Columbia Act, that it will bo found to have attained results equally 
sutisfactory- : : 

There are many obstacles in the way of obtaining complete Returns, chiefly arising 
from the great distance from Registry Oftices at which a large portion of the population 
the want of cheap and speedy means of communication; the migratory habits of 
of the Mining Districts; and the difficulty of disseminating, over a Territory 
ag vust and sparscly settled as that covered by the Registration Districts, information 
of the provisions and requirements of the Act; but, notwithstanding these disadvantages 
the Returns tor the past year, although not as complete as could be wished, augur well 
tor the future, and I feel confident that within a short period (unless interfered with 
by Dominion Legislation) as favourable results from the operation of the Act may be 
looked for, in proportion .to population, as have been already attained under similar Acts 
jn other parts of the Dominion.

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Upon constitutional grounds there may not exist any objection to cach Province, 
within its own limits, informing itself’ on the subject ot population: but if the British 
North America Act be examined, amongst the subjects reserved by the 91st Section for 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the Dominion Parliament, the item © Census and Statisties ” 
will be found enumerated, and it seems quite clear that this item is intended to comprise 
the very information which British Columbia is secking to obtain, through the medium 
of the Registration Act. and at her own expense. ‘Lhe British Columbia Act, therefore, 
as well as the Revistration Acts of Ontario and other Provinces, is liable to be practically 
swept away at any moment; and. in the event of any legislation by the Dominion 
Parliament on this subject, British Columbia should be prepared to obtain, if possible, a 
transfer to the Dominion Government of the machinery and records already established 
under the Provincial Act. 


The Act might be amended, with much advantage to its successful operation, 
particularly with respect to the sections providing for Marriage Returns, and in one or 
two minor points; but in the face of the OIst Section of the British North America Act, 
just referred to, I have telt considerably embarrassed as to whether or not any alterations 
should be recommended involving additional expense. for which an adequate value might 
not be received, in cousequence of Dominion legislation; and although the present 
Returns may not be considered quite as satisfactory as could be desired, I have concluded 
that any recommendations for amending the Act would be premature, before it is known 
what action the Dominion Government intend to take with respect to the establishment 
of a Statistical Bureau at Ottawa; and. in the meantime, any change in the present 
regulations that may be deemed necessary can be made under Section 18, which provides 
that “The Licutenant-Governor in Council may. from time to time. nake such further 
“rules, orders, and regulations as may be required for the purpose of more effectually 
“obtaining the information required by this Act.” I will, however, take the opportunity, 
in a subsequent part of my Report. of suggesting the practicability of utilizing Section 
18 in obtaining more complete Returns. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Scction 1, the Province was divided into Nine Rogis- 
tration Districts, viz.:— 

No. 1. Consisting of the Electoral Districts of Victoria City and District, Esquimalt 
and Cowichan. 

No. 2. Consisting of the Electoral Districts of Nanaimo and Comox. 

No. 3. Consisting of the Electoral Districts of New Westminster City and District. 

No. 4. Consisting of the Electoral District of Yale. 

No. 5. Consisting of the Polling Division of Clinton and Canoe Creek, in the Electoral 
District of Lillvoct. 

No. 6. Consisting of the Polling Division of Lillooet, in the Electoral District of 
Lillooct. 

No. 7. Consisting of the Electoral Disirict of Cariboo, except the Polling Division 
of Omineca. 

No. 8. Consisting of the Pulling Division of Omincca, in the Electoral District of 
Cariboo. 

No. 9. Consisting of the Electoral District of Kootenay. 


By Section 2, the Registrar General of Titles is created Superintendent of District 
Offices, and District Registrar in his own District. This section is, perhaps, the most 
objectionable feature in the Act, and Clieets a most singular combination of offices, the 
dutics of one position being inconsistent with the duties pertaining to the other position, 
as well as conflicting materially with the Reeistrar’s duties. under other and more 
important legislative enactments. | Under this section also, and in addition to the 
ereation-of the Registrar-Generala District Registrar, -cight District Registrars-were 
appointed, as provided for by the 8rd Section; and. as soon as possible, after the division 
of the Province into Registration Districts, all necessary books and forms were procured 
and forwarded to the District Registrars, together with forms of medical certificate 
under Section 11. 


Sections 5, 6, 7. Sand 9 relate more immediately to the public than any other 
portions of the Act, and point out the persous upun whom the duty devolves of reporting 
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Births, Deaths, and Marriages. This duty falls principally on parents and clergymen, 
and in cases of death upon the occupant of the house wherein the death happened; in 
fact, upon that portion of the community whom it was but reasonable to suppose would 
take the greatest interest in performing the duties which have necessarily fallen to their 
lot; and the majority, as a rule, acknowledge the vast superiority of the present general 
Registration system over the old system of Church Registries hitherto subsisting in this 
Province. For more general public intormation, a table of the persons required-to make 
reports of Births, Deaths, and Marriages will be found in the Appendix, arranged in the 
order prescribed by the Act. 


The duty of the Medical Practitioner, a very slight one. is defined by Section 11, 
and consists in making a certified return of the cause of death, within thirty days there- 
after, in the form supplied by the office, on application. 


Any crroneous entry that may have been made in the Register may be corrected, 
under the provisions of Section 12, within one year after the making of such entry. 


Section 13 provides for the infliction of a penalty on District Registrars, for any 
refusal or non-performance of duty; and Section 19 renders every person required to 
make reports liable, for refusing or wilfully neglecting so to do, to a penalty of not less 
than five dollars, or more than twenty dollars, and costs. 


The 14th Section provides for the compilation, by the Registrar-General, from the 
District Returns, of a General Register, and tor arranging, indexing, and binding the 
original Returns. 


Section 15, amongst other things, provides that extracts may he taken from the 
Register, and that such extracts shall be prima fact: evidence in all Courts of Law and 
Equity in the Province, of tho facts therein stated. Establishing, as it does, a very 
simple and inexpensive method of perpetuating evidence of a most valuable character, 
not only to the present but to future generations, it at once becomes, in point of utility, 
one of the most valuable provisions of the Act, and is of itself sufficient to stamp it in 
public estimation as one of the most important enactments in the Provincial Statute 
Books. Although legislation against fraud is in all cases more or less ineffectual, yet 
the value of the evidence to be obtained under this section is greatly enhanced by the 
provisions of Section 16, which provides that any person, knowingly or wilfully, making 
or causing to be made any false statement, touching any of the particulars required to 
he reported in pursuance of the Act shall, upon conviction thereof, forfeit a sum of not 
less than fifty, and not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


Up to the present time it has not been deemed necessary to take any steps under 
Section 18, but tor the purpose of obtaining more complete returns and thus greatly in- 
creasing the value of the Act for statistical purposes, this section becomes most impor- 
tant, as a means whereby more extended facilities for Registration may be given to those 
persons who reside at 80 great a distance from Registration Offices as to render a com- 
pliance with the provisions of the \ct almost an impracticability, and I would suggest 
that under this section, and so soon as conveniently may be, one or more Collectors of 
Reports should be appointed for each of the Polling Divisions, of which the Districts on 
the Mainland are composed, and in Vancouver Island a Collector should also be appointed 
for each of. the Districts as defined upon the Official Maps of the Taands and Works 
Department. The Collector's dnties would of course be limited to simply receiving 
reports, tilling up forms supplied by the Departinent, attesting the signatures of inform- 
ants, and forwarding the forms in a complete state tothe District Registrars. The extra 
expense would be very trifling. as additional books would not be required, and would 
consist chiefly of postage and, perhaps, a small fee on cach report, payable by the 
Government to the Collector. 


As Superinfendent, To have been unable to personally inspect any of the District 
Ottices ; nor du I see any probability of doing so during the current year, or in fact until 
such time as a Deputy Registrar, possessing the qualilications preseribed by the “ Land 
Registry Ordinance. 1870." shall have been appointed, who could in my absence be 
entrusted with the Records of the Land Regisury Office, which are of a private, as well 
as ofa public nature. That the District Offices should be visited and ihe bovks examin. 
ed, tho returns for the past year atturd ample proof 
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To the great importance of Registration, the inhabitants of British Columbia should 
by this time be fully alive. Tho Department has made every effort to render them 
cognizant of the purposes of the Act, and that sufficient time should be allowed for all 

ersons to make themselves familiar with its requirements, the Sections providing for the 
infliction of penalties, when these requirements have not been complied with, have so far 
been allowed to remain a dead letter, and such also appears by the third annual report 
of the Registrar General of Ontario to have been the course adopted in that Province. 


The question, whether Indians and Chinese, being members of a Christian Denomina- 
tion, having since their conversion ceased to be Indians and Chinese within the meaning | 
of the Act, scarcely comes within the scope of this report, but so far as an opinion can be 
formed from the peculiar nomenclature of several of the Marriage Reports, the fact that 
the Act does not apply to Indians and Chinese appears to have been ignored, both by the 
Clergyman making the report and the Revistrar receiving it. 


The returns, as I have before stated, may not be considered quite as satisfactory as 
could be desired, and, so far as I have been able to ascertain, scarcely represent a fair 
roportion of the actual number of Births. Deaths and Marriages which ought to havo 
een reported for the year 1873. Taking this into consideration, as well as the difficul- 
ties with which the Act has had to contend, and the want of a census upon which to 
base calculations, I have not deemed it advisable in this my tirst Report to make any 
estimato, on the. basis of population, of the number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
which might reasonably have been expected, and which in older countries is closely fol- 
lowed, by the actual returns. Any such calculations at this period in the history of the 
Act, and under existing circumstances, would necessarily be unreliable, and I have, 
therefore, confined the Tables in the Appendix to a statement of the actual facts.

Taste A.—This table is a Schedule of Births revistered since the Act came in foree. 
The number for the four months ending 31st December, 1872, being 50, and 164 for the 


year 1873, making a total of 214. 


_ Taste B.—Is a summary of Marriages, showing a total of 103 for the same period, 
being 15 for the four months ending 31st December, 1872, and 88 for the year 1873. 


TaBLE C.—Is the analysis of Deaths for the like period, showing 37 for the four 
months ending 31st December, 1872, and 112 for the year 1873, making a total of 149. 

TasLE D.—This table is an abstract of the causes of Death. and is far from satisfac- 
tory. No less than 55 Registrations having been made. with the column for “ Certified 
cause of Death” left blank. This, I believe. is partly attributable to the thet that a large 
portion of the population, both on the Mainland and on Vancouver Island, are not within 
reach of medical advisers, and partly to the indifference manitested by medical men in 
complying with the provisions of the Act. 

Tasie E.—Shows the times in which the Reports of Births, Deaths. or Marriages, 
respectively, must be mado, the persons required to make such reports, aud the informa.

May IT PLEASE YOUR EXcELLENcY:— 


In presenting to Your Excellency my Third Annual Roport on the condition of the 
Public Schools of British Columbia, it is my gratifying duty to state that the educational 
progress for the year has been very satisfactory. The statistical tables exhibit a decided 
increase in the number of children attending the schools, as well as improvements in 
many other respects. I beg to offer a brief summary of those statistical tables, as follows: 


Schools, Atiendance, Books, §c., ¢c. 


TasLEeE A.—This table shews an increase of 217 children in attendance at the Public 
Schools over last year, and 711 over that of 1872. The number enrolled on the School 
Registers, as having attended some portion of the year, is 1245. The number of children 
of school age in the several districts is, approximately, 2039, to which may be added 
about 200 not included in any district, making, probably, 2250 as the aggregate of 
school-going children. Want of proper census returns prevents mo from ascertaining, 
accurately, the number of children in the Province. The returns made from all the out- 
lying districts are correct, or nearly so. It is only in Victoria and the surrounding 
neighbourhood that accurate returns cannot be obtained. Not knowing how many 
school-going children there are in Victoria, nor the number attending the private and 
denominational schools, it is impossible to find out how many are not attending any- 
where. Thus one of the most important statistics is, at present, unattainable. Last year, 
and also in 1872, I addressed a circular to the Principals and Teachers of the different 
schools, not under the Education Department, asking for the number of pupils on their 
Registers, 830 a8 to make up this statistic at ea eerie but from several of them no 
replies were received. In the returns from the districts the sexes number as follows:— 
Boys, 750; girls, 495. Thero are 287 in First Readers, 229 in second, 263 in third, 269 
in fourth, 141 in fifth; 901 in Arithmetic; 521 in Geography; 529 in English Grammar; 
213 in History; 978 in Writing; 884 in Dictation; 45 in Book-keeping; 18 in Mensuration; 
36 in Algebra; 12 in Euclid; 23 in Natural Philosophy; 179 in Linear Drawing; 9 in 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Hygiene; 518 in Vocal Music; and 224 in other branches, 
chiefly needle and fancy work. In comparing the above figures with the corresponding 
ones of last year’s Report, it will be found that the chief increase is in the third, fourth, 
and fifth Readers, Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography, History, Vocal Music, Writing, and 

here has been a slight falling off in the comparatively few engaged in 


ictation. T 
trenmaratiiys Algebra, Euclid, Natural Philosophy, and Physiology. 
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TaB_eE B shows that there are 32 Teachers in the employ of the Department—17 
males and 15 females. Of those, 14 are returned as English, 6 Scotch, 2 Irish, 8 Canadian, 
and 2 American. Four hold first class A. certificates of qualification; four, first class B.; 
four, second class A.; four, second class B.; two. third class A.; and one, third class B.; 
leaving thirteen not certiticated. Amount paid fur teachers’ salaries during the year, 
$22,219 50—an increase of $2252 over last year; highest salary paid was $100, and lowest 
$40, per month. 


TasBLE C.—New school houses have been erected at Colwood, Cedar, and Cache 
Creek, making a total of 28 now returned as publie property. Four buildings are still 
rented for school purposes, at a monthly rental of $34, namely, one in Victoria at $20 
per month, one in Esquimalt at $f, one in Hope at $5, and one in Lillooet at $5. Two 
Court houses are occupied as school rooms—one at North Cowichan, and the other in 
Lytton. The school house in Granville is the property of the Hastings Mill Company, 
but is occupied rent free. Total number of school visits returned, 346. 


Tasze D exhibits a still further improvement with regard to uniformity in the use 
of authorized text books, and in the supply of blackboards. Each of the schools has just 
been furnished with a set of new maps and a terrestrial globe. 


Tass E.—We find from this table that $22,219 50 has been expended for salaries 
of teachers; $2207 11 for incidental expenses; $384 62 for insurance on school property ; 
$487 50 for rents; $9988 35 for building, repairing, fitting up, and furnishing school 
houses; total for all the districts, 835.287 59; amount on hand in the various districts, 
$973 10. In the above figures, we have a decrease of $136 in the item of rents, as 
compared with last year, and $3818 22 on building, &c., while there is an increase of 
$401 20 in the amounts on hand, so faras heard trom. The actual school work has 
been more expensive than last year. in consequence of the larger number of schools in 
the Province, as the increased amount paid for teachers’ salaries shews; but the decrease 
in the amount expended for building school houses, &c., reduces the sum total. below 
that of last year. 


TaBLe F.—From this table it will be found that the lowest cost per pupil, per 
annum, is $13 02 in Victoria; ahd the highest, $55 56 per pupil, for about eight months’ 
tuition, in Lake District. The cost per pupil in North Saanich was very high, being 
$64 98 for cleven months. The average cost per pupil, throughout the Province, for the 
year, was €21 46, a gratifying decrease of $13 20, or more than 38 por cent. 


Taste G.—Authorized school hooks, to the amount of $445 14, were supplied the 
different schools during the year; books remaining unsold on 31st July last, 8207 69; 
sold during the year, 8320 07; supplied gratis to pupils, $15 U8; amount paid to the 
Department, $230 31; still duc, $90 45. 


TasLtE H.—The amount expended for school books during the year was $686 92; 
for maps and terrestrial globes, supplied schools as furniture, $500; freight, charges, 
insurance, Kc., $181 34; making a total of $1368 31. Books in stock July 31st, $659 97; 
in the different districts, $207 69; making a total of S867 66 on hand. Total exponditure 
in Education Department for the year ending July 8st, 1874, $39,550 10. 


Wand of interest in Schools by Trustees ant Parents. 


In many districts, a deplorable want of interest is manifested by Trustee Boards 
and parents in the success and progress of their schools. It is difficult, in some instances, 
to get their Annual Reports even imperfectly filled up; while the teacher is left entirely 
to his or her own devices. not only in the conduct of the school, but in many things that 
ought to be lovked atter by the Trustees. Willingness to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment in keeping the school buildings in repair, or improving them, seems to be 
diminishing rather than increasing; so much so, that ifa tree in a dangerous position 
requires to be cut down, a log rolled ont of the way. a pices of fencing to Le done, ora 
picket to be nailed up, the school grant inust be taxed to do it, LD have often been moet 
with the reply, when sugeesting the propriety of Ghose interested, or who ought to be 
interested in the suceess of public schools, duing something in aid of preparing a lot for 
the erection of a school house, putting up a wood shed, or making a picce of fencing, 
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“Oh, the Government should pay for everything, they are well able to do it.” People 
seem to forget that, in other Provinces and Countries, there is such a thing as direct and 
even local taxation for educational purposes, and that the manifestation of such a spirit 
may, sooner or later, induce the Government and Legislature to consider the advisability 
of levying such a tax; not only for the purpose of. increasing tho revenue of the Province, 
but to give trustees, parents, and others a direct interest in curtailing expenditure and 
economizing school funds. It may be argued, that trustees spend considerable time 
gratuitously in looking after school business, and that, in many cases, they are not 
supported as they ought to be by parents. This will hardly be denied; yet, in every 
district, people should remember that an efficiently conducted public school not only 
enhances the value of their property very considerably, but is also a great inducement 
for other families to settle amongst them. For these reasons, it’ from no higher motive, 
every individual, whether a parent or not, should feel a personal interest in public school 
work. If Trustee Boards would spend one-tenth of the time on school business that 
Councils devote to corporation and municipal work, those matters would be much better 
looked after than they are at present. But are not public schools, where the children aro 
being trained for the duties of after life, of infinitely more importance than streets, roads, 
and bridges? There are a few Trustee Boards in the Province to whom these remarks 
do not apply. It isfa great satisfaction to co-operate with these working Boards in 
promoting educational interests; while on the other hand it is correspondingly 
discouraging to transact business with Boards that take but little intcrest in the welfare 
of pupils and teachers, and in the good condition of school premises. There is room for 
great improvement in these respects; and it is to be hoped that it will be speedily 
brought about. - 


Iigh Schools. 


The question of High Schools is one that ought not to be left any longer in abeyance. 
Boys and girls in many parts of the Province are getting ahead of the public school 
curriculum; not that the teachers in our principal schools are unable to give instruction 
in the higher branches of an English education, and to make tho senior pupils of both 
sexes much more proficient than they now are; but that it is extremely difficult to 
advance classes beyond a certain point in any branch of study, on account of the constant 
drafting of pupils from a lower to a higher grade, and the comparatively few who have 
opportunity or inclination to proceed further with their studies after becoming tolerably 
proficient in the highest class in school. Provision should be made, whereby those who 
are desirous of prosecuting their studies further, can have the privilege of doing so with- 
out being obliged to leave tho Province. Tho time has fully come when two High 
Schools—one in Victoria, and the other in New Westminster—should be established. 
Each might be commenced with one properly qualified master, and the teaching staff 
afterwards increased as the attendance might warrant. 

Iu this connection, I beg to recommend that immediate steps be taken by the 
Government and Legislature to secure Government House, New Westminster, for High 
School purposes. It would require but little fitting up, in order to make it a very 
commodious school building and Principal's residence, with excellent accommodation for 
twenty or twenty-five boarders; the grounds and quict surroundings are also admirably 
adapted for such use. A reconveyance of these premises to the Local Government by 
the Dominion authorities, for a High School, would be a most valuable acquisition; and 
certainly they could not be applied to a better purpose, or one more worthy of 
encouragement by all concerned. 

Those schools would do good service as Training Institutes for teachers, till such 
time as the number of our school districts would warrant the establishment of a 
Provincial Normal School. Dependence upon immigration for.a supply of teachers is 
very precarious, as past experience fully proves. In the United States and Eastern 
Provinces, the average time that teachers remain in the profession is only three years. 
With this ratio we shall require twelve or fourteen new teachers annually, in order to keep 
up the teaching staff. Free tuition in the High Schools, with perhaps a little pecuniary 
aid, would be a great incentive to pupils of both sexes to seek admission, with a special 
view of passing the teachers’ examination, and entering upon public school work. 
These proposed establishments would, therefore, for the present, answer the purposes 
of High Schools, Training Schools, and Model Schools, 


to 
to 
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The question as to whether High Schoola should be entirely supported by the grant 
for educational purposes, or whether they should only be aided, is an open one, upon 
which I shall not enter. That poor but talented and deserving pupils should have easy 
admission to them, few will deny. It is quite a debatable point, however, as to how 
far the property of all ought to be taxed to pay for the higher education of a few. 


Compulsory Education. 


No progress whatever has been made during the past year by Trustee Boards in 
the enforcement of the compulsory clauses of the School Amendment Act. I am not 
able to report the enactment of a single additional By-Law. Of the two only that have 
been passed, namely Comox and Sooke, one, at least, seems to be inoperative; for, with 
twenty-three children whose names appear on the District Register as having attended 
school some portion of the year, the average is less than seven. This shows a deplorable 
amount of irregularity, which, with non-attendance, were the two evils that compulsory 
education was expected to remove or materially reduce. I was very particular, last 
autumn, in urging upon Trustee Boards the necessity for general and regular attendance; 
more especially in outlying districts where echools are maintained with difficulty, and 
at great expense to the public revenue. In some districts promises were made that this 
‘important matter should have immediate attention; yet nothing in this direction bas 
been done. Trustee Boards manifest great unwillingness to come in collision with their 
neighbours by attempting to enforce the law. In some districts they have absolutely 
refused to inaugurate compulsory measures; as they say they are desirous of livin 

peaceably with their fellow-settlers. I bave been often met with the plea that the 

egislature should not have placed the responsibility on Trustee Boards of initiating 
By-Laws for prosecuting their neighbours and friends for non-compliance with the 
School Act; but that compulsory education should be made general and enforced by the 
Government, and thus relieve them of the disagreeable duty of incurring the hostility 
and ill-will of neighbours and friends. The School Amendment Act, or the compulsory 
clauses thereof, in their present shape, are, and will remain, a dead letter. There is no 
power vested anywhere to oblige Trustces to comply with the requirements of the law. 

ven if this power did exist, the attempt to exercise it must prove abortive, as no one 
would then be found willing to undertake the duties of trustee. The difficulty can only 
be overcome by making the compulsory clauses general in their application, defining the 
number of years, and the number of months in each year, that every child shall attend 
some school, or otherwise obtain a certain amount of education, and incorporating these 
clauses with the provisions of the Act, and penalties attached for their violation. It may 
be worthy of consideration as to whether a parent neglecting or refusing to send his 
children to 8chool should not be deprived of his right to vote at elections, and be deemed 
legally ineligible for any office, however humble. 


The Boarding School. 


This establishment, the building for which was crected last year at the junction of 
Cacho Creek with the Bonaparte River, was formally opened on the 2nd’ June, last. 
The school had been going on for some days previously, while arrangements were being 
made for the opening; eighteen pupils, of both sexes, were then enrolled. The number 
has since increased to thirty-six, about as many as the building can accommodate. 

The success of the Boarding School experiment is now placed beyond a doubt. It 
is the settled conviction of almost every person in the upper country who has given the 
subject any consideration, that there is no other feasible method of bringing educational 
facilities within reach of the widely scattered families in the interior; so far separated 
from cach other as to render it impracticable to get a dozen children together at any 
one point for day school purposes. While on my tour cast of the Cascades, last spring, 
I found six children of school age about midway between Lytton and Lillooet, and some 
twenty miles from each place. Forty or fifty miles above Lillooet, at Big Bar Creek, 
there are six or seven more. At Dog Creck, twenty-five miles further, where I was 
given to understand a School District could be formed, I found only nine. In the neigh- 
bourhood of Alkali Lake, eighteen miles from Dog Creek, there are four; and on the 
opposite side of the Fraser, tor a stretch of several miles, may be found about the same 
number. ‘Twenty-two miles higher up, at Chimney Creek, and seven miles further, at 
Williams Lake, there aro cight or nine moro that ought to be undor instruction. At 
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Deep Creek, Soda Creek, Mud Lake, and near old Fort Alexander, there are three or 
tour families numbering seven or eight children of school age; while at Quesnellemouth 
and vicinity there are cight, and at Barkerville nine. Down the waggon road, children 
are to be found in families of two or three, from three to twenty miles apart, all the way 
to Cache Creck. Along Lake La Hache Valley, a distance of about eighteen miles, 
eleven children are residing ; but even there they are too much scattered for a day 
school. At Clinton, just after the completion of a neat little school house, two families 
moved away, which necessitated the discontinuance of the school, as only about five 
children old enough to attend were left. In the districts above-mentioned, there are 
probably nearly one hundred children spread ovcr an area of at least 10,000 square 
miles, or about one child to 100 square miles of territory. East and south of Cache 
Creek, down to the United States Boundary Line, with the exception of the Mission 
Valley, Okanagan, and Nicola Valley, where day schools are being established, the 
same degree of isolation exists, and about as many more children may be found, spread 
over as large an extent of country. As Barkerville and Lytton schools are likely to be 
discontinued, in addition to Clinton, there scems no probability of the maintenance of a 
single day school all the way from Yale to Cariboo, and from Hope to Osoyoos, with 
the exception of Lillooet, Okanagan, and Nicola. Boarding schools will be found fully 
equivalent to day schools for all that the buildings can accommodate, as children are 
there boarded for about what they would cost at home ; while in the boarding school 
they have the advantage over day pupils in enjoying greater facilities for study, and 
are, moreover, under constant surveillance as to their conduct and demeanor. 

The success of the boarding school scheme being assured, I feel no hesitation in 
strongly recommending that a sum of money be put down in the Estimates of next year 
for the erection of another building, of the same class as the one at Cache Creek, some- 
where on the waggon road, within a few miles of Soda Creek. Such a school there 
would meet the wants of a large section of country, extending from the Green Timber 
to Dog Creek and Cariboo, including the west side of the Fraser and Chilcotin. Build- 
ings large enough to accommodate about forty children are better adapted to the wants 
of the interior than more extensive ones, as the latter must necessarily embrace a wider 
extent of territory. With the smaller class, parents and guardians would scarcely be 
more than a long day’s ride from their children in cases of emergency, such as severe 
sickness, accident, &c., while a teacher and his wifc, with sufficient domestic help, can 
efficiently manage as many as can be accommodated in such buildings, together with as 
many day scholars as each locality might be able to furnish. 


Teachers’ Convention. 


It affords me great pleasure to report the inauguration of a Teachers’ Convention 
for British Columbia. Pursuant to notico, a mecting was held on the 9th July, in tho 
Legislative Assembly Hall, the Honorable the Provincial Secretary in the chair. Aftor 
some pene! discussion on the object and uses of such an association, in which 
several gentlemen took part, the following officers were elected for the current year :— 
President, the Superintendent of Education ; Vice-Presidents, Ton. Dr. Ash, Provincial 
Secretary, Rev. Mr. Mason, Principal of Collegiate School, and Robert Williams, Esq., 
M.A.; Secretary, C. C. McKenzie, Esq., Principal of Boys’ Department of Public School, 
Victoria; Treasuror, J. A. Halliday, Esq., Principal of Public School, Now Westminster. 
It is proposed to hold the first meeting of the institute in July next, during the time of 
the annual teachers’ examination, when lectures and addresses will be delivered, papers 
read, and discussions held on’various subjects connected with education and the different 
methods of teaching. Our entire school system will also pass under review, year by 
year, by teachers and others interested in educational progress, and its merits and 
demerits thoroughly discussed. 

Among the first bencticial results which I anticipate from the establishment of this 
convention is the attainment of more uniformity in the methods of teaching. At present 
the systems prevailing in this Province are as diverse as the nationalities of the teachors. 
Annual mectings will soon accomplish a sreat deal in this direction, especially when 
aided by proper training in the High Schools, as has been suggested. In order to insure 
the success of the Teachers’ Institute, a portion, at least, of the travelling expenses of 
teachers must be paid. This would not amount to much—probably $150 or 8200—as 
more than a third of them aro employcd in Victoria and the immediate vicinity, 
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Searedy of Traned Teachers, 


Want of properly trained teachers is a wrest drawhack to the eficiency of the Publie 
Schools in the Province. Amon the thirty-six teachers in the employ of the Depart- 
ment during the past year, only eight have undersone a resular traiiuine tor the profes- 
sion. Perhaps as many more have had, in various parts of the world, some little ex- 
perience in teaching before taking charge of scheols in) British Columbia. More than 
one-half of the teachers were new to the work when they commenced their duties here. 
A few of these are already good practical teachers, while others bid fair to become such ; 
but some are still very deficient in those qualities and attainments which constitute the 
efficient and successful trainer of youth, It was fully expected that before this time we 
would have had a sufficient unmber of trained and qualitied teachers to put an end to all 
temporary arrangements entered into for the purpose of keeping schools in operation. 
Such, however, has not been the case. At the present tie there are more schools under 
unqualified teachers than at the date of my last Report. The Board of Education find 
it impossible to comply with Section 33 of the © Public School Act, 1872,” which says 
that “No person shall be appointed a teacher in any Public School, unless he shall hold 
a first, second, or third class certificate of qualification from the Board of Education.” 
Were they to carry out this provision rigidly ten or cleven of our schools would be 
closed for want of teachers. This state of things will continue until a stronger tide of 
immigration sets in, bringing teachers with it; or till we can educate and train them for 
the work here, or offer such salaries as will iuduce professional teachers to settle in the 
Province. My application to the Normal School. Toronto, last spring, for seven or eight 
certificated second class male and female teachers failed, because salaries varying from $30 
to $70 per month were not considered suflicient inducement. But here a difficulty oecurs, 
which is a serious one, namely, the very small number of children in a majority of our 
outlying districts. Fifty dollars per month, our minimum salary for a qualitied teacher, 
is really insufficient pay on this coast ; yet, as Table F shows, when this salary is divided 
by the number of children attending many of our schools, the cost per pupil is enor- 
mously heavy. As the school children increase, in the districts outside of our towns and 
cities, so will salaries ; so that ina few years, it is to be hoped. our fifty dotlar salaries 
will be as much the exception as they are now the rule. Assuming that all our schools 
were under duly qualified teachers. the average salary in British Columbia would be 
something over 860 per month ; more than a hundred per cent. higher than the average 
in Ontario and other Eastern Provinces, as well as in many of the States, New York 
included. While our salaries are lower than could be wished, yet they compare very 
favourably with what teachers obtain elsewhere ; and should, one would think, when 
taken in connection with the numerous advantages cujoyed here with regard to 
climate and natural resuurces, secure fur us an ample supply of good teachers. 





New Districts, §c. 


During the year, I have to report the formation of nine new School Districts, 
besides the Boarding School District of Cache Creek. Those Districts are Colwood, 
Cedar, Burgoyue Bay, and Wellington, on Vancouver Island; and Trenant, Maple Ridge, 
York, Nicola, and Okanagan, on the Mainland. In three of these, namely Colwood, 
Burgoyne Bay, and Cedar, new school houses have been erected, and in all the others 
they will be built during the autuinn, The total number of School Districts now in the 
Province, including the Boarding School, is 57, namely 19 on Vancouver Island, as 
follows :—Victoria, Esquimalt. Craigflower, Colwood. Metchosin, Sooke, Lake, Cedar 
Ifill, South Saanich, North Saanich, South Cowichan, North Cowichan, Burgoyne Bay, 
Salt Spring Island, Gabriola Island, Cedar. Nanaimo, Wellington, and Comox ; and 18 
on the Mainland, as follows:—QGranville. Burrard Inlet, Trenant, New Westminster, 
Maple Ridec, York, Langley, Sumass. Chilliwhack, Hope, Yale. Lytton, Lillooet, Clinton, 
Barkerville. Nicola, Okanagan, and Cache Creek. In 1872 the districts numbered 22 
only, an increase of 17 in two years, or nearly 80 per cent.

The annual examination of applicants for ceriiteates of qualification as teachers 


was held from the Gth to loth July, inclusive, in the Legislative Assembly Ital, which 
was kindly granted for that purpose by the Honorables the Speaker aud the Chicf Com- 
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missioner of Lands and Works. Thirteen candidates presented themselves for examina- 
tion—eight ladies and five gentlemen—of whom cleven obtained certificates in the 
different grades. There were three First Class A, one First Class B, three Second Class 
A, two Third Class A, and two Third Class B. A list of duly qualified teachers will be 
found in Appendix E. 

Rules respecting Teachers’ Salaries. 


In Appendix B will be found the Rules adopted by the Board of Education, in March 
last, for the regulation of teachers’ salaries. It was thought highly desirable to make 
salaries depend somewhat on average attendance, as is the case in many other countries. 
The minimum salary under these regulations is $600 per annum for qualified teachers, 
ranging all the way up to $1,200. As school-going children and average attendance 
increase, so will salaries to $720, $840, $960, Xc.. per annum. 


Inspection of Schools, §-c. 


For purposes of School Inspection and visiting sections of the Interior where new 
districts were contemplated, I travelled 1200 miles by steamer, 425 by canoe, 540 by 
stage, 1255 on horseback, and 184 on foot, making a total of more than 3600 miles 
during the year. I have also to report 84 school visits—an increase of 20 over last year. 


Since the date of my last Report, 516 official letters have been received at the 
Edueation Office, and 587 written. During the year, the Board of Education have held 
fifteen mectings for the transaction of business connected with the Department, at many 
of which all the members were present. 


“It now becomes my duty to report briefly the progress and present condition of 
each of the District Schools. 


Vicrorta.—The Public Schools in this city—both Boys’ and Girls’ Departments— 
are steadily gaining in numbers and public favor. The boys’ school, under Messrs. 
McKenzie, Clemitson, and Pleace, has reached a daily attendance of 132. The girls’ 
school, conducted by Mesdames Hayward, Baxter, and Caldwell, has numbered as high 
as 161 for the day. It was found necessary, in early summer, to appoint a third 
teacher in the boys’ department; the attendance being quite beyond the power of two 
teachers to do justice to. To the programme of studies is now added Voral Music, which 
is made both entertaining and useful, and in which the boys, under Mr. Pleace, have 
already made considerable progress. Both the schools are in a very efficient state; and 
all the teachers fully merit the high opinion and contidence which parents and guardians 
entertain for them. 


The girls are still closely contined in the inconvenient and badly ventilated building 
on Broughton Street; with scarcely a ioot of breathing room outside the school house, 
except on the public street. In the heat of summer the close, impure atmosphere in the 
building, and in the rear of it, cannot be otherwise than deleterious to the health of both 
pupils and teachers; while in the cold and damp of winter the absolute necessity for so 
many open windows gencrates Violent colds, which are equally, if not more injurious. 
Better accommodation must be provided, at an early day, for the constantly increasing 
number of pupils seeking adinission to the girls’ departinent of the public¢ school. The 
erection ofa first-class building, on the School Reserve, for Public and High School 
purposes, ought not to be much longer delayed. A special grant from the general 
revenue of the Province. for this purpose. Tiheratly supplemented by the Municipal 
Council from the city funds, would enable the Trustce Bourd to remedy an evil, before 
the close of 1475, that ought never to have had an existence; and one which affects the 
health and comfort of one or more members of a great nuinber of families. 


FEsquMartr.—There was another change in the teachership of this school in May 
last, occasioned by the removal of Mr. Pleace to the boys’ schooi in Victoria. It is now 
under the temporary iInanveement of Miss C. Dasiey. Lhe attendance has improved of 
late, though not yet anything like wit il ougat to be. Great Iuck of interest has been 
Manifested by parenis aud guardians in the saeeess and wellbeing of the school; so 
much so, that it was found impracticable to get a sufficient number of Louscholders 
together, last January, to eloct a trustee. ‘Two or three meetings wore callod, and those 
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being attended by the trustees only, the attempt was ultimately abandoned—the out- 
going trustce consenting to occupy a seat at the Board in order to keep up the legal 
number. 


CRAIGFLOWER.—My hopes of improvement in this school—one of the most important 
in the Province, outside of the cities and towns—have not, Iam sorry to say, been 
realized. The same want of attention to school work, carelessness with regard to the 
condition of the school house and its surroundings, negligence of personal appearance, 
and other habits quite incompatible with the proper discharge of his duties, still 
characterize the teacher. He has been holding the teachership in violation of the School 
Act since July, 1873, having declined to undergo an examination for two consecutive 
years. The educational interests of the children have been, and arc still being, sacrificed 
to a desire, on the part of a few, to keep him in the school. A change in the teachership 
is absolutely necessary; and the sooner it takes place the better for all concerned. 


Cotwoop.—A new district, comprising portions of Craigflower and Metchosin 
Districts. The following arc its boundaries:—“ All that tract of land within a line 
“commencing at the North end of Parsons’ Bridge; then following Rowe Stream to the 
“boundary line between Sections 97 and 98; thence in a Northerly direction, along the 
“Eastern boundary of Section 98, to the boundary between Highland and Esquimalt 
“Districts; thence Westerly, along said boundary line, to the North-west corner of 
“Section 14; thence South-westerly, to the South-east corner of Section 100; thenceina 
“South-easterly direction, to the South-west corner of Section 51; thence along the 
“section line, between Sections 50 and 51, to the shore at Royal Bay; thence North- 
“easterly, along the shore line, to the Southern end of Parsons’ Bridge; thence along 
“the said bridge to the point of commencement.” When this district was established, 
and the contract for building the school house awarded, there were more than twenty 
children of school age within its boundaries. Removals from Belmont Boot and Shoe 
Factory—for the benefit of which the district was created, principally—and from other 
places, have reduced this number to less than ten. Hence, the Board of Education have 
not thought it advisable to open the school for the pene As soon, however, as ton 
or twelve children can be collected together for regular attendance the school will bo 
commenced in the neat little school house erected last spring. 


MercHosin.—Parents of children in this district are making praiseworthy efforts 
to keep their school in operation. With the exception of one family, all the children of 
school age attend with great regularity and punctuality. The average for the past year 
was eleven in a school population of about fourteen, two of whom have not been enrolled 
on the Register since a change of teachers occurred, twelve months ago. The school is 
efficiently conducted by Miss Lindsay, who, as a teacher, is industrions and painstaking. 
The commodious school house and grounds are well looked after by the trustces. 


Sooxe.—The little school in this district is still flourishing, although three changes 
have occurred in the teachership since the date of my last Report. Mrs. Miles, last 
autumn, was succeeded by Miss Mahood, who gave place to Mrs. Perrie at the beginning 
of the year; and when the latter resigned at the midsummer vacation, Miss Irvine, one 
of our newly qualified teachers, received the appointment. Considerable interest is 
manifested in education by trustees and parents; and, with two or three exceptions, all 
the children are regular in their attendance at school. 


Crepar I1r1t.—The school here ranks No. 5, in point of numbers, among the schools 
of the Province. Two changes of teachers have occurred during tho year; Mr. 'T. C. 
Jones succeeding Mr. G. Pottinger in January, and on the removal of the former to 
Cache Creek Boarding School, at the beginning of May, Mr. James Kaye, one of our 
first-class men at the last examination, took charge. These changes are always more 
or less of a drawback to the progress of pupils, and I hope it may be a long time before 
another takes place in this interesting school—interesting, not only with regard to 
numbers, but also with regard to educational attainments—many of the pupils being 
well advanced in Enylish grammar, geography, and mathematics. This is the first and 
only school in the Province, so far, to send out a teacher trom among its pupils—one of 
them having obtained a certificate of qualification at our last oxamination, who received 
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all her education in this district school. Under the efficiont management of the present 
teacher, the school will lose none of its prestige, but, on the contrary, add very 
materially to it. 


Laxe.—School matters in this district are in a very unsatisfactory condition. There 
are only ten or eleven children of school age, and those have been neither regular nor 
punctual in attendance. There is also a great want of unanimity among parents and 
others who ought to be interested in education, which makes it very unpleasant for the 
teacher; and has been the main cause of the frequent changes which have distinguished 
this school—there having been no less than six in two years. The school was closed in 
February of last year, on account of the attendance being so small; it was, however, 
re-opened the following May. For the past year, the teacher's salary has been $60 per 
month—ten dollars per month more than the district was entitled to—in order, if 
possible, to make things work more smoothly. In this, however, the expectations of 
the Board of Education have not been realized. In consequence, therefore, of the want 
of interest manifested by parents and trustees, the falling off in attendance, and the fact 
that the teacher would not conduct.the school at a lower rate of salary, the Board 
considered it advisable to again close the school. This may be but temporarily, as an 
expression of willingness on the part of the heads of tamilies to send all the children to 
school regularly, would meet with the favourable consideration of the Board of Education; 
and arrangements might then be made for a re-opening, at a rate of salary proportionate 
to the attendance. ’ 


Sours Saanico.—With fifty-seven names of children on the school register of this 
district as having attended some portion of the year ending 31st July, the average only 
reached eighteen. This shows a great amount of negligence on the part of parents, 
which, if persisted in, will reduce the salary of the teacher from $70 per month to $50. 
It ought not to be difficult to secure an average of over thirty—with sixty children of 
school age in the district,—indeed, with this number, the attendance should reach an 
average of more than forty, and thus secure for the teacher a salary of $80 per month. 
The school is efficiently, and therefore satisfactorily, conducted by Mr. John Mundell, 
who succeeded Mr. Wilson in April last. With a good teacher, a well-furnished and 
commodious school house, centrally located and easy of access, I hope to be able to 
report great improvement in attendance at the close of the next school year. 


Norra Saanicu.—After a trial of nearly twelve months, the school in this district 
had to be discontinued on account of there being so few pupils in attendance. As the 
trustees have neglected to send in their Annual Report, Feu not able to state exactly 
the number of school-going children; but there must be between twenty and twenty-five. 
For the same reason, T cannot tell what the average attendance for the year has been; 
but probably not more than six. On the 3rd December last, I found seven children at 
school—all that were on the register, it being examination day. On my next visit, April 
14th, there were five, one of whom was under school age. The persistent refusal of two 
heads of families, representing at least seven children of school age, neither of whom are 
more than two and a half miles from the school house, to send their children to the 
school, prevents its being re-opened. The responsibility, therefore, of a closed school 
rests upon these parties. ‘The district was established on 30th August, 1872, but the 
boundaries were changed, in accordance with a petition from the settlers, on tho 3rd 
October last, by the following Gazette notice:— 

“Whereas by a notice, dated 30th August, 1872, tho Saanich School District was 
“defined as comprising all of South Saanich, and such portion of the District of North 
“Saanich as lies between a straight linc drawn from Saanich Arm to Bagan Bay, along 
“the centre of the road crossing the district at Brown’s Farm, and the North boundary 
“of the District of South Saanich, as laid down in the official map; and whereas by a 
“ notice, dated 28th September, that part of the District of North Saanich which lies to 
“the North of the said road by Brown's Farm, was created a school district;.and whereas 
“it is desirable to alter and amend the dividing line between the Districts of North and 
“South Saanich: Notice is hereby given, that the Districts of North and South Saanich 
“are hereby created separate School Districts, under the respective titles of the District 
“ of North Saanich and District of South Saanich, and that the boundary line between 
“such Districts shall be the boundary of these Districts as laid down in the official map 
“ofthe said Districts.” 
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Soutn Cowrcnay.—After the resienation of Mr. Rovers as teacher in this district, 
in March last, it was considered advisable to discontinue the school until the roads 
improved, as they were then almost impassable with snow. During the spring, however, 
four families moved away, and reduced the number of school-going children so much as to 
render a re-opening unjustifiable, as there were not more than eight lett, about six in 
the Kokasalah portion of the district, and only two on the Shawnigan side, or Harris's 


Norra Cowrcuan.—Educational facilities are now brought within reach of all the 
children in this large and scattered district. by the opening of a school in the Court house 
near Cowichan Flats, in addition to the one between Somenos and Maple Bay. All the 
children in the district are attending the schools as regularly as can be expected. Two 
or three changes of teachers have retarded their progress somewhat; yet, on the whole, 
it has been very satisfactory. The trustees are tully alive to the importance of their 
public schools, and are actively promoting their interests in every possible way. 


Burooyneé Bay.—District established on 3rd October, 1873, with the following 
boundarics:—* All that tract of land within a line commencing at a point about midway 
“between the head of Ganges Bay and Beaver Point, on the South side; thence running 
“ Westerly, along the summit of the Otter Range, to the seashore; thence following the 
“shore line, Southerly, to the point of commencement, and including Moresby, Russell, 
“and Portland Islands.” The school is still under the temporary management of Mrs. 
Holmes. There has been a fair average attendance during the year, and satisfactory 
progress has been made in all the branches taught. 


Sat Spring Istanp.—The school here has dropped below the average required for 
asalary of $50 per month for the teacher. It is still in charge of Mr. J. C. Jones, but 
again under a temporary arrangement. The condition of the school can hardly be 
considered satisfactory. The rules and regulations with regard to the hours of teaching 
are not carried out; nor are the pupils as far advanced, especially in arithmetic, geography, 
and grammar, as they ought to be. There are twelve children of school age in the middle 
settlement, and eight in the northern or Begg's settlement. Another school house in 
this neighbourhood has been in course of erection since last spring, for which the sum of 
$100 was granted under the British Columbia School Ordinance, repealed by the “School 
Act, 1872.” An effort will be made to provide those eight children with tuition, as soon 
as the school house shall have been completed. 


GaBRIOLA Isuann.—This school is just entering upon its second year of usefulness, 
under Mr. J. FE. . Seneker. The pupils are regular in their attendance. and are making 
rapid progress in their studies. When the school was opened, a year ago, all the children 
of various ages commenced with the First Book of Lessons. <A short time sinee, they 
were supplied with Third Readers. avithmetics. geouraphics, &e. Educational facilities 
are duly appreciated in this district; trustces and parents act in concert with the teacher, 
thus securing the best possible return for moneys spent for school purposes. 


Cepar.—District established 11th February last; the following are its boundaries:— 
“ All that tract of land within the lines commencing at a point at the South-east corner 
“of Cedar District; thence in a North-westerly direction, along the coast line, to the 
“mouth of Chase River; thence ina Southerly direction to the Northern boundary of 
“Cranberry District; thence ina Westerly direction to the North-western boundary of 
“Cranberry District; thence in a Southerly direction to the South-western boundary of 
“Cranberry District; thence in an Easterly direction to the point of commencement.” 
A new school house was erected this summer, near the bridge over Nanaimo River. The 
school is just commenced, under the temporary management of Miss Stark. 


Nanaimo.—I much regret my inability to give a favourable report of this very 
important school. Next to Victoria, in point of numbers, the children are entirely 
dependent on the public school, from the fact of there bemg no private educational 
institutions where they can attend. The continued inefticiency in its management, 
especially in the boys’ department, is inflicting inealenlable injury on the rising genera- 
tion. The children are fast growing: up, and many of them will soon enter upon the 
duties of lite with an education so detective as to be out of all proportion to the sum of 
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money spent for school purposes during the past threo or four years. The girls’ 
department is lacking in school organization; but not in industry and painstaking on 
the part of the teacher; who has been and is doing the best she can with a school 
numboring some 60 or 70 pupils. Tho other department, but little more than half as 
large—although there are probably as many boys as girls in the town—is unsatisfactorily 
conducted in every respect; there is almost an entire absence of proper discipline and 
order; the method of teaching is defective, and not calculated to encourage the pupils in 
the piocerteige of their studies. A want of energy and painstaking, on the part of the 
teacher, is painfully evident in all the school exercises. Imperfectly recited lessons, or 
lessons not recited at all; the backward condition of all the classes; and the very few 
branches of study in which the pupils are engaged, are conclusive proofs that a change 
in the management of the school has become an absolute necessity. While the children 
wero crowded together in a small room, without desks or a sufficient number of seats, 
there was a reasonable excuse for inefficiency and want of progress. This excuse is no 
longer valid, as the building now oceupied is the largest and most commodious in the 
Province. I have repeatedly urged upon the Trustee Board, both verbally and by letter, 
the necessity of making a change in the management and organization of their school, 
by securing the services of a first-class experienced teacher as Principal, and engaging 
one or, if the attendance would admit of it, both of the present teachers as assistants, 
By doing this, and grading the school, that is combining the classes irrespective of sex 
for teaching purposes, by which means one-half of the teaching power would be saved, 
the school would be put on a proper and efficient footing, and would soon become what 
it ought to be, namely, one of the best in the Province. 


WeLiinaton.—This is another of the new districts, having been gazetted on the 2nd 
May last; the following are its boundaries:—“ All that tract of land included within the 
‘lines, commencing at a point at the North-west corner of Wellington District, on thy 
“shore line; thence in a Southerly direction, along the Western boundaries of Wellington 
“and Mountain Districts, to the section post between Sections 8 and 9, Range 1, Mountain 
* District; thence Easterly, along said section line, to South-east corner of Section 9, 
* Range 7; thence Northerly, to the boundary line of Mountain District; thence Easterly, 
“along the Northern boundary of Mountain District, to the seashore at Departure Bay; 
“thence Northerly and Westerly, along the shore line, to the point of commencement.” 
A school house is about to be erected in the rapidly rising town of Wellington, where 
several families have already located. There is every probability of the school here soon 
becoming a large and flourishing one, as the demand for coal from this valuable mine is 
constantly on the increase; thus offering inducements:for miners and artizans to settle 
there with their families. These inducements will be very materially increased by tho 
establishment of a well-conducted publi¢ school. 


Comox.—The average attendance in this school has been very low for the past year, 
being. like that of South Saanich, only a third of the number enrolled on the register. 
With an industrious, well qualified teacher, and a new, commodious school house, this 
district ought to have furnished a more satisfactory record. Improved roads, and new 
bridges, will give families, at a distance from the school house, greater facilities for 
reaching it; which, it is to be hoped, will increase the average at least 100 per cent.’ 
during the incoming year. Unless a decided improvement in this respect takes placo 
during the autumn, the salary of the teacher will have to be reduced in accordance with 
rules and regulations. 


GRANVILLE.—Two changes of teachers, during the past year, have interfered consid- 
erably with the progress of this school. ‘he Annual Report was sent in very imperfectly 
filled up, neither average attendance nor number of children of school age being given. 
Under the newly appointed teacher, Mrs. Cordiner, who holds certificates of qualification 
from New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, a marked improvement may be expected. The 
boundaries of this and the adjoining district of Burrard Inlet were arranged last year. 
The Gazette notice, however, not being published in my last Report, I now append it:— 

“ Whereas the Lieutenant-Governor in Council is empowered under the ‘Publie School 
“ Act, 1872,’ to create School Districts in addition to those already existing, and to define 
“the boundaries thereof, and also to alter the boundaries of existing School Districts: 

“And whereas the boundaries of the Burrard Inlet School District, as at present 
“ constituted, embrace the North and South sides of the Inlet: 
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* «‘ And whereas it is desirable that the South side should be created a separate School 
“ District: 

‘Notice is hereby givon, that the boundaries of the Burrard Inlet School District 
“shall be all that tract of land embraced within the circumference of a circle whose centre 
“ghall be the school house on the North side of the said Inlet, and whose radius shall 
‘be a distance of three miles from such school house; excepting always any of the land 
‘on the South side of the Inlet: 

‘‘ Notice is also given, that a school district shall bo and is hereby established on the 
“ South side of the said Inlet, to be called the ‘Granville School District;’ and that the boun- 
“ daries of such district shall be all that tract of land embraced within the circumference ofa 
“circle whose centre shall be the school house on the South side of the said Inlet, and 
‘“‘whose radius shall be a distance of three miles from such school house; excepting 
“always any land on the North side of the said Inlet.” 


Burrard InuEt.—The school in this district is considerably ahead of the one at 
Granville in point of numbers. A new and commodious school house has been built and 
occupied since the date of my last Report. The same energy of character, and pains- 
taking devotion to her duties, on the part of the teacher, Mrs. M. Thain, are observable in 
the management and discipline of the school; the material progress of which, for the 
year, has been eminently satisfactory. Map and linear drawing, and fancy work, are 
among the branches taught, in all of which the pupils have made creditable advancement. 


TRENANT.—A new district, on the South Arm of the Fraser River, established 3rd 
October, 1873, with the following boundaries :—‘‘All that tract of land within a line 
“ commencing at the southern bank of the Fraser River, opposite Tilbury Island ; thence 
“running due south in prolongation of the dividing line of Ranges 4 and 5 West, Blocks 
“4 and 5 North, New Westminster District, to the sea shore at Boundary Bay ; thence 
“ gouth-westerly, alone the shore line, to the 49th parallel of latitude ; thence along said 
“49th parallel to the sea shore at Roberts Bay ; thence along the shore line, northerly, 
“to Pelly Point, at the mouth of Fraser River ; thence along the said southern bank of 
“the Fraser River, to the point of commencement.’’ The inexhaustible fertile bottom 
lands extending from the Fraser to the Boundary Line are beginning to attract a little 
of the attention among immigrants and others which they so richly deserve. Several 
bona fide settlers—a few of them with familics—have located in this district during the 
past year, and are now busily engaged in bringing their homesteads under cultivation, 
Others will soon follow their example, so that at the expiration of next year a large and 
flourishing school will, in all probability, be reported at Trenant. 


New WEstTMINSTER.—An entire change has been made, not only in the teaching but 
in the management of this important and flourishing school. On the resignation of Mr. 
Planta, in May last, Mr. Halliday, late of Yale, who holds a certificate of the highest 
grade, took charge. After the summer vacation, Miss McWha, late of Sumass, succeeded 
Miss Glyde. The graded system has been recently adopted, which, under the efficient 
management of Mr. Halliday as principal, will, no doubt, prove a complete success. A 
decided change for the better, in discipline and order, has already taken place, and from 
the well-known ability of the teachers, aided by the support and confidence of parents 
and guardians, who have ever taken an active interest in the success and progress of the 
Public School, great things are expected in the future. In these expectations, I fully 
believe, there will be no disappointment. 


Mapte Rivaz.—One of the new districts, located on the Fraser, nearly opposite and 
below Langley. The following are its boundaries :—“ All that tract of land included 
‘within the lines commencing at the south-west corner of Section 3, Township No. 9, 
“ New Westminster District ; thence in a northerly direction to the north-west corner of 
“ Section 34, Township No. 9, aforesaid; thence in an casterly direction to the north-east 
“ eorner of Section 32, Township No. 12, New Westminster District ; thence in a southerly 
‘« direction to the point of intersection with the Langley School District; thence following 
“the westerly boundary of the Langley School District to the northern boundary line of 
“Townships 8 ‘and 11, New Westminster District; thence westerly to the point of com- 
‘“‘mencement.” <A school house will be erected here during the autumn, with a view to 
opening the school next spring. The rapid improvement going on in this interesting set- 
tlement warrants the assumption that the school will soon become a large and flourishing 
one. 
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Lanoiry.—The attendance at this school has been remarkably good since last spring. 
Most of the children are merely beginners. They are, however, making satisfactory im- 
rovement under Mr. W. H. Burr, who still remains in charge of the school. Another 
istrict will soon have to be formed, seven miles from Langley.on the Yale Road, where 
a flourishing settlement is springing up. 

Yorx.—This district, recently established at the head of Sumass Lake, comprises 
Township No. 19, New Westminster District. A school house will be erected before 
winter, when school will be commenced with fair prospects of success. At Matsqui, six 
or seven miles further west, preparations were made during the summer for the erection 
of a school house, as there are twelve or thirteen children in the settlement, some of 
them almost boyond school age, sadly in. want of tuition. A difference of opinion, how- 
ever, among the settlers, after the lumber and material were on the ground, respecting 
the site of the school house, prevented further progress. Unless they can agree upon a 
location, the building of the school house must be held in abeyance till such time as there 
may be a sufficient number of children to form a district under the School Act. 


Sumass.—The school in this flourishing agricultural district has made good progress 
during the year, under Miss McWha, who gute recently accepted the position of assistant 
in the New Westminster Public School. The school house is now completed and well 
farnished. The lot is also fenced, and a wood shed erected. 


CuiuirwHack.—The boundaries of this district, formerly extending from Sumass to 
Cheam, a distance of fourteen miles, have recently been readjusted, in order that the 
proper position for the school house might be asccrtained. A few weeks ago the building 
‘was removed to its new site, and the school opened under Mr. Donald McMillan. The 
boundaries are as follows :—“ All that tract of land, within the lines, commencing at a 
“ point at the north-eastern boundary of Sumass School District ; thence southerly, fol- 
* lowing said boundary, to the base of the Sumass Range of Mountains; thence north- 
“ easterly, along the said range, for a distance of about six miles; thence ina northerly 
“ direction, crossing Elk Creek Bridge, to the Fraser River; thence westerly, to the 
6 point of commencement.” Another district, extending from the north-eastern line of 
Chilliwhack to Cheam, will soon have to be formed. A flourishing settlement is springing 
up in Mr. Gallander’s puphbonrionl. where another family or two, expected shortly, 
will make up more than the requisite number of children. 


Horr.—Attendance in this school, though in advance of last year, is still small. It 
remains under the temporary management of Mrs. Lethbridge. The pupils, chiefly 


beginners, have made fair progress. 


Yatr.—After the removal of Mr. Halliday to New Westminster, the school was 
vacant for two months for want of a teacher. Under Mr. Halliday it was among the 
most orderly and best conducted in the Province, and the pupils made rapid progress. 
Miss McDougall, a duly qualified teacher, is now in charge. 


Lyrron.—Attendance at this school has been very small during the year. Witha 
probability of a still farther reduction of hee? in the autumn, the Board of Education 
thought it advisable to close the school. Its discontinuance, however, may be but 
temporary. Mrs. Good had charge till the end of July. Under her tuition the pupils, 
at least those of them that attended with any degree of regularity, made rapid progress. 


LiLoort.—This school has been well attended for the year. The average, however— 
fifteen—is less than fifty per cent. of the number enrolled. Mr. J. E. Lord, a goo discip- 
linarian and an industrious teacher, is in charge temporarily, under whom the children, 
many of them beginners, have made satisfactory advancement. 


Cumton.—The removal of two families from this district, early last autumn, neces- 
sitated the closing of the school. Since then the trustees have not been able to secure a 
sufficient number of pupils for a re-opening. 

BaRKERVILLE.—The few children in attendance at this school made rapid progress 
till its close, in June last. Unless the number of children of school age in this district 
has increased since that time a re-opening would hardly be advisable. 
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Nioota.—Just established as a district, with the following boundaries :—“ Bounded 
‘ton the east by a line drawn north and south from the residence of William Charters in 
“Nicola Valley, and extending on cach side of the Nicola River to the natural boundaries 
“of Nicola Valley ; on the west by a line drawn north and south from the residence of 
“ Byron Earnshaw, and extending on cach side of the Nicola River to the natural boun- 
“daries of Nicola Valley aforesaid, said western boundary being about nine miles distant 
“from the eastern boundary ; and on the north and south by the natural boundaries of 
“the Nicola Valley.” 


OxanaGaax.—Also recently made a School District. The following are its bounda- 
ries :—‘ Commencing at a point at the mouth of Mission Creek ; thence northerly along 
“the shore of Okanagan Lake a distance of five miles ; thence casterly a distance of five 
“miles; thence southerly to Mission Creek ; thence westerly to the point of commence- 
“ment.” 


Cacue Crurk.—The Boarding School establishment here was spoken of more par- 
ticularly in the paragraph of this Report under the head of “The Boarding School.” 


In conclusion, I may be allowed to state that the steady progress which our school 
system is making from year to ycar, and the firm hold which it has already obtained 
upon the good wishes and support of the community at large, warrants the assumption 
that under the fostering chre of Your Excellency’s Government the Public Schools of 
British Cini —ertrpleabtoatly the schools of the people—will increase in efficiency and 
usefulness ; extending their influenco not only to the most remote settlements, but to 
every isolated family within our borders ; till al7 the children shall obtain at least the 
rudiments of an English education, and thus banish ignorance and illiteracy from among 
the retarding agencies of our prosperity as a Province.

AN ACT RESPECTING PUBLIC SCHOOLS. A.D. 1872. 


[Assented to 11th April, 1872.] 


HEREAS it is expedient that provision should be made for tho establish- Preamble. 


ment, maintenance, and management of Public Schools throughout the 
Province of British Columbia: ; 


Therefore Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Province of British Columbia, enacts as follows :— 


1. “The Common- School Ordinance, 1869,” and “The Common School Reptale schoo! 
Amendment Ordinance, 1870,” are hereby respectively repealed. ‘ 


2. On the Ist day of April, A. D. 1872, there shall be set apart by the Public &chool Fund. 
Officer in Charge of the Treasury fér the time being, out of the General 
Revenue of the Province, the sum of forty thousand dollars for Public School 
purposes, and in each subsequent year such sum shall be set apart as aforesaid 
as may be voted by the Legislative Assembly for the nee aforesaid, and 
the said sums of money shall be called the “Public School Fund.” 


Board of Education. 


8. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may, by Letters Patent under the Appointment of Educe- 
Seal of the Province, appoint six fit and proper persons to be a Board of Edu-"” , 
cation for the Province of British Columbia, and the persons so appointed 
shall respectively hold office during the pleasure of the Lieutenant-Governor; 
in the event of any one or more of the persons so appointed resigning, dying, 
or being removed from office, the vacancy or vacancies so occasioned may be 
filled up by new appointments in manner aforesaid. 


Superintendent. 


4. The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may appoint a Superintendent of Arpotatment of 
Education for the Province of British Columbia, who shall be ex-officio Chair- anne 
man of the Board of Education, and such Superintendent shall hold office 
during the pleasure of the Lieutenant-Governor, and shall receive as an annual 
salary the sum of two thousand dollars, together with such additional allow- 
ance or remuneration as the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may grant for 
travelling expenses. And when, and so often as a vacancy shall occur in the 
office of Superintendent, the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may appoint a 
fit and proper person to the office so vacated, and such person shall hold office 
during the pleasure of the Lieutenant-Governor. Provided, always, that no 
person shall be eligible for Superintendent unless he has been an experienced 
and successful Teacher of at least five years’ standing, and holds a first class 
certificate from some College, School, or Board of Examination in some other 
Province or Country where a Public School System has been in operation. 


School Districts. 


5. All School Districts existing at the date when this Act shall come into Existing Districts, 
operation shall continue until altered as hereinafter provided.

(4.) To select, adopt, and prescribe a uniform series of text books to be 
used in the Public Schools of the Province, and to authorize the pur- 
chase and distribution thereof, by the Superintendent, among the 
different Public Schools, in such numbers and quantities as they may 
think fit: 


(5.) To make and establish rules and regulations for the conduct of Public 
Schools : 


(6.) To examine and give certificates of qualification to Teachers of Public 
Schools. Such certificates shall be of three clases, viz:—a first class 
certificate, a second class certificate, and a third class certificate. A 
first class certificate shall be deemed good until revoked by the Board 
of Education ; a second class certificate shall be decmed good for three 
years, and no longer; and a third class certificate shall be deemed good 
for one year, and no longer, unless renewed as hereinafter provided : 


(7.) Every such certificate of qualification shall have the signature of at 
least three members of the Board of Education, but no such certificate 
shall be given to any Teacher who does not furnish satisfuctory proof of 
good moral character : 


(8.) To uppo?nt the Teacher or Teachers, in any School District, and to fix 
the salary or salaries of such Teacher or Teachers; and, upon good 
cause shown, to remove the same: 


(9.) To take charge of and keep safely all apparatus to be purchased as 
hereinafter provided for school purposes in this Province, and to furnish, 
on the application of the Trustees of any District, endorsed by the 
Superintendent of Education, such apparatus as may be required for 
the School or Schools in such District: 


(10.) To purchase such apparatus as in their judgment may be necessary 
for the use of the Public Schools in the Province ; 
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(11.) To establish a separate School for females in any District where they 


may deem it expedient so to do; and such School, when so established, 
may be presided over by a Female Teacher or Teachers, but otherwise 
shall be subject to the same obligations and regulations as Public 
Schools generally under this Act: 


(12.) To establish a High School in any District where they may deem it 


expedient so to do, wherein the classics, mathematics, and higher 
branches of Education shall be taught ; and such School shall be subject 
to the same obligations and regulations as Public Schools generally : 


(13.) At a meeting of the Board of Education threc shall constitute a 


uorum for examining and giving certificates of qualification to Public 
School Teachers, and five shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of any other business.

where such school is kept or held, or so near thereto as to disturb the order or 
exercises of such school shall, for each offence on conviction thereof before a

the same shall, by and under the warrant of the convicting Justice, be enforced, 
levied, and collected, with costs of distress, and sale of the goods and chattels of 
the offender, and shall by such Justice be paid over to the Treasurer of the 
School District; and in default of such distress, such Justice shall by his warrant 
cause the offender to be imprisoned for any time not exceeding thirty days, 
unless the fine and costs, and the reasonable expenses of endeavouring to collect 
the same, be sooner paid.

the Corporation, and for the correct keeping of a record of their proceedings in a 
book procured for that purpose, and for the receiving and accounting for all 
school moneys which shall come into his hands, and for the disbursing of such 
moneys in the manner directed by the majority of the Trustees. It shall be the 
duty of the Trustees to take possession and safe custcdy of the Boarding School 


‘buildings, and of the furniture and grounds belonging thereto, and keep the same 


in good order and repair, when deemed by them requisite; to furnish and warm 
the buildings when necessary; to pay the Teachers, Servants or Employés of 
such School; to visit the School from time to time; and see that no unauthorised 
books are used therein, that a Register is duly kept, and that the School is con- 
ducted according to the Regulations duly prescribed; to see that the pupils are 
supplied with a uniform series of authorised text books, sanctioned and recommend- 
ed by the Board of Education; to exercixe all the corporate powers vest- 
ed in them by this Act; to see that proper and healthful board and lodging are 
furnished and supplied for the scholars; to prepare and transmit annually on or 
before the 31st day of July, a report to the Superintendent of Education, signed 
by a majority of the Trustces, and shall specify therein— , 


(1.) The amount of money received for such School, and the manner in which 
such money shall have been expended. 


(2.) The whole number of children residing at such School. 


(3.) The branches of education taught in the School, the number of pupils in 
each branch, the text books used, the number of Public School examin- 
ations, visits, and lectures, and by whom made or delivered, and such 
other information as may be required. 


4. Such Trustees shall make By-laws fixing the fees to be paid for the 
board, lodging, and other necessaries (if any) of the children, and the manner and 
time of payment of such fees, and shall have power to sue for, recover, and re- 
ceive the same. 


5. Such Trustees shall hold office at the pleasure of the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council, and upon a vacancy occurring by death, resignation, removal or 
otherwise, the Lieutenaut-Governor in Council, shall from time to time, as 
occasion shall require, appoint a person or persons to fill such vacancy or 
vacapcics. 

G. Such Trustees shall lave the power of appointing (from amongst persons 
properly qualified) the Teacher or Teachers in such Boarding School and also of 
dismissing them, and shall also have the power of appointing and dismissing the 
servants or employés engaged or employed at such Boarding School, and of fix- 
ing the amount of salary or wages to be paid to such scrvants or employ¢s. 


7. All agreements or contracts made between the Corporation and any person 
shall be in writing, and shall be signed by the Secretary of the Corporation as 
such, and by the other contracting party. Such signature of the Secretary shall 
be suflicient and shall have the same legal effect as if the Seal of the Corporation 
were attached to any document so signed. 


8. Save as hereinbefore is provided, the Board of Education and the Superin- 
tendent of Education shall have and perform all the powers and duties with 
reference to such Boarding Schools, as are vested in them respectively by the 
“ Public School Act, 1872,° and the “Publie School Amendment Act, 1873,” 
and the provisions of clause 35 of the “Public School Act, 1872,” shall form part 
of this Act. 


9. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the ‘“ Public Boarding School 
Act, 1874.”

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT QF PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS IN THE PROVINCE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


1. The hours of teaching in each School shall be from 9 a. w. to 12 »., and from 1 r. ur. to 3.30 
p. M., from April to September, inclusive; and from 9.30 a. a1. to 12 M., and from 1. mu. to 3 P.M, 
from October to March, inclusive. 

2. Every Saturday, Good Friday, Easter Monday, Queen’s Birthday, Dominion Day, and Prince 
of Wales’ Birthday shall be a Holiday in each School. There shall be a recess of fifteen minutes 
in the middle of each morning’s work. 


3. There shall be two vacations in each year; the first, or Summer vacation, shall continue for 
one month from the first Monday in July or August, at the option of the Trustee Board in each 
School District; the second, for two weeks, at Christmas and New Year. 

4. Young Children, not being pupils of the school, shall not be allowed to accompany teachers 
or pupils, as such a practice tends to the interruption of the regular business of the School. 

5. No teacher shall be deprived of any part of his or her salary on accpunt of observing allowed 
holidays and vacations. 


Reauuations ror Teacuers’ Savarits. 


Whereas it is desirable that salaries should be equalized by placing them on the basis of average 
attendance, and that teachers, trustees, and parents, should have a direct interest in securing as 
large an attendance as possible, therefore be it resolved :— 

1. That from and after the Ist August, 1874, the salaries of all duly qualified Public School 
Teachers in the employ of the Education Department, when the average attendance of pupils is 
from 10 to 20 inclusive, shall be $50 per month; from 20 to 30 inclusive, $60 per month; from 30 
to £0 inclusive, $70 per month; and from £0 to 50 inclusive, $80 per month. As soon as the 
average attendance in any schvol shall exceed 60, such Schovl shall be entitled to an assistant 
teacher; the average shall be calculated annually from the attendance for the year preceding Ist 
August, excluding vacations and public holidays. 

2. The teacher at Yale, and those teachers further inland, shall receive $10 per month each in 
addition to the salaries to which they are entitled by the above scale, as compensation for the in- 
creased cost of living. 

3. In districts where the average attendance for the year falls below ten, the schools may be 
taught by teachers preparing to quality, at a lower rate of salary than $50 per month; but if con- 
sidered advisable by the Board such schools may either be kept open for a portion of the year or be 
entirely closed. 

4. The above mentioned re-adjustment shall not apply to schools when more than one teacher is 
employed in the same department. 


Pusuic Scuoo. Teaciers AND THEIR Duties. 

It shall be the duty ofevery Teacher of a Public School— 

1. To teach diligently and faithfully all the branches required to be taugltin the School, 
according to the terms of his engagement with the Trustees, and according to the rules and 
regulations adopted by the Board of Education :

To maintain proper order and discipline in his School, according to the authorized forms

G. To have, at the end of each half-year, public examinations of his School, of which he shall 
give due notice to the Trustees of the School, and through his pupils to their parents and

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7. To furnish to the Superintendent of Education, when desired, any information 
which it may be in his power to give respecting anything connected with the 
operation of his school, or in anywise affecting its interests or character: 


8. To classify the pupils according to their respective abilities: 


9. To observe, and impress upon the minds of the pupils, the great rule of regularity 
and order,—A TIME AND PLACE FOR EVERYTHING, AND EVERYTHING IN ITS PROPER 
TIME AND PLACE: < 


10. To promote, both by ee and example, CLEANLINESS, NEATNESS, and DECENCY. 
To personally inspect the children every morning, to see that they have their 
hands and faces washed, their hair combed, and clothes clean. The school apart- 
ments, too, should be swept and dusted every evening: 


11. To pay the strictest attention to the morals and general conduct of the pupils; 
to omit no opportunity of inculcating the principles of TRUTH and HoNnEsTy; the 
duties of respect to superiors, and obedience to all persons placed in authority 
over them: 


12. To evince a regard for the improvement and general welfare of the pupils; to 
treat them with kindness, combined with firmness; and to aim at governing them 
by their affections and reason rather than harshness and severity: 


13. To cultivate kindly and affectionate feclings among the pupils; to discountenance 
quarrelling, cruelty to animals, and every approach to vice: 


14. To practice such discipline in school as would be exercised by a judicious parent 
in the family, avoiding corporal punishment, except when it shall appear to hin to 
be imperatively necessary; and then a record of the offence and the punishment 
shall bo made in the school register for the inspection of trustees and visitors: 


15. No teacher shall compel the services of pupils for his own private benefit or 
convenience: 


16. For gross misconduct. or a violent or wilful opposition to authority, the teacher 
may suspend a pupil from attending school, forthwith informing the parent or 
guardian of the fact, and the reason of it; but no pupil shall be expelled without 
the authority of the trustees: 


17. When the example of any pupil is very hurtful, and reformation appears hope- 
less, it shall be the duty of the teacher, with the approbation of the trustees, to 
expel such pupil from the school; but any pupil under the public censure, who 
shall éxpress to the teacher his regret for such a course of conduct, as openly and 
explicitly as the case may require, shall, with the approbation of the trustees and 

_ teacher, be re-admitted to the school. 


Duties oF Purits, PARENTS. AND GUARDIANS. 


1. Pupils must come to school clean and neat in their persons and clothes, and be 
present at the commencement of each day's work: 


2. No pupil shall, without the teacher's consent, depart betore the time appointed 
for closing the school: 


3. A pupil absenting himself or herself from the school. except on account of sickness, 
or other urgent reasons satisfactory to the teacher, forfeits his or her standing in 
the class, and must undergo euch other punishment ax the teacher may decm 
necessary: 


4. The parents or guardians of all pupils shall furnish their children with the 
authorized text books, to be obtained trom the teachers of the respective schools, 
who are to charge therefor the prices agreed upon by the Board of Education ; 
but, in case ot inability to comply with this rule, the teacher may, under special 
circumstances, supply the necessary books free of cost; but every such case must 
be reported to the Superintendent of Education, 
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OPENING AND CLOSING EXERCISES. 


With a view to secure tho Divine blessing, and to impress upon the pupils the 
importance of religious duties, and their entire dependence on their Maker, it is recom- 
mended that the daily exercises of each Public School be opened and closed by prayer. 
The Lord’s Prayer alone, or the forms of prayer hereto annexed, may be used; but the 
Lord's Prayer should form part of the opening exercises, and the Ten Commandments 
be taught to all the pupils, and be repeated at least onco a month; but no pupil shall be 
compelled to be present at these exercises against the wish of his or her parent or 
guardian, expressed in writing to the teacher, 


Forms oF PRAYER. 


Morning.

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APPENDIX C, 


RULES FOR THE EXAMINATION OF PUBLIC SCHOOL TEACHERS AND 
THE ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATES OF QUALIFICATION. 


That in order to secure as far as possible uniformity and the utmost fairness to can- 
didates in their examination and the issuance of certiticates to them according to their 
respective degrees of merit, the following Rules shall guide the proceedings of the Board 
of Education in those important matters. 


1. Due notice of the time and place at which an examination is to be held shall be 
given to all applicants for certificates; and during the examination, the Superintendent, 
and, if possible, one or more of the other members of the Board shall be present to 
afford the candidates such explanations and proper facilities as may be required. Should 
it be desirable at any time to hold an examination of candidates at a distance from 
Victoria where a member of the Board cannot be present, the Board will make such 
other suitable arrangements in each case as shall ensure a proper examination. 


2. To each branch or subject of examination there shall be attached an invariable 
standard or number of marks of value; and the proportionate value of the answers 
given by candidates shall be ascertained and determined (as hereinafter mentioned in 
Rules 9 and 10) upon that standard exclusively. 


8. The subjects or course of examination, and the standard number of marks at- 
tached to them severally, shall be the following, or such selection therefrom as the Board 
may from time to time consider sufficient and necessary; and such selection, if and when 
made, shall form the full course of examination on that particular occasion, and apply 
equally in every respect to all candidates then to be examined :—1. Spelling (200 marks); 
2. Reading, (200); 3. Writing, (200); 4. Composition, (200); 5. Grammar, (200); 6. 
Arithmetic, (200); 7. Book-kceping, (200); 8. Geography, (200); 9. History, (200); 10 
Mathematics, (100) for each branch; 11. Latin, (100); 12. French, (50); 13. Drawing, (50); 
14. Music, (50). N.B.—These marks are merely arbitrary and only for the sake of 
convenience, definiteness, and precision, and without any reference whatever to the 
relative importance of the different subjects. Tho subjects may be increased or dimin- 
ished at the pleasure of the Board. 


4. Individual candidates shall choose for their examination such and as many of the 
above subjects as they may respectively consider themselves qualified to undertake; 
bearing in mind that the standing of each as a scholar—and which shall be recorded in 
his or her certificate, if such be granted—shall be in just proportion to his or her attain- 
ments, as shown by the examination, and that therefore it is desirable for their own 
credit to acquit themselves as well as possible on every subject, or part of a subject, 
within their knowledge. Under any circumstances, subjects 1 to anust be part of 
the examination. N.B.—Candidates should the advised of the above before centering on 
their examination as an incentive to them to do their best. 


5. During the present temporary arrangement under which only third class certifi- 
cates are granted, the minimum per centage of answers to quostions (i. e. marks of 
value) that shall entitle a candidate to obtain such certificate shall be 40 per cent. of 
the standard marks of value attached to the total subjects forming the prescribed cur- 
riculum or course for examination as above set forth in Rule 3. 


6. Hereafter (say within twelve months from the date of the Board’s inauguration, 
when the necessary formularics are more perfectly organized than at present, so as to 
enable the Board to grant Ist, 2nd, and 3rd class certificates), the minimum per centage 
of answers to questions (i. e. marks of value awarded) that shall entitle a candidate to 
obtain a certificate of the Ist, 2nd, or 38rd class, graduated ag undermentioned, shall be 
respectively the following per centage of the standard marks of value attached to the 
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total subjects forming the prescribed curriculum or course for cxamination as above sct 
forth in Rule 3, namely—~ 


First Class A, 80 per cent; 
First Class B, 70 per cent; 
Second Class A, 60 per cent ; 
Second Class B, 50 per cent; 
Third Class A, 40 per cent; 
Third Class B, 380 per cent. 


7. So soon as the machinery shall be sufficiently matured to admit of 1st, 2nd, and 
8rd class certificates being issued, there shall be used at each examination one set of 
papers, complete in itself (a paper to a subject), embracing all the subjects that compose 
tho course of examination as above prescribed, and which as a whole shall be open to 
all competitors indiscriminately. Tho standard number of marks of value that shall be 
attached to papers in the higher branches or subjects shall be on a diminished scale (as 
shown in Rule 3, and in the annexed be in order that the absence of any one or more 
of such higher branches or subjects in the case of any candidate who shall be unfit to 
compete therein, may cause as little disturbance as possible in the equilibrium of the 
mer per centage awarded for the other or more ordinary branches, in which a& 
candidates alike should be, and are expected to be, proficient. 


8. The papers respectively (one paper for each branch or subject—always excepting, 
however, such branches or subjects as have to be judged of viva voce or otherwise than 
by written papers, such as reading and spelling, etc.,) shall be set or furnished by indi- 
vidual members of the Board, whom the Board shall from time to time select or appoint 
for the purpose. Each paper or subject shall consist of such number of questions, not 
being less than twelve, as the member furnishing it may think proper ; and shall have 
attached to it, invariably, the standard number of marks of value fixed in Rule 3, and 
in the table annexed hereto; which total or standard number of marks shall, when the 
paper is furnished, or before it is put into the hands of a candidate, be subdivided or 
apportioned by the member of the Board who furnished it, according to his judgment, 
pro rata among the severa! questions contained in the paper. He shall, also, then fix a 
reasonable time to be allowed for answering the paper in full—that is sufficient time to 
admit of the paper being answered correctly by one having such a knowledge of the 
subject as would be necessary for an efficient teacher of it. 


9. Each paper answered, or returned as answered, by a candidate, shall, as soon as 
convenient thereafter, be scrutinized by the member of the Board who furnished it, or 
in his absence, or at his request, by the Superintendent or any other member or mem- 
bers of the Board, instead of or in conjunction with him (the member who furnished the 
paper) ; and he or they so acting in his stead, or in conjunction with him, shall, subject 
to the inspection or revision of the Board, and before the issuance of a certificate toa 
candidate, determine by marking on the candidate’s paper the proportion of marks to 
be awarded to each answer given, such as it shall be, but of course not exceeding in any 
ease the number previously apportioned (as in ‘Rule 8) to the particular questiun to 
which it has been given as an answer; and shall also, subject as aforesaid, ascertain and 
determine, and mark on the paper, in like manner, the per centage or proportion per 
cent. which the total marks thus awarded to a candidate on each subject shall bear to 
the standard maximum number of marks pertaining to that particular subject. 


10. Tho Board, collectively or by committeo, shall finally determine in manner 
aforesaid, the tutal number of marks awarded, or to be awarded, to the several candi- 
dates on each and all the branches or subjects that formed the course of examination; 
and also the per centage or proportion per cent. which that total bears to the standard 
number of marks pertaining to the whole of those branches or subjects. 


11. Certificates shall not be issued for at least one week after the examination of 
candidates, during which period it shall be open to the several members of the Board to 
satisfy themselves fully as to the merits of all or any of the candidates by inspection of 
their answers to tho examination papers and the marks awarded, or proposed to be 
awarded, in respect of such answers. :

The accounts of the following Districts, for the periods named, have not yet been 
received, viz.:— - 

Kootenay, for the month of December, 1874 ; 

Cassiar, for the months of November and December. 

It will be seen that “ Land Sales” yielded ($23,617 86) a much larger amount than 
was anticipated for the year 1874 ($10,000), owing principally to the large quantity of 
land purchased in New Westminster District. : 

The item of Rents, Exclusive of Lands, &., ($600) has fallen far short of the esti- 
mated amount (1,700), in consequence of an unexpected falling off in the receipts for 
Ferry Rents, &c., in the interior. 

The receipts for Free Miners’ Certificates and Mining Receipts General, have been 
largely increased by the yield of the Cassiar District, a very small portion only being: 
Arrears of 1873. 

Licences appear to have been over-estimated, but the fact of several Municipalities 
having been created and collecting and retaining this tax in their various districts being 
taken into consideration, will probably account for the apparent deficiency. 

The amount of Revenue brought to account under the head of Miscellaneous, was 
during the year 1874 very small, items formerly carried to that account having been 
during that year carried to other heads to which they more strictly belonged. Under 
this head, in the Account Current for 1873, are included the following sums, viz. :—

REPORT. 


Lo the Honorable Joserpu W. Trutcu, Liculenant-Governor of the Province of British 
Columbia. 


The undersigned, members of the Royal Commission, appointed by Your 
Excellency, 6n the 13th day of March last, to enquire into and report upon the 
allegations of the Honorable Member for Nanaimo, viz.:— 


“That prominent members of the late and present Government were in @ ring 


“to acquire possession of Texada Island, in a manner prejudicial to the interests of 
“the public:” 


Beg, unanimously, to Report— 


That, on the 24th March, under and by virtue of such Commission, they held 
an open Court, at the Supreme Court in the City of Victoria, for that ee and 
continued to hold such open Court, by various sittings, until the 18th day of April, 
when they adjourned their sittings to New Westminster, for the greater facility of 
obtaining evidence and continuing the investigation there. 


; That they held an open Court, at the Court House in New Westminster, by 
various sittings, until the 27th day of April, when they re-adjourned to the City of 
Victoria, re-opened the said Court there, and continued the investigations, by various 
sittings, until the 6th instant. 


That, at such sittings, the three Commissioners were all present, except on one 
occasion, viz. the 20th day of August, at Victoria, when an enquiry was held before 
the Honorables Messrs. Crease and Gray, as to the mode of examination, by inter- 
rogatories, of Mr. DeCosmos, a witness then absent at Ottawa, the Chief Justice on 
that occasion not being present, owing to his having gone to Cassiar on circuit. 


That at these various sittings, of which public notice was always given in the 
newspapers in Victoria, the Honorable Member for Nanaimo, Mr. Robson, was 
always present, and was afforded every opportunity, by examination and cross- 
examination of the witnesses, and by suggestion and argument, to promote the 
enquiry and establish the charge. 


That, in the course of the examination, an inquisitorial latitude was allowed, 
exceeding the extent of permission ever granted in Courts of Law governed by the 
rules of legal evidence. 


That all persons who were alleged as being able to give information touching 
the subject of enquiry, or whose names were suggested to the Commissioners, were 
subpoenaed as witnesses, and examined and cross-examined. 


That all books of account, or business of the persons or firms, in which it was 
asserted that information could be found, were ordered to be produced, were pro- 
duced and inspected. 


That persons who were beyond the jurisdiction of the Province, and who, it was 
stated, were inculpated in the charge, or were alleged to be capable of giving in- 
formation, were examined by interrogatories prepared by the Commissioners, of 
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which copies were, before being sent, read in open Court, or otherwise submitted to 
the Member for Nanaimo, for any suggestions he might make, points to which he 
might desire the enquiry to be directed, or any particular question he might wish 
to put. 

That all parties were invited to come forward and submit to the Commissioners 
any information they could give, that would aid in arriving at the truth. 


That Messrs. Walkem, Beaven, DeCosmos, Robson, and the other witnesses in 
British Columbia were examined and cross-examined on oath; Sir John Macdonald, 
Dr. Tupper, and Mr. Sproat, witnesses beyond the jurisdiction of the Province, on 
interrogatories not under oath. 


That all sources of enquiry, within their reach or under their control, having 
been now exhausted, and the evidence produced, duly weighed and considered, 
they find and report that the truth of the allegations aforesaid, so far as the same 
refer to the good government of this Province, or reflect upon the conduct of any 
part of the public business thereof las not been proved; and that no evidence has 

een produced before them to show “that prominent or any members of the late 
“and present Government were in a * Ring’ to acquire possession of Texada Island, 
‘in a manner prejudicial to the interests of the public.” 


And they beg further to repori— 


That although there were circumstances apparently suspicious attending the 
pre-emptions in Texada Island in August, 1873, yet, in their opinion, upon a 
thorough examination of those circumstances, there is no sufficient ground to believe 
that any member of the late or present Government, either by himself, or in unlaw- 
ful or dishonorable combination with any other person, has attempted to acquire 
possession of the whole or of any part of Texada Island, in a manner prejudicial to 
the interests of the public. 


They submit herewith the evidence taken, the correspondence produced and 


passed between all parties connected with the enquiry, and the interrogatories sent 
to the persons abroad, with their replies.

Answer to 1st,—Neither Mr. DeCosmos nor Mr. Walkem negotiated, or offered 
to negotiate, or attempted to enter into any treaty with me or, to my knowledge, 
with any other person, concerning any sale or disposition or working of any lands 
or iron mines or minerals, situated on Texada Island, or of the proluce of any such 
Jands, mines, or minerals, on Texada Island, 
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Answer to 2nd,—I never had any conversation with either of the gentlemen 
named, or with any agent or professed agent of them or cither of them, on the 
matters referred to in these interrogatories, nor was I ever present at any conversa- 
tion with any persons at any time on such matters. 


Answer to 8rd,—I have never received or seen any letter or letters written 
by Mr. DeCosmos or Mr.Walkem, or by any one else, on the matters referred to 
in these interrogatories. 


Answer to 4th,—I do not know of any act, deed, matter, or thing done or 
neglected, or proposed to be done or neglected, by any member of the Provincial 
Government of British Columbia, or by Mr. DeCosmos at any time, in any wise 
relating to land or to iron mines on Texada Island, British Columbia, or to any 
interest therein or in the produce thereof, or relating to the title thereto.

Answers to Interrogatories—Mr. Sproat.

Srr,—I have received this morning your letter of the 9th of May last, with a 
Memorandum and Interrogatories in the matter of the Texada Island Royal Com- 
mission, and I reply as follows:— 


My answer to the first interrogatory is, that neither Amor DeCosmors nor G. 
A. Walkem, nor any other person, male or female, living or now dead, ever did 
negotiate or offer, or attempt to enter upon any treaty with me, or with any other 
person, so far as ] know, concerning any sale or disposition, or working of any lands 
or iron mines or mincrals, situate in Texada Island, in British Columbia, or of his 
produce of any such lands, mines or minerals in Texada Island, aforesaid. 


My answer to the second interrogatory is, so farasthesaid G. A. Walkemis con- 
cerned, that I never saw this gentleman in my life, nor had conversation or correspon- 
dence with him, or any agent or professed agent of his, with the exception of a short 
note enclosing a list of law books required ie the Government, and expressing his 
opinion, that my official handbook for emigrants was the best thing of the sort that 
ever was written. Neither he, nor any agent, nor professed agent of his, ever wrote 
to me, or spoke, or in any manner communicated with me, or with any other person 
or persons in my presence, or that I know of, touching any such mines or lands as 
. are mentioned in the first interrogatory, or touching the produce of any such mines 
or lands, or touching any interest in any such mines, lands or produce, or touching 
the title thereto. 


My further answer to the second interrogatory is, so far as the said Amor 
DeCosmos is concerned, that, having seen notices in the Victoria newspapers of the 
discovery of iron ore on Texada Island, and having hung up these notices in this 
office for the information of visitors, I asked the said A. DeCosmos, after he came 
here if it was a real or a bogus discovery, and whether there was a harbour at the 
place, and whether he eau give me any information beyond that contained in the 
public newspapers, so that Tmight use such information in the new edition of the 
official hand-book. This enquiry wus made by me in my office here, but whether before 
Witnesses or not I cannot remember. The said A. DeCosmog replied that there was

nomistake about the mine, he believeda harbour could be made available, the ore, he 
said, was good, it would be a fine thing for the Province to have a good iron mine, if 
it could be worked; I was disappointed at the small amount of useful information 
which he could give about this seemingly important discovery, and endeavoured 
on another occasion to get something more out of him, but without success. This 
other occasion was atthe Langham Ilotel, on the evening of the day before the said A. 
DeCosmos left London, and no witnesses were present. I cannot remember exactly 
what passed on this occasion, the conversation was generally as to the possibility of 
working an iron mine in British Columbia where wages were so high. I remember 
mentioning the failure of similar attempts in Oregon, and more particularly in New 
South Wales, in which latter Colony the iron lay close to coal and limestone, and 
wages were lower than in British Columbia. We did not talk long on the subject, 
as it was difficult to get the said A. DeCosmos to speak or write much about any- 
thing except the Graving Dock, and the best way of getting money from the Im- 
ego Government; he said nothing to me about any iron company, or to show that 

e was interested as an owner or agent of any mine in Texada Island or elsewhere. 
He seemed to speak of the matter as if he had no personal interest in it, except as an 
ordinary member of the public. I further remember asking him to tell the owners 
of coal or iron or other mineral lands or property in British Columbia that, so far as 
I knew, the best way to sell such properties here, was to employ a single agent, 
with ample written powers and elaborate sketches, plans, reports, &c., descriptive of 
the property, making vague enquiries or hawking about for offers, generally result- 
ed in damaging the prospects ofsale; Istated this for the purpose of giving information 
to property owners in this Province, which experience had shown me was needed, 
and not entirely without the hope on my part, that it might lead to some legitimate 
business for myself. I did not, however, ask Mr. DeCosmos to recommend me, nor 
did he say he would, but ended the conversation in the usual manner, by asking 
where he could see another Graving Dock. I said, as he was going to Scotland, to 
see the Leith and Greenock docks, and as the next day was Sunday, we would go 
from London to York, and attend divine service in the Minster there, and after- 
wards go on to Newcastle, where, on Monday morning we would inspect the exten- 
sive dock of Palmer & Co. This was done, and I mention it, because we found large 
blast furnaces at Palmer & Co’s place, which caused between us, the third and last 
conversation about iron ore in British Columbia. The conversation was of the same 
general character as the former conversations. We both thought it would bea fine 
thing to see such furnaces in Dritish Columbia. To the best of my knowledge, re- 
membrance and belief, the foregoing is the full general purport and effect of every 
conversation between me and the said A. DeCosmos, touching any such mine or 
lands as are mentioned in the first interrogatory, or touching the produce of any such 
mine or lands, or touching any interest in any such mine, lands or produce, or touch- 
ing the title thereto; and I say further, that no agent or professed agent of the 
said A. DeCosmos ever wrote to me, or spoke, or communicated with me touching 
the above matters. 


My answer to the third interrogatory is, that I have not received nor seen any 
letter or letters written or received by the said A. DeCosmos and G. A. Walkem, 
or either of them, touching any of the matters referred to in the foregoing inter- 
rogatories, and in particular touching any such lands or minerals, or the produce 
thereof, or the title thereto. 


My answer to the fourth interrogatory is simply no. 


I beg leave to add, that onthe 13th March, 1874, when I first saw with 
astonishment, my name figuring in the newspapers, in connection with this matter. 
I wrote and sent the following letter to the Editor of the Colonist ; but I do not 
know if it reached that gentleman, as I have not seen it published in that 
newspaper : 
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(Cory.) (Zo the Editor of the Colonist.) 


Dear Sir: It is not often that I have to complain of the unauthorized use of my 
name by friends in British Columbia, but you will perhaps kindly permit me to state 
that you have inadvertently, or on wrong information, published what ix not the case, 
in stating that some “stock” connected with an “Island,” and originating in a “ grab,” 
has been placed in my hands for sale. 

. Tam sorry to say that I have not been employed at any time by any person or 
association in British Columbia to sell anything for them in this place, but I hope that 
your notice of me will lead to some paying business. 

There is, of course, no reason why I should refuse to undertake any agency 
whatever, likely to benefit British Columbia. I only ‘now mention the above matter 
because the paragraph in which my name is mentioned, appears to refer to politics, 
which you know I eschew as a toilsomo and barren pursuit.

In conclusion, as you invite me to elucidate, as fir as possible, the objects 
nientioned in the Commission, I crave reference to the enclosed clipping from the 
Colonist of the report of the evidence of Mr. D. W. Tliggins, 4th May last— 
particularly the statements that the Vancouver Coal Company “had written to 
“Mr. Bate, their manager at Nanaimo, asking about the Texada mine, which, they 
“said, Sproat was offering for sale.”’ In reply to this, I say that the Vancouver 
Coal Company must have written, somewhat loosely, if they ever wrote any such 
thing, for I never brought the subject before the company; nor, as already explained, 
was I ever employed to sell any mine whatsoever, whether coal or iron, in British 
Columbia.’ 

The statements that “Mr. Sproat, the Provincial Ageut, had offered the 
“ Texada mine in London;”’ that “Sproat is offering Texada Island for sale,’’ and 
all statements to that effect, are entirely without foundation. But, on reading Mr. 
Iliggins’ evidence, with the view of finding an explanation (as Iam bound, if possible, 
to do) consistent with an honest desire on his part, as a public journalist, to examine 
trausactions which he believed to be prejudicial to the public interest, I am 
reminded of a fact which may have led to the mention of my name by the 
Vancouver Coal Company in connection with the -Texada mine, and also to the 
assumption of some connection on the part of Mr. DeCosmos with it—the latter 
gentleman happening to be in this country, on the Graving Dock business, at about 
the same time. 


I stick up in this office on a large green board clippings from the newspapers, 
and placards, calling attention to the productions of the country. 

When I heard of Texada I got the words “Tron ore”’ printed in letters an inch 
long, and stuck them up among the others on the board. 


I talked to everybody about the iron mine, and particularly I remember that I 
talked about it with Mr. Irwin, Director of an iron mining company in Antrim in 
Treland, who is also a director in the Vancouver Coal Company. The want of coal 
in Ireland has hitherto prevented the working of Irish iron mines; but Mr. Irwin’s 
company had found the coal and iron together. 


In talking of Texada, he said it would probably be found better to take the 
iron to the coal than the coal to the iron, and showed generally the interest in the 
“matter proper to the Director of a Coal Company in the Island, and which it is my 
official duty to excite in the mind of every one who in time present or tocome might 
help in developing the industries of the Province. 
I daresay I talked half a dozen times with Mr. Irwin on this subject, and IT may 
have said, though I do not remember doing so, that Mr. DeCosmos was coming 
and might_be able to give some information on points interesting to an iron and 
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coal man like Mr. Irwin. As amatter of fact, however, I believe I was unable to 
bring them together. I have talked to many others in the same way as I talked to 
Mr. in, both before Mr. DeCosmos’ arrival, during his stay here, and after 
his departure. I am paid to talk and I do talk. 


Now it occurs to me, having regard to the general principles affecting the 
growth of myths and mares’-nests, that Mr. Irwin may have mentioned the purport 
of these conversations with me to some one connected with the Vancouver 
Company, and that a letter may have been written by the Company to Mr. Bate at 
Nanaimo, asking broadly for what they wanted to know about the iron mine, and 
unintentionally stating loosely or generally what they supposed to be true from 
hearsay as to merely collateral details. The “black crow’’ in London became two 
“black crews’’ at Ni anaimo, and three “ black crows”’ at Victoria. The Vancouver 
Coal Company is a large concern, and its correspondence carries weight; its 
manager at Nanaimo occupies an important position, and may fairly be in close 
relations with the excellent member for that place ; and thusa lynx-eyed journalist at 
Victoria might honestly conclude that he had received information of a character to 
justify him in examining into transactions which really never took place on this 
side of the water, but which he believed had taken place, and were of a nature 
prejudicial to the public interest, 


I will habe you any further information which the Commission may desire; I

Extract from British Colonist, 
Monpay, May 4th, 1874. 


D. W. Higgins sworn and examined by Mr. Robson.—Will you state the circum. 
stances that led you to publish the article of the 9th of February that appeared in tho 
Colonist ? 

Witness—About the latter ond of August, 1873, I met Capt. Devereux at the corner 
of Yates and Blanchard streets; I said, “I have not seen you since your return from 
Burrard Inlet.” “No,” he replied, “ The last trip I made in the steamer was to the iron 
mine;” I said, “I never heard of any iron mine.” He said, “Moody & Company 
have pre-empted a whole Island.” Feeling interested I asked other questions ; the 
substance of his replies was that Moody, Dalby, DeCosmos, Walkem, and others had 

-gone to Texada Island; that Moody and DeCosmos had gone ashore there; on their 
return he overheard a conversation that DeCosmos was going to sell the mine in London; 
we both agreed that it was a dirty business; Capt. Devereux added that they (the 
party’) seemed to wish to keep the matter from him; he said Walkem and DeCosmos had 
gone on shore and taken guns and fishing rods as if to fish or get game; but this, he 
added, was only a blind; other parties went and took mining tools with them; Devereux 
did not go ashore, having to attend to the steamer; on the return of the steamer to 
Burrard Inlet their was a great rush for British subjects to allow their names to be used 
as pre-emptors; Chambers said he was asked for the use of his name but refused it, as it 
would interfere with another pre-emption; witness told him DeCosmos’ paper had sup- 

ressed all news about members of the Government going to Texada. “ Yes,” replied 

evereux, “they want to throw people of the track.” Had no further communication 
about Texada until the 3rd or 4th of February last, when I received a letter stating that 
Mr. Sproat, the Provincial Agent, had offered the Texada Mine in London. The writer 
advised him (Higgins) to try and find out who placed it in Sproat’s hands; the letter 
was from Mr. Bate of Nanaimo; witness had not that letter, having destroyed it somo 
time since; the day after receiving the letter witness met Mr. Morton and said to him, 
“Sproat is offering Texada Island for sale; I have no doubt DeCosmos put it into his 
hands, and that that was the real object of his going to London and not for the Dry 
Dock matters.” Morton replied, “ That agrees with what Dalby told me three or four 
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months since.” Morton then told witness what he (Morton) has already testified to; 
Morton showed me pencil tracings of a map, and witness’ suspicions being aroused he 
took a copy of the names on the tracings; two days after the statement of the “Grab” 
appeared in the Colonist. 3 

The Chief Justice—What was the date of the paper in which the article appeared ? 

Witness—I think it was the 9th of February—it was the day following the Rebel- 
lion. (A laugh). 

Judge Gray—The what? 

Witness—The Rebellion. (Laughter). 

The Attorney-General—The night that a parcel of rowdies— 

Witness—The night there was a little difficulty at the House—a little unpleasantness 
—commonly called “Our Little Rebellion.” (Laughter). On the morning following the 
Rebellion, while in conversation with Dr. Tolmie and others, at the corner of Douglas 
and Pandora streots, Dalby came up and said, good naturedly, “You did not tell the 
truth in your paper; yon said $120,000 was the price of the mine; it should have read 
$150,000 the mine was to he sold for.” Witness thought this a strange admission, but 
said, “the error can be easily rectified.” Dalby then said “it is not true that Sproat is 
offering the stock in London, for none has been issued.” Witness said to Dalby, “Ido 
know Sproat has offered the iron mine for sale in London,” and Dalby replied, “that is 
a different matter.” After this I wrote to Mr. Bate; he replied his people in London 
(that is the Vancouver Coal Company) wrote to him asking about the Texada mine, 
which they said Sproat was offering tor sale. I have not that letter ; it is destroyed ; 
after this Mr. G. Norris, now of Nanaimo, then in my employ, told me that, when walk- 
ing with Dalby ho was told by him that DeCosmos was to sell the mine for $150,000 and 
would get five per cent. commission on the sale. By referring to files in my possession 
I find that on July 26th, 1873, appeared in the Standard a notice that DeCosmos, in 
three or four days, would go to the Mainland on “PRIVATE BUSINESS ;” on the 380th of 
July (four days afterwards) Mr. DeCosmos, Mr. Walkem, Mr. Hughes, Mr. Dalby and 
several others, are mentioned in the same paper as having gone to Burrard Inlet the 
evening previous ; on the 7th of August they are reported in the same paper as having 
returned the evening previous, after a trip to Jarvis’ Inlet. No reference was made to 
the party having visited Texada. Heard that Dalby chartered the steamer “Isabel” at a 
cost of $150 or $250, and went to New Westminster and actually registered the 
claims ahead of Dupont's party, who were at work on the Island; witness met 
Dupont who said he had just been over to the Land Oftice, where he tried to convince 
Beaven that he had been guilty of great injustice in allowing the claims fo be registered 
.by parties who had never been on the Island; subsequently Dupont told witness he had 
given up the claims because there was no use fighting against the whole Government. 
To Mr. Walkem—Lcceived a letter from Mr. Sproat stating that he had not placed 

any Texada stock on the London Market.

It would now appear that this arrangement has not been 
carried out; not, I beg to assure the Royal Commissioners, that I think the matter 
at all important, as I regard the sending of these interrogatories to Mr. DeCosmos, 
under the circumstances, as no better than a farce.

Secretary read Commission, at 12 M., in the Supreme Court House. 

Hon. G. A. Walkem appeared as a Member of the Government. 

A. Rocke Robertson, Esq., on behalf of Messrs. Moody, Dietz, and Nelson. 


Mr. Robson asked what course would be pursued in regard to evidence, and if 
the ordinary rules of evidence would be observed. 


Commissioners—We shall examine and cross-examine any witnesses as we may 
think best to elicit the truth. 


Commission adjourned to Thursday, 26th March, at 12 m. 





Wednesday, 25th March.—At the request of Mr. Robson, issued subpcenas for 
the attendance of Messrs. S. P. Moody, H. Nelson, and W. Dalby before the Com- 
mission on Thursday, the 26th instant, at 12 m.; also Mr. Bearen for same time, 
with subpoena duces tecum., 4 witnesses. 





Thursday, 26th March.—At request of Dr. Ash, issued subpoena for the attend- 
ance of Mr. John Robson before the Commission, at 12 m. this day.

Commissioners present—Honorables M. B. Begbie, H. P. P. Crease, J. H. Gray. 


The Secretary informed the Commissioners that he had subpoenaed Messrs.. 
S. P. Moody, Hugh Nelson, William Dalby, and had served the IIon. Mr. Beaven with 
a subpona duces tecwn, at the request of Mr. Jobson ; and that he had subpoenaed 
Mr. Pons at the request of Dr. Ash. 


Present—Mr. Mason (for the Attorney-General), Mr. Johnson (for Messrs. 
Moody, Dietz, and Nelson), Mr. Jobson, Ion. Dr. Ash, Hon, Mr. Armstrong, Hon. 
Mr. Beaven. 

Mr. Robson, at the request of the Commissioners, undertook to examine the 
Witnesses. 


Mr. Zobson stated that he had been “ credibly informed that certain portions 
“of Texada Island had been taken up in a manner prejudicial to the interests of the 
“public,” and that “certain members of the Government were improperly con- 
“nected with this transaction.” 


Sewell Prescott Moody called and sworn,— 


I have not pre-empted any land on Texada Island. I know some people who 
have. I do not know of any pre-emption on Texada Island in which any prominent 
member of the late or present Government is in any way interested. I was not the 
first discoverer of valuable ore on Texada Island. I was not the first person who 
made known the discovery of valuable ore on Texada Island to the pre-emptors. 
Mr. Harry Trim, the pre-emptor, was the first person who informed me. Ie was 
not in my employ at that time. IIe has been in our employ since. Ife first came 
into our employ last summer, not before. He was not in our employ at the time he 
made that pre-emption, at least I think not. He is not in our arty OF now. He was 
in our employ, exploring. By our employ I mean the employ of Moody, Dietz, and 
Nelson. He was in the employ of Moody, Dietz, and Nelson, and paid by the firm. 
He was simply exploring for what he could find—minerals or timber on the island 
and Jarvis Inlet. Mr. Trim proposed that I should take an interest. I considered 
that the firm would be interested if a company were formed to work the iron. I am 
not a British subject, and could not pre-empt. I did not take legal advice on this 
point. I was promised an interest in the company when formed, by those parties 
who have pre-empted it. The parties who pre-empted did so of their own free will. 
I did act in connection with parties who did pre-empt, viz. with J. C. Tughes, 
Warry Trim, Edward Trim, B. Stringer. It was at my suggestion that Coote M. 
Chambers pre-empted. It was not at my suggestion that T. J. Mills Bowden pre- 
empted. I do not know at whose instance he pre-empted. I don’t know whether 
I suggested to Mr. Robertson to pre-empt. I do not know how many pre-emptions 
there are on Texada Island. I have no list. J.C. Brown did not pre-empt at my 
suggestion. He pre-empted, I think, from suggestions from J. C. Hughes. J. C. 
Hughes is our office man. I presume I suggested to W. Dalby to pre-empt. Benja- 
min H. Wilson pre-empted at my suggestion. J. Moftatt pre-empted at my sugges- 
tion. II. W. Hughes‘did not preempt at my suggestion. I don’t know at whose 
suggestion he pre-empted. J. A. Cottrill pre-empted at my suggestion. Thomas 
Carvell pre-empted at my suggestion. I don’t know whether Charles G. Major 

re-empted at my suggestion or not. I don’t remember ever having asked Mr. 
ajor to allow his name to be used in pre-empting Texada Island. I don’t know of 
any one else asking him. I don’t know H. §. Smith. I don’t know P. Marshall. 
I don’t know J. Wilson. A. Calder did not pre-empt at my suggestion. I presume 
at the suggestion of his son-in-law, C. M. Chambers. I don’t think Ebenezer Brown 
pre-empted at my suggestion. I do not know at whose suggestion he pre-empted 
there. The company T spoke of as having formed first, the one suggested by Trim, 
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did not include all the names you have mentioned. B. Springer is in our employ. 
Mr. Springer’s pre-emption is not near the iron lead. C. M. Chambers was in our 
employ. Tie was book-keeper. I suggested to Chambers to pre-empt the land, as it 
might become very valuable on account of the proximity of the iron ore. I thought 
the land would become valuable if the iron ore turned out well. I suggested to 
Mr. Dalby to pre-empt because the land, in my opinion, would ultimately be valuable. 
Mr. Dalby was one of the men I proposed to form part of the company. B. H. Wilson 
was in our employ at the time. I don’t know why J. C. Hughes induced others to 
pre-empt. He was to be one of the members of the company. I can’t say positively 
that Iasked J. C. Hughes to get others to pre-empt ; I presume I did. I don’t 
know at whose suggestion Edward Trim pre-empted. IIe was not in our employ at 
the time. J. A. Cottrill was in our employ at the time. J. Carvell was in our 
employ at the time. Trim told myself and Hughes, at Moody, Dietz, and Nelson’s, 
Burrard Inlet, of his discovery on Texada Island; it was there that the steps for 
organization took place. I think this occurred some time in 1873, the last of July 
or first of August. No steps have since been taken to form a company. I don't 
recollect that any one else was present at the conversation. Iarry Prim and J. C. 
Hughes pre-empted right off, also Cottrill, and, I think, Moffatt, Ned Trim and H. 
Hughes—these were the first pre-emptors. There were two sets of applications for 
ee these pre-emptions took place about last of July or first August. I 

on’t think the second lot of pre-emptions was more than ten days or a month after 
the first lot. These first parties went through the usual course of pre-emption. I 
don’t know whether the six parties named as the first pre-emptors went to the 
island or not to stake off their claims. Ifthese parties had gone in a steamboat, I 
should have known it. I think a part of them went ina sloop. J.C. Hughes went 
in the steamer “ Cariboo ’’—that is our steamer—to Texada Island. I don’t know 
if they staked their claims out. Iwas not there. Hughes and Ilarry Trim went 
up in the “ Cariboo-Fly.”” I think the steamer left Burrard Inlet about Ist August. 
She went from Burrard Inlet to Jarvis Inlet, and Janded some lumbermen, and 
thence to Texada Island to examine the iron. I went up on the steamer with them 
this time. I believe both Ilughes and Trim had pre-empted before that time. If 
allowed, I will make a statement from the beginning to the end; I now know what 
you want. Ilarry Trim came down to our place at Burrard Inlet sometime last 
July. He showed JIughes and myself some iron ore that he had got on Texada 
Island. Trim thought it a valuable iron lead, and proposed to pre-empt. The two 
Hughes, two Trims, Cottrill and Moffatt, went over the same day or a day or two 
afterwards to New Westminster, to give notice to pre-empt, and I presume went 
through the usual form. It was understood between these parties and myself, that 
as soon as proper titles could be procured, a company should be formed. Harry 
Trim then went to the Island, I presume to put his notices up. When Trim gave 
me the information, it was somewhere from the 1st to the middle of July, as near 
as I can recollect. After Harry Trim returned, the steamer went up to Jarvis Inlet 
and then to Texada Island, and returned. Hughes, Nelson, Harry Trim, Adam 
Watson and myself went up in the steamer. This was about the middle of July. 
We landed, stopped a short time, examined the island, and then came home again. 
We stopped at the island about a couple of hours. We made a hole in the iron- 
rock, and put a blast of giant powder in. We did not examine for the posts of the 
pre-emptions. We blasted off some rock. This was the first trip. I staked out 
nothing myself. We did not take any possession of land, we merely took some 
pieces of ore, and came home again. I don’t know whether Trim was authorized 
to act for any one in staking off claims. I believe he was. 


Before Mr. Moody’s evidence was finished, Commission adjourned to 11:30 4. M. 
to-morrow.

Commission met at 11.30. 
Commissioners present—Ilonorables M. B. Begbie, H. P. P. Crease, J. I. Gray. 


Present—Mr. Robertson, Q.C. (for Moody, Dietz and Nelson), Mr. Robson, Mr. 
Mason (for Attorney-General). 


The examination of Mr. S. P. Moody was continued,— 


I was unwell the day I was here giving evidence. I did not recollect. I 
was very incorrect in my evidence in consequence. With leave of the Commission- 
ers, I will make an entirely new statement. 


Last May, Harry Trim came to Burrard Inlet with iron ore, which he showed 
to Mr. Hnghes and myself, and expressed a wish to take some steps to secure it, 
and wished me to visit the island with some of my friends as soon as convenient. 
IIe then returned to his place on the island; he lived on the island at that time. 
On the 10th June I came to Victoria on the steamer “ Cariboo,’’ to meet Mr. 
Nelson. We left here on the 11th, and went to Burrard Inlet, and stayed there 
one or two days, and then Mr. Watson, Mr. Nelson, and myself went to the head of 
Texada Island to Trim’s place—to the head of “Blubber Bay.’’ We went ashore 
there, and examined the land for nearly halfa day. We took Trim on board, and 
went down opposite to the iron deposit, and Nelson, Watson, Trim and myself landed in 
a small boat. Wewent on to the iron ore and examined it; drilled a hole in it and 
blasted out some ore. We came down to the steamer and brought some iron 
specimens with us. We then returned to Trim’s place and stopped over night. 
Next day we examined another small island, called “ Harward Island,’ about two 
miles from the north end of Texada Island. . From there we went to Pender Harbour, 
on the Mainland; we did not land. From thence we went to Burrard Inlet. 
Trim we landed opposite Jarvis Inlet, and he went back home to Texada Island in 
asmall boat. Trim was instructed by us to go and get four or five tons of iron ore, 
and bring it to Burrard Inlet—which he did in about two weeks. The applications 
to pre-empt were made when we returned in the steamer to Burrard Inlet. 
Instructions were given to Trim, also, to put up stakes and notiges. J. C. Hughes 
and If. Trim were pre-emptors, aud others I do not recollect. I think there were 
three others besides these two—that is, five in all. The application to pre-empt 
was made at New Westminster. Immediately after Trim brought the four or five 
tons of ore to the Inlet, he returned to Texada Island to explore, and sec if he 
could tind any more iron ore; he went back in his own boat. About the last of 
July or first of August, I came down to Victoria in the “ Cariboo-F ly,” and invited 
Messrs. DeCosmos, Walkem, and Dalby to go up to the Inlet, and then up the coast. 
I think Capt. Raymur was on board from Victoria to the Inlet. We stopped at the 
Inlet about a day, and then started up the coast with Messrs, DeCosmos, Walkem, 
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Dalby, and Watson on board. We went from Burrard Inlet to Harry Trim’s place, 
at the northerly end of Texada Island, and stopped half a day and examined the 
formation of fhe country, picked up a few rocks, and went aboard again. Watson is 
not a professional geologist; he knows a little more about it than Ido. I took II. 
Trim on board next day, and went to the iron deposit; the iron deposit is eight 
miles from Trim’s place. We went ashore at the iron mine, and stayed there three 
or tour hours, and examined the iron deposit, and returned to the steamer. We 
picked up some specimens of iron, and took thein with us, and we returned to 
Trim’s place and stopped all night. Next morning we started, and went to Jarvis 
Inlet, to a place called Thunder Bay; stopped there two hours. From thence we 
returned to Burrard Inlet. We arrived at Burrard Inlet some time during the night. 
Next morning, Mr. Walkem visited the Ilastings Mills. Messrs. DeCosmos and 
Dalby went across to New Westminster in the morning. About 15th of August 
Trim came down in his sloop from Texada Island, and reported that Richardson, 
the geologist, had been there to examine the island, and Trim proposed locating 
some more .claims; and quite a number more claims were located. About that 
same time Mr. Dalby came up to the Inlet in the steamer “Isabel,’’ and proposed 
making some more locations. Trim was there at the time Dalby armved. A 
number more locations were made around in the harbour of Gillis Bay, about the 
middle of Texada Island; and about two miles from were we found the iron. The 
day after Dalby arrived, he and Ilughes went to New Westminster, and made the 
applications to pre-empt some other claims. Trim returned to the island with 
notices. I engaged the “Isabel ’’—which was going to Nanaimo—to tow his sloop 
opposite to Gillis Bay; Gillis Bay faces right opposite to Comox. He was to go 
right to the island to post notices on the pre-emptions it was proposed to make 
application for; I mean the applications then being made at New Westminster. I 
do not recollect the number of pre-emptions referred to. B. Springer, C. M. 
Chambers, J. C. Hughes, J. Moffatt, J. A. Cottrill, T. Carvell, B. H. Wilson were 
all in my employ, and pre-empted at my suggestion, except J. C. Hughes. Trim 
was not in our pay and employ at the time he made the pre-emptions. I do not 
recollect what I said to induce these people to preempt. Messrs. Moody, Dietz 
& Nelson paid the expenses of the trips of the steamer to the island—that is, made 
the advances, and charged them to the iron mine. I cannot say that we paid any 
of the expenses for recording the pre-emptions. I don’t know who paid the fees 
upon the pre-emptions; we might have paid them, but I cannot be sure. Anything 
that we advanced we charged to this account. Mr. Nelson, Mr. Dietz, and myself 
were to be three in any company that might be formed. By the “iron mine,” I 
mean a company that was proposed hereafter to be formed. The company was to 
consist of William Dalby, J. C. Hughes, T. G. Moody, P. W. Swett, B. IL. Wilson, 
Marry Trim, Edward Trim, Adam Watson, Hi. Nelson, George Dietz, R. P. Rithet, 
Joshua A. Moody, Janies VanBremmer, 8S. LP. Moody—tourteen in all. The 
company was to hold the whole of the land covered by these pre-emptions: Some 
of the pre-emptors, who pre-empted at my suggestion, were left out, and some, not 
pre-emptors, are included in the list. The ground to be the property of the 
company,. was to be the land the iron ore was in. Three pre-emptions covered 
all the iron, viz., J. C. Uughes’, Harry Triim’s, and Il. W. ILughes’. Iam not 
positive of iron existing in any pre-emption except II. Trim’s. These three persons 
pre-empted to get a title to form the company. Dalby pre-empted for the benefit 
of the company. I think B. IL. Wilson and Edward Trim pre-empted on the same 
understanding. J. A. Cottrill, also. I don’t think Mr. Calder’s Jand was of any 
yalue to the company; I don’t know that Mr. Calder’s land is valuable for bringing 
water. I believe Moftatt’s pre-emption was to go to the company. When we 
found the iron ore, I showed some specimens to Mr. DeCosmus and told him that 
any time it was convenient to hin I would take hin up the coast and show him the 
iron mine. IT also said the saine to Mr. Walkem. [told Mr. DeCosmos I wanted 
to show him the iron. I did not say anything about the iron to Mr, Walkem, 
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They went right up to the iron mine on the steamer. The steamer did not leave 
them at the Inlet and make a trip to the iron mine in the meantime. My main 
object in taking Mr. DeCosmos up was to show him the iron mine. I told Mr. 
DeCosmos that as soon as the titles were secured I proposed making a Company, 
and that if he wished an interest in the Comper he could have one. I did not tell 
Mr. DeCosmos the mode in which I propose getting a title to the land. I did not 
talk with him about titles. I offere - DeCosmos an interest in the Company 
when formed and he declined—saying labour was too dear to make an iron mine pay 
in this country. I made the same proposition to Mr. Walkem, and he declined on 
account of the position he held in the Government. The names of Messrs. DeCos- 
mos, Walkem and Beaven were not pe up on the Island as pre-emptors to my 
knowledge. I was told by one party they were up there. I do not recollect being 
told by Mr. Spratt that those names were up. I was walking with Mr. Robson up 
Pandora Street. Mr. Robson stated that he had heard from good authority that 
the names of Messrs. Walkem, Beaven and DeCosmos were up on Texada Island. 
I said that Joe Spratt had told me that Captain Clarke had told him that the names 
were there ; but I saw Captain Clarke and he told me he had never told Joe Spratt 
so—he was here on the Island. Mr. Robson also asked me if somebody had not put 
up their names for mischief. You stated in the first instance to me that you had 
heard from good authority that those three names were up. I do not remember 
asking H. Nelson to become a pre-emptor. I do not recollect asking him, and his 
declining to have anything to do with the matter. No steps tomy knowledge have 
been taken towards placing the stock on the Canadian or English markets, or both. 
I never commissioned or employed Mr. DeCosmos to sell the mine or negotiate the 
matter in any way. I don’t know the size of those pre-emptions on Texada Island. 
I presume they are 160 acres each. Messrs. DeCosmos and Walkem after their 
return from Texada Island to Burrard Inlet went over to New Westminster ; that 
was the last I saw of them. On the way up to Texada Island I cannot say that I 
had any conversation with Mr. DeCosmos as to the prospect of floating the stock of 
the iron mine. I don’t recollect having any such conversation. I never heard that 
Mr. DeCosmos entered into any treaty with Sir John A. Macdonald for the sale of 
the mine. I never have been informed outside of the papers that Mr. DeCosmos 
had placed the matter in the hands of Mr. Sproat. I do not remember having said 
to Captain Devereux that I knew what I was about ; I did not take those fellows 
about feeding and wining them for nothing, or words to that effect. I do not recol- 
lect speaking in that style to any one. - I will not swear that I did not say so to Captain 
Devereux. I would not be surprised at responsible parties coming forward and 
saying that I did so. When Trim first made known the valuable discovery to me 
J.C. “Hughes was the only other person present. C. M. Chambers was book-keeper 
at the time the charges and entries were made against the iron mine. 


Mr. Moody’s examination being finished about 4 Pp. M., the Commission 
adjourned to Tuesday, the 31st March, at 11.30 a. m.

Commission met at 11.80. 

Commissioners present—Honorables M. B. Begbic, H. P. P. Crease, J. H. Gray. 

Secretary stated that he had, on the previous day, at the request of Mr. John 
obson, issued a Subpeena to Capt. John Devereux. 

Present—Mr. Robertson, Q.C. (for Messrs. Moody, Dietz and Nelson), Mr. Mason 
(for Attorney-General), Mr. Hobson. 
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Hon. Attorney-General Walkem appeared in person during the afternoon. 
Witnesses sworn and examined—Mr. William Dalby, Capt. John Devereux. 


William Dalby sworn,— 


Iam one of the pre-emptors on Texada Island, and I am to be a member of 
the company for working the iron mine, when formed. I hold one hundred and 
sixty acres. I pre-empted at suggestion of S. P. Moody. I know the names of 
some of the other pre-emptors. believe B. Springer, C. M. Chambers, T. J. 
Mills) Wm. Robertson, B. H. Wilson, J. C. Hughes, Edward Trim, Harry Trim, 
J. Moffatt, H. W. Hughes, J. A. Cottrill, Charles G. Major, A. Calder, and E. 
Brown are pre-emptors. I do not know any persons who go under the names of J. 
C. Brown, H. T. Smith, P. Marshall, and T. Carvell, nor do I know that their 
names have been used for the purposes of pre-emption. Iam sure that H. T. 
Smith, as far as I know, is not meant for Mr. eOeaion, There were pre-emptions 
made there without my knowledge, and I do not know the names of the parties 
who made them. I left Victoria for Burrard Inlet in steamer “ Cariboo-Fly,” on 
the 29th July, 1873, at 8.30 p.m. Messrs. DeCosmos, Walkem, Ilughes, and 
Watson were with me. I believe Capt. Raymur, also. The steamer stayed at the 
Inlet about a day before going to Texada Island. All these parties went up in | 
the steamer next day to the island. The steamer did not go up while these 
gentlemen remained at the Inlet. I don’t think there was at that time any 
arrangement spoken of with Mr. Walkem and Mr. DeCosmos, about putting the 
stock on the market; there may have been. Mr. DeCosmos has spoken to me on 
the matter since. IIe said that when the company was formed, and felt inclined to 
sell the land, he would like to act asagent. I told him we had no title, but when 
we had a title and felt so disposed, I should have no objection to placing it in his 
hands. I told him he had better see Mr. Moody. The conversation took place 
some time before Mr. DeCosmos went away to Ottawa, last year. I think this 
occurred sometime the last of September. Ile came and told me that he was off 
shortly, and if the company felt disposed to sell the mine, he would like to act as 
agent. Ie was not subsequently appointed agent to my knowledge. I asked him, 
whilst he was away, to make enquiries about the value of these mines, as it would 
confer a favour upon me. The first time I saw the statement of his having tried to 
dispose of the mine, was in the Colonist paper. After seeing this in the paper, I 
spoke to Mr. DeCosmos about it; I said: ‘I sce by the paper that you are about 
“to sell the iron mine,” or “ have sold it,’’ or words to that effect. IIe stated to 
me that while in England, he took the Op Penney to speak to Mr. Sproat about the 
mine, and that, having to hurry back, and not having time to attend to it, he asked 
Mr. Sproat to find out whether the mine was worth anything, and let him know. 
I do not know that any attempt was made by DeCosmos to sell the mine at Ottawa. 
He had no authority to sell it, to my knowledge. There was no rate of commission 
named as compensation for his services.. There was no price put upon the mine 
that I know of, by the parties who instructed him to sell. Mr. Moody and I have 
often talked over the value of the mine; and I told parties I thought it would be 
worth from $150,000 to $250,000. I do not remember stating to any parties in 
Victoria that Mr. DeCosmos was entrusted with the sale of the mine; that the price 
of the mine was put at $150,000; and that Mr. DeCosmos was to have five per cent. 
commission. I once spoke about the mine in the Council Chamber, and among the 
Councillors were Councillors Hayward and Morton. I stated that I thought the 
mine was very rich, and would sell tor a good deal of money, and especially if the 
Governnent built the railroad, it would be worth while for the Government to use 
it. I may have stated $150,000 to $250,000 as the price. I do not recollect stating 
that Mr. DeCosmos was entrusted with the sale of the mine; I might have doneso; 
I was a little excited; I had just received a telegram from Mr. DeCosmos, which 
had revived the matter in my mind. I lost the original telegram, but I have a 
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copy: ‘ Ottawa, 29th October, 1873.—Received, Victoria, October 29th, 7 P. M. 
Received no answer from Moody yet. Enquire and answer. A. DeCosmos.” I 
understood this to mean he had not heard“from Moody respecting the mine. I 
connected this with the mine, because I had no other transactions with Mr. 
DeCosmos and Mr. Moody. I know he was not entrusted with the sale of the mine. 
I understood from this telegram, that Mr. DeCosmos had not had an answer to the 
letter he had addressed to Mr. Moody, and which I had recommended him to 
write. I took the copy of the telegram myself; I swear it is a correct copy. I 
swear positively that I did not say that DeCosmos was to have five per cent. 
commission. I might have said that evening, that I thought the mine might be 
sold tor $150,000. I may have possibly stated the price of the mine at $150,000. 
I may have possibly stated that Mr. DeCosmos had authority to sell the mine, and 
that he would receive a commission. If I did state so, I had no authority for so 
doing, and the statements were incorrect. Mr. Moody told me that he had never 
given Mr. DeCosmos authority to sell the mine, or fixed rate of commission. I 
may possibly have made these statements to some one else, but Ido not recollect. 
I may possibly have made such a statement to Mr. Morton, when walking down 
Government street with him, about the beginning of November, but I do not 
recollect doing so. I do not remember walking down to the bridge with Mr. 
Morton. I do not recollect within the last two months {having stated to George 
Norris that Mr. DeCosmos was entrusted with the sale of the mine; that the price 
was to be $150,000, and that DeCosmos was to receive five per cent. commission 
Mr. DeCosmos is not, to my knowledge, now acting as agent for the sale of this 
mine. I believe Mr. Moody has given some ore to Mr. DeCosmos from the mine, 
to take with him; I am not certain; I cannot tell. I don’t remember any 
rock having been sent to Mr. DeCosmos upon any other occasion. I am not aware 
of any arrangement or understanding between Mr. DeCosmos and the company to 
sell the mine. The company, I believe, is not formed yet. Ido not know that 
any one has undertaken to enter into any negotiations with Mr. DeCosmos as to the 
sale of the mine, other than I have stated. After returning to Burrard Inlet from 
Texada Island, Mr. DeCosmos and I went over to New Westminster that evening, 
and Mr. Walkem came over next morning. We all came to Victoria next day. I 
I don’t know whether Mr. Walkem has any interest in the Eurcka mine, ornot. I 
was not an original shareholder of the Eureka Company. I have bought some 
shares since. I don’t belicve Iam a director. I don’t know how the shares are 
transferred. As far as I know, neither Mr. Walkem or Mr. DeCosmos were 
offered anything in compensation, or to bribe them. I do not know that Mr. 
Walkem has taken up ground that was originally supposed to belong to the Eureka 
mine, in the neighborhood of the mine. I don't know who the Secretary of the 
company is. 


By Mr. Robertson— 


Quite a number of people have spoken to me about the mine—to get what 
information they could. 1 took it they were trying to pump me. I used to give 
them, I think, a sort of evasive answer. I wished to keep my information to 
myself. My. Moody is my brother-in-law. I have trusted to him a good deal to 
look after the mine, and have not, therefore, taken much interest in the management 
of the mine. The reason I took so little interest in the mine was, that. Moody was 
looking after the mine. There was no person at Ottawa that would be likely to 
know the value of the mine, that I could tell. WhenI spoke to Mr. DeCosmos, I 
thought he was going to England; I wanted him to find out if any person was 
willing to purchase. I thought his position as leader of the Government would 
give him special opportunities of bringing the matter-before the public. They 
were not pumping me at the Council Chamber, at the conversation on the telegram. 
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Captain John Devereux sworn,— 


I was master of the “Cariboo-Fly”’ last Summer. I recollect taking her 
twice up to Burrard Inlet and Texada Island. The first trip was, I should think, 
about the second week in July. The little log I kept was left behind in the steamer. 
Mr. Moody, Adam Watson, and VanBremer; I don’t think there was any one else 
on board, besides Douglas Indians. We went up to the island, direct to the 
Northwest end, and stayed in that bay part of two days, I think, and one night; 
this bay has since been named “ Blubber Bay.’’ We then went around to the 1ron 
deposit, on the South side of the island. The island is thirty-seven miles long. It 
is about seven or eight miles to the iron deposit from the bay. Gillis’ Bay is about 
two or three miles on this side of the iron; there is anchorage there. There are 
two or three distinct deposits of iron. We were at the island the greater part of 
three days, and then returned to Burrard Tnlet, calling at Pender Harbour. The 
next trip was two or three weeks later. We left Victoria for the Inlet; we had on 
board, Moody, Dalby, DeCosmos, Walkem, Watson, and Captain Raymur. We 
stayed at the Inlet on that occasion just long enough to get wood and water, about 
one night, I think. We burnt wood alone. All the party, except Captain Raymur, 
went up to Texada Island next day. We took on board, at the Inlet, H. Trim. 
We first went to an arm of Jarvis Inlet, and landed a lot of lumbermen, and then 
went to Texada Island. We arrived at the island about midnight. Next mann 
landed the parties at the iron deposit, and anchored that night at Gillis’ Bay. We 
returned next day by the north end of the island, and left H. Trim on the island; 
the others all came back to Burrard Inlet. I heard Mr. DeCosmos exclaiming that 
the title to the land, under a pre-emption claim, was not worth a snap of the finger 
to float the stock in an English market. I did not hear him make any suggestions 
as to how to get the titles good. Asa general thing, when they came back to the 
mill, they were searching up British subjects, to get them to take up pre-cmptions, 
and get the use of their names; this was after the first trip. I did not hear any 
direct conversation on the subject. Mr. DeCosmos made the remark on the steamer, 
about the small value of the stock, to Mr. Moody. I donot know what Mr. Moody 
answered. Mr. Chambers told me he had been asked to give his pre-emption to 
Mr. Nelson. On his ascertaining that he could not take up an agricultural claim 
at the same time; he refused to give his name on this ground. It was a general 
thing at the mill at the time to get names of British subjects, to get the ground 
covered. Moody volunteered a statement to me, that he had asked Nelson to 
accompany the party on the second trip to the island, but he had refused, because 
he thought it Panoneeshle—or words to that effect. He said he “ would be damned 
if he would have any such scruples about it.’’ It was something to do with the iron 
mine, and with the Ministers—but I have no evidence to this effect. I was 
impressed with the idea that Mr. Moody was trying to use the Ministers in some 
way with the transactions. Mr. Nelson did not go to Texada Island. I think Mr. 
Nelson was down here. I never heard anything about the manner in which the 
good title was to be obtained. I was not confidential with them; they never 
told me anything. 


By Mr. Johnson,— 


I have left the employment of Moody, Dictz and Nelson. Chambers’ 
conversation took place on the return of the first trip. With regard to the dates, T 
spoke entirely from memory. The trip did not take place in June, unless on the 
last day. I ceased to command the “ Cariboo-Fly’’ on 3rd August. 7

Secretary stated that on previous day, at request of Mr. J?obson, he had issued 
_ subpoenas to Messrs. 2. 2. Rithet and Charles Morton. 


Present,—IIon. Attorney-General Walkem, Mr. Muson, Mr. Johnson (for 
Moody, Dietz and Nelson), Mr. J@vbson. 


Witnesses sworn and examiued,— Charles Morton, R. P. Rithet, Ion. R. Beaven. 


Chas. Morton sworn,— 


I never heard Mr. Dalby say anything in the Council Chamber with regard 
to the Texada iron mine—out of the Council Chamber I have. On the 1st Novem- 
ber, 1873, Mayor Dalby called upon me by appointment in order to proceed to where 
@ new sidewalk was being laid in Menzies street—our object was to give the con- 
tractor slight alterations in laying the sidewalk. When near James’ Bay, Dalby 
said, “I think I am in a fuir way of doing well.”” I said, “Iam very glad to hear 
it. ‘Tam doing a good business; I hold a number of shares in the Eureka silver 
lead; I am also interested in the Texada iron mine.’’ I said, ‘Oh, indeed! are 
you in that? It may be good property, but it has no money value; you cannot 
work it.’’ Mr. Dalby stated, “Oh, yes it has. Mr. DeCosmos is entrusted with 
the sale of the mine to the Dominion Government for $150,000, and he is to receive 
five per cent. commission if he succeeds in selling it.” I said, “Is Mr. DeCosmos 
interested in the mine ?”’ He said, “‘ Yes; but his name does not appear, of course.”’ 
I said, “Then he will get five per cent. commission beyond his share’? He said, 
“Certainly.” I then said, “Is Captain Clarke in the company ?’’ Dalby stated, 
“No. Captain Clarke did not do the right thing—he took other parties up there; 
but I am not sure Captain Clarke will not be taken into our company.” Dalb 
said that if the mine sold for $150,000, his share would be about $15,000. That 
was the whole of the conversation. Xty reason for taking particular notice of this 
conversation was, that I had had several discussions with parties as to whether there 
was any money value attached to this mine, that is, in its unworked state. There 
were some parties staying with me, who talked of going up there to pre-empt, and 
I had advised them not to, previous to my conversation with Dalby. Mr. Dalby 
did not restrain me from mentioning this conversation. After the conversation, I 
informed these parties that the land that contained the iron had really some cash 
value. I said I halt received information that day that convinced me that the mine 
had a cash value. I -did not state to the parties who had told me; I said I had it 
from a shareholder, and that I considered the information trustworthy. If the 
weather had not been too bad, the parties would have gone up with McLaughlin, 
who had been with Mr. Richardson, the geologist. I did not know that anything 
was wrong, nor do I know it now. I thought it in the public interest to mention 
this to these men, as I understood frum the assistant geologist there was plenty of 
ground there. To assist these men, I went to the Land Office, and got a sketch of 
the north end of the island, so that they might not encroach on the pre- 
emptionsalready made. Mr. Dalby was not at all excited when he spoke to me; it 
was about 8 a. mM. Itcame up as an ordinary conversation. I never mentioned any 
names in this matter until I saw a contradiction to the statement that Mr. DeCosmos 
had been entrusted with the sale of the mine. I did then state it, and tell the 
truth as it had been told to me. I did not hear at that time of any other member 
of the Government being mixed up in this mine. I did not hear the conversation 
in the Council Chamber, when Mr. Dalby received the telegram. I am cer- 
tain I was not present. I read a statement in the Colonst this morning, 
which must he a mistake. No such conversation, as stated by Mr. Dalby, ever 
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took place before me in the Council Chainber. My conversation with Dalby, on 
the way to James Bay bridge, was the first intimation T had that Mr. Dalby was 
interested in the mine. I have not the sketch I got from the Land Office, of 
Texada Island, in Court; it is in my safe. 

By Mr. Dalby,— 

I confirm my memory by a reference to Mr. Clarke, to whom we went to 
give orders for the alterations. Lam quite sure the conversation occurred on the 
1st November. You never mentioned the telegram to me. You never spoke to 
me on the subject in the Council Chamber. 1 most positively swear that I never 
said to any one that I had scen the telegram—trom DeCosmos, in the Council 
Chamber, to you—and I never heard of it till this morning. Kverything was 
fresh to me when this conversation occurred, when Mr. Dalby and I were walking 
to Menzies street. Mr. Dalby often showed me telegrams from Mr. DeCosmos and 
others, about municipal matters; anything connected with city matters he always 
used to show me. The impression I had from the conversation was, that the 
arrangement had been made with Mr. DeCosinos before his departure for Ottawa. 


Robert Patterson Rithet, sworn,— 


Mr. Moody has always told me that I was to be one of the Texada company, 
when formed. That is the only interest I have. I am not a pre-emptor on the 
island. My name may have been used, but not with my authority. I was never 
asked to become a pre-emptor. I have heard the names of some of the pre-empt- 
ors from Mr. Moody. C. M. Chambers, B. II. Wilson, J. C. Hughes, and William 
Dalby are the pre-emptors, as far as I can recollect, that Moody told me. Mr. 
Moody never told me how the title to the land was to be acquired. Ido not know 
H. J. Smith or P. Marshall, or J. Wilson, as pre-emptors. I was never told by Mr. 
Moody what arrangement had been made for disposing of the property, nor do I. 
know that any has been made. There was a box of ore taken from our store by 
Mr. DeCosmos, and a map of the mine, I believe. Tasked, and was told the box 
contained iron ore. I saw a map of the island, but cannot say it was the one 
DeCosmos took. I had no knowledge or information of the reason why Mr. 
DeCosmos took the ore. I know nothing of the proceedings with the American 
Consul here. I am not Secretary for the Eureka silver mine, nor do I know who is. 


Hon. Robert Beaven, sworn,— 


Iam Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works. The pre-emptions on Texada 
Island were recorded at New Westminster. The returns from that office give full 
particulars. The first application was made by IL. W. Hughes, on 19th June, 1873, 
and received at New Westminster same day; 2nd, II. ‘Trim, same date in both 
cases; 8rd, John Moffatt, same date both applications; 4th, J. A. Cottrill, same 
date both applications; 5th, J. C. Hughes, application dated 2nd July 1873, and 
received at New Westminster 3rd July; 6th, J. A. Cottrill, application dated 16th 
August, 1873, and received 18th August, 1873.; (7) Edward Trim, same dates; (8) 
B. If. Wilson, same dates; (9) William Dalby, same dates; (10) J. C. Brown, 
application made and received on 18th August; (11) William Robertson, 18th 
August both cases; (12) T. J. Mills, 18th August both cases; (15) C. M. Chambers, 
1&th August both cases; (14) B. Springer, 18th August both cases; (15) Charles G. 
Major, 19th August both cases: (16) Thomas Carvell, application dated the 18th, 
received on 19th August; (17) Ebenezer Brown, 10th August both cases; (18) 
Alexander Calder, same dates; (10)'Thomas Wilson, application dated 18th, received 
19th August; (20) Henry Smith, same dates; (21) application dated 20th, and 
received 26th August, to pre-empt asa firm, from Captain Clarke, Captain Cooper, 
T. G. Burnes, and Robert Ker; (22) C. T. Dupont, same dates; (23) Thomas A. 
Bulkley, same dates. These are all the applications made to pre-empt on Texada 
Island up to this date, as far as ] know. My last returns are up to 16th March, 
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1874, and cover all applications made up to that date at New Westminster. Leave 
was granted in all these cases. Of these applicants, the following persons recorded, 
that is to say, received certificates of pre-emption record: (1) I. W. Hughes, 20th 
June, 1873; (2) If. Trim, 20th June; (3) John Moffatt, 20th June; (4) J. A. 
Cottrill, 20th June; (5) J. C. IIughes, 3rd July; (6) J. A. Cottrill, 28th August; 
7) Edward Trim, 28th August; (8) B. Il. Wilson, 28th August; (9) William Dalby, 

8th August; (10) J. C. Brown, 28th August; (11) W. Robertson, 28th August; 
(12) T. J. Mills, 28th August; (13) C. M. Chambers, 28th August; a B. Springer; 
a C. G. Major, 28th August; (16) Thomas Carvell, 29th August; (17) E. Brown, 
29th Angust; al Alexander Calder, 29th August; (19) Thomas Wilson, 29th 
August; (20) Henry Smith, 29th August. This is the end of the pre-emption 
records; no pre-emption record certificates were ever issued to the remaining 
applicants. I do not know that they applied for pre-emption records. No reason is 
assigned for refusing to give a pre-emption record to Captain Clarke and _ his 
company, C. T. Dupont and Thomas A. Bulkley. Nos. 2 and 3, on the map of 
Texada Island, now produced, are mining licences; No. 2 is the Malaspina Com- 
pany; No. 8 the Texada Company. The Malaspina Company’s licence was granted 
on Ist October, 1873, to Edward Trim, J. H. Van Bremer, James Trim, H. Trim, 
J. G. Moody, T. J. Mills, Joshua Moody, J. C. Hughes, B. H. Wilson, H. Nelson, 
W. Dalby, P. W. Swett, T. L. Briggs, 8. P. Moody, J. L. Crimp. The application 
for this licence was made and received on 18th August, 1873. No. 3, Texada 
Company ; licence granted on the Ist October to S. P. Moody, J. H. Van Bremer, 
George Dictz, H. Nelson, H. Trim, W. Dalby, J. C. IIughes, J. J. Cowley, P. H. 
Swett, B. Il. Wilson, F. Pagden, A. Watson, Senior. ‘The application for this 
licence was made and received on 18th August. Malaspina Company mineral 
licence was not to exceed in the whole five hundred statute acres, under Mineral 
Ordinance, 1869; Texada Company, tle same. No. 4, Gulf of Georgia Company; _ 
mining licence issued, of same dimensions, on 24th October, to C. M. Chambers, J. 
J. Cowley, 8. Duck, J. L. Crimp, T. G. Moody, W. Robertson, C. G. Major, E. 
Brown, J. A. R. Homer, A. Calder, II. V. Edmunds, J. A. Calbraith, H. W. Hughes. 
No. 5, Madeline Mining Company; application made on 19th August, and licence 
granted on 27th October, to J. A. Webster, II. V. Edmonds, George C. Webster, 
A. Watson, Junior, P. McQuade, George J. Findlay, J. H. Brodie, E. Marvin, J. 
Cowper, T. 8. Milligan. No. 6, Dominion Mining Company; application 18th 
August, and a mining licence issued on 27th October, to J. A. Webster, G. C. 
Webster, H. V. Edmonds, A. Watson, Senior, J. Cowper, G. J. Findlay, J. H. 
Brodie, G. Buck, J. MeMurphy, C. N. Trew. These are all the ei licences 
issued on Texada Island. An application for a mining licence was made on the 
21st August, and received on 26th August, on same island, and was refused by II. 
V. Edmonds the same day, because the land was already taken up. This is the 
only application refused.

With regard to witnesses, the Chief Justice stated: We propose to hear, in 
the first instance, all witnesses Mr. Robson chooses to call, whom we shall call 
witnesses for prosecution; then, any witnesses Mr. Robertson may choose to call, 
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witnesses for defence. Then, any person who considers his character implicated, 
would be entitled to call witnesses; and when that is done, we shall call any 
witnesses that we may think able to throw any light upon the matter; and then 
ieee vel be a general reply upon all the circumstances, and the matter will be 
closed. 


Witnesses examined,— Robert Beaven, partially: Hugh Nelson. 


The examination of Hon. Mr. Bearen was continued,— 


An application for a Mining Licence was made on 21st and received on 26th 
August, and refused the same day, by Messrs. C. T. Dupont, R. Ker, I. W. Powell, 
W. R. Clarke, James Cooper, B. Madigan, T. A. Bulkley, B. W. Pearse, W. C. 
Ward, and H. P. P. Crease. No other applications have been made for Mining 
Licence on Texada Island up to the 16th March. There were two applications . 
made to me personally to purchase Jand on Texada Island under Clause 16 of the 
“Land Ordinance Amendment Act, 1873.’’ The clause came into effect on 21st July 
last. Mr. S. P. Moody wanted to purchase some land at $1 ag acre. I told him I 
could not sell as the machinery was not complete. Mr. C. T. Dupont, on behalf of 
James Cooper, Robert Ker, W. R. Clarke, Benjamin Madigan, and T. A. Bulkley, 
made 4 similar application on 23rd August, 1873... Mr. Moody’s was simply a verbal 
application for information. Mr. Dupont’s was a written application to purchase 
480 acres of land, and I replied inwriting that the clause was under consideration of 
the Government, and his application was not granted. The Government came to a 
decision about the end of August. The Order in Council fixing price of mineral 
land at $10 per acre is dated 20th Sept. ; the Order also limited the quantity to 640 
acres. There is an Order in Council fixing the price of unsurveyed land at $2 50 
per acre—reserving all the precious and baser metals and minerals to the Govern- 
ment. These regulations were in force in the latter part of September last ; all 
these have been rescinded by Order in Council within a month past. Henry W. 
Hughes is the first applicant to pre-empt on Texada Island. Leave was granted— 
he applied one day and mecamiel ihe next. The practice in the Land Office here ig 
frequently to record on the same day that permission to pre-empt is granted, although 
the applicant has entered previous to getting the permission. When I give a man 

ermission to pre-empt I never refuse to record his land on the ground that he 
fie entered before he has received the permission. I have never given any special 
instructions upon that point to any of my agents. If they received any instructions 
they would receive them from me. Since the pre-emptions on Texada Island a 
certificate of improvement on Pre-emption Record No. 100 has been granted to H. 
W. Hughes, dated 23rd February, 1874. Also to Harry Trim SEG fee Record 
No. 1,091), dated 28rd February, 1874. Also to J. C. Hughes, 12th March, 1874, 
on Pre-emption Record No. 1,102. No leaves of absence have been granted to my 
knowledge. So far as I know no favoritism has been shown to either of these 
parties, but the usual course has been pursued. Iam told the whole iron deposit is 
‘contained in a very few acres. Iam not aware yet that these are valuable mineral 
lands. I am not aware that there is anything in the Acts to prevent anyone 
pre-empting valuable mineral lands. It is not the practice of the Government to 
withdraw all valuable mineral land from the operation of the pre-emption laws. 
The Mineral Districts have been established since 1869. Iam not aware that I have 
in any way declined or refused or delayed any person taking up land under the pre- 
emption law, on the ground that it was mineral land and should be treated ditfer- 
ently, nor am I aware of any instance of the kind. Iam not aware of any persons 
having made applications to pre-empt land on Vancouver Island and having been 
refused, on the ground that the land was mineral land and must be treated differ- 
ently. I think Mr. W. A. Robertson and others obtained leave to pre-empt in 
Cowichan District, and recorded. The length of Texada Island is twenty-seven 
nautica] miles, 
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Hugh Nelson, sworn,— 


I am a member of the firm of Moody, Dietz & Nelson. I believe I was to 
be a member of the Iron Company to be formed. Iam nota pre-emptor on Texada 
Island. I have no interest in any pre-emptions on Texada Island, except as men- 
tioned. I have an interest in one, if not two, of the ‘“ Mining Licence Companies,” 
I think the Texada and Malaspina Companies. I think the Company looked upon 
five of the pre-emption claims as being valuable on account of iron. I cannot say in 
what particular pre-emption the iron was contained. A number of the pre-emptions 
were taken up on Gillis’ Bay, partly because they were good land, and also 
because Gillis’ Bay is the only port of shipment. I think H. Trim’s, J. C. Hughes’, 
H. W. Hughes’ and J. A. Cottrill’s pre-emptions covered the iron deposit. The 
reason I did not take much interest in the matter was, because I did not believe in 
the value of the iron. I think I could be tempted to sell out my prospective inter- 
est fora very reasonable sum. I only received the information of the sale for 
$150,000 from the Colonist. I only wish it was true. I think Dalby was what is 
commonly called “gassing.’’ I arrived here on steamer “ Prince Alfred,” on my 
return from Ottawa, on or about 10th June. I found Mr. Moody here with steamer 
“Cariboo-Fly.”’ He wanted me to start off that evening for Burrard Inlet, for the 
purpose of proceeding to Texada, to examine what he considered the valuable 

eposit of iron. I told him no, I would not go; but I would probably be prepared 
to accompany him next day. We left on or about the 11th, in the evening. We 
proceeded te Burrard Inlet, remained there one and a half or two days, and then 
started for Texada Island. We went to Blubber. Bay; it was blowing pretty fresh, 
and it was the opinion that we could not land a small boat opposite the iron deposit. 
We laid off about one day. We then went round the head of the island, and got 
into a small boat of H. Trim’s and landed, the steamer being in the meantime kept 
in the offing under slow steam. We explored the iron; put in two or three blasts, 
and blew out some iron ore. I think I wrote out two notices for mining companies, 
under the Mineral Ordinance. I think the intention at the time was to form two 
companies. The tree we chose to put them on was about opposite the centre of the iron 
deposit; this was before any pre-emptions were made. I don’t think any action 
was ever taken on those notices; I do not recollect if any name was signed to them 
or not. After staying on the island three or four hours, we embarked and put off 
to the steamer. On our return to Burrard Inlet, I believe certain men were asked 
to make application to pre-empt, for the purpose of securing land on Texada Island 
—some by Mr. Moody; I don’t recollect hearing him ask any one. I asked Mr. 
Chambers myself; in asking Mr. Chambers, I believe I told him that by pre- 
empting he would become one of the company to be formed. At first he agreed 
to pre-empt; afterwards he refused, stating that there was an agreement between 
him and his brother to pre-empt together for farms. I believe he afterwards 
became a pre-emptor. He told me he pre-empted at suggestion of Mr. Moody. I 
asked him to pre-empt with a view offorming a company. He said his idea was, 
he should be a member of the company. Chambers was the only party I spoke to. 
Iam aware others were spoken to, and did pre-empt. I know nothing about the 
accounts opened in the books of the firm. I believe there was no understanding at 
all as regards the expenses of the mae Moody’s idea was, that the expenses were 
to be charged to “Iron Mine,” to be defrayed by any company that was to be 
formed. A second set pre-empted, I believe with the view of the same ultimate 
end. Some have pre-empted who have no connection with the company. Ido 
not know Henry Smith. I do not know that any fictitious names were employed 
in any way. In fact, Iam sure there were not. I do not think the parties would 
be guilty or so foolish as to use fictitious names. It is very possible that Henry 
Smith pre-empted on his own account. Ido not know who asked Charles G. Major 
to pre-empt. I do not know who asked J. C. Brown to pre-empt. This was the 
only time [ was on Texada Island. Harry Trim has been an occupant of the island 
for some time. J. C. Hughes was for some time down here, and H. W. Hughes 
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lived at the Inlet: they must, therefore, have occupied by agent. J. A. Cottrill 
did not reside there, to my knowledge. The Trim’s were the only pre-emptors 
who resided there. Some people who were working on the island, I understood, 
represented the pre-emptors. I do not know how long they were on the island. 
The expense of improvement and occupation, I presume, would be paid by the iron 
mine. I have not the slightest idea of the expenses incurred from first to last. I 
can’t tell what pre-emptions were to form common stock of upely I did not 
know all the parties te were to constitute company; S. P. Moo vy J. C. Hughes, 
Joshua Moody, Thomas Moody, A. Watson, James Van Bremer, and Swett are some 
ofthem. The titles were to be obtained in the usual manner. Moody was the 
principal manager. A great portion of the time I was away. The idea was, that 
money could eventually be made out of the mine. As far as the Canadian market 
was concerned, I am not aware of any steps being taken forasale. I wasin Ottawa. 
No offer was ever made, to my knowledge, by Mr. DeCosmos to Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, or any negotiations at all. Mr. DeCosmos, during my stay in Ottawa, never 
mentioned the Texada mine. I should think it very odd, being at Ottawa, if such 
negotiations were made without my knowledge, as I was an interested party. I 
swear this to the best of my knowledge, remembrance, information, and belief. 
One day, at Ottawa, passing through the library, some time during the session of 
October, 1873, I saw a large block of iron ore from the Haycock mine lying on the 
table, and on the block of iron ore was a cold chisel, supposed to have been made 
from the iron at a single melting, and supposed to be as good as steel. I think I 
remarked to DeCosmos, that I hoped the Texada Island would turn out as good: 
this was a few days before the fall of the Ministry. That is all that passed between 
us at Ottawa, about Texada Island, until immediately prior to Mr. DeCosmos’ 
departure (and after the fall). I was in his room at the Russell House; I said to 
him, “ DeCosmos, when you are in England, will you see if anything can be done 
“with the Texada Island iron mine?’ I think he told me he had written Moody, 
and received no reply. I told him that was very like Moody, and not at all to be 
wondered at. Hesaid, “ You must give me some authority.’ I told him I had no 
power to give him any authority. He said, “Write me a note, or Seg Te 
‘“‘show,’’ or words to that effect. I wrote him a note to this effect, “ Will you, while 
“in England, enquire what can be done with the Texada iron mine, and inform me 
‘“‘or the parties connected with it?’ Ihad no right to give any authority. This 
note was signed “IIugh Nelson, on behalf of shareholders.’”” Mr. DeCosmos said 
he would see what he could do in the matter. Nothing from that time up to-day 
has ever passed between him and me on the subject. I have not had the curiosity 
to mention the matter to him, and ask him what he had done. I have not heard of 
any arrangement with Mr. DeCosmos about the sale of the mine, up to the present 
time. Iheard, the other day, that DeCosmos had taken a plan of Texada Island 
and a box of ore. I saw a copy of the plan that he took; the copy of the plan was 

iven to Mr. DeCosmos on the 11th March, 1874; this is only what I have heard. 
Mr. 8. P. Moody told me that Mr. DeCosmos had taken a plan; he told me this 
since his examination here. I am satisfied there was no employment, any further 
than I gave Mr. DeCosmos, when he went to England. Mr. Moody told me that 
he had merely given DeCosmos the ore and plan, and had not employed DeCosmos 
in any way. f believe this was last Monday, after his examination. I have not 
taken much interest in the matter. I have taken much more interest since these 
slanders have been published in the public press. I have never heard from any 
person other than Mr. Robson, that Mr. DeCosmos has been employed, that is, from 
any person who could be presumed to have any authority or know anything about 
it, to make such a statement. Some one may have said to me, ina joking manner, 
that DeCosmos was going to sell the mine. : 


By Mr. Walkem,— 
T never refused to go on the second trip of the steamer “Cariboo-Fly’’ to 
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Texada Island, because, as stated by Captain Devereux, I considered it dishonorable; 
nor did I ever use that word at all. There was no lurking suspicion or idea in my 
mind that Mr. DeCosmos and Mr. Walkem were being asked up for improper 

urposes. DeCosmos, after his return from Ottawa, and Srunratg that this iron had 
eee struck, told Moody that he had had conversatious with parties in Ottawa about 
iron, and said, that if iron could be discovered out here, it would be very valuable. 
Moody, on hearing this, asked him to come up. You were merely asked to come 
up for a trip. I think you had told me that you would like to go up and see the 
Inlet. Ithink Mr. Walkem’s trip was merely a matter of pleasure. My idea of 
Mr. DeCosmos’ and Mr. Walkem’s trip that time was rather a matter of pleasure. 
I recollect your leaving the wharf with DeCosmos and Dalby. The reason I did 
not go was, that if I went with Messrs. DeCosmos and Walkem, Moody would have 
had particular business, and left me to do the honors. I did not pre-empt, because 
I expected to be away a good deal, and could not give the matter my attention; 
beyond this, I had no particular reason.

Witnesses examined,—Hugh Nelson, Robert Beaven, C. T. Dupont, Frank 
Pagden 

Hugh Nelson, examination continued,— 

Deponent stated he wished to make a correction in his evidence, with 
regard to aconversation he had had with Mr. DeCosmos in Victoria, with regard to 
Texada mine. 


“In my evidence I stated that I had had no conversation with Mr. DeCosmos 
“on the subject of the Texada mine except in Ottawa.” 


I wish to state:—About five or six weeks ago, I was going to Burrard Inlet 
and Mr. DeCosmos spoke to me about the Texada iron; and said now that he was 
going to Ottawa and out of the Government here and untrammelled with regard to 
the matter, that if we wished him to take any action with respect to it he would 
like to hear from us on the subject. I told him I was going to the Mill and would 
speak to Moody ; but I could not see how, under the circumstances, we could give 
him any definite authority in the matter. My reason for not having thought of 
this was, I think, having mentioned the conversation at Ottawa. I told him we 
could not possibly give him any authority, and I did not see what could 
be done until everything had gone through the regular course of law and we 
had got a proper title. 


By Mr. J?obson,— 


I cannot inform you who were most active in forming the Company at 
Victoria. I took some small part in getting the pre-emptions covered by mining 
licence. I thought this course would render the ground more secure, in the event 
of there being anything in the law to prevent our taking up land of that nature by 
pre-emption. The batch of the pre-emptions made at New Westminster on the 
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18th August was brought about by the report of H. Trim, who arrived from Texada 
Island, and represented that in the interest of the Company it was desirable that 
more land should be taken up. I was not in Victoria or the Inlet at that time. I 
had just come down from Yale at that time ; one of the reasons was to obtain a 
shipping point, another was to extend his lines more than he inteuded at first. 
About 14th or 15th August I met Moody and Trim coming into New Westminster 
from the Inlct and returned to New Westminster with them. I suppose they wanted 
my advice and assistance on the subject of the eiigag ag or taking some action to 
secure additional valuable land for the Company. The following day I came to 
Victoria. I left for Victoria with the intention of seeing certain members of the 
Government, to find if I could obtain leave to purchase, and if not to telegraph back 
to New Westminster. I was going to make an official application. I went to Mr. 
DeCosmos and he took me to Mr. Walkem. I met DeCosmos on the street, but 
rior to this mecting, I met Dalby. Dalby told me that certain gentlemen, viz. : 
essrs. Bulkley and Dupont had gone to Texada Island to jump our claims. L don’t 
recollect his stating what authority he had. I shortly atter met DeCosmos and 
asked about the purchase. I don’t recollect his answer, but it was to the effect that 
it could not be done. I went with DeCosmos to Mr. Walkem’s, and from them 
jointly I got this reply, or to the same purpose. The next step was Mr. Dalby’s going 
to the Inlet. The steamer “ Isabel’’ was going to Nanaimo and Dalby made an offer 
to the steamer to go with him to Burrard Inlet, (I presume this was charged to the 
iron mine, I cannot tell), for the purpose of making these pre-emptions. The fact of 
his going away in that manner was that he had heard that Messrs. Dupont and 
Bulkley were on the Island for the purpose of taking up land. I don’t know the 
name of II. Smith who pre-empted upon this occasion. I don’t know T. Wilson. I 
don’t know when he pre-empted or whether he pre-empted for the Company or not. 
I think the “Isabel ”’ received $100 for this trip. The steamer left Dalby at the 
Inlet and towed Trim’s boat out to the Island. 


Mr. Nelson, recalled,— 
Ilarry Trim’s signature to the second application is in my handwriting. I 
have no power of attorney. I have no doubt the signature was put there by Trim’s 
authority, Ile was not at the Inlet. That would be somewhere about the time of 


the “Cariboo’s’’ return ; because previous to the arrival of the steamer he had gone 
back to the Island in his own boat. 


Hon. Mr. Beaven, examination continued,— 


I have some papers here bearing on the application otf William Archibald 
Robertson, in Vancouver Island. The application is dated the 16th June, 1873; it 
isto pre-empt one hundred and sixty acres on Kokesailah River. The application 
was granted, and twenty days given to record. ‘The land was recorded on the 30th 
June, at 12.30 p. m. So there was no delay in recording this land. I know of no 
delay in recording this pre-emption at all. 


C. 7. Dupont, sworn,— 


I went to Texada Island in the month of August, last, to take up some land. 
I was at Comox about the 10th or 11th of August, and learned that Richardson, the 
geologist, had publicly stated that there was a valuable deposit of iron on Texada 
Island. I went to Richardson’s camp to enquire about it, and he told me there were 
some pre-emptions taken up, and told me that the iron he spoke of had not been 
pre-empted, he had explored in his professional capacity and could not find any 
stakes and that he knew where the other pre-emptions were. Mr. Bulkley stated 
that he would go with me in his canoe and pre-empt. We went. I think we were 
on the Island on the 11th August, we had a party of five men. Bulkley had his in- 
strument and chain and we went with the view of making a survey. We had no 
idea of jumping anybody’s claim. Mr. Richardson told us the land was not taken 
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up, he knew it trom Trim himself who showed him the land takenup. We wanted 
to make the survey in order to avoid interfering with any other people. We spent 
two days on the Island exploring to find their posts and making surveys. Richard- 
son having told us of the land and described the other pre-emptions. We found 
posts covering a great deal of valuable iron. I think we found five posts—the names 
of the two Hughes’, Ilarry Trim, Moffatt and Cottrill, I think, were on the posts. 
We found by chaining that these parties had taken a great deal more than they 
would be entitled to by the Act. We then made a survey of what we wished to 
take up. We were making the surveys for ourselves, Captains Cooper and Clarke, 
and Ker. On the 14th August we had completed the surveys and put in our posts, 
marked with names and dates. I suppose the posts are there still. We only found 
the posts of three claims at the commencement and only after two days hard survey- 
ing did we find the posts of Moffatt and Cottrill. These last two only interfered 
with the claims taken up in my name, but with none of the others. We saw Trim 
arrive with a little sloop, just after we had done our surveying, with some lumber. 
Ife mentioned that my location interfered with some of the claims taken up by 
them. I explained the matter to him and stated, I did not expect to get more than 
we were entitled to. We came down by steamer to Victoria and Mr. Bulkley and 
I went to the Land Office. I made application to Mr. Beaven personally for Sc 
mission to purchase. I was told there were certain rules being famed by the Gov- 
ernment to regulate the sale of lands, and until they were settled he aula, not give 
me any information on the subject. I then wanted to know if we could pre-empt 
without prejudice to the right of purchase when the regulations became known. 
We were allowed to see the applications, received at the Land Office, on Texada 
Island and we found they described land totally different from the land they had 
posted, in fact some three or four miles away. It described it North of Gillis Bay 
—quite away from what they wanted. These applications did not cover the land 
required by us. The iron ore is three and a half miles to the East of Gillis Bay, 
the mistake made in the applications was to describe the iron three and a-half miles 
North instead of East. I wished then to find out from the Commissioner which 
ought to govern, the applications or their posts, as I wished them to have what they 
were evidently entitled to before we got any. The answer was to the effect that the 
practice was uncertain, but that he wished to do equity or justice. He told me that 
to apply for leave to pre-empt I must go to New Westminster. This was about the 
20th August. From information I had got I thought it advisable to be as quick as 
we could. We sent over an agent to New Westminster to make the application. I 
also gave him an application for a minerallicence. Mr. Elliott Anderson, our agent, 
returned from New Westminster and stated that Mr. Edmonds, the Commissioner, 
there had recorded a lot of applications on the 18th August, covering the ground 
that we were applying for. Our applications were granted provided we did not 
interfere with parties who had already applied. Mr. DeCosmos expressed great 
indignation when he learned that I and others had gone to Texada Island to pre- 
empt. My informants were Mr. Gaston and Mr. Elliott Anderson, at separate times. 
Mr. Gaston was on board the “ Douglas’? when we launched our canoe for Texada 
Island, and was therefore aware of what we were going to do. I saw him after we 
came back, he said that when the “ Douglas” arrived he went to the Colonial and 
Mr. DeCosmos was there getting his dinner. DeCosmos asked Gaston what_news 
there was, and Gaston told him that Bulkley and myself had gone to Texada Island 
to pre-empt some iron. He said DeCosmos got so excited about it that he lost his 
appetite for his dinner. Ile said he never saw a man so excited in his life. After 
Anderson had returned from New Westminster, referring toa different occasion, he 
stopped me in the street to tell me that he did not know what Mr. DeCosmos’ object 
was ; but he was damning me for my connection with Texada, and said this was 
what came of bringing Canadians to British Columbia. I left Mr. Anderson stand- 
ing where he told me as I was rather indignant with him. These parties wished 
me to inter that Mr. DeCosmos was interested but I don’t know. I dropped the 
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matter on finding this was Mr. DeCosmos’ feeling towards me and not wishing to 
run counter to anybody. I dropped in part on account of Mr. DeCosmos, as I did 
not wish to incur his animosity. The reason the applications were rushed in on the 
18th August, was because Mr. Nelson informed me they had heard that we were on 
the Island and despatched a steamer at once. We saw no evidence of any occupa- 
tion of the pre-emptions. Trim arrived with another man, perhaps two, in his sloop 
with some lumber and said he was going to put certain improvenfents on the pre- 
emption. 
By Mr. Mason,— 

I did not make my application to Mr. Beaven in writing. I have no know- 
ledge of any member of the Government holding land on Texada Island, or being 
interested. 


By Mr. Robson,— 

Mr. Anderson left the tracing he brought from New Westminster in my 

possession. I do not know where it is; I will endeavor to find it. 
Frank Pagden, sworn,— 

I am a shareholder in the Texada iron mine; in the Texada Company, I 
believe, by pre-emption. I pre-empted an allotment, supposed to contain iron. I pre- 
empted some time during the Summer. I pre-empted through another person, 
through Mr. Dalby. I gave to Moody, Dietz and Nelson and Dalby full authority 
to act forme. Dalby sent to me to ask me if I would join the company. I should 
think this was about July or August. I never heard that Dupont had been to 
Texada Island until to-day. I had known of this place some six or seven years ago. 
Morton has spoken to me about this matter—the Dalby conversation. He told me 

. that DeCosmos had tried to sell the mine in England; that the Vancouver Coal 
Company, at Nanaimo, had been written to by Sproat to find the owners of the 
Texada mine. It struck me that it was a very good channel to enable the company 
to sell their mine, that is, if they had gone in with DeCosmos or Sproat. I said to 
Morton, when he finished, ‘‘ Whatever DeCosmos has to do with the mine, I don’t 
“want to know anything, nor do I intend to say anything, as I am interested in the 
“company.” At the time of the conversation, I was going round with Morton, 
canvassing to see whether it would be worth his while to come out for the District. 


Mr. John Robson requested Secretary to subpena J. C. Hughes, Harry Trim, 
Commission adjourned to 11.30 to-morrow.

Commission met at 11.30 a. mM.

Witnesses examined— William A. Robertson, George Hurgrcavcs, Herbert Gaston. 

Commissioners decided, with approval of the Hon. the Attorney-General, to 
hold a sitting at New Westminster, on the 18th instant, and directed the Secretary 
to give notice to witnesses. 

Secretary, at request of Mr. Lobson, subpenaed Messrs. LE. V. Hdimonds, Harry 
Trim, J. C. dtughes, and Adam Watson, to appear before the Royal Commissioners 
at the Court House, New Westminster, on Saturday, the 18th instant, at 10... m. 

Secretary also wrote to Mr. Sevell P. Moody, requiring his attendance at the 
same time and place, with the books of Messrs. Moody, Dietz and Nelson, in which 
any entries had been made with regard to the Texada Island iron ore, 
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William A. Robertson, sworn,— 


I had no conversation with Mr. DeCosmos about the iron mine, but I have had 
about iron—that is, before the excitement, I had some conversation with DeCosmos 
about Texada Island after Dupont and Bulkley went to jump the claim. I told Mr. 
DeCosmos they went up to jump his claim. He asked me to tell the circumstances 
about the jumping. I was coming down in the steamer “ Douglas,’’ in August, 
last year; the steward told me that Dupont, Captains Clarke and Cooper, and some 
others I don’t recollect, had gone in the “Douglas’’ to Texada to jump an iron 
mine. <A gentleman from Canada, named William Sutton, was on board the 
steamer at the same time as myself. A piece of iron was shown him; he brought 
it up on deck, and asked me what I thought of it. I told him I knew the ore, as 
Mr. DeCosmos had shown me some of the ore before. He (Mr. Sutton) said he 
was informed the ore had been taken from a few miles back of Nanaimo. I.told 
them it was a mistake, it had come from Texada; the steward, Booth, told me 
where they had been. I told this to DeCosmos the next day after I came down— 
when I told him his mine was jumped. This was the trip the steamer left Mr. 
Dupont and Mr. Bulkley on the island. He asked me particularly who the parties 
were, laughed good-naturedly, and that was all that passed at the time. I cannot 
say this was the first information he received. The Sunday after Mr. DeCosmos 
and Mr. Walkem had returned from Texada Island, I saw Mr. DeCosmos near his 
own office in Victoria, and he told me that if I would come up he would show me a 
specimen of iron. He asked me what I thought ofthe iron. I told him I thought 
it was very good iron ere. He produced a piece of limestone rock, and said, “ This is 
the flux that made the iron.”” There were barnacles on the limestone rock. He 
did not tell me where he found the iron. I said, “You found this on the sea 
coast.” “ Yes,’’ he said, “we can load a ship right from the deposit,’”’ or words to 
that effect. I said, “ You’ve got a very good thing,” and he said, in words as near 
as I can recollect, “I have,” or “It isa good thing.” That is all that passed as 
near as I can recollect at that time. Some time last winter, about two months ago, 
Mr. Adam Watson was in my shop, I said something to him about Mr. DeCosmos 
being interested in the iron mine, this wasjust after the first agitation in the papers. 
As near as I can recollect I made reference to the charge published in the Colonist 
against Mr. DeCosmos being interested in the mine. Mr. Watson stated DeCosmos 
had no intesest in the mine, but he had the selling of it. I said I thought that 
amounted to an interest. IIe said he did not know whether DeCosmos had 
anything for selling it ornot. He said nothing about price or value. I have hada 
conversation with Watson since and he denied that he said DeCosmos had the a 
of the mine. Ihave no doubt but he didsayso. I am quite positive that he di 
say so. There was nothing that led me to believe that other members of the Gov- 
ernment were interested. DeCosmos had often spoken to me about iron before, 
but after this discovery and showing me the ore, he kept dark as to the place 
where he found it and therefore concluded that he was deeply interested, though he 
did not say so. Irecollect hearing several times that the members ofthe Government 
had an interest in it. My impression was that the Government party who went 
up to Texada Island were interested. The ring was generally considered to consist 
of members of the Government and Messrs. Moody, Dietz and Nelson. 


George Hargreaves, sworn,— 


Tam asurveyor. I wasemployed to make surveys on Texada Island last 
fall. I don’t remember the date ; I think it was in October. I was employed by 
Moody & Co. to makea survey on Texada Island. My instructions were to survey 
the land over which the iron ore extended. I was employed to survey and see how 
much land the iron ore extended over. I was instructed verbally. I went and 
surveyed the land and reported to Moody & Company. I made a pencil drawing 
at the office of Messrs. Moody, Dietz & Nelson at Burrard Inlet. I don’t know how 
many acres were included inmy survey. Harry Trim took me to the spot where 
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the iron was. We went ashore at Gillis’ Bay to get our lunch. We wentto about 
three miles to the westward where we camped, and next day we commenced 
surveying. Trim said he would show me the iron, which he did, and I commenced 
surveying immediately. The iron was not more than half-a-mile from where we 
camped. He showed me an iron deposit. I put in a small peg for a surveyin 
mark. I marked out no land. I left the peg in the ground. ran my line. i 
went to calculate the quantity of iron and the least quantity of land that would 
include the iron deposit. Isaw one post only but no name; I was told though that 
the post was a corner-post of J. C. Hughes’ claim. I was employed by the same 
parties to survey the Eureka Mine. Mr. Walkem was at the Eureka Mine in 
August, the same’ time that I was there. I was there to lay out certain silver 
mining claims, and having laid these out I came away. 


Subpoenas issued tor Lerbert Gaston and C. Elliott Anderson, by direction of 
the Commissioners. 


Herbert Gaston, sworn,— 


I was on the steamer “Douglas,” about the middle of August last, with 
Messrs. Dupont and Bulkley. I got on the steamer at Comox. We landed 
Messrs. Dupont and Bulkley at Texada Island. Dupont and Bulkley did not state 
what they were going there for, but Booth, the steward, told me they were going 
to take up an iron mine. Booth showed me some iron specimens. ‘There 
appeared to be some mystery about the matter. I came on to Nanaimo, and then 
down to Victoria next day. Mr. Dupont makes a mistake in saying that I told 
him I had had any conversation with Mr. DeCosmos, or he with me, about the 
Texada Island matter at any time. In the early part of September, Mr. Dupont 
was on board the steamer going to Yale. I met him on the steamer. I got on at 
Hope. I asked him how he and Mr. Bulkley got on with his Texada Island 
expedition. He told me he found, on landing on the island, that other parties 
had got ahead of them in getting possession of the land. Ile said, although he 
doubted the validity of the claima, it was not worth a contest, and he had given 
it up. He alluded to the “Cariboo-Fly” having gone to the island with Mr. 
DeCosmos on board. I said, “‘You ought not to have scared Mr. DeCosmos so 
“much; for, when he heard that you had gonethere, you made him 0 excited that 
“che lost his dinner.” I was chaffing Mr. Dupont at the time, and said, “Why did 
“not you Dominion officials hold on, and have a contest with the Provincial 
“ officials?” This communication was made to me in a confidential conversation, 
and I decline to give my informant’s name. I heard the information had this 
effect on Mr. DeCosmos.

Herbert Gaston, re-appearance,— 
Deponent appeared, and gave the name of his informant as W. H. Oliver. 
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George Hargreaves, re-appearance,— 

Witness appeared, and produced plans of his surveys on Texada Island. The 
Commissioners, after inspecting them, thought that they did not bear upon the 
case, and returned them to the witness. 

W. H. Oliver, sworh,— 

I made a trip in the “‘ Douglas”’ with Mr. Gaston and landed about ten miles 
short of Comox, to examine the Baynes Sound Coal Mining Company. On the 
following morning Clarke called and took us on board the “Douglas,” on our 
return ; and we found on board Messrs. Bulkley and Dupont. Mr. Bulkley had a 
large canoe on the deck of the steamer. Captain Clarke headed the steamer 
toward Texada Island, and about two or three miles off the Island he launched 
the canoe with provisions. Messrs. bce! and Dupont, two Indians and a white 
man got into the canoe and made for the Island. I should think probably they 
were two miles off the island. We proceeded to Nanaimo thence to Victoria. On 
landing I met Mr. DeCosmos directly in front of the Standard office. It might 
have been one ortwo hours afterwards. Mr. DeCosmos was aware of the object 
of my trip there, and he asked me some questions about the Baynes Sound mine 
and what parties were on board the steamer. I told him about Bulkley and 
Dupont landing at Texada Island, not knowing he felt any interest in the matter at 
the time. Mr. DeCosmos, upon hearing this, became quite excited, and made 
some remarks about Mr. Dupont, one of which was that he was too late. He 
seemed to complain that new officials should be sent out from Canada, to the 
detriment of old residents of the Province. Thatisall I remember. He appeared 
very much excited at the news of Mr. Dupont’s going there, and said a great many 
things, as men willdo. No impression was made on my mind that Mr. DeCosmos 
was interested in the mine, but I could see no cause for the excitement. I did not 
know at the time the object of their visit to the iron mine, though there had been 
whisperings on board the steamer. I made no statement that the news affected 
Mr. DeCosmos’ digestion. I did not see Mr. DeCosmos at the Colonial. I never 
had any conversation with DeCosmos about this matter, except in front of the 
Standard office, as already mentioned. He never told me that he was interested 
in the Texada mine. I never told Mr. Gaston so. Itold Mr. Gaston this morning 
that I never said to him anything about DeCosmos’ dinner being spoiled at the 
Colonial, and Gaston admitted I had not. I spoke to Mr. DeCosmos in my room 
about the Baynes Sound property. The object of his visit to my. room was to see 
the ore and coal from the Baynes Sound mine. 


Charles Elliott Anderson, sworn,— 
Tt was a few days after my return to Victoria from New Westminster, where 
I had gone on account of Messrs. Clarke, Cooper, Dupont and Bulkley, I happened 
to be passing by the Standard office. Mr. DeCosmos was there. As I came up 
they were speaking about my having been up to New Westminster about the iron. 
They asked me how Texada was, I said I believed it was all right as far as I was 
concerned. Mr. DeCosmos spoke in a sarcastic way about Mr. Dupont, and said, 
I thought, damn him—that was all he said. I considered this was on account of Mr. 
Dupont having been appointed here against his wishes. I considered that Mr. 
et ance was annoyed at Mr. Dupont having anything to do with the Island. 
After this I told Dupont that Mr. DeCosmos was annoyed with him for interfering 
on the Island. I considered it would have been the same if Mr. Dupont had inter- 
fered on any other‘Island. I went to pre-empt on behalf of Messrs. Bulkley, 
Dupont, Clarke, Cooper and Ker. Mr. Edmonds stated that all he could do was 
to take our papers and write across them that we could pre-empt if we did not inter- 
fere with those already pre-empted. I made a tracing of the plan in the office 
which I gave to Mr. Dupont. I never had any other conversation with Mr. DeCos- 
mos on Texada Island matters.

Commissioners held a private sitting, 1o examine John Muchar, Messrs. Moody, 
Dietz and Nelson’s late book-keeper. 


John Machar, sworn,— 


I have been in Victoria about twenty-four hours. I came by the steamer 
“Enterprise” last night. I came from New Westminster. I was over-night at 
New Westminster. I came to New Westminster on Tuesday afternoon. Iam 
book-keeper for Moody, Dictz and Nelson. I have been so between five and six 
months, as near as I can remember. I brought the whole books up to a thorough 
accountant’s system to 81st March; they were some ten months behind when I got 
them. They consist of Ledger, Journal, Cash-Book and Bill-Book. The old 
books had certain entries, which I am not quite certain they understood themselves 
—they were not properly kept. I did not understand all the entries myself. 
I am a professional accountant. As to some of the entries, the partners themselves 
could not give me the information necessary to put the books into proper shape. 
The entries were kept in what are called “blotters.” They had them. The old 
books, from which I made out the accounts, are still there. There was a man 
there before I went, who was paid for being a book-keeper, but did not do it, and 
could not. Mr. Rithet, the agent of the firm, took me up there. I went up to 
Burrard Inlet about the 6th November. Mr. Chambers was the nominal book- 
keeper before I went up. I have neverseen him. I have had a very hard five months 
at it. There was a good deal of excitement about the Texada iron, when I was 
there. I did not hear much about it till the Commission commenced, about a 
month ago. There was a good deal of discussion amongst the men, and Moody 
was a good deal condemned by them for not giving his evidence in a straightfor- 
ward manner. I found in the day-book, blotter, and cash-book, certain entries to 
debit of the ‘Iron Mine Company.” There were no entries inthe ledger. I made 
the account myself. I entered up the account, “The Iron Mine Company in 
account with Moody and Company.” There was a debit of about $1,400 to that 
account. Harry Trim’s name is mentioned, as paid so much for something done. 
There were several other names, but I can’t mention them just now. The term, 
- outfit,” is mentioned in the books in connection with the iron mine. The 
impression on my mind, and on the minds of the men was, that there was some- 
thing wrong on account of the way in which Moody gave his evidence. Moody is 
a man I think dishonest. The following men, I think, can give you some inform- 
ation: John McDonald, George W. Haynes, George Cole—these are connected 
with Moody’s establishment—Jobn Deighton, George Dingman. A man named 
Springer is in eharge of the books; he is no accountant; he was under me. J. C. 

ughes is kept about the office; he is thought to be able to butter the ships’ 
captains; that is what he is paid for; he does nothing else. I have not satiled 
with the firm yet; I have not got paid, soI can’t say ‘I have left them. I came 
down last night to try and get a settlement. The firm has no money at the Inlet. 
I struck the balance due me before I left, but Idid not get the money. As soon 
as 1 get the money, I leave their service. As soon as it was understood that the 
Royal Commission was going there, the impression on my mind was, that it was 
not advisable that I should be there. That was the first intimation I had of goin 
or leaving their service. On Monday morning last, Moody came up to me, an 
said it was not necessary to continue the books any longer, and that I might 
consider my services at an end, or words to that effect. e stated no reason, and 
T asked none, because I knew I would not get it. He did not allow me a month's 
pay on dismissing me. He wanted to pay me just what he thought fit. I told 

im I thought my services were worth $150 per month, and he thought $75. 
Moody discharged me by saying he did not require my services any longer. I did 
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not get ten minutes’ notice. Moody gave me a draft for $230 94, on Welch, 
Rithet and Company, and paid me $25 cash; and I said if the draft was honored, 
it would be all right, and I would be glad to get away out of the country. The 
draft has not yet been honored. I told Moody I would leave the country, but I 
did not promise. That draft will not be honored if I do not leave the country, I 
believe. Moody did not tell me that the draft would not be honored if I did not 
leave the country, but that was my impression. 


Commissioners directed the Secretary to subpeena Mr. John Machar for Satur- 
day, the 18th instant, at 10 a.m., at New Westminster. 


Subpeena issued and served, in accordance with the above instructions.

Saturpay, 18TH Aprit, 1874.—11TH Day. 


Commission met at New Westminster. 
Commissioners present—Honorables M. B. Begbie, H. P. P. Crease, J. H. Gray. 
Present—The Hon. Attorney-General, Mr. Robson. 


By direction of the Commissioners, the Secretary read aloud the evidence of 
John Machar, taken on the previous Thursday, in Victoria. 


John Machar, summoned as a witness, was called by name three times at the 
door of the Court House, by the Sheriff, and did not answer. 


Witnesses sworn and examined,—Hugh Nelson, J. C. Hughes, S. P. Moody. 
Hugh Nelson,— 


Shortly after Chambers left, Machar was employed. After the fire, I was 
informed that Machar was drunk—about two months ago. Since that, I received 
news from Moody that Machar had been on a spree for several days, and that they 
could not retain a man of that kind in their employment, or words to that effect. 
When I came to New Westminster, last Tuesday, Machar called at our office in 
Front street. Ile was then three parts drunk. He told me about his having 
settled, and about bis being discharged. He said he had settled with Moody at 
the rate of $75 per month, but he thought that was not enough. I told him he 
had better go to bed, get sober, if he could, and call on me in the morning. He 
stated he had been a valuable servant to us, and had put our books in proper order. 
I said we were quite satisfied with his work, and said, “Cannot you give up 
“drinking?” He said he could not. I told him I would give him a letter to Mr. 
Rithet, in Victoria, who had employed him. I posted a letter to Mr. Rithet; in 
that letter I told Mr. Rithet he had been settled with at $75 per month; I told him 
to allow him more, if he thought fit. He came in the morning, and told me he had no 
money beyond his order, and I gave him $5. On arriving at Burrard Inlet, Imade 
enquiries, and found that Mr. Moody had settled with Mr. Machar for $85 per 
month. The morning Machar left, he was still affected by drink; in fact, he was 
dismissed for drunkenness. I know nothing of his leaving the country. I heard, 
through Mr. Rithet, that he was going to leave the country. 

Books of the company were produced and examined. 
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These are the only entries touching on the Texada mine; the whole debit 
to 8ist March, is $1,395 51. The amount spoken of as being paid to steamer 
“Isabel,” for going to Burrard Inlet, was never paid; the agent of steamer and 
Moody, Dietz and Nelson forgot it. We have been charged since the evidence in 
Court. The “Isabel” is owned by Starr Brothers. The amount expended to 31st 
December, 1873, is $619 80. 


J. C. Hughes, sworn,— 


Tenth March, 1874, cash ($10) paid to J. C. Hughes, was for expenses for a 
trip from Burrard Inlet to town on iron business—to get certificate of improvement 
on my pre-emption claim, standing in my name on Texada Island. September 
18th, 1873, $32 paid to H. V. Edmonds. The reason the expenses were charged 
against the iron mine was, that the pre-emption was for the benefit of the iron 
company. Moody, Dietz and Nelson were interested in this pre-emption. The 
pre-emption is one of those taken up for the company. I don’t know who consti- 
tute the company. Moody told me when H. Trim discovered the mine, that he 
(Moody) was desirous that I should take up a pre-emption claim; I suppose, 
because he was an American citizen, and could not take one up himself. Moody 
told me there would be a company formed, and that I should be one of the com- 
pany. He did not tell me the names of the company, and he has never told me 
the whole of them, and I don’t know who he was going to take in. I was satisfied 
he would act fairly with me, and asked no questions who the other parties were 
to be. I understood at the time Nelson, Dietz, and Moody were to be of the 
company. I never heard from Moody, Dietz and Nelson that any members of the 
late or present Government had an interest in the mine. Mr. Moody told me he 
had asked Mr. Walkem to take an interest, but he declined. Theinformation was 
& mere casual remark of Mr. Moody’s; it made no difference to me whether Mr. 
Walkem was in or out of it. I know, on the trip to Texada, Mr. Walkem threw 
cold water on the matter, and told me he thought, until labor became much 
cheaper, the speculation would be of no account. I think I pre-empted alone at 
the time. I think my pre-emption was made in July. I think five parties pre- 
empted in June. I asked my brother to pre-empt in the same way as I was 
holding my own. It was a thing I felt would, at some time, be valuable. I think 
it is more than likely I wrote out all five pre-emption papers. I cannot tell at 
whose instance the other men pre-empted. I write out a great number of pre- 
emption papers. Major’s application is in my handwriting; the application off H 
W. Hughes, H. Trim, J. A. Cottrill, and Edward Trim, are in my handwriting. 
I know Henry Smith; he has worked for us for two years; he was at the Inlet two 
days ago. I know Thomas Wilson; I do not know whether he is in our employ 
or not, now; he is living at the Inlet. I do not know that H. Smith was ackel by 
me to pre-empt; the application is in my handwriting. C. G. Major, I think, 
pre-empted at my suggestion; I advised him to pre-empt, because I thought it 
would be a good thing. Mr. Major and I had a conversation, and he seemed 
willing enough to take it up. I do not know that he was to be one of the company 
formed—that was to be for Mr. Moody to say. I told Major to take up a pre- 
emption, and see Moody about it when he came in. I don’t recollect what 
arguments I used. Idon’t know whether H. Trim or Moody first told me of the 
discovery; I was told, when H. Trim first came down, about the discovery. The 
steamer “ Cariboo-F ly’ went up to Texada Island twice. Messrs. Walkem and 
DeCosmos came up in steamer “Cariboo-Fly.” I came up with them. I can’t 
tell the object of taking them up. He did not tell me his object in offering 
DeCosmos and Walkem an interest in the mine. I can’t tell why no charge is 
made for steamer going to Texada. There was no understanding that all expenses 
should be charged to iron mine company. 
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S. P. Moody, re-called,— 


I Bere Mr. DeCosmos some ore, and a sketch of the Texada mine, which he 
took with him. I did not give Mr. DeCosmos any instructions. It was at his 
request I gave him this. This sketch was made by Hargreaves. He asked me to 
put up some specimens of the iron ore, to take with him to Canada. He did not 
say what he was going to do with them. He did not say he was going to sell the 
mine; he had no authority to sell. Ishould think there were forty or fifty pounds 
of ore; I did not weigh it. I am not aware of any steps being taken to get the 
ore passed through the States without being opened. I placed the ore in a box, 
and left it at Welch Rithet’s, and told DeCosmos where it was. I proposed to give 
DeCosmos a sketch of the mine, and I had it made for him. The object of Har- 

reayes was to see how much ground the iron covered. The ore came down a 
ong time ago from the island—a long time before DeCosmos ever went there,— 
and not specially for DeCosmos. My object in giving these things to DeCosmos, 
was to give him an idea of the extent of the iron mine, and to sell it if he could. 
There was no price fixed for the sale. He had no authority to sell atall. The 
impression was, that he could find out what the mine would sell for, and let me 
know. He had been talking iron for some time, and that was why I chose him. 
This was the last time DeCosmos left. He had taken specimens before. I think 
he Ro them himself from the island. I remember the telegram Dalby got from 
DeCosmos last Fall. DeCosmos wrote me from Victoria, before he left last Fall 
for Ottawa, asking me if the parties who held the iron mine would sell; there was 
nothing else in the letter, that I remember. I never answered the letter. The 
telegram stated, as near as I can recollect, “‘ That he had not received a letter from 
“Moody.” Dalby informed me of the contents of the telegram. I cannot find the 
telegram or letter from Dalby, giving me the information. Dalby, in his letter, 
stated that I had better write DeCosmos. I never wrote to DeCosmos. I am 
writing to Dalby every two weeks or so. I do not know when I first saw Dalby, 
after receiving the telegram. I don’t know if I was in Victoria about the Ist 
November. I don’t know if I was in Victoria in December; I did not spend my 
Christmas there. I think I was in Victoria in January. Mr. Dalby has never had 
a conversation with me about DeCosmos being entrusted with the sale of the mine. 
I have heard Dalby state that he thought the mine would be sold for $150,000. I 
don’t agree with that. I don’t think it is worth more than the money we have 
spent upon it. I did not put any price upon it. Hughes was present when Trim 
zee me the first information of the discovery of the iron deposit on Texada Island. 
have no advices from Mr. DeCosmos since he left. I have never heard from 
DeCosmos since he left. I know nothing about Dalby’s statement to Mr. Morton. 
Part of the books were kept by Mr. Machar, and some of the entries were made 
by Mr. Chambers. My instructions with regard to the entries were, that any 
expenditure made for the iron mine was to be charge@ to the “Iron Mine Company.” 
e did not charge the trips of the steamer to Texada Island to the “Iron Mine.” 
The “Iron Mine Company” includes none of the five companies, viz., Malaspina, 
Texada, Gulf of Georgia, Dominion Company, and Madeline Company. I do not 
consider my interest in these companies of much account. My principal interest 
is in the pre-emptions. I never said to Captain Devereux ‘That 1 had asked 
‘Nelson to accompany the party on the second trip up to the island, but he had 
“refused, because he thought it dishonorable, or words to that effect; and said I 
“would be damned if I would have any such scruples about it.” I did ask Nelson 
to go, and he refused. I never spoke to Devereux about Nelson going up. I had 
no direct conversation with DeCosmos during the trip, about the sale of the mine. 
I do not recollect DeCosmos speaking about the land being of no value in the 
market, because it was only held by pre-emption. I will swear that I never heard 
DeCosmos say so; he did not say so in my hearing. I can’t say that DeCosmos, 
in his conversation with me, appeared to attach much value to the mine. DeCos- 
mos said when the title to the mine was obtained, he would like to have the selling 
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of it. He made the remark, I think, once ortwice. The last time I was at Victoria 
I swear that he did. I don’t remember his saying so on our way up to the island. 
My answer was, that before anything could be ons in that respect, I must get a 
good title. Itold him when we could get a good title we would communicate 
with him. I remarked, I thought the mine ought to be worth $150,000; I would 
be glad if he could sell it for that price, and I would willingly allow him a good 
round commission. I said, “I believe I would be willing to pay him a good 
**commission, if it could be sold for that price.” This conversation occurred about 
two days before DeCosmos left for Ottawa. Dalby and I had talked the price of 
the mine over. I would take one-half of that price now. I have not instructed 
DeCosmos at all. I have not informed DeCosmos of any change in my opinion of 
the value of the mine. I have no information about his placing the sale of the 
mine in the hands of Mr. Sproat. He did not speak to me about having mentioned 
the matter to Mr. Sproat. offered DeCosmos and Walkem an interest in the 
mine. I said to Mr. Walkem when a company was formed, he could have an 
interest if he wished. He declined, saying he did not care for one. This was on 
the way down from Texada Island. I do not know to which of them I offered it 
first. offered to DeCosmos in same terms; he declined. I don’t think he gave 
any reason at all. Ican’t say he spoke depreciatingly at any time of the mine. 
DeCosmos did not appear surprised when I put the price at $150,000. I don’t 
recollect he made any remark. I knew he was going to start ina day or two to 
Ottawa. He did not say he was going to Europe. This conversation was since 
the general election. I don’t recollect the proposal of selling the property to the 
Canadian Government for railway purposes, was mentioned between us. I think 
DeCosmos mentioned the Canada Railway as likely to make a demand for this. 
J. L. Crimp is in the Malaspina Company; Mr. Dalby suggested his name. I 
think Hughes was the party who drew up the application. Dalby made the remark 
about the sale of the mine for $150,000 in his office in his store; there were two or 
three other parties present. 


By Mr. Walkem,— 


My conversation with DeCosmos in March was general; to try what he 
could do with the mine. Mr. DeCosmos asked for the ore, and I proposed 
the plan. Mr. DeCosmos wanted to see what he could do with the 
mine in Canada. I recollect having a conversation with Mr. Robson, in Victoria, 
just after giving my first evidence. I came from Court, and met Mr. Robson on 
Thursday, 26th March, near the Colonist office. I spoke to him, and told him I 
did not wish him to question me and bother me when I was giving my evidence, 
as I was sick that day, and one side of my head was swelling up, and I could not 
hear. Ile said he thought there was something the matter with me, as I looked 
ill. I told him I was going to give all the information I knew about the thing 
without being bothered. He said our political influence was a good deal, and our 
firm had an iron heel on his neck, and we were friends of the Government and 
trying to bolster them up and crush him, and he was bound not to submit to it; 
that our member from Burrard Inlet had most damnably betrayed his confidence, 
and he was bound to crush our influence. He said he presumed we did not know 
we were doing him that injury, but, nevertheless, it was a fact. I told him we had 
been friends of his; I did not think Iughes, our member, had betrayed his confi- 
dence. I told him I did not think we should be enemies of the Government 
because he was. 


By Mr. Robson,— 


I came into your office and called you out, saying I wished to speak to you. 
I remember a conversation with you in your office, just after the appointment of 
the Commission, when Mr. Higgins was present, somewhere about the middle of 
March. I came into your office, and took hold of the Texada Island Circular; it 
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was in print; and sat down and said that circular was a falsehood. I believe the 
circular produced is similar to the one Isaw. Mr. Robson remarked, if it was 
false, it had beaten the two candidates it was intended for, viz., Homer and Dalby. 
I believe Mr. Robson told me he had nothing to do with getting up the circular; 
he did not know anything about the contents until it was printed. I said [thought 
the circular had been got up at Burrard Inlet. I recollect saying I was perfectly 
prepared to go before the Commission and state all that I knew, as I had nothing 
to conceal in the matter. I don’t recollect your saying that you were er of that, 
as you would be able to pursue the enquiry without injury to me. I think you 
said you wished to be personal friends of mine and Dalby’s, though politically 
opposed. You made a remark that Homer was a personal friend of yours, but our 
candidate; and, if elected, could be used by DeCosmos, and would assist us at 
Ottawa; and if Dalby were elected, he would be with the Government here. 
Cunningham was a man DeCosmos could not use. You did not say that, from 
Mr. Homer’s position in my employ, he could not act independently. I swear you 
did not say this in my presence. I told you that I thought you got the circular up, 
and you denied it. [nave said that you first made a charge in the paper and 
then drew up the circular, and afterwards, as a member of the House, drew 
attention to the charge inthe paper. Ido recollect your overtaking me in Pandora 
street, a day or two before the conversation in the office last alluded to. You told 
me you had. been credibly informed that the names of DeCosmos, Walkem, and 
Beaven were up on Texada Island as pre-emptors. I then told him that Joe Spratt 
had told me that Captain Clarke had told him that the names of DeCosmos, 
Walkem, and Beaven were up as pre-emptors on the island, and I told you that I 
saw Captain Clarke and enquired if he told Joe Spratt. Captain Clarke said he 
had not told Joe Spratt, nor was he ever on the island.

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Theso claims were all taken up and located under the Pre-emption Law, although 
down to the present time some of those whose names appear above have never been on 
the ground.

A short time afterwards Mr. DeCosmos went to Ottawa. Ie bore with hima 
Power-of-Attorney from the pre-emptors of the lead to sell it for $150,000. Rumor says 
that Mr. DeCosmos offered the lead to the Canadian Government, then represented by 
Sir John A. Macdonald, for that sum as the price of his support, and that negotiations 
were pending when the Ministry resigned and Mackenzie came into power. 

‘These negotiations are supposed to have been the concession referred to by “ Plane- 
tus” in a telegram to the Mainland Guardian, shortly after the Mackenzie Government 
came into power. Be this as it may, DeCosmos, perhaps fearing exposure by Mr. 
Mackenzie, instantly became an ardent admirer of that gentleman’s Government, and 
distinguished himself by cringing subserviency to the new Ministry on all occasions, 
although down to tho very moment of the resignation of the Macdonald Ministry he 
el te its support by 30 majority and was noted for the insolence with whith ho 

re himself towards the Reformers and their chiefs. 

From Ottawa on the 17th of November last Mr. DeCosmos went to England on his 
ostensible mission to procure an Impcrialloan for the Dry Dock. J/is real mission was to 
float the Texhada Island Iron Company's Stock on the London market! Through information 
which has reached us and others from London we are enabled to state that the stock is 
now being offered for sale in London by Mr. Sproat, and that it was placed in his 
hands by Str. DeCosmos!! , 


After reading the above statement of facts the independent elector who may have 
pledged to vote for Dalby on Thursday will probably pause before recording his vote for 
that gentleman. He will see that Mr. Dalby has the strongest possible reasons for 
entering the Local House:—1st.—To give the Government who have treated him so gen- 
erously a servile support; 2nd—To gain a seat in the House to vote for the confirmation of 
that outrageous transfer; 3rd—To complete the circle of the ring which has been rudely 
broken by the defeat of Mr. Homer at New Westminster.

Witnesses sworn and examined—George Washington Iuaynes, George Cole, 
John Macdonald, George Dingman, Hurry Trim, Adam Watson, Senior, H. V. 
Edmonds. 


George Washington Haynes, sworn,— 


I know nothing about the formation of the iron mining company, execpt 
what I have heard since the Commission sat. I have not any interest in the 
Texada Island M:ning Company. I am not a British subject. I knew of the 
discovery very soon after it was made known. I cannot say who told me first. I 
don’t know what steps were taken by the discoverers to take up the land. I don’t 
know who are interested. Ido not know with what understanding these parties 
took up the land. I never heard of there being any attempt to sell the iron mine, 
till after the appointment of the Commission was reported in the papers, I never 
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heard that an attempt had been made to sell the mine in the Canadian or English 
markets till after the Commission sat. I know that land was pre-empted, and 
men sent up to the pre-emptions. I was asked if I would wish an interest in the 
company when formed. said, no; I did not consider it of any value to me. 
Since that I have had nothing said to me. I was at Burrard Inlet when ‘“Cariboo- 
Fly” came up with Messrs. DeCosmos and Walkem. I only heard they were 
going for a trip. I never heard it suggested that they were to get any benefit, or 

fessrs. Moody, Dietz, and Nelson, or any one else, for their going there. I never 
heard Messrs. Moody, Dietz, or Nelson state that Messrs. DeCosmos and Walkem 
were to have any interest in the mine, one way or another. I heard several con- 
versations about election time, of this kind; and the first I ever heard of a sugges- 
tion that they might have an interest in it, was when some one said, “ they were 
“likely to have a good thing of it;”” “they were not going up there for nothing;” 
and “they knew what they were going up there for.” I cannot say who made 
these observations. I think I heard these observations about a week or so after 
the “ Cariboo-Fly ” returned. No reason whatever was assigued for these remarks; 
it was just a mere speculation. I never heard Mr. Moody say why he took them 
up. I don’t think t formed an opinion; if I dia, I had no reason for it. I heard 
the steamer was going to Texada, and they had an invitation for a pleasure trip. 
There were two logging parties on board. There was no mystery at all about the 
steamer going to Texada, so faras I know. The whole conversation partook of 
the nature of gossip, in the same way that everything is talked of rouud the mills. 
On my oath, I do not know of any of the members of the Government being 
connected with the Texada mine in any way. On my oath, I never heard a 
trustworthy person about the mill, or at any other place, say that he did know. I 
never was given to understand that ary member of the Government was to have 
an interest in the mine when the title was obtained and the company formed, or a 
commission for selling the mines. I never heard any mention of DeCosmos bein 
entrusted with the sale of the mine until after the news appeared in the papers. 
never heard anybody at the mills then say they believed it. It was looked upon 
as an electioneering dodge. My opinion is, that what is considered a lie at any 
other time, is not considered a lie at election time. 


George Cole, sworn,— 


I am not interested in any of the Texada iron mining companies, nor in any 
pre-emption on the island. Of my own personal knowledge, I know nothing about 
them. I have been at the mills nearly seven years. I was there in August last. 
I recollect the “ Cariboo-Fly” coming up with Messrs. DeCosmos and Walkem on 
board. Mr. Nelson was not there. Moody was showing them round. They went 
away on “Cariboo-Fly,” and came back again. They stayed at the Inlet about a 
day or so. It was reported that they were going to Jarvis Inlet by way of Texada 
Island. I thought at the time they were going on a sporting tour. I saw them 
when they came back again. The trip was talked about at the mill. I don’t 
know what was said, now. I knew the man Machar. I can’t say I ever saw him 
drunk. I know he was off duty several days. I could not say whether he was 
drunk or sober. I had no business with him. Ie was there but a short time. I 
did not hear any observations about the trip till about election time. There were 
some observations similar to those in the papers, viz., that the members of the 
Government were interested in the mines. I can’t say who said so. Some spoke 
as if they believed it; others, again, spoke of it as if they did not know much about 
it. Ihave heard a great many things gaid similar to this: “That Mcody was a 
‘sharp, shrewd fellow, and was not taking the Ministers about for nothing; that 
“Moody must have had some object in taking them up there.” I never heard 
that DeCosmos was entrusted with the sale of the mine until I saw it in the papers. 
I never heard any one say so, after that. I never heard any of the pre-emptors 
express any opinion as to the object of the visit of the Ministers to ihe ming,

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John McDonald, sworn,— 


Ihave been at the Inlet since January, 1869. I was there last Summer, 
when the “Cariboo-Fly’”? came up with two members of the Government. Iam 
not interested in anyway in Texada Island. Ido not know the object of Moody 
in taking the two Ministers to Texada. My own opinion was, they were going on 
a pleasure excursion. I don’t think I heard any opinion expressed on the subject. 
I do not recollect any conversation on the subject. I keep to myself a good deal,. 
and don’t mix ates with the men. I do not know anything about the organiza- 
tion of the company, nor have I heard anything. I never had any conversation 
with Mr. Machar upon the subject, and I do not know why he gave my name. 
am on coutidoattel tanns with Moody and Nelson. I only know Walkem and 
DeCosmos by sight. Ido not know from them that DeCosmos and Walkem, or 
any other member of the Government has any interest in the mines, and if I ma 
be allowed to give my opinion, I don’t think any body else knows. I don’t thin 
there is anything in it. I think Moody would have told me, if it had been so. 
As far as I know, I am satisfied there is nothing init. Moody told me the com- 
pany was to be formed, and he expected it to be very rich, as the ore was very 
rich... I never heard him say what the value of the iron was. Ile did not tell me 
who were to be in it. He told me some of the names. He did not ask me to be 
one of the company. Moody never told me that DeCosmos or Walken, or any 
member of the late or present Government, were to form part of any company on 
the island. Moody did not ask me to pre-empt, as he knew I hack another Tend 
claim. I couldn’t see why Moody thought the company was to be so rich. 
thought one hundred and sixty acres of timber land worth more. After the 
statement appeared in the papers about members of the Government being inter- 
ested, I must have heard some statements about it. I know nothing more. 


George Dingman, sworn,— 


I don’t know anything at all about it. I was at the Inlet last August. I 
was the ferryman. I was about as intimate with Machar as anybody. I never 
told him anything about it, as he knew nothing, and I know nothing. I was there 
at Burrard Inlet when Messrs. DeCosmos and Walkem were there. I had the 
ani of carrying them round. I took them up the Inlet, round the different 
ogging camps, and when they went up in the steamer, I thought they were going 
on the same kind of excursion. I saw them when they came back again. I don’t 
think I took them about again. I may have taken them across. I did not hear 
any remarks about their trip at that time; in fact, I don’t think any one thought 
there was anything strange about it. It is a very common thing for people to 
come out there to be entertained. I saw Machar; he went to Victoria the same 
steamer I did. Ie called himself tight; he could walk, and speak a great deal 
more than if he was sober. I suppose he was drunk for a week before he left. 
About election time, I heard some say that they thought the Government was 
interested; and others, again, thought not. Men bclonging to both parties, 
expressed an opinion, that members of the Government had an interest—not men 
of prominent position, principally working men. Those who thought there was 
something in it, came out with it; those who thought there was nothing in it, had 
nothing to say. I never heard any expression of opinion as to Moody’s motives in 
taking the Government members to Texada. I have never, during all the conver- 
sations, heard one serious opinion expressed on the subject. In fact, no opinion 
that impressed itself upon my mind as being worthy of belicf. All this took place, 
as far as I recollect, atter the Colonist circular was issued. I saw the cireular myselt. 
I do not know, from anything 1 have heard, know, or believe, that DeCosmos or 
Walkem, or any member of the Government, is in any way connected with the 
Texada iron mine, 
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Harry Trim, sworn,— 


I was the discoverer of the iron on Texada Island. I can’t say whether it 
was three or four years ago this coming summer. I reported the discovery last 
spring to Mr. Moody, about the latter end of April or beginning of May. Moody 
was at his wharf in front of the store. J. C. Hughes was with him I think. I kept 
the discovery some time a secret. I took some iron ore down to a man to assay it, 
but he neglected it. I was not in Moody’s employ at the time I gave him the in- 
formation. I had left his employ about seven oreightdays. Iwas not in Moody’s 
employ at the time of making the discovery. I was fishing. Before I gave infor- 
mation I had been exploring for timber for about forty days. I was again in 
Moody’s employ for a short time, which made in all about two months. made 
the discovery known to Moody because he had an assay office. I thought I would 
bring some ore down and get it assayed. They said they tested it and I asked 
Moody to join me. I wanted to know how to get the land to hold it. Nothing 
more was said about taking up the land till the “Cariboo-Fly” came. I left the 
ore there and he said some time or another he would come and look at it. There 
was very little said then. I went back to Texada Island and the “Fly” came to 
head of Island where I was fishing. Nelson, Van Bremer, Moody, Watson and. 
myself, went and examined the iron ore, put in a blast and took out 
some ore, and returned to head of the Island. We had a talk as to 
which way we could take the land up best. They said they would see which 
was the best way, and for me to come down pretty soon to the Inlet. There 
was no positive agreement at that time that they were to goin with me. I 
went home and went exploring for iron to see if I could find more. I gave Mr. 
Nelson power, verbal before two witnesses, to take up Jand forme and sign my 
name to the necessary application for me, and when John Hall came up in a canoe 
with the papers I went with him to stake out the land. The pre-emptions on 
Texada Island were made for H. Hughes, J. A. Cottrill, Moffatt and H. Trim. 
There was no arrangement at this time about forming the Company. There was 
an interval of eight days or two weeks between the departure of the “Fly” and 
the arrival of John Hall. John Hall returned to the Inlet and left me on the 
Island. I went to Burrard Inlet with a load of iron ore. I arrived at the Inlet 
with it on Ist July. Moody and Nelson had asked me to take down a load of iron 
ore in my sloop and I did so. Idon’t know what they did with it. I left the 
management of the affair in Moody and Nelson’s hands from that out. I kept my 
own pre-emption and the others kept theirs. Moody told me that each one should 
keep iis pre-emption and do the improvements on it and then turn it into a Min- 
ing i a He asked me if there was any Rosen I wanted to take into the 
Company. I told him only my brother Edward: He did not tell me who were to 
be in it and I did not ask him. I left that to himself. I only knew that myself 
and my brother were to be in it. Moody said he thought he would make it into 
ten ortwelve shares. He did not tell me who he proposed they should be. I did 
not learn there were fourteen or fifteen in the company. I was on the island when 
“Cariboo-Fly” came up with two members of the Government, about last July or 
first August. I did not know they were coming. I thought they came there to 
fish or hunt. They did fish and hunt; caught a few fish, and I and Mr. Walkem 
took the hound down, and shot at a deer four or five times, and didn’t get him. 
Mr. Walkem said it was no good his shooting, as he could not hit one. I fired, I 
think, four times, but did not hit the deer, as the boat wasrocking. Mr. Walkem 
told me that was his only object in going there. It was three o’clock in the 
morning when we started to get the decr. We started at three in the morning, 
and did not get back till nine orten a. M._ We went on two other occasions. e 
shot two or three eagles at the head of the Island. The steamer came in ean 
the night, and next aay they stayed sporting round. Next day, they went roun 
to iron deposit, and stopped about, shooting on the beach round Gillis’ Bay, during 
the ARRAN heard but very little about the iron mine. Moody showed it to 
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them, and they appeared to say but little about it; they did not appear to regard 
it as so very valuable. I returned to head of the island, and did not return to the 
Inlet. I came down some twelve or fifteen days afterwards to the Inlet with m 
boat. I did not bring any ore down, of any consequence, with me this time. 
took some men back to represent the pre-emption claims, viz., Peter Rivers, and a 
man by the name of Lewis. This time I was towed up by the “Isabel.” Nothing 
during this visit was done as to selling the mine. Nothing was said of the bearing 
of the visit of the members of the Government upon the mine. Moody did not 
tell me why he took them up. There were another lot of pre-emptions made 
afterwards. My brother pre-empted. I know the ground at the head of the 
island was taken up. I came on the island when Messrs. Dupont and Bulkley 
were there. I offered to show them the stakes of the pre-emptions that were 
taken up. They were not told that all the iron was taken up. The apie where 
the iron was, was all taken up before they came. They were not told that all the 
island was taken up. I told them that all the land that contained any iron in 
quantity, was taken up; but there were a few spots which they took up. I 
offered to show them our boundaries, but they declined to go to see them; they 
were on the beach, and declined to go and see them, saying they had seen the 
most of them. There were four posts to each one hundred and sixty acres. I 
went right down to the Inlet, and told Moody that they were there. I went tothe 
Inlet, I think, about four or five days after they left the island. I told Moody 
that they had taken up ground there, and to get another man to represent the iron 
claims. I said they had taken up four or five pre-emptions there. I knew exactly 
what they had taken; I had seen their posts. Bulkley and Dupont left the same 
day that I got on to the island, about five or six hours after I got there. The 
had Indians in acanoe. I got John McDonald to go up and represent. I thin 
he represented Moffatt. There are at this time six pre-emptions in that plot. 
Dupont took up land next to J. C. Hughes’. J. C. Hughes had taken up land 
before; and I was staking out my brother Edward’s. This was some time in 
August. I came down to the Inlet in one day, after seeing Messrs. Dupont and 
Bulkley there. I don’t recollect seeing Mr. Nelson at the mill. I got back to the 
island on Monday, 18th August, and found Dupont and Bulkley there, about eight 
A.M. This was the time I was towed by the “Isabel.” I did not know that any 
further arrangement was to be made, until we got our title to the pre-emptions. 
.I never knew that there had been any arrangement made for saleofmine. Moody 
never told me that he hoped to interest any of the members of the Government in 
the mine, nor words to that effect. Very few of the papers I ever saw. I was in 
Texada Island and Jarvis Inlet. When I did see the statement, that DeCosmos 
was to sell the mine for $150,000, I spoke to Moody about it, and he said it was all 
bosh. He did not tell me Mr. DeCosmos took ore and a map, or that he hoped 
the mine would bring $150.000. 


Adam Watson, Senior, sworn,— 


I am a member of an association on Texada Island, for mining purposes. I 
can’t tell you if I am in more than one of them. I never pre-empted on Texada 
Island, or anywhere else. To my knowledge, Messrs. Walkem and DeCosmos are not 
liable to pay any assessments, and are not interested, directly or indirectly, on Texada 
Island; in fact, I know they distinctly refused. In July, I was up in the steamer 
in company with them, to give my opinion upon some discoveries there; and on 
the way back, Moody consulted with me, whether he should make an offer of an 
interest in these iron deposits to Messrs. Walkem and DeCosmos, upon the same 
footing as the others. I said, out of courtesy, he ought; from my personal know- 
ledge of DeCosmos, I knew he would pay his share of expenses. About Mr. 
Walkem, I knew nothing. He afterwards told me he had made that offer, and 
they had both declined; and each of the gentlemen, separately, told me the same 
thing, after our return to Moodyville. They said they did not wish to mix them- 
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selves in such matters. Mr. DeCosmos said he would try and assist us in other 
ways; and that if we would put a price upon the mine, he would see if it could be 
sold. Neither of them appeared to decline on the ground that the mine was of 
little value—simply on account of their position in the country. I consulted with 
Moody, and told Mr. DeCosmos that, in the present state of the mine, nothing 
could be done. There never was a price put upon the mine. Moody told me he 
had put no price upon the mine, and if he did, he had no authority for doing it. 
I never stated, in Victoria or elsewhere, that the price of the mine was to 
be $150,000, and DeCosmos was to have the selling of it. I never said Mr. 
DeCosmos was employed to sell the mine. I never said there was any 

rice Rut upon the mine. IfI had said any of these things, I would have 
ied. . A. Robertson asked me if DeCosmos had not the selling of the mine in 
London. I said, no; but I added, that when the parties interested were ready, 
and had concluded to sell, they would likely give him the selling of it, if he wished 
to do so. Mr. DeCosmos was the only person who ever said that the mine could 
be sold—and he kept saying it. He did not, to my knowledge, say at what price 
it could be sold; he simply wanted the mine placed in the market, and we were 
not ready. I did not feat, except from the papers, that Dalby had received a 
telegram from DeCosmos. I knew that DeCosmos took some ore and a map home 
with him. DeCosmos was always dabbling in ores, to try and do something to 
develop the resources of the country. 


Henry Valentine Edmonds, sworn,— 


I am in three of the associations for mining purposes, on Texada Island, 
viz., in the Gulf of Georgia, Madeline, and Dominion Companies. Each of the 
companies have obtained a licence over the usual quantity of land, under the 
Licence Ordinance, viz., five hundred acres each, All three applications received 
at my office on 19th August, 1873. Mr. Dupont’s application was received on 
26th by me, at the office, at New Westminster. No member of the Government, 
to my knowledge, has or had any interest in any of the mining companies on 
Texada Island—in fact, I know from Mr. Moody to the contrary. was not 
aware, at the time of making these applications, that Mr. Dupont, or any one, was 
on the island. Iam sure I did not know it, as, if I had, I should not have entered 
into any company in which a dispute was likely to arise. Mr. Dalby did not tell 
me of any possible dispute. On the 18th, the day after Moody had recorded, I 
said, “ What have you got there?’’—and he then told me about the iron. On the 
19th, I was walking down the street, and I met Moody. IIe told me they were 
forming another mining company on the other side of the island. He asked me, 
would I like to be in myself, or have one of my friends init? I said, “Yes; you 
might as well put Mr. Webster in.”” He said he thought that one of the other 
members of the company would object to Mr. Webster. Y told him I would consider 
it over, and let him know. I considered the matter over, and went to Major’s, and 
said that I would take an interest. Dalby and Major were engaged in making 
out the papers. This was the second time I saw Dalby. At one of the conversa- 
tions with Moody, he said there was plenty of room on the lead for two or three 
more companies, and Webster could form one himself if he liked. Subsequently, 
Webster came to me, and told me Moody had mentioned the thing to him, and 
he was going to form two companies, and asked if I would mind my name being 
in, and I consented. There were no special reasons for recording the pre-emptions 
on Texada Island the day after the gpplication was granted. As a matter of fact, 
an applicant may get his claim recorded the same day that the application is 
granted. I never refuse to record a man’s land, because he has staked the land 
off before he gets leave to pre-empt. It is the custom to record on the same day 
that leave is granted to pre-empt. After the first batch of pre-emptions, I received 
atelegram from Mr. Beaven, stating that Texada Island was not in my district; 
but this was a mistake, and was afterwards set straight. I received no other 
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communication from the Government about Texada Island. I had not any in- 
structions from Mr. Beaven, on the point of recording, and I know, from my 
experience of seven years, that that was always the custom in the Land Office. 

Records of office produced. 

As a rule, I do not ask if parties have put in their stakes, or not, before 
making the record. I would not grant a right to pre-empt land, if I knew another 
man had a previous right to the same piece of land. The reason I gave a condi- 
tional pre-emption to Dupont was, that though I thought the land was already 
taken up, his agent, Mr. Anderson, endeavored to explain to me by the map, for 
two days, that ths application to pre-empt did not interfere with any land already 
taken up, and I had not positive means of showing that it did. All conflictin 
pee esione I refer to the Commissioner. If I knew that the land applied for ha 
already been taken up, I should refuse to grant {conditional leave, or any leave at 
all, to pre-empt, but I should refer the matter to the Chief Commissioner.

Witnesses sworn and examined—John Deighton, John Alfred Webster. 

John Deighton, sworn,— 


Ihave seen Machar once or twice. I am not personally acquainted with 
him, and I guess he is not with me. I had a conversation with him in the ferry- 
boat, for about half-an-hour once, and also before he left by the “ Enterprise,”’ last 
Wednesday. I never had any conversation with DeCosmos and Walkem about 
the iron mine. He was drunk when i saw him going on board the “ Enterprise,’ 
with a bottle of whiskey in each hand. I have only heard of the Texada Island 
mine through the papers. I do not know that DeCosmos and Walkem, or any 
member of the late and present Government, were interested in any way in the 
iron mine, except what I have heard through outside conversations. The idea was, 
it was aswindle. The people thought there were companies getting a good deal 
too much land, while pe could not get any. For myself, I pre-empted land on 
Burrard Inlet some six or seven years ago, and have not gotit yet. Idon’t belong 
to the ring; I guess I had better join it as soon asI can. People did not seem to 
say that members of the Government were interested in the iron mine. They 
seemed to think that favoritism was shown in giving some people too much land. 
In fact, I am too sure of it. Favorites of the Government get anything they want; 
others cannot get anything—at least, I know I can’t. do not know of any 
improper proceedings with regard to the land, to lead me to believe that the 
holders of it were treated as favorites. I remember the Government party being 
at Burrard Inlet, but I did not hear it talked about; in fact, I heard nothing said 
about it. I dont know anything about the matter under investigation. I had no 
conversation with Machar upon the subject. 


John Alfred Webster, sworn,— 


Iam a member of two associations for the purpose of mining on Texada 
Island, viz., in Madeline and Dominion. I am not a member of the Texada 
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company. The Texada company was, I think, formed before the two in which I 
am interested. 1do not know the parties who form the Texada Company. I 
don’t know who promoted the Texada Company. I know nothing about the 
pre-emption claims on Texada Island, with a view to iron mines. I have read 
great deal about them in the newspapers. I have had very little conversation 
about them. I do not know anything in connection with them which would lead 
me to believe that the members of the Government had shown the parties an 
favoritism. I don’t think I have read Moody’s evidence. I never made a remar. 
that Moody was foolish not to have made a clean breast of it, and let the Govern- 
ment members defend themselves, nor any remark to that effect, for I know 
nothing about it. I was not prevented from being a member of Texada Company. 
I never understood that any members of the Government were in these companies, 
or that they were represented by anybody in any company. I did not know ney 
had anything to do with it. I had heard that DeCosmos was to sell the mine. 
think that Mr. Hardisty told me that the mine was to be sold by DeCosmos for 
$150,000. I think he got his information from the paper. It is quite possible it 
might not have been Hardisty. It was after it was in the newspaper, this discus- 
sion came up. He did not say he thought so—it was merely a discussion. I have 
never had any conversation with any one who has a claim on Texada Island, about 
the sale he the mine by DeCosmos, or any member of the Government being 
interested. 


Commissioners declined to allow a full copy of Machar’s evidence to be 
published, as the witness did not appear to his subpcena, to stand an examination. 


Mr: Walkem asked, on behalf of the public, when the Commission would 
close, and what steps Mr. Robson proposed to take next? 


Mr. Robson stated, that he wished to call a few more witnesses in Victoria; 
but he thought two days’ sitting would be sufficient. 


The Commissioners stated, that they thought that Messrs. De Cosmos, Walkem, 
and Robson ought to have an opportunity of giving their evidence, and stated, that 
they must avoid doing anything that saul in any way, have a semblance of 
burking this enquiry; and stated, that, though they were paid for this enquiry, 
they were still as anxious as any one to close it, and that they could not, at present, 
state what course they would adopt. 


Commission adjourned to Monday, 27th April, at 11.30 a. m.

W. H. Oliver, re-called,— 


Mr. Gaston wished me to come into the witness-box, to see if he could not 
refresh my memory upon some points. 
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By Mr, Giston,— 

1 do recollect telling you not to give my name, nor draw me into the wit- 
ness-box. Also, after you had been imperatively ordered to give up the name of 
your informant, I also asked you not to give my name, if you could avoid it. I 
boarded at the Colonial Ifotel, at the time mentioned, after my return from 
Nanaimo. The boat arrived carly in the afternoon. Icannot say where I dined 
that evening. I don’t recollect seeing Mr. DeCosmos in the Colonial at dinner, 
that day. 1 saw Mr. DeCosmos in front of the Stendurd office. 


Herbert Gaston, re-called,— 

It was close to five ». M., when the “Douglas” arrived. I went home, and 
returned to town about seven P.M, and saw Mr. Oliver at the Colonial, and 
commenced talkiug about Baynes Sound mine, and, incidentally, this matter came 
up, and the impression left on my mind was, that it occurred at the Colonial Hotel. 
DeCosmos got very excited, and paced the floor, and went to the bar and got some 
liquor; and the waiter asked if he should take the dinner away, and he ge eee 
said, “‘No! damn the dinner!” and went out. DeCosmos came and sat down 
opposite to Mr. Oliver, who was cating his dinner at the Colonial. Another 
person said to me that it was nothing strange, as DeCosmos was dyspeptic, and 
could not eat when he was excited. Subsequently, I heard that Oliver had been 
to DeCosmos’ room, to look at some iron ore. 


RR. P. Rithet, re-called,— 

Machar, when he came from New Westminster, did not bring me a letter 
of instructions from Messrs. Moody, Dietz and Nelson, only a letter of advice, that 
they had drawn an order ou us. The order was for $230 40. The letter, amon 
other things, advised us of the draft: the rest of the letter had nothing to do wit 
Machar. The letter advised some half-dozen drafts by that steamer. There was 
no advice as to delaying, or mode of payment. I first saw the letter last Weduesday 
week. Machar presented the order the same day. I did not then pay him; the 
settlement was made about ten the following morning, as there were some things 
due to us. I paid him part in cash, and part in a dratt on San Francisco, at his 
request. The reason I did not pay him the first evening he asked for it was, that 
he was drunk, and unfit to have money about him. The draft and balance was 
lying on our desk, ready for him, at twelve o'clock, noon. I did that, in order 
that he might get his money if he called when Iwas out. I did not care whether 
he left the country, or not; and I received no instructions from Moody, Dietz and 
Nelson. About one p. M., lic produced a subpena and showed me, and said his 
name was wrongly spelled, and lic said he thought he should not attend. I advised 
him to go. I never had anything to do with Machar’s leaving the country 
the next day after his examination. When I refused him the money, I told 
him he was drunk. Ie asked me to get him a drait on San Francisco. I sent 
him to Morton’s hotel, and I certainly should not have sent him there, if I had 
wished to conceal him. Mr. Morton called upen me next morning, and asked me 
for $2, for his board, which I had to pay, and had nct deducted from Machar. 


Mr. Jobson stated that he wished the three following named witnesses to be 
examined at Ottawa: Sir John A. Maedoncld, De. Tupper, My. James Richardson, 
the Geologist; and Mr. Sproat, to be examined in England, 

Mr. fobxon stated, that he would prepare the questions, and deliver them to 
the Seeretary, before Monday next. 

The Commissioners stated, that they would adjourn to Monday next, the 4th 
May, when Mr. /tobvon would be required to attend and produce his witnesses, 
and be himself examined. 

The Commissioners also stated, that they considered it would be right and 
proper that the Attorney-General himself be examined.

Witnesses examined—TZhomas H. Tyc, James Richardson, Henry Gribbell, John 
Robson, David William Higgins, Won. George Anthony Walkem. 


Thomas H. Tye, sworn,— 


Mr. DeCosmos has spoken to me about the discoveries on Texada Island, 
several times. Ile spoke to me about the time of the reports of the discovery last 
Summer. Mr. DeCosmossaid, ‘We shall make ourowniron.” It was a general term 
that he used. He generally commenced ina bantering tone. Iama largeimporter of 
iron. I thought he meant, “We, the Texada Company, will make our own iron.” 
I thought Mr. DeCosmos was interested in the mine, because he was so frequently 
speaking to me about the merits of the mine, and the money that was going to be 
made out of it. DeCosmos never said that he was interested, but his tone and 
manner conveyed the impression to me that he was interested. The conversations 
generally commenced in chaff: about stopping my importing iron, etc. DeCosmos 
never touched upon the matter of sale, or floating the mine. He never mentioned 
anybody’s name as interested in it. I was rather surprised when I heard that 
DeCosmos disclaimed having any connection with the Texada mine. 

Question—Did you think the word “ We” to include himself? 

I took it for a general term, to mean the Texada Company, or even the 
whole Province. I did not define the term in my own mind. I have, in conver- 
sitions, expresscd an opinion of surprise since the commencement of these 
proceedings, that DeCosmos’ connection with the mine should be denied. I speak 
of DeCosmos alone, and not of other members of the Government. I may have said 
that it was my impression, that DeCosmos was deeply interested. Not that I 
believe it. I admit I was surprised, when I heard DeCosmos disclaimed his being 
interested. Ido not recollect saying that I believed Mr. DeCosmos was deeply 
interested; at least, if I did say so, I only wished him to understand that it was 
my impression. 

By Mr. Walkem,— 


T have not taken much interest in politics in the Province; DeCosmos has. 
I cannot give an opinion of the term “we,” it was so general. 
By Mr. Robson,— 
Some of the conversations with DeCosmos went as to the value and import- 


ance of the mine. I think he meant the value of the mine to the country. I 
understood that the mine would be a valuable discovery tothe owners. Healways

spoke of the mine as being valuable to the Texada Company. Ile spoke of it as 
being valuable both to the country and the owners. I had the impression in my 
own mind, that DeCosmos was interested in the Texada mine. The conversations 
never turned upon the tenure of the pre-emptions. I did not know when 
‘DeCosmos went to Texada Island. DeCosmos never told me about any efforts 
made with Mr. Sproat, or any other party or partics in England, for the disposal 
of the mine. 


Jumes Richardson, sworn,— 


I am on the Geological Survey for the Dominion. I have had no conversa- 
tions with Mr. DeCosmos about the Texada iron mine. The only communication 
I have had with him was by letter, about three weeks ago. It was after the House 
of Commons met at Ottawa, I received a letter from Mr. DeCosmos. I have not 
got it; I did not think it would be required. The letter was on geological 
business, and is preserved. It is left at the Geological Office, at Montreal. The 
letter was making enquirics about the value of the iron ore at Texada Island, in 
the interests of 1 company. The company was, I think he said, “Moody & Co.” 
I ae myself very little trouble about it, except answering it. The letter was 
asking the value of the deposit. I have nota copy of my answer; it is in the 
office. It was, as near as I can recollect, that we were not allowed to give reports to 
private companies, without the permission of the Dominion Government. I further 
said, that my report was in the hands of Mr. Selwyn, the Director of the Geological 
Survey, and that he would have no difficulty in seeing what it contained, in a week 
ortwo. Mr. DeCosmos requested me, in his letter, to send my charges for making 
the report, either to himself or to the company. I replied, in addition, that under 
no consideration were we allowed to take pay for doing any work. That is all my 
letter, as far as I can recollect. I have never seen DeCosmos since I heard of the 
iron ore. I have never heard of DeCosmos negotiating with any one for the sale 
of the mine, except by being asked by partics if I had not heard it. I never said 
that I would retire from the Government employ to go into the mine. IfI had 
said so, it would be to the contrary of what I thought of acting on. I can’t believe 
I could have said such athing. I never heard about Mr. DeCosmos negotiating 
for the sale of the mine, at Ottawa, and I have not heard it anywhere else. I was 
not at Ottawa; our office is in Montreal. I arrived in Montreal about 26th 
November, 1873, and left 10th April following. Ifyou require copies of the letters, 
I will get them for you. 


Henry Gribbell, sworn,— 


I was on board the “ Cariboo-Fly” when the members of the Government 
went to Texada Island, viz., Messrs. DeCosmos and Walkem. At first, I could 
not find out where we were going, until we arrived at the Inlet. I was cook and 
steward. I found out at last, we were going on a cruise four or five days, and not 
having provisions enough on board for the number of passengers, Moody told me 
to go to the store at the mill aud get all Irequired. I did so; and we started for 
Texada Island, and got there, and cruised amongst the islands for a day or two, 
and came back again to the Inlet. I don’t know for certain that they went up 
for, anything beyond apleasure trip; but I thought they might have been interested 
in the Texada iron mine. I know nothing about it. I did not understand that 
Messrs. Walkem and DeCosmos werc interested in the mine. I thought they were. 
I did not hear they were. I thought they were, by the interest they took in 
examining the map of Texada Island, and measuring off the map, and the remarks 
which passed from one to the other, viz., Dalby, Walkein, DeCosmos and Moody, 
in the saloon on board the boat. On one occasion, they drank the Premier's 
health, “And may be succecd,” in something he was going to do. I took it to be 
arefurence to something Mr. DeCosmeos had been authorized to do with the island. 
by those on board. They were talking about the mine when I went into the cabin, 
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and ceased immediately I entered. I don’t recollect the words they used, now— 
but I know they were talking about the mine. Every time I came into the cabin, 
the conversation was dropped. The impression I had was, that the matter was a 
secret, and they did not wish me to hear. I did not, at the Inlet, among the men, hear 
anything about the visit of the Ministers to Texada Island. Three or four men 
were left on Texada Island by the steamer. I do not know their names. I left 
the employ of sabe Dietz and Nelson the day the boat was laid up, after the 
return from the island. ; 


By Mr. Walkem,— 


I remember the steamer having to put back to the wharf for me. I never 
made any voluntary statement about this matter. I was subpenaed. I was cook 
on board. I will not swear you had a secret to tell. I did not see you personally 
measuring a chart or plan in the saloon. I was waiting at table. i was down on 
one deck, and you were up on the other. I was about making the beds, when you 
were there. I will swear most positively that you were talking about Texada 
Island iron. I don’t remember what you said. I recollect Mr. DeCosmos measuring 
the map. Mr. DeCosmos was there by himself. I do not recollect the captain 
showing the-course of the steamer on the chart. The toast was, “ Here is to the 
health of the Premier; may he succeed!” I swear there was a conversation at 
that time about iron. I don’t know what it was. The captain sat at the dinner- 
table, with the rest of the company from Texada Island to the Inlet. I will not 
swear the captain was at the table. I won't be positive that the captain was at 
the table when the toast was drank. I know that three or four men were landed 
on Texada Island by the steamer. I will swear there were. That was the trip on 
which you were on board. I don’t recollect the names. The boats landed them, 
I don’t know where. I did not go ashore myself. Texada Island was pointed out 
to me at the time ; and, to the best of my knowledge, three or four men were left 
there. I recollect a dog oH had—it was not a bull dog. I recollect two dogs, coupled 
i I don’t recollect seeing them landed. saw the men landed in the 

oat. 


By Mr. obson,— 


I would not be certain whether those men were landed at Jarvis Inlet or 
Texada Island. The conversation, during the trip, was principally about iron. 
They appeared to have private conversations, that they did not wish outsiders to 
hear. hen they were measuring the map, the conversations were about the iron, 
—viz., Messrs. Dalby, Moody, DeCosmos, and Ilughes. The conversation was 
general amongst them. They had a jolly good time on the trip. When I came 
into the saloon, the conversation always dropped till I left. I therefore thought 
they wished to be private. 


John Robson, sworn,— 


~ My name is John Robson. I knew nothing of the Texada circular, which 
appeared in the Colonist of the 9th February, until it appeared in print; I never 
saw it in copy. When I brought forward my motion in the House (sce Votes and 
Proceedings of 20th February, 1874), I did, I think, show it to two or three 
members and to the Speaker, before I put it on the paper. As to the form of the 
Resolution, I consulted the Speaker, but not as to the propriety. I got up the 
Resolution, and pressed for the Commission, of my own accord. I don’t think I 
consulted the Speaker as to the propriety of bringing forward the Resolution. I 
might have used expressions which might appear to be of the nature of consulting 
him. I won’t swear one way or the other. When parties spoke to me about the 
expense, I said I was not responsible, as the Ministers and members of the House, 
atter having negatived my Resolution, had passed the same them:elves, on exactly 
the same grounds. Iwas asked to withdraw the Resolution, and I said I would 
not. Inever said that you objected to my being a member of the Government, 
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and that I would be even with you for it, or words to that effect. 1 did not state 
so with regard to Mr. DeCosmos. I did not ask 'for a scat in the Cabinet of Mr. 
McCreight’s Government. I was offered an unotticial seat, and I declined to take 
a seat without a portfolio. I have no grudge against the Honorable Attorney- 
General. Iam a political opponent, and that is all. Iwas not aware that the 
Honorable Attorney-General objected to my being taken into the Government. 
In the first instance, I believed the reports about T’exada Island, from seeing them 
in the Colonist, and I made enquiries, and I believe the charges to be true in whole 
or in part, however unsuccessful I may have been in getting the truth out in 
Court—and I still believe them to be true. The first information I got from Mr. 
Higgins. He told me who he had got his information from: Mr. Dalby, Mr. 
Morton, Captain Devereux, and some others, I think. 1 concluded that as Dalby 
was one of the principal movers of the concern, his statement must be true, and 
that, therefore, there was something in it. Dalby made substantially the same 
statement to George Norris, the printer in our oftice—so he told me. With 
respect to Moody’s evidence with regard to two conversations he had with me, he 
certainly has misunderstood me, or misstated the purport of the conversations. 
Moody represented me as having stated that I wished to crush the company of 
which he was a member. Now, I never said anything of the kind. -In that con- 
versation, and in one that previously took place in my office, I spoke in a spirit 
quite opposite to that, and said I hoped to be able to clear this matter up without 
injuring or alienating them; that was not only the purport, but my wish and 
desire. In moving in this matter, I have not been actuated by feelings of malice 
against any member of the Government or Mill Company. believed that the 
allegations, or some of them, were true, and I thought that I was doing my duty 
as a public man in having them investigated, and I was not urged thereto by any 
man. I extremely regret the manner in which Moody and Dalby have given their 
evidence, which has rendered these proceedings very painful to me. I know 
nothing of my own personal knowledge. 


David William Higgins, sworn,— 


Some of the information I received, which led me make the statement which 
appeared in the Colonist of the ninth of February, was of a confidential nature. In 
August, 1873, I met Devereux in Blanchard street, and I said, “I have not seen 
you since your Burrard Inlet trip.”’ He said, “No; that was the last trip I was to 
make in the boat to the iron mine.” I said, “ What iron mine?” Tle said, 
‘¢Texada iron mine.’’ I said I never heard. of it; and he said DeCosmos and 
Walkem went up to the mine in the boat, and Moody and Company have pre- 
empted the whole thing; and I, of course, began to feel a little interested, and 
asked him some other questions; and the substance of what he said was this: 
Moody, Dalby, DeCosmos, and Walkem, and some others, had gone to the island; 
that DeCosmos, Moody, and Walkem, had gone ashore; and that, when the ship 
was on its way back to the Inlet, he overheard a conversation about selling the 
mine in London, between DeCosmos, Moody, and others; and he said it was a dirty 
transaction, and they had kept him from a knowledge of it, because he was going 
to leave the boat. They had started for Jarvis Inlet, ostensibly, but pulled up at 
Texada Island. Walkem and DeCosmos went ashore with fishing-rods and guns, 
but did not bring back any fish—but, he added, they were only taken ashore as a 
blind; thatthe other party took ashore mining tools. When he got back to Burrard 
Tulet, there was a great running round to get British subjects to pre-empt. Coote 
Chambers told him he had been asked. I told dim DeCosmos’ paper had suppressed 
all information that the steamer had been to Texuda Island, and he said that was to 
throw people off the track. J had no further conversation at that time with any 
one about it, and heard nothing more about it till fourth February last, when I 
received a letter. It said, Sproat, Agent-General for this Colony, is offering the 
Texada iron mine for sale in London; you had better try and find out wao placed 
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it in his hands. The letter was from Mr. Bate, at Nanaimo. As I was going down 
Langley street, the next morning, with the letter in my hand, I met Morton, and I 
said, “Sproat is offering the Texada iron mine for sale in London,” and I said, I 
began “to think DeCosmos had placed it in his hands, when in London, and that 
“that was the main object of his mission to England, and not to get a loan for dry 
“dock.’? Morton said, ‘“ That agrees with what Dalby told me, three or four months 
‘“‘ago;’’ and he then proceeded to give me the same statement he has already made 
in Court. Mr. Morton showed me a tracing, and said his suspicions had been 
aroused some months before. Itook a copy of the names that were on the tracing; 
and a few days after, an article appeared in the Colonist, headed, I think, “The 
“Texada Island Iron Grab.”” When this first appeared in the paper, the sum - 
mentioned was $120,000. The morning after the rebellion, the ninth February, 
I was standing talking with Lipsett, Tolmie, and others, at the corner of Pandora 
street, and Dalby came up and said, “Why don’t you tell the truth, when you put 
“things in the paper?’ I said, “ What is the matter now ?’’ Ile said, “ You put 
in the paper that DeCosmos was to get $120,000 from Sir John A. Macdonald, and 
“it ought to be $150,000.” [looked at him abouta minute to see if he was laughing. 
I said, “ An alteration can soon be made;’’ but he said, “ There is one thing entirely 
“wrong—that Sproat was offering stock in London.” He said this could not be 
correct, as no stock had been issued. ‘Of course,’’ I said, “I don’t know whether 
‘a company has been formed; but this I know: that Sproat is offering the mine for 
“sale;’’ and he said, “ Well, why did you not say so?—that is an entirely different 
“thing.” After that, I wrote to Mr. Bate again; and he said that the Vancouver 
Coal Company had written to him about the mine, and stated that Sproat was 
offering the thing in the market. One day, subsequently to this, George Norris, 
my day foreman, now at Nanaimo, came into the office, and told me he had just 
. walked down town with Mr. Dalby, and that Dalby had told him that DeCosmos 
was authorized to sell the mine to Sir John Macdonald for $150,000, and that 
DeCosmos was to get five per cent. on the sale. Before the Royal Commission was 
asked for, I found. in the Standard of twenty-fifth July, 1873, a paragraph inserted 
four days before the party started for Burrard Inlet, stating that “Mr. DeCosmos 
“was going to be absent for a week, on private business,’ etc. Standard, nineteenth 
August, had a statement that Dupont and Bulkley had been to Texada Island, but 
that other parties had recorded the land before them. Seventh August, contained 
a notice of the return of Messrs. DeCosmos, Walkem, and Mayor Dalby. The 
Standard paper is published at daylight in the morning. All the information given 
me was given here, with the following exception: Dalby, when he heard that 
Dupont and Bulkley were engaged on the island, prospecting, chartered the steamer 
“Tsabel,”’ paying her $200, or $250, and went to Burrard Inlet, and registered the 
claim aliead of those parties who had already staked out their land on the island. 
Mr. Dupont came to me, and told me that he had seen Mr. Beaven, and told him 
that he, or some of his officers, had been guilty of a very great injustice in allowing 
persons who had never been on the island, to pre-empt ahead of them, who had 
already staked off the land. Dupont told me it was no good fighting for it. I 
believed Dalby’s statements, as he was a member of the Texada Company, and, at 
that time, on good terms with them. 

By Mr. Walkem,— 

T had a letter from Mr. Sproat, about two wecks ago, stating substantially what 
Dalby had stated—that he had not oftered stock, underlining the word. I had no 
ne information trom London on the subject; I received the information through 
ate. 
(Copy.) Loxpox, + Lime Streer Square, E. C., 
March 13th, 1874. 

Dear Sir,—lIt is not often that I ave to complain of the unauthorised use of 

my name by friends in British Columbia; but you will, perhaps, kiadly permit me 
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to state that you have inadvertently, or on wrong information, published what is not 
the case, in publishing that some “stock,” connected with an “island,’’ and origin- 
ating in a “grab,’’ has been placed in my hands for sale. 

Iam sorry to say, that I have not been employed at any time by any person or 
association in British Columbia, to sell anything for them in this place; but I hope 
that your notice of me will lead to some paying business. 


There is, of course, no reason why I should refuse to undertake any agency 
whatsoever likely to benefit British Columbia. I only now mention the above 
matter, because the paragraph in which my name is mentioned, appears to refer to 
politics, which you know I eschew, as a toilsome and barren pursuit.

Ifon. Attorney-General George A. Walkem, sworn,— 


From reference to the newspapers, I see that on the twenty-ninth July, 
DeCosmos, myself, and the other parties mentioned, left Victoria in the “ Cariboo- 
Fly.” I asked for the invitation.’ I asked Hughes, who was here, if there was 
room for me, as Moody and Company had asked me to go and sce their mills, and I 
had never been to the Inlet during my stay in the Province. We left in the evening, 
and got to Burrard Inlet. My main object in going to Burrard Inlet, was to see the 
logging-camps and mills, and inform myself of the lumbering interest of the place. 
Amongst other parties, I met a man of the name of Laidlaw, and learning that a 
logging-camp was to be taken to Jarvis Inlet, I said, “ Take up your logging-camp 
first, and take me round the Inlet afterwards.’’ We started off with seven men, 
and landed them at Jarvis Inlet. We came back, and reached the head of Texada 
Island next morning before daybreak, I think. This was at the north end of the 
island. They said they were going ashore to look at minerals, iron, etc.; they asked 
me if I would go. I said, no; I did not care about it. I went ashore with Hughes, 
and bathed, and afterwards took a gun and went over the deer trails, and returned 
to the steamer, and they got back shortly after us—DeCosmos very sick. The 
steamer left Blubber Bay, and went down abreast of the iron mine; a boat was 
lowered there; and then commenced a survey of the iron. We all went ashore 
there, except the captain: that is, Hughes, Dalby, DeCosmos, Watson, Moody, and 
myself, H. Trim, and John Hall. John Hall and I. Trim had joined us at Blubber 
Bay. From Blubber Bay down, the iron deposit was freely talked of. When we 
went ashore, we kept pretty well together while ascending the slope of the hill, till 
we reached the iron peak; in fact, a horizontal line divides the vegetation from the 
iron. DeCosmos, Watson and Moody, went in a southerly direction, towards Gillis’ 
Bay. Dalby, Hughes, and myself, returned to the shore, and got into the boat, 
and went down ready to pick up the other parties, if they hailed us. Subsequently, 
they got into the boat; and we rowed round to Gillis’ Bay, and got on board. Next 
morning, Trim and I went out deer hunting. My main object was to see a deer 
wild in the bush. On our return, there was a good deal of talk about the iron mine. 
Reference was often made to the course we were taking, on the chart. When we 
got to Burrard Inlet, and before we started round the Inict, I had a conversation 
with Moody. We were sitting outside his house, on the sidewalk. Ile asked me 
what I thought of the iron, and whether I would. like to get into the iron ring. I told 
him, no; that I had always kept myself clear and free from any speculation while I 
was in the Land Office, and I would rather do so now. Le told me about Trim and 
Hall exploring for him, and the expense, and asked me if I would assist, and I said I 
would, as I thought this would be a benefit to the country. I did not know how 
the ground was taken up. Moody told me that there was plenty there, and that if 
I did not get an interest, some one else would. IIe said he would like me to con- 
sider the matter, and I declined. Iasked him if DeCosmos was in the mine, and 
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he said, no. He said he would like me to come in, because it would require a little 
money to prospect the claim, and he did not want to draw more money from his 
business than he could help. Ihad heard that a large quantity of ore had been 
taken from the island, down to Spratt’s. Trim told me that, if it had not been for 
the assistance of Moody and Company, he would not have been able to do anything 
with it. Moody said to Trim, just as we were leaving, “ You goon and prospect, 
and Jet us know what you can find out.’”” I asked DeCosmos, while at Burrard 
Inlet, whether he had taken any share in it, and what he thought about it. He 
said Moody had asked him to join, but he declined. He said it was just what the 
country wanted; but $60,000 would be required for smelting works and rolling- 
mills; and that he would push the affair along. The impression he left on my mind 
was, that he would politically succeed here, if he anecearell in pushing on athing of 
this kind. My main reasons for refusing were twofold: first, I did not wish to 
hamper myself as Attorney-General; second, I did not wish to mix myself up in it 
at all. The next time I knew anything about this matter, it must have been about 
the eighteenth August, I think; I had met Mr. Robert Ker in the streets. He said, 
“You missed it up at Texada; you left out the most valuable portion of the ore.” 
I told him I had nothing to do-with it. I banteringly asked him what was up. 
He said, “A new company, of Dupont and Bulkley, has taken up the best part of 
“it.” I said, “ You had better let me into it.” I met Mr. Nelson and Dalby after 
this—in fact, near Dalby’s shop—having just left Mr. Ker, who was on the opposite 
side of the street. Nelson asked me if I could advise him about the mineral licences. 
He said he had come down in consequence of a visit of Trim’s to Burrard Inlet, to 
take up more ground. Shortly afterwards, Mr. Dalby asked me to act as counsel 
for them, as they expected a law-suit. I said, what about. He said, in case they 
had a row with any parties, as they had heard that their land was to be jumped. I 
said I could not give any advice, as against the Government, but in private matters, 
I would act for them—and did act for them. After that advice, and after all the 
row in the newspapers, I spoke to Moody about a Power-of-Attorney to sell, and he 
said, ““No; DeCosmos has written to me, and I never answered his letter.” He 
said DeCosmos was not interested, but had always said it could be sold. I asked 
DeCosmos if he was in it. He said, no; and he never had been. He raid Moody 
had never answered his letter; and, of course, he could do nothing without 
authority. No person is holding an interest in this mine for me, either directly or 
indirectly. No person is holding any interest for me, with my knowledge or 
consent. If I wished an interest, I would hold it in my own name. Mr. Beaven 
never spoke to me about Texada claims, nor I to him, till the appearance of the 
Colonist circular, when he told me positively, he was not interested. I never knew 
what amount of money was expended on the mine, till the books were produced, 
which I should have done, if I had had to pay it. I have been applied to, on one 
occasion, by Mr. Nelson. I have since heard that Mr. DeCosmos was there. I was 
asked whether the Government were in a position to sell mineral lands, and the 
price per acre. I said, no. Mr. Dupont asked the same question. I said, no. I 
am sure neither Mr. DeCosmos nor Mr. Beaven are intcrested in this matter. I 
went to Mr. DeCosmos, just after the Commission was issued, to get his evidence, 
but found it could not then be taken; but he said all his share would be shown by 
the correspondence; but he was going to try and push the matter. I have not 
received any reward or promise for any interest I might have had in the iron mine. 
I did not take silver for iron. 


By Mr. Robson,— 


T act, generally, as Moody, Dietz and Nelson’s counsel. I did not act pro- 
fessionally in taking up the ground. The conversation with Nelson took place after 
my conversation with Moody, in tront of his house. Moody never consulted me, 
directly or indirectly, about the pre-emptions. J. L. Crimp became a member of 
one of those companies, because he was suggested by me or Dalby; and he is there 
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entirely on his own account. Crimp, about that time, had been asking me for a 
situatidn, and I thought he had better go into this. I visited the silver mines at 
Hope, last year. I did not go up on anybody’s invitation. Moody made no 
appointment to meet me at the mine. I never heard of any sale, or attempted sale, 
by DeCosmos in England or elsewhere, of this mine, except what I have heard here. 
Mr. DeCosmos has never, except upon the two occasions stated by me, ever men- 
tioned the subject to me.

Commissioners directed the Secretary to telegraph to Dr. Tupper about the 
interrogatories sent him, and to write to Mr. DeCosmos, stating that there would be 
a sitting of the Royal Commission towards the end of September.

Commission met at 10. 
Commissioners present—Honorables M. B. Begbie, H. P. P. Crease, J. H. Gray. 
Present—Mr. Mason (for IIon. Attorney-General), Mr. Robson. 


The Secretary read the answers of Dr. Tupper to the interrogatories which had 
been forwarded to him by the Commissioners, 
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Amor De Cosmos, sworn,— 


My impression is, that I became aware of the iron deposit in Texada Island, 
in the first week in July, 1873. I met Mr. 8. P. Moody in Victoria, and he walked 
with me to my rooms. Whilst in conversation with him in my rooms, I said, “T 
would like to find some iron ore.’’ Moody said he had some he could show me, 
and that, if I would go with him, he would show it me. I told him that I thought, 
that at that juncture, iron ore would be very useful in making rails, or any iron- 
work required for the country. He said he would inform me of the time when I 
could accompany him to Texada. I believe I left Victoria with Mr. Moody in 
“Cariboo-Fly,”’ about first August, 1873, and I think we visited the iron about 
second or third August, 1873. Mr. Dalby, Captain Raymur, and Mr. Walkem, left 
in “ Cariboo-Fly.”” with me. I am not certain about Moody and Watson. We 
proceeded to Burrard Inlet, stayed a day, and then left for Texada Island, and went 
in on the way to Jarvis Inlet. We proceeded to the north end of the island—I 
think Point Marshall—where a man by the name of Trim then resided. I am not 
aware of anything being done at Burrard Inlet, with regard to the mine—no nego- 
tiations or arrangements. I don’t know if Mr. Nelson went from Victoria with me. 
I am under the impression I saw Mr. Nelson at the Inlet. I think I was at Burrard 
Inlet on both the sccond and fourth August, 1873.* I think we visited Texada on 
the Sunday, and that was the third August. I slept on board the steamer the whole 
time. I did not sleep on shore till T reached New Westminster. I think we 
passed one night at Gillis’ Bay, Texada Island. Ido not recollect anything about 
any telegram or correspondence from Burrard Inlet or New Westminster, to any 
one in Victoria, about the Hope silver lead, about the second or fourth August. I 
never had any connection with the Hope or any silver mine in British Columbia, 
except the Cherry Creek mine. A conversation occurred, after my return from 
Texada Island, with Mr. Watson, on the wharf at Burrard Inlet, about my takin 
an interest in the mine as a shareholder or partner. I told him, no; [told him 
wanted nothing to do with the mine, unless they put it in such a position that I 
could float it in the market, and then I would try and sell it for them. Mr. Watson 
was the only one who spoke to me, as far as I can recollect. This arose from a 
remark I made, that I thought I could find friends who would float the company. 
Mr. Watson was the only person, as far as I recollect, who asked me to take an 
interest. I did not know what steps had been taken towards securing the land, 
beyond a sort of general idea that certain parties had pre-empted land there. Sub- 
sequently to my visit to Texada Island, I had a conversation with Mr. Moody, and, 
perhaps, with Mr. Dalby and Nelson, about what kind of title would be useful to sell 
the mine in the market. I told them a pre-emption title would be useless; that 
they must get a Crown Grant. There was the law, and they had better set to work 
and get a Crown Grant as soon as possible. I believe Mr. Hugh Nelson came to 
me, in Victoria, and asked me about the title, and I told him the proper person to 
go to was Mr. Walkem, and, I think, I went with him to Mr. Walkot's house. I 
recommended him to Mr. Walkem, because he was Attorney-General, and could 
interpret the law. I think Nelson came to me, because some persons had tried to 
locate claims on top of theirs, on Texada Island, and I recommended him to go to 
Mr. Walkem, as he had been a professional man of theirs. THe went to Mr.Walkem 
as a professional man, not as Attorney-General, as far as my knowledge goes. We 
had the charts out, during the journey to Texada Island, on one or two occasions. I 
think I had my own. I have no recollection of a toast being drunk, “ The health 
of the Premier; may he succeed!’”’ There was no attempt at concealing anything, 
either on the trip up or down. I told Mr. Moody that I would be glad to float the 
mine, when he had completed the title. He said, “ All right;’’ he would give it 
me to float. I don’t know why Mr. Nelson did not go up with us; I did not enquire. 
If I was told, I forget. I think on our return, we went an excursion round the 
harbor of Burrard Inlet, and then went over to New Westminster. We stayed, I 
think, one night at Burrard Inlet. I do not know what steps were taken at New 
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Westminster towards securing the land at Texada Island; none, to my knowledge. 
Shortly after my return to + ictoria, I heard that Dupont and Captain Clarke and 
others, had gone to Texada Island, to get possession of the iron. I think Mr. Oliver 
told me first. I think he told me he had come down as a passenger from Nanaimo. 
I don’t know how long this was after my return from Texada. I was in Victoria, 
when Mr. Oliver told me. I don’t recollect whether he gave me the information in 
the Colonial Hotel or in the street; but I recollect talking to him about the iron ore 
at the table at the Colonial. Ithink he was the first one who told me. I don’t 
know what he said. I don’t know whether I was much excited. I am very seldom 
angry. I don’t know what interpretation others would put upon my conduct. I 
recollect Oliver sitting at the table, when I came in. Captain Clarke also came in. 
The reason I left was, that the food I had ordered, did not suit me. I did not 
communicate the news of the attempted jump, that I received, to any one, as 
far as I recollect. As I left the Colonial Hotel, I met Mr. Dalby, and he told me 
that these parties had gone to Texada Island, to jump the iron lands. I think I 
told him he had better go and acquaint his party, and look into it, and take steps to 
see that their claims were not jumped. I do not know if Messrs. Dietz and Nelson 
obtained the use of the names of their clerks to cover the pre-emptions. Moody 
subsequently told me he had no pre-emption himself, as he was a foreigner. I do 
not know what Mr. Dalby did. I do not recollect suggesting anything to him. 
Dalby’s object was, as far as I know, a double one: to secure what the parties had 
already pre-empted, and obtain any further rights that they could. I told Moody 
that if they were prepared to sell, I would sell for them; and if they were prepared 
to sell me an interest, I would buy. Mr. Moody told me that he would give me a 
Power-of-Attorney to sell, but he never did so. I wrote Mr. Moody a letter, offering 
to purchase a share, but I never received an answer. I offered to take a quarter, 
or a half, or something ofthat sort. I have a copy of the letter here: 


Copy.] 
(Strictly private.) Victoria, B. C., 19th Sept., 1873. 

My Dear Moopy,—I hinted to you, a short time ago, about my going to England on 
some business, and that I would take in hand the sale of Texada iron, on such conditions as you 
might fix. I will probably leave here next week. It will be too soon, I presume, to enable you 
to wind up your claim and get your Crown Grant. Hence, all that I can do, will be to take 
specimens of ore with me, and open the way for capitalists to take stock or purchase. My 
confidence in the iron is such, that I am ready to purchase a third, quarter, or half of the whole 
claim, on condition that I can do so by paying my proportionate share of expenses incurred in 
locating, surveying, recording, holding, and gettitig Crown Grants. 

Please answer as soon as possible, stating on what condition I can purchase, and on what 
terms you will allow me to dispose of or sell the mine. ~

I have stated everything substantially that occurred between Moedy and 
myself, with regard to the sale of the mine, prior to the date of this letter. I did 
not think so much of the ore at first, as I did after I had had an opportunity of 
examining it in my room. I never had an interest in the mine, nor have I now; 
nor had I any authority from Mr. Moody to sell the mine, beyond the verbal 
promise I have already stated. Ido not think the percentage I was to receive for 
the sale of the mine, was ever mentioned by Mr. Moody to me, before I left for 
Ottawa, in 1873. Iam sure the word “commission”’ never passed his lips or mine. 
I think I may have mentioned that a mine in Nova Scotia, was sold to great 
advantage, and I thought this might be also sold. I don’t think, in conversation 
with Messrs. Dalby or Nelson, that the commission I was to receive was ever 
mentioned. I supposed they would act the liberal part. I have no recollection of 
mentioning to Mr. Moody, Nelson, or Dalby, to whom I intended to sell the mine. 
I never thought of so absurd a proposition as selling the mine to the Dominion 
Government. After my return to the Province, between the last week in January 
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and the second week in March, 1874, I had another conversation with Mr. Moody, 
in which the word “commission” was first used. I told Mr. Moody that if the 
mine was ae ag 2 placed in the market, it might realize $250,000, as a minimum; 
and if I did this within a certain time, I expected twenty per cent. commission for 
my services. I cannot fix the date of this conversation more accurately. I thinkit 
was subsequently to my retirement from the Government. I am almost certain it 
was. I do not know whether it was before or after my election to the Commons; I 
think it was after my election. I recollect Moody preparing a box of specimens, 
and a map for me to take with me. Nothing at all occurred at Ottawa, to raise my 
opinion of the mine. I do not recollect talking to Dr. Tupper about the mine, or to 
any other member of Sir John Macdonald’s Administration—certainly not with 
the view ofasale. I talked of iron, generally, at Ottawa. I had a conversation 
_ With Mr. Mackenzie, the Premicr, about this mine, I think in January last, atter 

my return from England, but betore my return te this Province. I asked Mr. 
Mackenzie whether the Government would he prepared to grant protection to 
British Columbia in iron, by way of a bonus, and he said, “No; because, if they 
“did, they would have to treat other industries in other parts of the Dominion the 
“game.” I said, “Suppose an iron company in British Columbia could supply rails 
“at as low a rate as they could be laid down from other parts of the onl, would 
“you buy of them?’’ He said, “ Yes.’’ On a subsequent occasion, in Mr. Macken- 
zie’s office, he said, “‘Well, if they are going to start iron-works in British Columbia, 
“they had better begin soon, as they will, I think, be wanted very soon.’ I did 
nothing in England about the mine, except having a conversation with Mr. Sproat. 
My remarks to Mr. Sproat vere very vague and general. I gave Mr. Sproat no 
instructions. I do not recollect mentioning any price to Mr. Sproat. I recollect 
Mr. Dewdney telling me he was going up to survey the Hope silver mines. I may 
have told him I would like to get an interest. I should like to have one now, upon 
certain conditions; but I should not like to put myself in a position to be frozen out. 
I think I told Mr. Dewdney, that if he saw a chance, to give me a show. I think 
he told me he was going to survey the land, and there was more than there should 
be. I might have asked him totelegraph me; but I receivedno telegram. I was a 
member of the Government at this time. I have no recollection of Messrs. Moody, 
Dietz and Nelson telegraphing certain instructions to Mr. Dewdney, at Hope, when 
I was at Burrard Inlet or New Westminster, in August. I never heard, before this 
moment, that Dewdney’s expenses of waiting at Ilope, to make the survey of the 
mine, were paid by the Government. I don’t know who made the surveys, or 
whether they have been made. Some time during the Summer or Fall of 1873, 
Moody or Dalby came to me, and asked me if I would take an interest in some 
outlying silver-lands at Hope, and I declined. I don’t know that any ground was 
taken up for me at Hope. Noone was authorized by me to take up an inch of 
ground for me in British Columbia. I did not know that Mr. Walkem had taken 
up any lands there. I heard his name mentioned in connection with it, by Mr. 

oody. Ido not own, nor am not entitled to, an interest, cither directly or indi- 
rectly, to one iota of ground in any silver mine in British Columbia. I donot think 
anything of Cherry Creek. 

Two letters, from E. Dewdney to J. Robson, dated respectively the 9th and 
17th September, 1874, were put in and read:— 
Hore, Sept. 9th, 187+. 
The Hon. J. Robson— 
Dear Sir,—As I see in the Colonist of last week, that you Bik a to call on me to give 


evidence before the Royal Commission that has been sitting at Victoria during the Summer; 


and, as in all probability, it will be most inconvenient for me to attend, I should be glad if you 
will inform me in what way I can be of service, as, probably, a written statement of what you 


require, may answer all purposes.

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Hope, Sept. 17th, 1874. 
J. Robson, Esq., M. P. P— 

Dear S1z,—With reference to your request, that I would inform you of any circumstances 
having come to my knowledge, indicating that Mr. DeCosmos or Mr. Walkem had become 
possessed of mining property on the Hope Mountain, information having reached you that led 
you to believe such was the case, I beg to state, that all I know of the matter is,—that on the 
21st July, 1873, I received authority from the Local Government, to survey the “ Yale Silver 
“Mining Company,” and the “ Eureka Silver Mining Company;” and, prior to leaving Victoria 
for that locality, had a conversation with Mr. DeCosmos, in which he expressed a wish to become 
interested in the Hope Silver Mountain ; and, on my telling him that I was of opinion, that after the 
survey was completed, some valuable property would be open for pre-emption, he asked me to 
telegraph him from Hope, on the subject, as soon as I was in a position to do so. 

On my arrival at Hope, I saw the agent of the company, who asked me to await the arrival 
of Mr. Schooley, who was expected up in a few days; he, however, did not arrive; and I went to 
Yale, to see the Secretary of the company. [explained to him, that I had been some days at 
‘Hope, with my party, and if they did not want the survey made at once, I must leave for the 
upper country, as I had other work to do. He earnestly requested me tostop until the arrival of 
Mr. Schooley from below, who knew about the stakes of the Eureka Company; and stated that 
the company would willingly pay all expenses of delay. I also, at this time, received the 
following telegrams: 

: Burrard INLET, August 2nd, 1873. 

To Edgar Dewdney— 

Don’t leave until you hear from us; will be at Hope next week. 

(Signed) H. NExson. 


Also— 


To Edgar Dewdney— 
Don’t wait on us; not ready for survey. 


Burrard INLET, August 4th, 1873. 


(Signed) Moopy, Drerz & NExson. 


This was at the time Mr. DeCosmos and Mr. Walkem were at the Inlet, either immediately after 
or before their trip on the “Cariboo-Fly ” to Texada Island. 

I sent in my account to the Co., and a copy to the Government; but as I was settled with 
by the latter, I had no further communication with the Co. on the subject. 

A short time after my leaving Hope, I was informed that the surveyor who had accompanied 
the party to Texada Island, and Mr. Walkem, visited the silver mine, and the claims were 
surveyed. Since then, [ have secn two notices in the vicinity of the Eurcka claim, dated, I 
think, Sept. 11th, 1873, on which the names of Mr. DeCosmos’ brother, and Mr. C. or G. A. 
Walkem appear, claiming some mineral land, right adjoining the “ Yale” and “ Eureka” claims. 

That is all I know of the matter; and I trust you will not require me to attend before the 
Royal Commission, as it will be most inconvenient.

Mr. Beaven, the Chief Commissioner, was here called, and proved the payment 
of the survey fees of the Eureka mine, by Messrs. Moody, Dietz and Nelson. 


The Land Office settled with Mr. Dewdney, who was employed by the month, 
and the expenses were subsequently refunded to the office by Messrs. Moody, Dietz 


and Nelson. 
Mr. DeCosmos’ examination continued,— 


Mr. Dalby sent me no answer in reply to my telegram from Ottawa. I am 
not aware that Dalby wrote to me about the mine in 1878. He telegraphed to me 
about the quarantine. Ie wrote me a letter this Summer, in which he mentioned 
the mine; I forget what it was. I came here from Ottawa, purposely to appear 
before this Commission. I first saw Mr. Walkem, and he said there was no actual 
necessity for me to appear. I next saw notices in the paper, and telegraphed Dr. 
Ash. I next received a notice from Mr. Pooley. 

Commission adjourned sine die.

CONSTRUCTION OF PUBLIC WORKS, BRIDGES, ROADS, &c. 


THE Legislative Assembly, during the Session of 1873-74, understanding the 
necessity for opening up for settlement the vacant lands of the Province by survey, and 
by the construction of Roads, Trails, Bridges, ete., wisely appropriated larger sums of 
money than usual for those purposes; and it has been the special aim of this Department, 
during the past season. to carry into effect the wishes of the Legislature with vigor and 
economy. 

‘ The system adopted by the present Government of constructing Public Works by 
contract, whenever practicable, has, by carefully dividing Road construction into such 
sections as would enable any competent contractor to tender for and push the work to 
completion, proved upon the whole very satisfactory. It cannot be denied, however, 
that the contract system increases to a very serious extent the office work in this 
Department; and, in all cases, necessitates the very closest supervision of work under 
construction, all of which must be taken into consideration in estimating the cost of works. 

One of the most serious ‘obstacles contractors have had to contend against the 
present year, has been the scarcity of competent white labor; and, in many instances, 
they have been compelled, contrary to their own wishes, to employ Chinese or abandon 
the work. It is possible, that this year may prove to have been exceptional to a certain 
extent in this respect, as, undoubtedly, many men were attracted, in the early Spring, 
to the Cassiar Gold Mines, who, otherwise, would have been available. On the other 
hand, however, when we consider the possible increase of employment, caused by Railway 
and Dock construction in the Province, the question of Chinese labor, in connection 
with our public works, becomes one for serious consideration. 

The location and construction of main roads has heen one of the leading features in 
the season’s operations. 

In the first instance, on the East Coast ot Vancouver Island, certain sections have 
been let out by contract, and, when completed, will form portions of a Main Trunk Road 
between Cowichan and Nanaimo. 

The greatest care has been taken to properly locate the portions under contract by 
survey; and the line as adopted is, undoubtedly, the shortest and most, beneficial to the 
settlers. The portion crossing Cowichan flats was decided by vote of the Municipal 
Council, and by resolution at a public mecting, to be the most desirable route for such a 
road, and has been subsequently adopted after survey; and will, unquestionably, be a 
great hoon to the district when completed. The contractor for this section suspended 
work in consequence of the inclemency of the weather. The contractor for the section 
from Horseshoe Bay to Haslem’s. Cedar District, has also been compelled to temporarily 
suspend operations. 

On the Mainland portion of the Province the same Trunk Road system, commencing 
at Ladner’s Landing, on the south arm of the Lower Fraser, New Westminster District, 
and extending to the town of Hope, in Yale District, a distance of one hundred miles, has 
been placed under contract this season. “Five sections of this extensive work have been 
completed in a manner highly creditable to the contractors; the other two are fast 
approaching complction. 

The first nine miles of this road, commencing at Ladner’s Landing, was very much 
in the nature of an experiment, but was constructed with a view to inaugurate (if suc. 
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cessful) a system of Roads, Dykes, and Ditches combined; passing. as it does, across the 
tidal lands of the Lower Fraser, it was considered, even by settlers in the vicinity, a 
year ago, whilst personally examining the locality. to be a visionary project ; but I am 
happy to know, that although this road was severely tested by storm and tide whilst in 
an unfinished condition this winter. that it has stood the test, and fully carried out the 
most sanguine anticipations as to its benetits; and that it will, upon completion, suecess- 
fully dyke and drain an extensive area of what was, a year ago, worthless, overflown 
land, never visited, unless by hunters of wild fuwl, ete. The eager manner in which the 
land along this roadway ix now sought atter, even by former settlers in the far famed 
Willamette Valley. in Oregon, proves conclusively the practical results of road-making ; 
and had the.Government been disposed to withdraw this land from the operation of the 
Free Grant system, a sufficient acreage could have been disposed of to pay the entire 
cost of the road. 

The system upon which this portion is constructed is very simple, viz.: by cutting 
two wide and deep ditches, twenty-one feet apart, on the Township line, between No. 3 
and 4, and by building up in the centre, between two walls of sod, the material cxeavated 
from the ditches, a roadway and dyke is formed, the ditches draining the land into the 
different sloughs and other outlets, and by putting in flood-gates, that close by the action 
of the tide, at the crossings of all sloughs; culverts, and termination of ditches, the salt 
water is entirely excluded from the inside ditch. thus dyking the land in rear of the 
roadway. 

The outside ditch of this roadway was also successfully used by settlers for conveying 
supplies into the interior by canoe, for by fastening open the flood-gate of the ditch, 
where it empties into the Fraser, and letting in the water by the rise of the tide, a canal, 
sufficiently deep enough to float a laden canoe or boat, was obtained; and to settlers, 
who have no wheeled vehicles. this has proved a great assistance. 

After crossing these flats, this section of the road strikes the high land at the boundary 
between Townships No. 4 and 2, continues along portions of the South line of Sections 7, 
8, 9, Township 2, and joins the Semiahmoo Road at the South-west corner of Section 10, 
thus making a continuous road, graded 15 feet wide, from Ladner’s Landing to this 
point, with bridges 12 feet wide, and when running through timber, forest cleared 30 feet 
wide. Total distance of this section is 13 miles and 13 chains. 

At this junction. the Semiahmoo Road runs at right angles towards Semiahmoo Bay, 
and Brown's Landing, opposite New Westminster on Fraser River, respectively. 

The next portion of the Trunk road, known as Section 1, commences at a point on 
the Semiahmoo Road about 13 miles from Brown’s Landing, and follows almost a straight 
line, in a South-easterly direction, to the North-cast corner of Section 24, Township 2, 
terminating at Section 17, Township No. 8. 

This portion of the wagon road, with the exception of a short crossing at the flat 
through which the Serpentine River flows, traverses a ridge of heavily timbered and, in 
many places, gravelly soil. The grading is 18 fect inside the ditches, with a forest 
clearing 33 fect wide, and substantial hand-rail bridges, 12 feet wide, are put in where 
necessary, and is now a first-class graded road, that will never, in many portions, require 
gravel or metal of any description. The distance of this section is 7 miles 72 chains. 

Section 2 commences at the termination of Section 1, runs ina straight line, in a 
South-easterly direction, to the North-cast corner of Township 7; thenee, in the same 
direction, to the North-cast corner of Section 24, Township 10; thence Easterly, across 
Township 13, terminating in Section 21; thus keeping a straight course, midway between 
Fraser River and the £9th Parallel. 

This part of the road, with the exception of the portion crossing the fine open land 
at Langley Prairie, traverses a timbered section of the country, but throws open an 
immense extent of valuable land unknown to, and never before visited by white settlers. 
The grading is 18 fect, with a forest clearing of 83 feet; bridging, 12 feet wide; but the 
road will in many portions require gravelling before being considered a first-class wagon 
road; vet it is ina better condition to-day than roads through districts in the Eastern 
States and Canada, where settlement has been going on for the last forty years. The 
distance of this section is 15 miles. . 

Road Section 3 commences on Section 21, Township No. 13, and runs almost due 
East to the West boundary of Township 16, hut follows a more Southerly course across 
that Township, and terminates in ‘Township 19, at the head of Sumass Prairio, 

The country through which this section runs, consists of high, rolling land, heavily 
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timbered with fir, cedar, hemlock, and spruce, with a thick undergrowth of maple; then 
across a section of open land in the rear of Matsqui Prairie, until burnt timber land, 
covered with a dense undergrowth of small fir, is reached; then strikes again on to high, 
rolling land, timbered as betore, until the open land at the head of Sumass Prairie is 
reached. 

This section is also graded 18 teet wide, inside of ditches ; forest cleared 33 feet 
wide; and bridged most substantially; but will require gravelling in many placés before 
becoming a first-class winter road; but is to-day in a better condition than portions of 
the East Saanich Road. 

The work approaching Samass Prairie has been of a very heavy description, but 
has been constructed in a first-class manner. 

Total distance of this section. 10 miles 52 chains. 

Section 4 joins on the preceding section at the head of Sumass Prairie, runs about a 
mile to the East. and then bears away in a Southerly direction to within a short distance 
of the Boundary Line. in order to avoid the overflown land at the head of the Sumass; 
thence tollows along the base of the mountains on the East side of the lake. terminating 
about two miles from the lake. in & prairic. 

This portion of the road was the last selected. as the water from the Fraser River 
overflows the Sumass Prairie, in the months of May and June. to a depth of ten feet in 
many places, and it was consequently very necessary to xee the actual condition of the 
land, during that period, before finally selecting the route. After the Spring freshet 
recedes, cattle can be driven anywhere across the prairie. but bridges are necessary, at 
the crossing of the sloughs, for wheeled vehicles. 

From the termination of Section 3. to the base of the mountains at the South of 
the Sumass Lake, this road will be graded 12 feet wide. with ditches cut 20 feet apart, 
.thus allowing for an increased width of grade, when considered necessary. 

Along the East side of the lake. the road traverses a rocky. broken section of the 
country, and is graded 12 feet wide. There is considerable walling and blasting on 
this portion. and slides no doubt may take place. as on the Yale wagon road; but the 
danger has, in a measure: been guarded against, by walling the side slopes at the worst 
places. 

Should there. eventually. be much wagon traftic on Chis portion, it will he necessary 
to widen out to fully 18 feet. The length of this section is 12 miles and 60 chains. and 
ix unfinished at the date of thix Report. 

Section 44 joins on to Section 4. runs across the last mentioned prairie. ina North- 
easterly direction. to the base of a small mountain: then strikes off towards the settled 
portions of the Chilliwhack, runs through that district. crossing the Guek-a-kuek and 
Chilliwhack Rivers: runs along the base of the Shannon Mountain; follows up the Hope 
slough to the Fraser River. below Cheam: follows along the base of the mountains, and 
terminates 20 miles below Hope. at Popeum. 

This road is graded 18 feet clear of ditches on the prairie portions. and from 12 to 
15 feet on the high ground. with a forest clearing of 33 feet. and with bridging 12 teet 
wide.—and is in as good a condition as a road. simply graded. could be. Some of the 
side slopes, especially on the Cheam Mountain, will require to be cribbed on the inside 
with timber. before being secure. 

Total length of this section. 22 miles. 

Section 5 commences at termination of Section 4. at Popenm, and extends to the 
town of Hope. 14 miles below Yale. | This has. undoubtedly. been a heavy section; the 
bluff above Popceum and at Murderer’s Bar required considerable blasting and cribbing; 
and no less than twenty-six bridges have heen constructed. : 

The read is graded 12 feet wide: forest cleared. 35 feet wide: and bridged. 12 tect 
wide: but will not require much gravelling. as the land traversed is usually of a Hight 
class, and in many places very roeky. 

This section is. at present. in the hands of the contractors. ax itis not finished: but 
enttle have heen driven over it. 

The distance is 20 miles 40 chains. 

This terminates the season's work of construction upon the New Westminster id 
Hope Wagon Road. and it will be scen that taking fhe sections enumerated, commencing 
at Ladners and Cerminating at Hope. that the total measurement is 99 miles and 77 
chains. or ane hundred miles, less 66 Vards: and this is only a portion of the work in 
New Westminster District. as will be seen hy reference to the detailed statement, 
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As one of the principal objects in opening this road has been to enable farmers in 
the interior to bring their beet cattle to the seaboard. the Government have used every 
effort to obtain reliable information as to the best and most direct route from Hope to 
the Valley of the Nicola and Kamloops. It is true, that farmers on the Nicola can now 
reach Jlope with cattle. by driving down to Princeton, and connecting with the present 
trail running out of Hope to Kootenay: but the distance trom Nicola Lake to Hope. by 
this route. is 124 miles. Under these circumstances. explorations have been inade ot 
three ditferent routes, one by the South pass. one by the Otter Valley. and another by 
the Coquehalla Valley. 

The distance saved by the Otter Valley would be about 15 miles. but would have 
less feed. and run over very high ground: whilst a trail ef the Coquchalla. would 
reduce the distance between Hope and Nicola Lake to 80 miles. thus saving a distance 
ot 44 miles between Hope and Nicola. the first 35 miles of which would be expensive 
construction; but from the 35th to 52nd mile. the work would be much lighter; and 
from the 52nd mile to Nicola Lake cthe 80th mile). the work would be ofa trifling 
character. | Under these circumstances. J consider tit the trail ef the Coquehalla 
would be the most beneficial one to construct. especiuly as it will connect. at the head 
of Nicola Lake. with the Nicola Wagon Road. and thus bring that thriving settlement 
in direct communication with Ladners Landing. by the shortest and most direct route. 

The trunk road system has also been extended to Nicola Valley. 

The Government, last year. opencd a road. 10 fect wide, commencing on the East 
side of the upper end of Nicola Lake and terminating at Woodward's pre-emption on 
Nicola River, a total distance of 32 miles ; and this year “they have placed under contract 
& road connecting with the above running down the Nicola River, crossing that river 
with a substantial bridge near its entrance into the Thompson, ‘and terminating at 
Spence’s Bridge, on the Yale Wagon Road, thus making. when complete, a direct means 
of communication through the Nicola Valley. The road is being constructed 10 feet 
wide, except where points of rock or blufis occur, when it will be 18 feet wide. The 
total distance under construction this year is 35 miles. 

Should the connecting link of wagon ruad be subsequently constructed via the 
Coquehalla, from Hope to head of Nicola Lake (distance 80 miles), we should then have 
a road extending from Ladner'’s Landing, on the Lower Fraser, and connecting, at 
Spence’s Bridge, “with the Yale and Cariboo road. opening up and running through the 
best land in the Province for agricultural and pastoral purposes. 

The work of this Department, throughout the other districts of the Province, has 
also been of an extensive character, although the roads were not specially constructed as 
trunk or main roads. Take, for instance, the extension of the Burnside road towards 
the Metchosin; the connection made between the Burnside and the Esquimalt road ; by 
gravelling aud “otherwise putting in repair the road formerly known as ©The Admiral's’ 
the extension of the East and West Saanich roads; and the numerous general repairs 
and improvements to the roads in Victoria and Esquimalt Districts. 

The general improvement to existing roads in Cowichan has been pushed forward 
with the utmost vigor. and that district to-day, although sparsely settled. is cut up with 
passable roads in all directions. 

In Nanaimo District, the first work undertaken was to erect an Arch-beam Bridge, 
167 feet in length, on the site of the furmer Lattice Bridge. 

A road 10 feet wide from Nanaimo extending towards Comox has been opened to 
Mnglishman’s River, distance about 9 miles. and improvements have been made to the 
Departure Bay and Harewood Roads. .\ bridge 171 feet long, on Prideaux Street. has 
also been constructed, and other repairs nade to Mill and Pridcaux Streets. 

In Comox District. other extensive improvements have taken place. A whart, 40 by 
60 teet. with an approach 1.035 in length. has been constructed. thus giving a depth of 
15 feet of water at the end of the whart at extreme low tide. A bridge. 134+ feet in 
length, across the Courtenay River. together with a trestle-work approach of 7380 feet. is 
under construction > and the various roads throughout the district have received due 
attention. 

In New Westminster District, in addition to the Prank Road betore mentioned. 
considerable portions of the Scmiahmoo Road have been constructed ina tirst class 
Mmanecer. Che intervening s ¢t.on of about eight doiles, together with al bride across 
tae Nicom ki. still requires co be constructed, ia order to make a continuous good road 
between the 49th Parallel and Brown's Landing. Fraser River. 
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In the District of Yale, the trail leading across the Hope Mountain to Princeton and 
Osoyoos, has been placed in good repair. The rocky portions of the trail have been 
gravelled, in order to prevent beef’ cattle from becoming foot sore. Several new bridges 
have been constructed, including one across the Similkameen River, near Princeton. 

The portions of the Yale-Cariboo Wagon Road running through the District have 
likewise been kept in good repair. Several of the old bridges have been replaced by new 
structures. New stone walling has been built in places where the cribbing has become 
defective. Narrow places have been widened as much as means would permit. The 
portions through the caiions have been kept open by this Department during the Winter 
months. ‘This entails a large extra expenditure, principally for labor shovelling snow, 
and for the keep of two span of horses stabled on the road during Winter, in order to be 
in readiness to track the road, and-open it atter each fall of snow. This is a class of 
expenditure for which no permanent results can be shown, other than the keeping open 
of communication with the interior, and facilitating the transport of Her Majesty’s Mail. 

. In this district, also, the contract has been awarded for a first class Timber Bridge 
across the Thompson, at its junction with the Fraser River. This bridge when completed 
will consist of six spans of a total length of 426 feet. 

A Bridge at the confluence of the Nicola and Thompson Rivers, 160 feet long, with 
an approach of 190 fect, has been placed under contract, likewise. 

Several other smaller structures, such as the Bridge across Peterson Creek, the 
Coldwater Bridge above the junction of the Coldwater and Nicola Rivers, and the Deep 
Creek Bridge on the Spellumachcen Road, have been constructed this year. 

Other work in this district has been of an important character; for instance, a ten 
foot road has been opened from Duck and Pringles to McBryan’s Ranch, Shuswap, a 
distance of 163 miles. 

A 12 foot road up the Cherry Creek Valley, has also been constructed from a point 
where the Kamloops and Savona’s Ferry Road leaves the Cherry Creek Valley to ascend 
the méuntain, and follows the valley up to Pendleton’s Ranch, thence forming a junction 
with the Kamloops Wagon Road, near a xinall lake. Total distance about 3} miles. 

. A four foot trail has been constructed from Savona’s Ferry to Copper Creek, near 
Hugh Morton's, and is known as the Tranquille Trail. Total distance 63 miles. 

Certain repairs have also becn made to the River Trail between Lytton and Lillooet. 

In Lillooet District, the wagon road between Lillooet and Clinton, and from Clinton 
to Bridge Creek, has been kept in repair by contract. A trail has been opened out con- 
necting Big Bar, Dog Creek, and Alkali Lake with the Wagon Road at Clinton, and a 
certain amount of work has been done to the Burrard Inlet Cattle Trail, but I regret 
not being able to report its final completion. 

In Kootenay District, 25 miles of new road, 9 feet wide, with bridging 10 fect wide, 
and 5 miles of a four foot trail, have been constructed in the vicinity of the Mining 
Camps, and the Government Agent reports the district well supplied with good trails. 
The trail from the Monument to Joseph's Prairie, and from that point to Fort Shepherd, 
has been kept open and in repair. The prospecting parties assisted by Government 
have also been talerably successtul. 

In Cariboo District, the Wagon Road from Soda Creek to Cameronton has been kept 
in repair by day labor. 

he Quesnelle River Bridge has not vet been placed under contract. Two separate 
sets of plans, detail drawings, and specifications have been prepared and tenders have 
been invited tor the work, but have not yet been received, as the time for their reception 
has not expired at the date of this Report. 


The principal work upon Public Buildings consists of building an extension, 50 by 
36 tect, in rear of the Land Office, Victoria, so as to provide for a tireproof vault, 8 by 
30 teet (inside measurement) for the Land Office, one of equal size for the Registrar- 
General of Titles, and for three rooms for the use of that Department. An Audit Office 
has also been added to the ‘Treasury Department. and the Court: House is being altered. 

" yo as to provide accommodation for Grand and Petit Jurors, a Law Library, Barristers’ 
Robing Room. Gallery for the public, &c., and lighting the building with gas. 

Fire-proof brick and stone vaults, each supplied with a set of “Hall's” double vault 
doors, protected by a combination lock without keyhole, have heen built in the Treasury, 
Provincial Secretary’s Department, Exceutive Office, Land Registry, and Lands and 
Works Departments. 
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These vaults are of sufficient capacity to contain all the valuable archives of these 
departments, and are unquestionably fire-proot, the walls being 24 inches thick in the 
Lands and Works and Land Registry vaults, and 17 inches thick in the three other 
departments. 

The Departmental Buildings at James’ Bay, Victoria, have been supplied and lighted 
with gas, and the grounds in their vicinity fenced in. partially graded, and planted with 
shrubs, &c. Substantial side walks have also heen laid round this Government Reserve. 

In the town of Yale, a two-story building, 41 by 24 feet, with accommodation for 
Government offices and residence on the ground floor, and with ample accommodation for 
Judge, Jury, and Court Room on the upper floor, has been erected. 

This is a very useful and handsome public building. and is constructed substantially 
upon stone foundations. : 

At Esquimalt, a Lock-up has been built, and at Cassiar a Mayistrate’s Office and 
J.ock-up has also been provided. 

T regret having to report the total loss, by freshet, of a Bridge constructed in 1871 
across the Chemainus River, and also the partial destruction of the Sooke River Bridge, 
erected in 1872 at a cost of 81,600. 


I herewith subjoin, for your further information, a more detailed statement showing 
the quantities of work constructed this year, together with the total liabilities incurred 
for cach Electoral District of the Province.

Hors anp Nicoua TRAIL—EXPLOBATION AND SURVEY. 


The Government being anxious to carry into effect the wishes of the residents of 
Nicola, Kamloops, and Okanagan Valleys, in reference to the construction of a road 
connecting Hope with Nicola Lake, have used every effort, by pace atat| exploration, 
and survey, to ascertain the best means to obtain the necessary connection between these 

oints,—I subjoin copies of the petition received, correspondence, and letters from Mr. 

dgar Dewdney and William Bristol in reference to this subject; together with a report 
from Mr. Georgo Landvoight, of explorations via South Pass, Otter, Coquhalla, and 
Coldwater Valleys :— 


“© To His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor in Council: 


“The undersigned, settlers of the Kamloops, Okanagan, Nicola, and Cache Creck 
Valleys, beg to petition Your Honor, for the construction of a road from the South end 
of the Nicola Forks, up the Coldwater Valley to the summit of the Coquhalla, thence 
down the Coquhalla to Fort Hope. The distressed condition of the stockraisers of the 
district, owing to their having no outlet by which they can drive to the now almost only 
beef market in the Province, together with the fact that the cattle ranges are becoming 
overstocked and destroyed, we trust will induce you to make some efforts for our relief. 

“We are informed by Mr. Dewdney, Engineer-in-Chief of the exploration of the 
Coquhalla, made by the Government for the purpose of determining its practicability for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, that it affords every facility for a cattle road. The 
elevation is but little more than half that of the Hope Mountain, and the distance is from 
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Kamloops—the heart of the grazing country—only one hundred and eleven (111) miles, 
with good feed to the summit of Coldwater. 

“The expense of a road up the Coldwater would be trifling, and only a few miles 
near the summit of the Coquhalla present any difficulty. 

“A trail in 1860 or 1861 was made twenty-two (22) miles out from Hope, up the 
Coquhalla Valley. This would require a small outlay to put it in good repair. 

“Your petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray, &c., &c.”

“ Dear Siz,—The Government are in receipt of a petition from the settlers of Kam- 
loops, Okanagan, and Nicola, requesting that a road may be opened from the South end 
of the Nicola Forks, up the Coldwater to the summit of the Coquhalla, thence down the 
Coquhalla to Hope. 

‘As I am aware that you explored this section of the country for the purpose of 
determining its practicability for a Railway, may I take the liberty of requesting that 
you will kindly place at my disposal any information, by letter, that you may be at 

iberty to give, in order that the earliest possible steps may be taken to meet the views 
of the petitioners. I have, &c.

“Victoria, March 9th, 1874. 


‘“‘S1r,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 5th instant, 
requesting me to forward you any information I may have concerning the route from 
Hope to Nicola Lake, via the Coquhalla Pass, in order that the earliest possible ste 
may be taken to meet the views of the petitioners who lately have requested the 
Government to construct a cattle trail by that route. 

“Tam sorry I have not my notes by me, made at the time of my exploration for the 
C.P. R.S. I, however, take much pleasure in giving you all the information I can, as 
far as my recollection serves me. 

“In the year 1859 or 1860, a trail was made from Hope, 18 or 20 miles up the 
Coquhalla River. At that point it ran up a stream to the Westward, to Boston Bar, and 
is whatis known as the Boston Bar Trail. The road over this portion of the route passes 
over good, hard bottom flats, and, with the exception of one or two points, would require 
very little grading. I should think that an expenditure of $50 per mile on that section 
of the road would put it in first class order. A bridge would be required across the 
Coquhalla, and I should suggest that the cheapest place for crossing would be at the 
cafion, about four miles from Hope. A short piece of trail would be necessary from that 
crossing to the old wagon road. I have never examined that part closely, but I am 
quite sure that for a bridge it is a favorable place, the span not being more than 30 to 
40 feet, with no chance of its being carried away at high water. 

“ From the end of the Boston Bar Trail, on the Coquhalla, to the summit, a distance 
of about 14 miles, the work required for a cattle road would not be heavy, as a succession 
of flats could be utilized. At one point, for a distance of about three-quarters of a mile, 
some blasting would be required to construct a road, as the boulders are so large they 
cannot be handled until broken. This section, I should say, could be built for $3,500. 

“From the summit of the Coquhalla to Nicola Lake the country is very easy, and a 
trail for about 17 to 20 miles up the Coldwater exists. This stream would require a 
bridge, and I believe a favourable spot would be about 12 miles from the summit, where 
the valley narrows. ‘The whole work could be done for from $8,000 to $10,000, and a 
good route obtained for the purpose of driving stock to supply the Victoria market. 

“Tt would certainly be open a month earlier in the Spring and later in the Fall, 
than the Hope Mountain, the elevation being only 3,800 feet above the Fraser River at 
Hope, against nearly 6,000. 

“The distance chained from Hope to the summit of Coquhalla was 33 miles, and the 
estimated distance from the summit to Nicola Lake about the same.

“Sm, —According to your request, I and an Indian started out to look for the chances 
for making a trail from Hope to Nicola Lake. The Indian I had with me had been with 
Mr. Dewdney on the survey. We left Hope on the 20th of April, and followed the old 
Boston Bar Trail up to where it left the Coquhalla ; thus far there is no heavy work, 
with the exception of 5 or 6 points where the trail runs up around bluffs. From that 
point the mountains on both sides close on to the creek, and the trail would have to be 
made out of the side of the mountain as there are no flats along the creek. We went up 
to within 5 or 6 miles of the summit. From the point where the Boston Bar Trail turns 
off as far as we went, some 8 or 9 miles, the trail would run along the side of the moun- 
tain, with the exception of about one mile—for the most part very steep, and in many 
places on solid rock. It would take a good deal of work to make a trail along this por- 
tion. The Indian informed me that it was no better until the summit is reached. As I 
had a fall and hurt my knee, and as tho snow was getting pretty deep, I did not think 
it safe to go any further. I think that July would be soon enough to take a thorough 
look at the route; the snow will not be off sooner. There is no chance of feed for stock 
from the summit till you get near Hope—30 odd miles. I remain, &c.

Sourn Pass Expioration—Hope to NIcoxa. 
“ Hon. Robert Beaven, Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works. 


_°. ©81p,—In accordance with you letter of instructions, dated the 27th July, 1874, 
ordering me to explore the South Pass of the Hope mountain for a cattle trail, I left 
Hope on the Ist August. I followed the Hope-Similkameen Wagon-road for twenty-five 
miles. This road, built in 1859 by the Royal Engincers, had in many places fallen into 
decay through neglect, and it is only within the last two years that it has been sufficiently 
repaired to afford an excellent cattle road, the only objections are its stony character in 
many places and the narrowness of some of the bridges, built in late years. However, 
both objections are being gradually removed by the force now at work for that purpose. 

“ At the end of the wagon road there are two trails, both of which join again on the 
“Grant Summit.” Ono, the Cajion trail, leads over a high summit and is used during 
the summer months, affording both better feed and a better and safer country for pack- 
trains and cattle than the other one—the Grant trail. This latter trail being a few miles 
shorter and passing over a lower altitude, is travelled in the spring and autumn when 
the Cafion trail is closed by snow ; but as it is constructed, nearly its whole length, 
from the end of the wagon road to the summit of the mountain, along a steep hillside, it 
is not well adapted for a cattle trail. I followed this (Grant) trail for 4} miles to Cedar 
flat. This part of the trail is the most objectionable of the whole ; it is constructed for 
about one mile around a succession of precipices, and is in its present condition altogether 
unsafe for both cattle and pack-trains. During my exploration of the South Pass I 
examined the ridge of mountains lying between that tributary of the Skadget which 
leads up to the South Pass and the main Skadget below Skadget flat, in order to find a 
better route than that through which this objectionable part of the Grant trail runs, and 
although I succeeded in finding such a route the distance would be so much increased 
thereby, that it will be preferable to retain that portion of the present Grant trail, and 
improve it in such a manner as to make it safe for cattle. 

“ At Cedar flat I left the Grant trail and followed the south branch of the Skadget, 
which leads up to the South Pass. 

“Tn examining the country for a cattle trail I kept three great requisites of such a 
trail in view : First, There should be sufficient pasture for cattle ; Second, The trail 
should as much as possible avoid steep hillsides, as these are always very objectionable in 
a cattle trail, he epee heavy excavation to make them sate, and being difficult to keep in 
repair ; Third, It should be, as near as possible, free from sharp stones, which are so 
injurious to the feet of cattle in travelling long distances. 

“ For the first two miles a fine gravelly bench, thickly covered with small fir trees, 
offers a guod location for a trail; very little is to be done here except opening a clearing 
through the timber. At the end of these two miles I traversed a deep ravine with nee 
sides and came to a atcop hillsido continuing for three miles, thickly covered with smal 
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trees and somewhat stony for about one mile of the distance. There is, however, 
every where sufficient soil to grade out a good trail from the mountain side; near the end 
of these three miles is a small stream which requires to be bridged. 

“ After passing this stream I followed for about four miles the mountain side, which 
here is more favorable, having a more gentle slope, but is traversed by several rather 
deep ravines with steep sides. There are here several large flats very heavily timbered 
in the bottom of the valley on both sides of the stream, they are, however, not continu- 
ous, and it would require repeated bridging of the stream to construct a trail here ; the 
mountain side above described is therefore preferable. At the end of the last four miles 
(nine miles from Cedar flat) we leave the stream, which I had followed up from Cedar 
flat, and follow a small tributary in an Easterly direction. The further I advanced 
the more favorable became the country and I arrived after two miles on the flat summit 
of the pass, very favorable for a trail and with sufficient feed for cattle. This summit is 
almost bare of timber and forms a flat, nearly a mile wide. It had all the appearance 
of being free from snow early in the season, vegetation being much more advanced than 
on the Grant summit. The divide between the headwaters of the Skadget and those of 
the Similkameen is formed by this flat. The distance from this summit to Cedar flat is 
about eleven miles of which only three miles offer any difficulty, being steep hillside. 
The whole country, within two miles of the summit, is thickly timbered with small fir 
trees, very few of them exceeding a foot in diameter. There is an abundance of fine 
cedar and large timber in the bottoms of the creek. Every part of the trail would be 
exposed to the sun, run over dry ground and only two small bridges would be required. 
The general direction from Cedar flat to the summit is south-east giving the hillside, on 
which the trail would be constructed, a South-west aspect. The altitude of the summit 
is about 4,400 feet or from 1,000 to 1,200 feet lower than the Grant Pass. 

‘In passing over the level and flat divide I came to one of the branches of the Simil- 
kameen, here a comparatively small stream. I followed down this stream for three miles 
over a succession of benches, which are, however, swampy in places, and would require 
in all about a half mile of corduroy. These benches are all heavily timbered and have 
the appearance as if the snow would lie on them longer than on the summit, unless 
therefore a wide clearing was made it would be preferable to lay the trail above these 
flats along the hillside, which offers no great difficulties. There are in this distance of 
three miles two streams, one rather large, both of which require to be bridged. There 
is plenty of large timber, but no cedar, of which I found but one small tree in the whole 
distance from the summit to Allison’s (Princeton). 

“T left the stream (Similkameen) at this point; it falls two miles below here into the 
south fork of Similkameen, which latter runs here in a North-east direction. I traversed 
the low mountain-spur intervening between the stream, followed from the summit and 
the south fork of the Similkameen through a favorable country, and after two miles I 
arrived at the South fork, where I came upon the trail constructed by the Boundary 
Commission, which I followed for tour miles, partly over a fine, level bench of sandy soil 
with small pine timber, and partly over low flats with large spruce and cottonwood trees. 
At the end of these four miles (nine miles from the summit) the Boundary Commission 
trail crosses the river to avoid a rather steep, rocky slide of about a half mile, and one 
and a half mile more of steep and unfavorable hillside, both of which offer some difficulty 
to the construction of a trail, which would probably have to be located higher up on the 
hillside. Seven miles more over favorable ground, having one short rocky point (+ mile) 
and about two miles of steep hillside, brings us to the head of the cafion of the Similka- 
meen. In the eighteen miles traversed since leaving the summit there are five streams 
to be bridged. ‘These streams, though insignificant at this season, have the appearance 
of being large in the early part of the season, and substantial bridges of from sixty to 
eighty feet (one of 100 feet) in length would be required. Timber for bridge building is 
in abundance near all these streams. 

“There is an abundance of timber-grass—a very inferior herbage—from the summit 
to this point ; but with the exception of one place, a hill at the head of the cafion, I 
saw no bunch-grass, although having been told by the Indians that this species of grass 
abounded through this part of the country. The pasture here is the same as that found 
on the present Hope-Similkameen trail between the Nine-mile Creek (from a eee 
and the Grant summit. On the summit of the South Pass the grass is good, several goo 
kinds of it as well as blue lupins and peavines being found there in good abundance. 

“At this point (eighteen miles from the summit of South Pass) the cafion of the

Similkameen commences, and the country becomes much more difficult. I-.ascended a 
high spur of the mountain to avoid a precipitous rocky bluff near the river, and 
descending on the other side, came to a large stream, coming from the West, being here 
about two miles distant from the point where I ascended the spur. From this point to 
Nine-mile Creek, where a trail constructed through the cafion of the Similkameen would 
join the Hope-Similkameen trail, is about fifteen miles. The ground is very broken by 
deep ravines with steep and rocky sides. I examined the mountain-side up to an alti- 
tude nearly as high as the South Pass, but could find no great improvement: probably 
at a still higher altitude a better site for a trail might be found; but it is a question 
whether the snow would not lie much longer at this altitude, especially in the deep 
ravines and in those places not exposed to the rays of the sun, than in the South Pass 
itself, and so defeat the object of the trail. In examining the country, and especially the 
large stream last mentioned, I found that this stream approaches the present trail very 
near as it ascends the Hope Mountain, and I succeeded in finding a low gap near Powder 
Camp (see sketch), where, by following up the large stream mentioned for about ten 
miles, the trail could be connected with the present Hope-Similkameen trail. The stream 
has rather steep sides, but does not offer any such difficulties as I found along the cafion 
of the Similkameen. The distance from the mouth of the stream to Powder Camp is 
about ten miles, added to this the distance of eight miles by the trail from Powder Camp 
to Nine-mile Creek, and we have only three miles more than the length of a trail down 
the Similkameen cafion to the same point. 

“The distance from Powder Camp to Cedar Flat by the present trail is twenty-two 
miles, and the estimated distance via South Pass between the same points would be 
thirty-nine miles, making the latter trail longer by seventeen miles :

This will show that in all these respects the present trail is preferable to one constructed 
via South Pass: however, the advantage to cattle-drovers and pack-trains of being able 
to reach the Western side of the Cascades a month earlier in the Spring, and very nearly 
as much later in the Autumn, is very great, and may well outweigh all these disadvan- 
tages and difficulties. 

“This trail, I feel sure, would be used in Spring and Autumn only, when the cafion 
trailis impassable by snow; during the summer months the latter will always be given 
the preference, having all the alveneet above stated.

CoQuAHALLA, COLDWATER AND OTTER VALLEY ExpioraTioN—Hore To NIco.a. 


iS Fon. Robert Beaven, Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works: 


‘* “§r,—I have the honor to submit the following report upon an exploration of the 
Valley and Pass of the Coquahalla and the Valley of the Coldwater. This exploration 
was undertaken in accordance with your letter of instructions of the 3rd August, 1874, 
to determine whether the Coquahalla and Coldwater Valleys are well adapted for a 
cattle-trail from Nicola Valley to Hope. 

“‘ Having dispatched three Indians with provisions, tents, etc., the day previous, I 
left Hope on the 25th August on the old Boston Bar trail. This trail had been con- 
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structed in 1860 by tho people of Hope, unaided by the Government, but has fallen into 
disuse since the construction of the wagon road above Yale, and is now for only about 
seven or eight miles passable for horses. About one mile from Hope I crossed the 
Coquhalla river, which here was formerly bridged; the bridge, however, was carried 
off by a very high flood several years ago. Some distance (about two miles) above this 
oint, where the river forms a cajion, a bridge could be constructed which would never 
endangered by high water, but it would require two miles of trail along a steep, rocky 
mountain side to connect it with the Boston Bar trail. About six miles above Hope the 
Valley of the Coquhalla, which bears nearly duc East from its mouth to this point, 
takes a sudden turn to the North, which course, bearing very slightly to the East, it 
retains more or less to the summit of the mountain. The old Boston Bar trail, which I 
followed for eighteen miles, could be repaired at reasonable cost. Some of the grades 
are steep: these require to be improved and widened, and it would also be necessary to 
change the trail, where it runs over low flats subject to inundation, to the mountain 
side, which here offers no great difficulties. Probably less than one hundred dollars per 
mile would be sufficient to make these eighteen miles a good passable trail. There will 
be, besides the Coquhalla River, five or six smaller streams to be bridged. Timber of 
the best quality, especially cedar, is to be found in abundance in the vicinity of these 
streams. 

“ At a point eighteen miles from Hope, I left the Boston Bar trail, which here runs 
in a Westerly direction, and crosses the ridge to Anderson River, terminating at Boston 
Bar. ‘ 

“ Having followed a low flat near the river for about one mile, I here ascended a high 

gravelly bench, to avoid some rocky bluffs near the river, but descended again to the 
level of the river after half a mile, tocross a large tributary coming from the West, The 
bench extends for about one mile further on the other side of this stream and up the 
Coquhalla. The tributary mentioned cuts a deep ravine with steep sides through this 
bench, and is somewhat difficult to traverse, especially its Northern bank, which is both 
steep and rocky. The Coquhalla forms here a cafion with many steep, rocky bluffs, 
and the trail will have to be laid well up on the mountain side, where there are no level 
benches. After passing the high bench mentioned, we have one mile of an Fs rocky 
mountain side. There are here many rocky bluffs, and some rocky slides, but I think a 
careful location of a trail could avoid these, and there appears to be sufficient soil to 
grade out a good trail. 

“ After this mile we have another good bench one mile long, when again a steep 
hillside occurs, somewhat worse than the last, for about two ‘and a half miles ; here 
another bench which extends for one mile. 

“Up to this point, having travelled since leaving the Boston Bar trail, about seven 
miles, the difficulties in the way of constructing a trail are not very great. The hillside is 
steep, where there are no benches, and strewn over with immense boulders; many bluffs 
of rocks are protruding, but careful location would avoid nearly all of these. The timber 
on this stretch is dead and useless, except the cedar, of which there is a fair abundance. 
There will be in these seven miles one good sized bridge, one hundred to one hundred 
a feet in length, over the stream which we cross after leaving the Boston Bar 
trail. 

« At the end of these seven miles occurs a very bad, rocky slide, formed by immense 
fragments of granite, and extending along the mountain side for a half mile. Some 
blasting will be required here, and material to fill in tho interstices of the rocks would 
have to be brought from either end of the slide. After this slide we have a narrow, rock 
bench for one mile, or the alternative of a low, swampy fiat near the river, after whic 
a high rocky bluff, which will require a good deal of blasting. By using the low, 
swampy flat mentioned, and bridging the Coquhalla twice, the bluff might possibly be 
avoided. The timber hero is green, and both good cedar and fir is in abundance, 

“Here occurs one mile of hillside, mostly covered with sliding rock, which brings 
us toa good flat extending for one and a half miles, when the mountains close in on the 
river on both sides, offering nothing but a stony hillside for a trail., The valley for the 
next four miles is of the same description; a few small flats occur on both sides of the 
_ river, but would require repeated crossing of the stream. The river here is wide and 
rambling, and not very rapid, and can be forded with safety after the highest water is 


passed. 
“ The hillside, especially on the Western (sunny) side of the valley, consists of stony 
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slides and bluffs and should be avoided as much as possible, especially on account of 

snow-slides which, to judge from appearances, occur here in abundance, and would be 

very destructive to a trail. Unless the Coquhalla is crossed tour times in this distance 

fees sketch) the trail for nearly two miles would have to run along this objectionable 
illside. 

“ At this point, fifteen miles from where we leave the Boston Bar trail, or thirty- 
three miles from Hope, the valley begins to widen out into a large flat, thickly timbered, 
and overgrown with underbrush, which offers, however, no difficulties to the construction 
of a good cattle trail, very little, except a clearing through the timber being required. 

“ A short distance (a half mile) brings us to the Summit Lake. Here the first grass, 
since leaving Hope is found, an inferior kind of swamp-grass growing around the shores 
of this and another lake about halt’ a mile farther on. Along these lakes are tine high 
benches, heavily timbered, but excellently well adapted foratrail. At the end ofthe second 
lake we descend into a wide, flat bottom, also thickly timbered and overgrown with under- 
brush, which extends to the Coldwater, which is here (eighteen miles from the point 
where we leave the Boston Bar trail, or thirty-six miles from Hope) a large stream with 
wide, thickly timbered flats on both sides. 

“Tn the cighteen miles, since leaving the Boston Bar trail, there are seven and a 
half miles of difficult ground, three miles of which are exceedingly bad. There is no 
feed for cattle for the thirty-six miles from Hope to the Coldwater, except the limited 
soeey of swamp-grass growing around the two lakes, and for five miles down the 

oldwater the flats and benches are heavily timbered and overgrown with underbrush, 
but without feed of any description, making, with the exception of the scant pasture to 
be obtained around the summit lakes, a distance of forty-one miles without feed. 

“ About five miles below the point where we first encounter Coldwater, a scant 
growth of timber-grass commences, which gradually improves as we descend the valley. 
The stream, in this distance, meanders in wide sweeps through the wide valley from 
one mountain side to the other, forming a steep point wherever it encounters the moun- 
tain ; this, however, forms no great obstacle to a trail, as in every case a short distance 
brings us again to the flat beyond. 

“ At the end of six miles, where a large stream falls into the Coldwater from the 
West, requiring a long bridge, the valley becomes somewhat more contracted, the benches 
and flats, although narrower, still continue, and where they cease the hillside offers no 
difficulty, being generally of a gentle slope with sufficient soil to grade out a good trail. 

“Twelve miles from the point where we first encounter Coldwater, we come upon 
a good Indian trail on its Eastern bank. The country here changes very much, the tim- 
ber becomes larger, but the country is more open, without underbrush and with an 
abundance of timber-grass everywhere. This trail follows down the valley to its junction 
with Nicola River, and is in good repair, evidently very much travelled. We follow the 
Coldwater in all from the summit to its junction with Nicola River for thirty-two miles, 
making the point of junction sixty-eight miles from Hope. Of these sixty-eight miles, 
eighteen miles fall to the Boston Bar trail, twenty miles are Indian trail in the lower 
part of Coldwater Valley, leaving thirty miles of new trail to be constructed. Of these 
thirty miles fifteen miles comprise that part running over the summit and down Cold- 
water Valley, requiring very little except a clearing through the timber ; of the remain- 
ing fifteen miles seven and a half miles are over difficult ground, and the other seven 
and a half miles not much worse than what is usually encountered on the Western slope 
of the Cascade Range. A cattle trail through the country explored would have the 
disadvantage of so long a stretch as forty-one miles almost without feed, and seven or 
eight miles would be very stony and exposed to snow-slides in the Winter. The Coqu- 
halla summit, although of so low an altitude as 3,500 feet, nearly 1,000 feet lower than 
the South Pass and fully 2,000 feet lower than the Grant Pass, had not the appearance of 
being free from snow early in the season, the vegetation looked more spring-like and 
less advanced than even on the Grant summit. The large amount of snow accumulating 
during the winter in the narrow defiles of the Upper Coquhalla would, I believe, pre- 
vent it from being an early trail. The only favorable feature is its short distance. The 
payer trail via Princeton (from Nicola Valley to Hope) is 122 miles, giving the Coqu- 

alla route the advantage of fifty-four miles, and even if'a trail via Otter Valley should 
be constructed, there would still be a distance of nearly forty miles in favor of the 
Coquhalla route. 
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OrtTER VALLEY. 


“Tho present trail from Nicola Valley to Hope via Princeton runs over the high 
plateau between Nicola Valley and tho Similkameen, through a fine rolling country well 
watered, thinly timbered and everywhere covered with a luxuriant growth of bunch 
grass. Near Princeton this trail runs through a narrow, rocky defile about nine or ten 
miles in length, and it was thought that this objectionable cafion could be avoided, and 
the trail, at the same time, be much shortened by being laid through Otter Valley, and 
from the junction of this valley with the Similkameen, in a direct line to rejoin the 
Hope-Similkameen trail near Powder Camp. I had therefore been instructed to examine 
Otter Valley and the country between the forks ot the Similkameen above Princeton, 
to connect the trail via Otter Valley with the Hope-Similkameen trail at some point 
between Princeton and Powder Camp, so that in case an early trail should be constructed 
through the South Pass, which would terminate at Powder Camp, this early trail could 
be reached by the Nicola Valley trail via Otter Valley, as well as by the present trail 
via Princeton. 

‘Tn accordance with these instructions I left Nicola Lake on the trail leading from 
there to Princeton. I followed this trail about thirty miles, when I left it and took the 
old H.B. Co.’s trail, leading in a South-west direction to Otter Valley, which valley I 
reached after travelling for nine miles over a rolling country affording good pasture. 
The trail here crosses Otter valley and runs along its Western side for nearly the whole 
distance of eleven miles to its junction with the North Fork of Similkameen. Otter 
Valley has a wide, level bottom through which a small sluggish stream runs in aserpen- 
tine source. The bottom is thickly overgrown with willows and other brush, but affords 
good pasturage in many places. The stream connects a chain of lakes, of which the 
largest one, Otter Lake, is about a quarter of a mile above its junction with the Simil- 
kameen. The trail isin good repair but runs in many places along a stony hillside 
where it could easily be changed to better ground in the bottom of the valley. The 
course of Otter Valley is nearly due North, and it joins the North Fork of the Similka- 
meen at Camp des Femmes, about sixteen miles above Princeton. The Similkameen 
runs here in an East direction. Along its Southern bank stretches a very high range of 
mountains extending for nearly eight miles down the river, so that a trail to connect 
with the one between Princeton and Powder Camp would have to run through unfavor- 
able ground down the river for this distance of cight miles, before a proper line for the 
point of junction with the Hope-Similkameen trail could be obtained. This would make 
the trail longer and very little better than tho one through the cajion above Princeton. 
A good line of trail could, however, be got by ascending a stream falling into the Simil- 
kameen, about three or four miles below Camp des Femmes and following it through a 
rolling, timber country in a North-west direction to the summit of Hope Mountain, there 
connecting with the Cafion trail about forty miles from Hope. The distance from the 
mouth of Otter Valley to this would be about twenty-two miles, making the whole dis- 
tance from Nicola Valley to Hope by this route one hundred and six miles against one 
hundred and twenty-two miles via Princeton. The trail could be connected with the 
Grant trail through a low gap (see sketch) which occurs at the point of junction with 
the Cafion trail, and thereby avoid the high summit; it would, in fact, pass over the 
Hope Mountain at a lower altitude than the Grant Pass and avoid the passage through 
the Cajion (above the Hope Wagon Road) in the Spring, before the snow which 
accumulates there from snow-slides disappears. 

“ A cattle trail from Nicola Valley to Hope via Otter Valley, through the route 
indicated above, would require from twenty-four to twenty-six miles of new trail, to be 
constructed through a very favorable country, and would afford sufficient feed all the 
way to its junction with the Cafion trail. It would also be about sixteen miles shorter 
than the trail via Princeton. The Similkameen, where it would have to be crossed near 
Camp des Femmes, is a very wide stream, which apparently can be crossed with cattle 
without being bridged at any time; from that point the trail would run over high, 
wooded, rolling hills, affording the kind of pasture usually found on the summit of the 
mountain.

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SuRvVEys.—CoQUHALLA AND CoLDWATER VALLEYS. 


The following is the result of Surveys made on the Coquhalla and Coldwater 
Valleys, from Hope to junction with Nicola Valley Road :— 


“1st Mile.—Starting from the bank of Fraser River and following the ‘ Race Track’ in a 
direct line until the descent to the Coquhalla bottom is reached, then up the Coqu- 
halla to bridge site ; 

“ Bridge 230 feet long, 2 cribs, and 2 spans of 90 feet each. 

“The same site has been chosen as that where the bridge formerly stood, it being 
considered the safest and most convenient. The former bridge was carried away 
by a very large raft of trees, about 1 mile long, giving away. This raft having 
accumulated tor many years in the caiion, had been set on fire during a very dry 
season, and was carried off in consequence by the first freshet; no bridge could have 
withstood it. Such an occurrence is not likely to occur again. The old bridge had 
stood for several years, and had never been damaged by freshets. The bridge site 
suggested, some four miles higher up at a place known as the ‘ Natural Bridge,’ is 
not pen on account of the bluffs and precipices through which a road or trail 
would have to pass. 


“2nd Mile.—Follows the old Boston Bar Trail ; 
“5 chains grading, clearing through timber. 


“3rd Mile.—Leaving the old trail, running around the mountain near ‘Big Lake;’ 8 
chains pretty steep hillside but plenty of soil to grade out a trail; most of the work 
is clearing the timber, but not many large trees. 


“4th Mile.—This mile, as well as the preceding and following ones, are new trail; they 
avoid the high, steep mountain between Big Lake and the Coquhalla over which the 
old Boston Bar Trail and H. B. Co’s. Trail runs, going around the mountain and 
through a low gap at a good wagon road grade; 

“26 chains grading hillside ; 
«54 chains flats, clearing timber ; 
“2 culverts, 40 feet. 

“5th Mile-—Runs for 49 chains over the low summit of the hill, and down to the Coqu- 

halla Flat, where, at its end, it rejoins the old Boston Bar Trail; 
“18 chains hillside grading; 
“62 chains flats. 

“6th Mile—Follows for 40 chains the old trail, with slight deviation to straighten trail ; 
then 12 chains of grading around a steep hillside to avoid a very steep grade of the 
old trail. The remaining 28 chains run over a good, level flat, following however 
the old trail, which is very crooked for 10 chains only; 

“12 chains heavy grading; 
“68 chains flats. ; 

“7th Mile.—Follows the old trail which is here in good repair for 32 chains; at this point 
the old trail ascends a high point at Big Bend of Coquhalla in a zig-zag line; the 
line of trail is lower; there will be 15 chains of heavy grading, walling, and timber- 
ing, possibly some blasting. The remaining 33 chains tollow a good flat with dead 
Lea The old trail is almost obliterated here, and a new, straighter line has been 

azed ; 
“15 chains heavy grading, walling, and timbering, some blasting ; 
“1 Bridge, over slough at the foot of the point of mountain, 40 tect. 

“8th Mile.—For 35 chains new line blazed across a flat with a good deal of fallen timber. 
The remaining 45 chains follow the old trail, which however requires some 
straightening ; 

“35 chains new trail; 
“45 chains old trail. 

“9th Mile.—Follows the old trail with the exception of 10 chains, a rocky place where 
the hills come down to the water's edge; the trail wants straightening and a good 
deal of repair ; 

“1 bridge, 25 feet ; 
“5 culverts, 10 feet each. 
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“10th Mile——Follows the old trail for 21 chains; here the old trail ascends a high hill 
(Bellevue) at a very steep zig-zag grade, the new line runs along the hill near the 
river ; here there will be two points of rock to bo blasted, 8 yards running with 
slope of about 60 degrees; the whole distance of this point is 4 chains, and will 
require either walling or bridging in several places, besides the blasting above 
mentioned. The base of Bellevue Mountain is 250 feet long, and the old trail ascends 
and descends 275 feet in this distance; after this the line follows the old trail in 
several places, in all for 26 chains, the remaining 29 chains being new line ; 

“4 chains bluff ; 

“47 chains old trail ; 

“29 chains new line, with 3 chains walling ; 
“2 bridges, 44 feet each. : 


“11th Mile.—For 14 chains following old trail, which will here require a good deal of 
repair and some change, as indicated by blazes, &c.; after that 10 chains new line 
along hillside; then 22 chains of old trail; after that 15 chains new line, to avoid bad 
grade, running along a steep stony hillside, rocky, with a great deal of fallen timber; 
after that 3 chains old trail, in bad repair; then 10 chains new lino along hillside, 
good ground, but plenty fallen timber; the remaining 6 chains old trail ; 

“1 bridge, 50 feet. 


“12th Mile.—14 chains over a flat, after leaving old trail, and 9 chains hillside cutting, 
to ascend a point of mountain at better grade; 4 chains of a bad bluff, with some 
blasting, walling, and timbering ; after that, 28 chains of the old trail. Here a short 
deviation of 2 chains hillside grading, and the remaining 23 chains following the old 
trail over a good flat, with large fallen timber ; 

“1 bridge, 60 feet ; 
“Culvert, 20 feet. 


“13th Mile.—19 chains of rough flat, following the old trail, which has to be straightened 
very much ; a good deal of fallen timber ; 6 chains of hillside, near the river, with 
large boulders ; this part of the eld trail to be repaired, and where below high-water 
mark to be raised ; 40 chains of good flat, and a great deal of fallen timber; 8 
chains hillside requires re-grading, and 7 chains a narrow flat; the whole mile 
following the old trail. 


“14th Mile—30 chains along a stony hillside, following the grade of the old trail, which 
requires repair ; some fallen timber ; 43 chains of flat, with plenty of large fallen 
timber, and very large timber standing—some cedars 6 and 8 feet in diameter ; very 
little grading required ; 7 chains going up to a high gravel flat; grading, and good 
deal of fallen timber ; 

“At 19th chain, 66 feet corduroy; 


» 7rd , 24 ,, ” 
» 28th ,, culvert, 12 feet; 
” 66th ” ” ” 


“15th Mile.—20 chains of a flat, a good deal of fallen timber ; 8 chains of hillside re- 
quires re-grading, and changing where it is too steep; 5 chains rough ground, 
require to be raised and walled for 2 chains; the remaining 47 ‘chains is a flat, 
heavily timbered, also a good deal of fallen timber, and will require some grading ;

side of the creek is one zig-zag ; after rising to the high flat on the East side of the 
creek, construction is easy, only some dead timber (small and not standing thick) 
to be cleared ; almost no grading. The bridge over the Boston Bar Creek is to be 
33 feet high, to connect the high steep sides ; and although 115 feet long, there will 
be only one span of 75 feet ; this, as well as all the other bridges along the Coquhalla, 
with the exception of the first crossing of that river near Hope, have to be built in 
one span; the streams being too rapid at high water to allow of any cribs or bents 
being placed in them; 13 chains grading up the side of the high bend; 30 chains 
heavy grading in crossing Big Bend Creek, with a good deal of walling, possibly a 
little blasting ; although the slate rock looks like it could all be removed with the 
pick. Plenty of material for walling at hand; 10 chains grading, of which, half 
very heavy; the remaining 27 chains flat, almost a natural road.

running everywhere ; this will be nearly all bridging. Then for 11 chains along

The samo 
cause has overflown the fine, level flats of the valley of the Coquhalla, blocking 
up the bed of the stream by uprooting large cedars and throwing them across it, 
otherwise these low flats would make an admirable natural road. This great over- 
flow, has evidently been recent, within the last two or three years, and is something 
unusual that may not occur again for a long time. After passing the creck, there 
are 6 chains of high flat, badly torn up by the overflow ; then, to the end of the 
mile, steep hillside, with one bad bluff, 2 chains long. Below this hillside is a splen- 
did cedar flat, a natural road, but it overflows, whether yearly or only at very unusual 
stages of the Coquhalla is impossible to determine, until the river has made itself a 
proper bed again.

LitLoort Ferry. 


The plant of this Ferry was purchased last year by Government, 8 new scow 
built, and the Ferry property leased to Mr. John Miller, at $100 per annum. 
Mr. Miller agreed to keep all the property in good order, secepnte the cable, 
and to return it in good condition, other than damages caused by parting of 
the cable. During the Spring freshct, the old cabls parted, and it became 
necessary to replace it. This was done with as little delay as possible, and 

the Ferry is now in good working order. 


Burrarp Inter TRAIL. 


The work has been carried on under the supervision of Mr. William Sampson, 
(at a salary of $100 per month), but I regret being unable to report its comple- 
tion to Burrard Inlet. 

Work was commenced on the 14th April, and carried on, continuously, up to the 
13th November, 1874. 

Mr. Sampson reports the following work done this season :—

Kootenay Electoral District. 


In Kootenay, the Walla-Walla trail from the Monument to the Custom House at 
Joseph’s Prairie, and from the junction to Fort Shepherd, was placed under the charge 
of Mr. Peter Fernie. The trails in the vicinity of Wild Horse Creek were directly 
under the charge of Mr. C. Booth the Government Agent. 


Waria-WaAtta TRAIL. 

From the Monument to Joseph’s Prairie. 

Distance, 63 miles. 

Cutting out fallen timber, &c. (This work has been done nine times this season, 
between the months of April and November). 

Building three bridges, replacing one bridge that had been broken down by fallen 
timber, and another removed by drift timber,

Distance, 106 miles.

The work done on tho trails in the vicinity of Wild Horse Creek, is reported by Mr. 

Booth as follows :— 

Construction of new trails, 5 miles long, 4 feet wide. 

Repairs to existing trails, 70 miles long, 4 feet wide. 

Construction of new sleigh road, 25 miles long, 9 feet wide. 

Construction of new bridges, 10 feet wide. 

Corduroy 100 feet, 10 fect wide. 

9 bridges of a total length of 250 feet, 10 feet wide. 


ProspecTine ASSISTANCE. 

Mr. C. Booth of Kootenay, having been informed by lettor, that the Government 
were desirous to assist in developing the Kootenay Mines, and that he was authorised 
to foster and assist by contributions of provisions or otherwise, such parties as com- 
menced prospecting last year under Government assistance, and who still continue to 
put their labor and energy into the enterprise, reports the results as follows, under date 
28th November, 1874:— 

“The prospecting operations carried onin the District this season have been a success. 
Kelly & Co., discovered small diggings on Palmer’s Bar Creek, near the Monille River. 
The discovery is in itself of not much consequence, but the attention of miners is drawn 
thereby to that portion of the District, and prospecting is going on there this winter 
Price & Co., discovered a creek having its origin in the Selkirk Mountain Range, and 
emptying into the Columbia River at a distance of about two hundred miles from Horse 
Creek, where gold was found in any part for a distance of twenty miles from the mouth. 
The prospecting demonstrates that the creek is yood for from three to five dollars per day 
per man. The discoverers report favorably of the country, having found gold in every 
stream they prospected. It is to be regreticd that none of Price’s prospecting party 
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were expertsin quartz, as they report the country literally fall of large quartz i 
It is perhaps worthy of note, that none of those men located any mining ground on 
Quartz Creek, the reason they assign, is that they hoped to find some rich spot, and 
that there is plenty of the kind of diggin s above described. There is a company of 
seven men under the management of W. H. Morrow, Esq., J. P., organized for the poe 
pose of proeprokug deep ground on Wild Horse Creek, at a distance of seven miles from 
this office. The Government appropriation to this enterprise is five hundred and fifty-one 
(551) dollars, which is swelled by private subscription to one thousand (1000) dollars or 
thereabouts.” 
Cassiar. 
TRAIL FROM QUESNELMOUTH, CaRrBoo District, TO DEASE CREEK, CASSIAB. 
Distance about 800 miles. 

The attempt to open up a trail between these points, that would enable the cattle 
raisers and producers in the interior Districts of Yale, Lillooet, and Cariboo to supply 
the new—and now prosperous—Mining District of Cassiar, was unquestionably a for- 
midable undertaking, and although I regret being unable to report that a ed cattle 
trail between these points exists, still I feel assured that the work done and information 

rocured will amply repay this — outlay, and that it can be turned to a practicable 
Panett in the future. In fact, the cattle and pack trains that have already passed over 
it, are an evidence that it has benefitted the districts to a certain extent already. 

The season’s work of construction and exploration was divided into two sections. 
That portion from the Mouth of Quesnelle to the Forks of Skeena, estimated distance 
375 miles, was placed under the charge of Mr. John Hamilton, and the portion from the 
Forks of Skeena to Dease Lake under the charge of Mr. William Humphrey. 

Mr. Hamilton was dispatched from Quesnellemouth with a pack train, before feed 
could be obtained on the route, and was instructed to carry barley with him for that 
purpose. His instructions were to cut out and a the Omineca Trail to Fort Fraser, 
and the old Telegraph Trail from that point to the Forks of Skeena, so as to enable 
cattle to be driven over it as early as feed would permit. He was further instructed, 
upon reaching the Forks of Skeena, to place his party under the control of Mr. William 

umphrey, and load up his pack train with supplies for the joint party. 
r. William Humphrey and one man were dispatched from Victoria, early in March, 
to the Forks of Skeena, with instructions to procure an Indian guide and explore in a 
North-westerly direction, for a cattle trail to Dease Lake. Mr. Humphrey was then to 
return to the Skeena, and, with the assistance of a party of men sent from Victoria at a 
later date, he was to commence opening the trail, and that as he would be overtaken by 
the Hamilton party and pack train, they could then open the trail to Dease Lake. 

Mr. Humphrey was further instructed to report himself to the Government Agent 
at Cassiar, paying off the united party and selling the Government propert on arrival, 

I herewith submit the reports received from Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Humphrey on 
the subject of this trail: : 

“Lake Town, Cassiar, 
“August 28th, 1874. 
“ J. H. Sullivan, Esquire, 
“ Assistant Commissioner of Lands and Works: 

“ Srr,—I have the honor to submit to you, for the information of the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, a report of that part of the Quesnelle-Cassiar Trail expedi- 
tion under my charge, viz., trom Quesnelle to the Forks of the Skeena. 

“T started from Quesnellemouth on April 27th with a pack-train of fourteen animals, 
and a party consisting of myself, two choppers, and two packers, with sufficient supplies 
to carry us to the Forks of the Skeena. . 

“T reached Stony Creek (where the Omineca trail diverges from the Telegraph 
trail) on May 9th, and found the trail up to this point in bad order. My principal work 
was clearing out the timber blown down during the winter and spring, and building two 
small bridges; carried away by the high water. I repaired the bridge over this creek, 
which was in a very dilapidated condition. 

“From Stony Creek to the Nachaco River the trail was fall of fallen timber, as it 
had been travelled but little for some years. I cleared the timber out sufficient for my 
loaded animals to pass with ease, and repaired two bridges. 
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“TI found the Nachaco very high and engaged Indians to ferry the party. I crossed 
the river at a point about two miles higher up than the Telegraph crossing, and cut a 
new trail thence to the Hudson Bay Company’s post, Fort Fraser, (on a lake of that 
name ) a distance of about five miles. 

‘‘ From Fort Fraser to the first crossing of the Stilla River, a distance of about fifteen . 
miles, the road was nearly blocked up with fallen timber; I cleared it out and built 
some small bridges. From the first to the second crossing of this River, a distance of 
about thirty-five miles, the road was generally good, excepting a little fallen timber. 
Instead of crossing the river at this point I diverged and cut a new trail round a bend of 
it, a distance of about ten miles, to the third crossing, so as to avoid the second and third 
crossings, and also to avoid a low, wet country. 

“From the third to the fourth crossing of this river, a distance of about forty 
miles, the trail was very good, with but little fallen timber. In this distance I built six 
small bridges, and over the fourth crossing I built a bridge sufficient for loaded animals 
to cross. 

“From the fourth to the fifth (and last ) crossing, a distance of about three miles, 
the trail was good. I built a good bridge over thig crossing. 

- “From the last crossing of the Stilla to the first of the Aquilgate River, a distance 
of about fifteen miles, the trail was very good. 

“ Over the first crossing of this river I built a bridge, seventy-five feet long, over 
which the whole of the pack animals and cattle were subsequently driven. 

“From the first to the second crossing, a distance of about twenty-one miles, the 
trail was good. 

“ Over the second crossing of this river I built a foot bridge to pack my supplies 
across, and swam the animals. 

“ From the second to the third crossing, a distance of about sixty miles, the trail 
was pretty bad for about one half of the way and good the balance. I crossed at this 
place on an Indian bridge, and swam my animals. 

“From the third to the fourth (and last) crossing of this river, a distance of 
about twenty-five miles, the trail was very bad, a great deal of swamp and fallen timber. 
I crossed the fourth crossing in canoes, swimming my arfimals, and reached the Forks 
of Skeena on May 3lst. 

“I loaded up the npg bes forwarded to this point for us and overtook the poly 
under charge of William Humphrey on the 13th June, my party all in good health and 
spirits. ; 

“TI estimate the distance from Quesnelle to Fort Fraser at one handred and fifty 
miles; thence to the Forks of Skeena at two hundred and twenty-five miles. The 
whole distance is aboutthree hundred and seventy-five (375) miles. 

“ From Quesnelle tothe Forks of Skeena I cut out the fallen timber, repaired old 
or built new bridges where necessary, as far as lay within my power, considering the 
force under my charge and the necessary expedition to be used in overtaking the party 
already ahead of me in charge of Mr, Humphrey. 

“The feed from Quesnelle to’ Fort leanne is most excellent, but that from Fort 
Fraser to Forks of Skeena far surpasses it in extent, variety, and luxuriance. The whole 
of this distance, and more especially the Valley of the Aquilgate, is one almost uninter- 
rupted grazing-ground, with patches of timber scattered through it. A packer or cattle- 
drover need hunt but little for a camp in this part of the Province. For feed you find 
the pea-vine or wild vetch, bunch-grass, red-top and “blue-joint (either of the latter equal 
to the best of timothy) in no stinted quantities, but in thousands upon thousands of 
acres. This is the part of British Columbia that ought to be the depot for all the cattle 
for these Northern mines. Here, with proper implements, the cattle-men can put up 
an almost unlimited quantity of hay for Winter feed, and at a comparatively small cost, 
where feod is very early, and beef-cattle can be driven on good feed, and without any 
trouble brought into this market by, at latest, the first week in June, instead of the 
middle or end of July, if they have to be driven from the lower part of the Province. 
In all my experience of this Province, I have seldom seen such an extent of grazing 
ground, and such a variety and growth of grass. ‘

“J. H, Sullivan, E'sq., Assistant Commissioner of Lands and Works: 


“§1r,—I have the honor to submit to you (for the information of the Chief Com- 
-missioner of Lands and Works), a Report of that part of the Quesnelle-Cassiar Trail 
Expedition under my charge, viz., from Forks of Skeena to Dease Lake. 

“TI wrote to the Chief Commissioner under date of April 21st, informing him of my 
errors exploration towards the headwaters of the Skeena. After my return to 

orks of Skeena, I had to remain there until the 16th of May, awaiting the arrival of 
the men and supplies from Victoria, on which date they reached the Forks. In the 
meantime I cut a new trail from the old telegraph crossing on the Aquilgate River 
(seven miles above the mouth) to its mouth. My reason for doing so, was the want 
of boats at that point to cross Hamilton’s party, on their arrival. 

“T left the Forks of Skeena on May 18th, with a party consisting of myself, three 
choppers, two prospectors, and a cook, with Indians cneee 3 my supplies. From the 
termination of the telegraph trail to the Indian village on the Skeena, named Kuldo, a 
distance of about thirty miles, the country was very rough, with very heavy timber and 
considerable swampy ground ; and my intention was to get through to that village before 
the arrival of Hamilton with the pack-animals. 

“Tn this distance I crossed two streams that at high water are unfordable, but are 
easily forded at an ordinary stage of water. The name of the first ia the Shu-ty-an, and 
I named the second the Shannon, as part of the Indian name sounded like that word. 
Either of them could be very easily bridged. I built a foot-bridge over the second and 
largest one, to get our supplies across. 

“TI reached Kuldo, seventy miles from Forks of Skeena, on June 4th. I was 
delayed a week eleven miles above Kuldo, as the Indians of that village refused to pack 
without exorbitant charges, and would not allow the Kispyoox Indians to pack in their 
country. In fact, they threatened to stop us from going any further. I was still 
camped at this point, being unable to move my supplies, but had cut the trail about six 
miles ahead, when Hamilton overtook me on the 13th. I had to make double loads with 
the horses for the first forty miles, after which we were able to carry the whole of our 
supplies at one trip. 

“From Kuldo, I followed up the Skeena River for a distance of about twenty-four 
miles. Here we crossed the point of a mountain with an easy grade, and not very high, 
and again came down on to the Skeena, a distance of about eight miles from last point. 
I again followed the course of the Skeena, and about four miles from the foot of the 
mountain, came to a stream about the size of Cottonwood River (in Cariboo), over which 
I built a foot-bridge to pack my supplies, and swam my animals, or rather, towed them 
across, as the stream ran so rapidly I was afraid they would be carried down into the 
Skeena and lost. The Indian name of this stream is the Chil-ah-shandon. 

“T followed up the Skeena for a distance of about twelve miles above the crossing 
of the Chil-ah-shandon; from the foot of the mountain to this point, was the worst 
country we came through, so far. The underbrush and fallen timber were very thick, 
and required a great deal of work. Here I left the Skeena, and crossed a divide into the 
valley of the Kalenkees, a distance of about nine miles. The ascent to this divide is 
rather heavy, but can be much improved with little work. The descent into the Kal.- 
enkees is very easy. This stream is a branch of the Skeena. I followed this valley to 
its head, a distance of about fourteen miles. The chopping here was very heavy; and 
I built two bridges over two creeks. 

“From the headwaters of the Kalenkees, I crossed onto a branch of the Naas, 
called Tum-tu-clax, a distance of about four miles. The grade between the two waters 
was almost imperceptible. I followed down this stream about ten miles, then turned up 
another branch of the Naas, named Shill-awa-mile-dit, and followed it up to the foot of 
& mountain, a distance of about twenty-five miles. This twenty-five miles was the 
worst and roughest part of the whole trail; and to make matters worse, it rained eve 
day, so that our progress was necessarily very slow. From the headwaters of th 
stream, I crossed a mountain very high, and had to pass over a few patches of snow; 
but I am under the impression that a lower pass could have been found if I had had 
time to explore for one. The distance across is about four miles. 

“After leaving the foot of the mountain, I followed down a stream for sbout nine 
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miles, and crossed it. This stream is unfordable at high water, but can be easily 
bridged. Two miles from this crossing, I came to the stream set down on Major Pope's 
map as Alexis River; it is fordable. Here I struck Major Pope’s route from Bear Lake. 

“T again found myself in the valley of the Skeena, and near its banks. I followed 
it up to its source, crossing in my route three large streams, that were easily fordable. 
Distance from Alexis River to source of Skeena, about forty miles. On the banks of 
the Skcena, and near the second stream, I found a prospect hole, supposed to have been 
sunk by Pope’s party, they being the only white men ever known to have been through 
this part of the country. This was the only sign I found of Pope on the whole route. 
From the headwaters of the Skeena, I crossed to the headwaters of the Stickcen, not a 
hundred yards apart. I followed down this stream four miles, crossed it, and followed 
up a stream (coming in from the West), for about six miles, and crossed a high divide of 
easy grade. I crossed a branch of the Klopada, and held right across the country into 
the Valley of the Klopada, about ten miles from its source. I followed this stream to 
its confluence with the Stickeen, a distance of about one hundred and two miles, crossing 
in my route several large streams. ‘The first one empties itself through four different 
mouths, the last of which we had to bridge. The second oneis untordable in high water 
but easily forded at low wator. I had to build rafts and take my ae down the 
Klopado past its mouth. From all I saw of it there would be considerable difficulty in 
bridging it. The third stream is casily fordable. 

“T crossed the Stickcen immediately above the mouth of the Klopado and 
about twenty miles above the head of the caiion. I built a canoe to cross my sup- 
plies and swam the horses. The crossing here is good, the river being very still. 

“T followed down the Stickeen five miles. In passing round a bluff on the river, 
one of the horses, loaded with all our bacon, salt and horse shoes, slipped and rolled 
down a distance of about sixty feet into the river, but fortunately got out, minus every- 
thing yes himself. 

“ At this point I left the main Stickeen and crossed over on to the third North Fork, 
a distance of about thirty-nine miles, and followed it down about eleven miles. I crossed 
it and struck Moore’s trail, about two miles from the river and three from Dease Lake, 
reaching Dease Lake on August 26th. I estimate the distance trom Forks of Skeena to 
Dease Lake at four hundred and twenty-three miles. 

“ My course from the Forks of Skeena to the end of, the Telegraph trail is about 
North, 25° West ; thence to Kuldo about North ; thence to the point of the mountain 
mentioned about North, 25° West ; thence till I left the Skeena to cross into the Kalen- 
kees, about North, 20° East ; thence to Tum-tu-clax, about North, 30° West ; thence for 
a distance of about twenty miles, about North, 35° West ; thence across the mountain 
into the valley of the Skeena, again about North, 10° East ; thence to the source of the 
Skeena, about North-West; thence down the valley of the Klopado sixteen miles, North, 
55° West ; thence for about twenty-five miles North ; thence to its mouth, North, 25° 
West ; thence to Dease Lake, North, 30° West. 

“ From the Forks of Skeena to the end of the Kispyoox Valley feed is very abun- 
dant, and the valley is a very good summer range for cattle. Fromthe Kispyoox to the 
Kalenkees feed is scarce and only found in patches. The country over this distance is 
heavily timbered with spruce and hemlock. 

“ From the Kalenkees to the mouth of the Shill-awa-mile-dit feed is plentiful with 
some open country. From thence to the foot of the mountain feed is very scarce as the 
country is covered with a heavy growth of timber. The mountain being a bald 
one there is a great amount of feed on its sides and along the valley of the Skeera, more 
especially towards its head waters, the country gets more open, with prairies of consid- 
erable extent and great abundance of feed of good quality. From thence to the Klopado 
there is very little timber, the country being comparatively open with plenty of feed. 
The valley of the Klopado is very open through its entire length, with bunch-grass in 
great abundance and considerable meadow land, where a good amount of hay could be 
cut. This is the only valley in the vicinity of the Cassiar country, on my route, where 
stock could be wintered. My impression is, from what I could see by Indian signs, and 
by the timber, that snow does not fall deep. The Klopado is a fine stream for boating 
from its mouth to its source. 

“There is plenty of good feed from the Stickeen to Dease Lake. This route, with 
some little changes and repairs, can be made a very good trail for cattle or loose animals 
to be driven over, but would require a great expense to make ita good trail to pack over. 
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“ The season being unusually wet and a large number of cattle being driven over 
the trail, immediately after it having been oponed, will naturally cause it to be very bad 
for any pack-trains that may be behind. A good many bad grades and considerable soft 
ground could be avoided, were time given to explore ; but finding the distance greater 
and the ground rougher than I expected, and the season advancing, I had to push 
through as fast as I possibly could, and had little time for exploration. 

“The Kispyoox Indian, “ Kalk,” who guided me to the hoad of the Skeena, was 
unacquainted with the country uny further and returned. 

“‘I expected to find Indians on the headwaters of the Stickeen, but I never saw one 
till after I had sighted Dease Lake. Had I been able to obtain an Indian guide where I 
expected to, who was intimate with the country, I could, no doubt, have made Dease 
Lake ten days sooner. P 

“ One of the parties with a band of cattle, who overtook me on the mountain between 
the Naas and Skeena, turned off on an Indian trail on the Klopado (about twenty miles 
from its mouth) for Buck’s Bar ; but as my instructions were to go to Dease Lake direct 
I kept on my course. The band of cattle and pack-train that followed me arrived at 
Dease Lake three days ahead of the cattle by Buck’s Bar, notwithstanding my being 
delayed several days exploring, Dease Lake not being laid down on any of the maps. 

“The distance by the Indian trail, from the Klopado to Buck’s Bar, is estimated at 
one hundred and twenty miles ; thence by Moore’s trail to Dease Lake, eighty miles ; 
while from the same point on the Klopado, by the route I came, direct to Dease Lake, 
not more than eighty miles, and through a good country for feed. 

“One of the parties sent out as a prospector was taken sick about eighty miles 
above the Forks of Skeena and returned. The other one prospected on every stream we 
passed, and examined every mountain range on our route, without finding any indica- 
tions of gold till we came to the main Stickeen River. On some of the streams empty- 
ing into the Skeena, there was fair looking slate rock, but very little quartz. After 
leaving the head of the Skeena there was very little wash, and that, all a coarse granite. 

“ On the bars of the Stickeen he found fine gold, but not in paying quantities. My 
impression is, that this gold came from higher up the river, as the country in the vicinity 
of the crossing is not auriferous. 

“ Towards the headwators of the Skeena and Stickeen I found croppings of coal. 

“The Indians on the Skeena showed a little inclination to be hostile, and I am afraid 
small parties coming through might be in danger. 

“T arrived at Dease Lake, as I stated before, on August 26th, my party all in good 
eg and without any sickness (excepting the case aforementioned) or accident during 
the trip. : .

OBSERVATORY INLET EXPLORATION. 


The Government being desirous to open up land communication, through British 
territory, with Stickeen Valley and Cassiar Mining District, by a trail intersecting from 
the Coast, the Quesnelle-Dease Lake Trail, endeavoured, in the first place, to obtain all 
information on the subject; and subsequently arranged with Mr. J. W. McKay, of the 
Hudson Bay Co., on the 7th May, 1874, that, as he was about to proceed to the Cassiar 
District, he should be empowered to first ascertain, from Indians and others, the best 
line of route, and afterwards send a reliable party through from Cassiar to the Coast, 
on the route suggested. Mr. McKay reported, under date 14th July, 1874, that a good, 
low pass merge from the South head of Observatory Inlet to the Naas Valley, with a 
well defined Indian trail running through it existed, and had been used by the Natives 
for generations. That from the Naas Valley, several trails lead to the valley of the 
Stickeen, the best of which was the trail explored by Mr. P. J. Leech for the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. 

Under these circumstances, the Government deemed it advisable to dispatch a party 
of men to Observatory Inlet, to explore and open a trail, if practicable; and on the 
28rd July, 1874, a party of five axemen, under the charge of Mr. George Lyall, were so 
dispatched ; tho result of which is contained in the following Report :— 
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6 To the Hon. Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, B. C. 


‘‘ 8rx,—I have the honor to inform you that, in accordance with your instructions 
directing me to proceed to the head of Observatory Inlet, and from that point explore 
the country to x aas River, therefore I hope in this Report to lay before you such infor- 
mation as will enable the public to form correct conclusions as regards the practicability 
of constructing a pack-trail, from the head of the Inlet to the Naas ; and by doing this 
to attain the object of the department under whose authority this exploration was un- 
dertaken. 

“July 28th—Arrived at the head of Observatory Inlet at 4 a.m., per steamer Otter; 
sent a small boat on shore; very poor landing; could not get a Pe to camp; obliged 
to put all the ssa in a canoe and leave for the mouth of Kittsess River, which 
empties into the head of the inlet, whore we camped the remainder of the day, preparing 
for work. 

“July 29th—Myself and Indians prospected for a pass in the mountain, but only 
found a very indifferent Indian trail, about three miles in length; country, barren; 
timber, large, composed of fir, spruce, and pine; underbrush, very thick; no feed for 
animals. 

“July 30th.— Weather, fine; Rider, Campbell, and Cain cutting out trail for Indians 
to pack provisions. Butterman, myself, and two Indians prospecting for a N. E. pass 
through the mountain to Naas River; balance ot party assisting in cutting trail. 

“July 3lst.—Three miles of trail made; myself and party returned to camp; could 
not find a N. E. pass through the mountain; came to the conclusion to run up the West 
side of Kittsess River, the only pass that appears practicable from the head of the inlet; 
surrounding country unproductive; no feed for animals. 

“ August 1st—Indians commenced packing provisions; moved camp up the Kittsess 
River, three miles, to the end of trail made; Butterman and myself surveying up the 
West bank of the river; at meridian, arrived at tho little cafion, about eight miles from 
camp; timber, large; underbrush, thick; level benches; prospects good for trail, but 
no feed for animals; returned, and arrived in camp at 8 p.m.; Indians quit work and left; 
I was obliged to go to the mouth of Naas for other Indians. 

“ August 2nd.—Sunday morning; weather, fine. Rider, Campbell, and myself left 
in a canoe for the mouth of Naas, to employ Indians; wind and tide against us; made 
half-way point at 6 p.m., where we remained all night. 

“ August 3rd.—At 5 a.M. got underway from the half-way point, and arrived at the 
mouth of Naas River at 7 p.m.; engaged four Indians, and received all the information I 
could from Mr. Tomlinson, Missionary, about Naas River Mission. 

“ August 4th.—At 10 a.m., left the Mission for camp, on my return, arriving at the 
half-way point at 9 p.M.; fair wind, with clear weather. 

‘“ August 5th.— At 5 a.M., started from the half-way point, arriving in camp at 9 
P.M. Butterman and Cain out threo days prospecting for feed; reported none; the 
mountain rugged; timber, large; underbrush, thick; a great deal of fallen timber; a 
frightful country to look at. 

“ August 6th.—Rider, Butterman, and Campbell cutting trail for Indians to pack; 
John Cain prospecting creek for gold; Indians packing over trail; myself and one Indian 
(Charley) exploring the mountain on the East side Kittsess River for feed; at noon, six 
miles from camp; no grass; mountains, thickly timbered; underbrush, very thick; 
snow, in many places, on the mountain; at 7 p.M., arrived at a large cafion, where we 
camped all night. 

“ August 7th.—Returned to camp on the West side of the river; high mountains, 
with a great many small streams, and fallen timber; not a blade of grass to be seen on 
the trip; found a color of gold in all the small streams. 

“ August 8th.— Myself and two Indians left this morning for Naas, across the 
mountains running north; Rider, Campbell, and Cain fixing trail; Butterman and one 
Indian out looking for feed. At 9 p.m., arrived at a large stream, running into the 
Kittsess River, on the bank of which we camped all night. 

* August 9th.—Sunday morning; made a raft, and crossed stream at 9 4.M.; walked 
four miles, when we came to a large cafion; then crossed Kittsess River, and continued 
our course up the East side; the mountains very high, and thickly timbered with fir, 
spruce, and pine. At 8 p.M., camped for the night, about twelve miles distant from last 
camping place. 
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“ August 10th Weather, very foggy; at 6 a.M., when ready to start, Indians cross 
about leaving so early; at noon, 6 miles from last camp; rough country, thickly tim- 
bered, large cafion; obliged to leave the Kittsess River, and run-East; at 7 P.M., arrived 
in sight off thres lakes, where we camped that night; no timber near these lakes; not a 
blade of grass to be seon; lakes lic about North and South; travelled twelve miles 
this day. 

= Reta 11th—At 6 A.M., ready fora start; saw Bald Mountain in the distance; 
followed a North-east course for Naas River; climbed the mountain, to get on the sum- 
mit, to get a view of the country; at 4 p.m., gained the summit, but could not see any 
distance, for fog; camped until next morning; no grass or timber on top of mountain. 

“ August 12th.— Weather, clear; had a good view of the mountain, which appeared 
very high; still continued to run North, and at 9 a.m. struck deep snow on the summit, 
which we bad some trouble in crossing; at 7 P.M., came to timber, and camped for the 
night, fifteen miles from last camping ground; no grass, thick underbrush. 

«“ August 13th.—Woather still continues fine. At 7 a.m. left camp; course, North- 
east; a great deal of fallen timber; trecs, not so large os at first starting. At noon, 
made about seven miles; high mountains facing us, covered chiefly with fir, spruce, and 
black pine. At 8 p.m., half-way up the mountain, camped for the night, after travelling 
fifteen miles to-day. 

“ August 14th.—At 6 a.m. left camp; underbrush, very thick. At noon, lunched ; 
all hands wet to the skin; weather thick, with rain. At 1 P.M., started; great deal of 
fallen timber between the mountains; so far, the land is miserable and unproductive— 
sand on top, with a gravel bottom,—no feed for animals. 

- * August 15th.— Weather bad, with rain. At 7 A.M., packed up and left. At noon, 
arrived at Green Lake, took lunch, and followed up the right hand side of the lake; 
very rough travelling; underbrush, as thick as it can possibly grow, on both sides of lake, 
and not a blade of grass to be scen. Camped at the end of lake, at dark; mountains on 
both sides of lake. 

“ August 16th.—Rain still continues. At 7 a.M., left the head of Green Lake; came 
to swamp and underbrush; travelling, bad and tedious. At6p.M., got out of swamp, 
and camped for the night; no grass; high mountains, covered with trees; soil, sandy; 
small creeks, with gravel bottom. 

“ August 17th.—Weather cleared up. At 6 a.M., started up the mountain, and on 


eine the summit, at 3 p.m.; discovered Naas River in the distance; had lunch, and 
started down the mountain; got to the first bench, and camped for the night; rainy 
weather. 


“ August 18th.—Still raining. At 6 a.M., left camp; passed over the valley between 
the Coast Rahge and Naas River, where we saw tho first grass since we started from 
the mouth of Kittsess River; the valley is about fifteen miles wide; grass, not plentiful; 
had not much time to view the country around Naas, having only about four days’ 
rations left. 

“ August 19th.—At6 a.M., left camp, following a South-south-west course, and leaving 
the blazed line to the East; came to a lake, about three miles long and halfa mile wide, 
which I named Loon Lake; took lunch there. At 1 p.M., started down West side of the 
lake, and camped at the foot of a mountain, after travelling twelve miles this day; 
continuous rain. 7 

“ August 20th.—At 8 a.M., left camp, keeping up the valley for about three miles; 
fallen timber so thick, obliged to take up the mountain, getting half-way up at noon; 
had lunch, and at 1 p.m. started again, making the summit at 8 p.m.; discovered coal, 
the out-croppings of which were about twenty feet wide, some of which we put on the 
fire, and found it to be good coal; raining all day. 

‘“ August 21st.—Still raining; expect to make camp to-day; nothing to eat since 
yesterday-noon; kept along the summit for some distance, and at noon took a rest; 
nothing to eat; found it hard work travelling over tho mountain without grub; got 
along slowly until dark, then camped, and went to bed supperless ; raining all day. 

“ August 22nd.—At 5 a.M., started down the mountain, making our old camping 
ground at noon. Butterman and Rider in camp four days ahead of us; they were 
prospecting some creeks close to trail; trail cut out about thirty miles from the head 
of Oleervatory Inlet; provisions, twenty miles from Inlet; raining all day. 

“ August 23rd.—Butterman and Rider, with two Indians, started out to explore a 
North-west course to Naas Valley. Campbell, myself, and two Indians left camp the 
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same morning, to explore a route for trail and feed; kept down the South-cast side of 
the inlet for ten miles; then tollowed a North-cast course, through the Coast Range, 
ap Naas Valley. At 9 p.M., arrived at head of inlet; camped for the night; raining 
all day. , 

ST Acapeant 24th.— Weather, rainy. Started down the South-east side of inlet; very 
high mountains, and a great deal of fallen timber, from two to six feet in diameter; 
travelled about eight miles to-day; no feed for animals to be seen. 

“ August 25th.—At 7 a.m. left camp, with tho intention of running South-east till 
a ial Bald Mountain in tho distance; made about twelve miles from the head of 
the inlet. 

“ August 26th.—Started at 7 a.m., up a high mountain, to get a view of the country 
around Naas; at noon, half-way up, took a rest. At 1Pp.m., sturted again, and at 8 P.M. 
camped within two miles of mountain top; travelled eight miles to-day; raining all night. 

“ August 27th.— Weather, thick and foggy. At 7 A.m., left camp, getting to the top 
of the mountain about noon; weather so very thick and rainy, could not see twenty feet 
ahead; obliged to camp for the day; no feed for animals; travelled three miles to-day. 

“ August 28th.—Morning clear; saw Bald Mountain in the distance. At 8 a.m., left 
camp, and started down the mountain, the foot of which we reached at 3 P,M.; travelled 
twelve miles to-day, and camped. 

“ August 29th.—At 7 a.m., crossed the valley; country, rough; timber, small; no 
feed for animals, nothing but wild juniper, about six inches high. At1P.M., started up 
the mountain, not a stick of timber in sight. At 8 p.m., half-way up the mountain; 
camped for the night; not as much wood to be got as would cook supper; raining all day; 
travelled twelve miles. 

“ August 30th.—At 7 a.M., left camp, and gained the summit at 8 p.m. No timber on 
the os aaa no feed for animals; very foggy, and raining; country not fit for trail; 
camped. 

“August 31st.—At 9 a.m., started back, running W.S. W., so as to intersect first 
survey, and in order to see the country between the two surveys. At7P.M., camped; 
rainy weather; a few scattering trees; no feed for animals. 

“ September Ist.—At 8 a.m., left camp, keeping down the valley for about seven 
miles; found some Indian mink traps, and an Indian trail running over the mountain, 
which I followed until 8 p.M., when we camped half-way up the mountain; country, 
rough; weather, rainy; travelled ten miles to-day. 

“ September 2nd.—Left camp at 6 a.M., gaining the summit at 1 p.m.; Inlet in sight; 
timber, thick; no feed for animals. At 8P.M., arrived at party camp; Butterman and 
Rider not returned; raining all day. . : 

“ September 3rd.—Myself and party prospecting a largo creek, which empties into 
the Kittsess River twenty miles from head of Observatory Inlet; intend to run up the 
creek fifteen miles from its mouth; find gold, but not in paying quantities. Raining all day. 

“September 4th.—Prospecting crcek for gold, all day, only finding the color. 

“ September 5th.— Weather thick, and rainy. Prospecting all day for gold, with the 
usual luck. 

“September 6th.—Still prospecting for gold, only finding a few colors. Butterman 
and Rider returned to camp; report country very rough, and no feed for animals; snow 
very deep on the mountain; got through the Coast Range, and arrived at the same valley 
I did on my first survey, or a continuation of the same; report very good feed in the 
valley, but none between the inlet and there—a distance of sixty-five miles. The valley 
runs due West, as far as the eye can see. 

“September 7th.—Weather, rainy; have come to the conclusion that, after I pros- 
pect a few creeks, I will close the work and leave for Victoria. Butterman and Campbell 
a on a prospecting trip. Indians employed packing provisions back to Observatory 

nlet. 

“September 8th.—Weather, rainy. Started Rider down to camp at inlet, to receive 
provisions from Indians; they made half-way down to-day. 

“September 9th.—In the evening, Indians returned to camp, and will leave in the 
morning with balance of provisions. - 

“September 10th.—At 7 a.m., Indians started with five packs; wet weather. Nicol- 
son and myself prospecting a bar on the Kittsess River for gold, found the color. 


“September 11th.—Still prospecting, with no better luck than yesterday. Rainy. 
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“September 12th.— Weather, rainy. At 5 p.M., Indians got to camp, and got ready 
packs to leave in the morning. 

‘September 13th.—At 7 .m., five Indians left camp, with all the stores, for tho head 
of the Inlet; will make half-way to-day. Rainy weather. 

“September 14th.—Still raining. At 7 p.M,, Indians, with packs, arrived at the inlet. 

“September 15th.—All my party returned to camp, andreport no good prospects; 
country, rough; thickly timbered; no feed for animals between the head of Observatory 
Inlet and Naas Valley. Rainy weather. 

“September 16th.—All hands and myself left camp at 9 a.M.; mado half-way to tho 
inlet by night, then camped. Heavy rain all day. 

“September 17th.—At noon, arrived at the inlet; found party in camp drying pro- 
visions before a large fire. 

“September 18th.—Weather, rainy. Got all tho stores, ctc., to the canoe; paid off 
all the Indians, and was ready for a start next morning for Fort Simpson. 

“September 19th.—At 7 a.m., took our departure from the head of Observatory 
Inlet, in canoe, having on board stores, etc., and one Indian; head wind; paddled all day, 
bringing up at the half-way point about 7 p.m.; camped for the night; continuous rain. 

“September 20th.—At 7 a.m., got under way; wind, dead ahead; paddled to the 
mouth of Naas, arriving there at 4 P.M.; sold provisions to Mr. Tomlinson; paid Indians; 
camped thore all night. 

“September 21st.—Left Naas River at 10 a.m.; head wind, stormy weather, heavy 
sea; obliged to run for a harbour, called Potatoe Cove, situated about five miles from 
mouth of Naas River; laid over for the night; constant rain. 

“September 22nd.—Weather moderating, and rainy. .Got under way, at 9.30 a.M., 
for Fort Simpson; only succeeded in getting half-way, then came to for the night. 

“September 23rd.—At 3 p.M., arrived at Fort Simpson, and found that the steamer 
was three weeks behind her time, but was expected every day; remained at Fort Simpson 
from date, up to the 29th instant. 

“ September 29th.—The steamer Otter arrived at Fort Simpson, bound up tho coast. 
I went on board, and tried to arrange for steamer to call for me on return, at Fort 
Simpson; could not do it, but would call for me at Woodcock’s Landing on 5th October. 
Remained at Fort Simpson until the morning of the 3rd October, when we left Fort 
Simpson for Woodcock’s Landing, arriving there on the 4th October; remained there 
until the 9th October, when the Otter arrived. I stored canoe, stores, tools, and cooking 
fixings with Woodcock, until called for. I, and my party, then went on board the 
Otter, and sailed from Woodcock’s Landing at 4 P.M. 

“October 10th.—At 10.30 a.m., arrived at Bella-Bella. Rainy weather. 

“ October 11th.—At 7 a.M., arrived at Fort Rupert; took our departure again at 
8.30 a.M., arriving at Alert Bay at noon, which we left, after one hour's stay. 

“October 12th.—Arrived at Departure Bay at 9 a.m.; and at Victoria at 6 P.M.

Report OF EXPLORATION FROM THE HEAD OF OBSERVATORY INLET, THROUGH CoAsT RANGE, 
TO THE NAAs RIVER. 


“Hon. Robert Beaven, Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works: 


“‘Srr,—I have already had the honor to report to you a journal of these explorations, 
but a summary of the principal facts may be considered advisable. 

“The Kittsess River empties into the head of Observatory Inlet, at the mouth of 
which I first camped. The distance from the mouth of the river, across the Coast Range 
of mountains, to Naas River, following a N. N.E. course, is about eighty-five miles. Tho 
country I travelled over, on*the above course and distance, is unproductive, rugged 
mountains, sandy soil with gravel bottom, thickly timbered, dense underbrush, and no 
feed for animals, with the exception of the Naas Valley, situated between tho Naas 
River and the base of the Coast Range, where I discovered the first grass. and that ofa 
very indifferent quality. This valley is about titteen miles wide, bearing East and West 
as far as the eye can see. 

“ Owing to our rations giving out I was compelled to return to Camp 2, situated up 
the Kittsess River, twenty miles trom its mouth, where I arrived 22nd August. On this 
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line of route there are three mountain summits to cross, the altitude of which is from 

2,500 to 3,000 feet above the level of the sea. This line I consider impracticable for a - 

asa owing mainly to feed for animals for adistance of sixty-five miles from head of 
bservatory Inlet. 

“On the 23rd August I started from Camp 2, keeping a North-east course across the 
Coast Range Mountains, for a distance of sixty-five miles reaching Naas Valley on the 
30th August. On this line of route high mountains, thickly timbered, dense underbrush, 
sandy soil, and no feed for animals, except a little in‘the valley. On the 3lst August 
started off, following a W. S.W. course from Naas Valley across the mountains, with the 
view of intersecting the route of first exploration; discovered a lead of coal, the out- 
cropping of which was 20 feet wide, quality good. This line gave me an idea of how the 
country appeared between the two first routes I explored, but found no difference. I 
reached camp on the 2nd September. 

“On the 23rd August, Butterman and Rider started ona trip of exploration through 
the Coast Range, following a North-west course, returning to Camp 2 on the 6th Septem- 
ber; report high mountains, large timber, thick underbrush, no feed for animals, 
before they had reached Naas Valley, where there was pretty good grass, the valley 
running West as far as the eye can see ; prospected for gold, got the color only. I 
prospected several crecks with the same result. 

“ What I have sccn and what I have a knowledge of, as regards the three different 
lines of exploration, it is my opinion that the possibility of a pack-trail is impracticable 
across the mountains, so far as feed for animals is concerned, for a distance of sixty-five 
miles ; that is from the head of Observatory Inlet to Naas Valley. 

“ After making the above-montioned surveys, I have come to the conclusion that the 
only practicable route for a pack-trail through that section of the country, is to start at 
the head of navigation on the Naas River, forty-five miles from its mouth, and run west- 
ward up the Naas Valley. From what I have seen and the information gathered from 
white men and Indians, I am informed that it only takes them twelve days to make the 
trip from the head of navigation on the Naas River to Buck’s Bar, good feed for animals 
all the way and only one mountain to cross. If such is the case there would be no diffi- 
culty in building a trail for animals; the distance would be about two hundred miles.

“October, 23rd, 1874. 
“ Hon. Robert Beaven, Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works. 

‘“‘Srr,—I have lately been informed that the Observatory Inlet Road Party failed in 

finding the Indian trail which I reported to you as existing between that Inlet and the 
Valley of the Naas. 
, “In justice to myself I beg to reiterate that statement. The trail in question leads 
from Ka-laan, on Observatory Inlet, to the village of Kit-la-ta-mox, on the Naas. Tho 
distance between these two points is estimated to be about eighteen miles, no mountains 
intervene. A man named William Grahame, now settled on Puget Sound, and well 
known to Captain Lewis of the steamer “ Otter,” when at one time building a schooner 
-s tps used frequently to walk over the above trail to Kit-la-ta-mox to spend the 
Sunday. 

& The Road Party may probably be able to explain why they failed in finding the

Cutting 330 yards of new channel, to turn Lightning Creek away from slide, near 
Pine Grove. 

General repairs, on this section, very heavy; all the ditches on the bank side 
having been filled in by slides for over two-thirds of the entire distance; other 
repairs, same as in Section 4. 

The work done on Sections 4 and 5, during the past season, has been of a most 
permanent character, and will not require renewing for several years. 

The cribbing is composed of large sized timber, barked, and laid down in workman- 
like manner. The bridges and culverts are of the best material, substantially built, and 
the worst places have been well gravelled. The timber on Section 5, from near Pine 
Grove to Stanley (over 9 miles) has been cut out 60 feet wide. The slides, near Pine 
Grove, that have yearly caused a heavy expenditure, have been cribbed in a most sub- 
stantial manner; and the water of Lightning Creek, that constantly undermined the 
foundations, has been turned into another channel, and adam built across the former 
channel; and should the coming season be an average favorable one, the expenditure 
can be reduced fully one-third. . 

The stock of animals, carts, tools, and other requisites have been amply replenished, 
and are now in good condition for next year’s work. 

The keeping of Section 5 ps for travel during the winter, is an additional expen- 
diture over former years, but the public interests apparently demanded it.

The Big Bar trail branches off six miles below the head of Big Bar Lake, twenty- 
one miles from the wagon road, and runs to Grinder’s ranch, at the mouth of Big Bar 
Creek on Fraser River, a distance of sixteen miles. Nine miles of this portion of the 
trail has been graded from nine to ten feet wide, the remaining seven miles is still 
unfinished; five small bridges are also required on the portion graded. The work then 
commences at the crossing of Canoe Creek, and runs to Dog Creck, a distance of twenty 
miles, and is graded ten feet wide. From Dog Creek to Alkali Lake, a distance of 
fifteen miles, the road has been graded for six miles, but requires a further appropriation 
to complete. 

The portions ef this trail completed are used for pack-animals, and as a Winter 
sleigh road.

SURVEYS. 





The acreage of land surveyed and placed under survey in 1874, although far exceed- 
ing in quantity and extent that of former years, has yet been inadequate to meet the 
growing requirements of the Province, and scttlers in valleys where no surveys had 
previously been made, are now anxious that their claims should not be overlooked. 

The system in vogue in the Eastern Provinces, of establishing a fixed survey price 
per mile for the different grades and classes of surveys, has been in most cases impracti- 
cable, from various causes, principal among which are the limited number of resident 
surveyors, the numerous and conflicting claims to the land before survey, the necessity 
that exists for discovering and taking up correctly wherever crossed, the old lines of 
previous isolated surveys, and the tracing of these lines through dense timber and 
underbrush: these alone form serious obstacles both to the Government and Contractors 
in estimating the correct value of work. 

The “ Land Act, 1874,” has, in many cases, materially assisted in the satisfactory 
adjustment of these difficultics, as the former owners of the land (purchased and pre- 
empted as unsurveyed land years ago, in many cases under the former statutes that 
have been correctly or otherwise construed into not requiring residence and permanent 
improvement), have proved up claims that otherwise would have been at the present 
time unknown, and which would have subsequently caused loss and litigation to the 
actual resident and improver, who might havo acquired a title under the more stringent and 
beneficial statutes as regards improvement and occupation now in force. 

Work was commenced in New Westminster District on the 24th March, and on the 
30th March, Mr. W. Ralph was instructed to extend the first correction line, and then 
proceed to run exterior township lines. 

The rectangular system adopted last year has been extended throughout the Pro- 
vince, and has proved eminently successful, and there is every reason to suppose that 
should the same system be pushed forward, that by the end of 1875 nearly every settler’s 
claim would be surveyed on the Lower Fraser between Hope and the seaboard, and that 
the Department would be in a position to give reliable information to settlers in reference 
to the vacant Crown Lands of that and other sections of the Province. The work 
undertaken has been extensive, and undoubtedly a serious drain upon our small Provin- 
cial revenue, but there was no greater want throughout the Province than that the 
lands should be systematically surveyed; and when we reflect that the absence of such 
surveys not only seriously embarrassed present settlers and acted almost as a bar to 
future settlement, the expenditure could not well have been avoided.

Townsuirs 16 anp 17. 

An arrangement has been entered‘into with Mr. John McClure, to survey and adjust 
certain pre-emption and pre-emption purchase claims in his immediate neighborhood, 
paying him at the rate of $15 per mile. No return of this work has yet been received 
trom him. 


Townsuirs 1, 2, 11. 
A number of settlers’ claims and some Timber Lots have been surveyed and 
adjusted in these Townships by Mr. J. A. Mahood. 


Yale District. 
Kamtoors Drvision. 

Messrs. Stephens and Jane were instructed to proceed to Nicola Valley and inau- 
gurate the rectangular system of survey in this District. The result of their work is 
shown on the accompanying lithograph. 

All the pre-emption claims in Nicola Valley have been adjusted, and that valley 
ee with Kamloops by a straight line, properly marked and posted, 25 miles in 
length. 

A portion of the South Thompson Valley has also been surveyed. 


Osoyoos Drvision. 

Early in October, Mr. John Jane was instructed to separate from Mr. Stephens, and 
proceeded with his party to the Okanagan country. ; 

He commenced work in the Priest’s Valley, on the 12th of October, and surveyed a 
portion of three Townships, taking in the Priest’s Valley and portions of the Coldstream 
and Swan Lake Valleys, comprising about 14,000 acres. 

Mr. Jane reports that there will be no difficulty in joining these surveys with the 
Kamloops work to the North, and extending the same southward to Osoyoos.

Salt Spring Island. 


The position of settlers’ claims upon this Island is most confusing, and in no part of 
the Province are surveys more urgently required. , 

From the archives of this Department I gather that, in the early part of 1860, a 
number of persons settled on this Island; consequently, prior to any Land Pre-emption 
Proclamation in the Province. Some of these sottlors were permitted to take possession 
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of, and occupy, 200 acres; others, 150 acres; and, subsequently, others recorded 100 
acres of land. Until the past summer, no regular system of surveys had been made on 
the Island; but some years ago a line, running magnetic East and West, was run from 
Fulford Harbor to Burgoyne Bay by a Mr. Tait, and posts were set every 20 chains, as 
a guide to pre-emptors to stake off 100 acre claims, viz., 20 by 50 chains. About two 
miles to the northward of this line, one or two more lines were run as rough guides to 
settlers; and, in these instances, the lines were run true North and South on the Range 
and Section system, with range lines posted every 20 chains; the Kast and West lines 
were, however, omitted. 

The notes of these surveys are not in the Department, and I am informed that Mr. 
Tait never gave them up, and subsequently destroyed them. 

The settlers on the North-east portion of the Island staked off their claims at about 
right angles to the general course of the shore line, bearing about North 20° West, 
magnetic, placing their stakes 20 chains distant on the shore, and purposing to run back 
50 chains, so as to make the 100 acres. 

Several disputes, and more than one law suit, have arisen out of these complications. 
I am also informed by Mr. Green, the gentleman who surveyed a portion of the Island 
this summer, that the Pre-emption Record Map, in the Land Office, shows an extensive 
acreage of land that has no existence, and as it is recorded by settlers, who claim that 
they are entitled to their acreage in that locality, it is impossible to say where these 
difficulties will end. 

About 27,500 acres of land, on the Island, have been surveyed this summer. 


EXPLORATIONS. 


The result of last season’s explorations having been successful, both in regard to 
: the discovery of gold producing creeks and land suitable for settlement, it was deemed 
advisable to continue in a measure that policy, and dispatch a prospecting party through 
the formerly unexplored ¢ountry between the Skeena and Stickeen Rivers, and Mr. 
James Orr was instructed in April last to secure the services of an experienced and 
reliable British Columbian to accompany him, and to prospect through the above section 
of the country, travelling in connection with tho trail party under Mr. Humphrey. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Orr was taken ill, and was obliged to abandon the expedition; 
his companion, however, travelled through with the trail party, but failed to find gold 
in paying quantities. 

he following letter from Mr. Orr, taken in connection with Mr. Humphrey’s former 

Report, will convey all the information obtained :— 


«‘Srr,—I have the honor to report for your information, that I arrived at Hazelton, 
Forks of Skeena, on the 12th of May. 

“On the 14th, Mr. Humphrey, Starr, Hemsworth, and myself cut out the trail from 
Hazelton to Fort Stager, a distance of about eight miles. On the 15th we crossed the 
Skeena at Fort Stager, and followed the old telegraph trail about twenty-five miles 
(through the Kis-pi-ox Valley), leaving the telegraph trail at its termination. We con- 
tinued North through a low pass, until we arrived at the Skeena River, a distance of 
about sixty-eight miles from Hazelton; following up the right bank of the Skeena to an 
Indian ranch called Kowl-milk, or Burned Land, about eight miles above Kuldo, at 
which place I was obliged to return on account of illness. 

“In cutting the trail, we found a considerable quantity of fallen timber; we were 
also obliged to build several small bridges, and in some places do some heavy grading. 
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“ After leaving the telegraph trail, wherever practicable, we followed an old Indian 
trail, as it gave better footing for animals, the country, for the most part, being covered 
with moss about a foot deep. 

“Several streams flow into the Skeena from the Westward, some of them large, and 
nearly all of them through rocky cafions their entire length. 

“The rock is slate, in the laminated form, with no sign of quartz, or anything that 
would indicate mineral. 

“Except along the banks of the Skeena, tho rock is only covered with moss and a 
heavy growth of hemlock timber. 

“The trail is exceedingly good, and feed abundant, with the exception of about 
eehtecn miles, from the end of the Kis-pi-ox Valley to where the trail touches the 
SkKeena. 

“The timber along the line of trail is hemlock, cottonwood, balsam and spruce, the 
hemlock predominating. 

“The valley of the Kis-pi-ox (a large stream emptying into the Skeena at Fort 
pee, aly extends in a North-westerly direction about twenty-five miles. Along the banks 
of the stream there are extensive bottom lands, of rich, dark soil; some of these bottoms 
contain not less than five hundred acres, with not a stick of timber on them; others of 
less extent, have clumps of small poplar, with an occasional black pine or cottonwood. 

“Tho upper benches are equally rich, and generally covered with poplar and willow. 
The soil is sufficiently moist without irrigation to produce any crop; and judging from 
the advanced stage of vegetation, is not subject to Spring frost later than the middle of 
April. On the lower lands the grass is most luxuriant; and on the upper benches, 
where the timber is more dense, the wild tares or pea-vine is abundant. 

“ As a Summer range for stock, there is not a better in the Province. 

“T met Mr. Hamilton with the horses and all the provisions, at a large stream named 
by the Indians Shoo-ty-ann, about sixty-five miles trom Hazelton; some of the horses 
were packed with three hundred pounds. He would overtake the trail party about the 
15th of June. “T have, etc.,

Sir,—I have the honor to return to you herewith, a despatch from His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia, recommending the establishment of a semi- 
monthly mail between Okanagan and Okanagan Mission, and betweenNicola Lake Post 
Office and the head of Nicola Lake. 

The matters referred to by His Honor, have received carcful enquiry and considera- 
tion, and it is found that while the correspondence of the Districts for which increased 
Postal accommodation is desired is extremely trifling, the cost of granting the accom- 
modation would be very heavy. The Postmaster-Gencral directs mo therefore to 
express his regret that he docs not feel it at present in his power to carry the suggestion 
of His Honor into effect.

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REPORT 


On the subject of the mission of the Honorable Mr. Walkem, Special Agent and 
Delegate of the Province of British Columbia to England, with regard to the 
non-fulfilment by Canada of the Railway Agreement of the Terms of Union.

May IT PLEASE YouR EXcCELLENCY :— 


I have the honor to report that, in pursuance of your instructions to me to 
ee to England as the Delegate of your Government, there to present to Her 
yjesty’s Government, a Petition from your Executive Council complaining of the 
breach by the Dominion of the Railway Clause ofthe Terms of Union, and to 
advocate the cause of the Province, as set forth in such Petition, I left Victoria for 
Ottawa on the 16th day of June, 1874, and arrived at the latter City on the 29th of 
the same month. Upon the following day, I made a personal application to the 
Secretary of State for the Order in Council necessary to place me in official com- 
munication with Her Majesty’s Principal age eA of State for the Colonies. 
I learned that owing to the absence from town of His Excellency the Governor- 
General, some delay in ie S me with it would unavoidably occur. On the 
4th of July, I addressed Mr. ckenzie upon the same subject, and, in reply, 
received his assurance that a special messenger had been dispatched to procure Has 
Excellency’s signature to the Order, and that upon his return, it would be handed 
to me (Nos. 6 & 7.) In answer to my further letter of the 11th, the Order was 
sent to me, and after its receipt, I proceeded to England by the first Steamer which 
left Quebec. . 

On the evening of the 27th of July, I arrived in London, and on the 28th 
reported the fact to the Colonial Office, and requested the favor of an interview with 
Lord Carnarvon (No. 12.) In reply I was informed that His Lordship would grant 
me an audience on Friday, the 3ist July (No. 18), and on that day I accordingly 
waited upon His Lordship and presented the Petition o. 5) which accompanies 
this Report. Ata long interview which immediately followed, a full statement of 
the case of the Province was made by me, and His Lordship was enough to 
state that if any further information was required by him, I should be notified to 
that effect. 

My next interview took place with the Under Secretary of State, on the 6th of 
August, in deference to his wishes, and several matters connected with the petition 
were then fully discussed. I muy here state that the remarks and arguments oftered 
by me on both these occasions, as well as at all subsequent interviews upon the 
same subject, are so fully given in substance in a letter which I addressed to Lord 
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Carnarvon on the 31st of October (No. 21), that I think it unnecessary here to 
restate them ; indeed their repetition would only tend without advantage to burden 
this report. Imay add, however, what has been inadvertently omitted from this letter, 
that at my first interview I respectfully urged that compensation should, as a matter 
of equity, be given by the Dominion to the Province, for the very serious loss that 
the latter had unquestionably sustained by the course which had been pursued by 
Canada; though, in a strictly legal point of view, damages in such cases were, a8 
observed, treated as consequential, or, professionally speaking, as too remote to be 
computed or allowed. 

It may here be convenient to allude to the very friendly offer of Lord Carnar- 
von to act, under certain conditions, as arbitrator between the Dominion and Provin- 
cial Governments (No. 14). Mr. Sproat first informed me in August of the offer, 
and of its acceptance by the Provincial Government. I heard nothing more of the 
matter officially, and arbitration was not resorted to. 

On the 16th of August I received, from’ the Colonial Office, a written acknow- 
ledgment (No. 18) of the receipt of the Petition, and also an intimation to the effect 
that Lord Carnarvon considered that he-had the Provincial case fully before him, 
but that he did not anticipate that he would be able, before the lapse of two or 
three weeks, to decide upon the course he should pursue. At the end of that time 
I called at the Colonial Office and was told that his Lordship and the Under 
Secretary of State were absent from town. By the advice of the Acting Under 
Secretary, I wrote the annexed letter of the 10th of September (No. 19), to which 
I received a reply on the 14th, stating in effect that no conclusion had been arrived 
at in the matter (No. 20). 

During September and October some further interviews took place, at the last 
of which I stated that before the case was closed, I desired, as a matter of record, 
to put in a letter expressive of the views and opinions which I had held, and of the 
arguments which, from time to time, I had advanced at the several hearings which 
had been granted to me. This letter is that of the 31st of October (No. 21), to which 
I have already invited your Excellency’s attention. 

‘On the 13th of November a final interview was at my instance afforded me. I 
referred to the various points set forth in my last letter. Lord Carnarvon thereupon 
informed me that in a few days he would state his views upon the whole question 
in writing, and forward the despatch on the subject to Lord Dufferin for the infor- 
mation of both Governments. At my special request, he was good enough to say 
that a copy would be sent to inc. This copy, with its covering letter from Mr. 
Herbert, was received by me on the 18th of November. Onthe following day I saw 
him at the Colonial Office, and understood from him that the official despatches 
would reach your Excellency through the usual channel. 

I delayed my departure from England in the hope of securing further aid from 
the Imperial Government for the construction of the Esquimalt Graving Dock. 
My negotiations in this direction were, I am happy to say, successful, and will form 
the subject of a separate report, 

On the 17th day of December I sailed from England, and reached Ottawa in 
the beginning of January. I had conversations at different times with Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, upon the Railway and other Provincial business; and with a view of afford- 
ing your Government immediate information upon some of these matters, I asked 
tor, and obtained Mr. Mackenzie's authority, to state the substance of one of these 
conversations respecting the Railway and the Alaska Boundary. ThisI have done 
in my telegram of the 18th of January last, addressed to the Provincial Secretary. 
(No. 24) A copy of this message was, on the same day, handed by me to Mr. 
Mackenzie for his private information. About a week afterwards I learned that 
your Government fad not received the official despatches embodying Lord Car- 
narvon’s conclusions upon the Railway question, and upon enquiry at the Secretary 
of State’s Office, I found that they had not been sent. I therefore requested Mr. 
Scott, the Secretary of State, by letter of Saturday the 28rd of January, to forward 
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them by Monday’s mail to Victoria (No. 25). On Monday I failed to see him when 
I called at his office. The next day I was more fortunate, and he was good enough 
to assure me that no further delay would occur in their transmission. I shortly 
afterwards left Ottawa, and reached Victoria on the 18th of last month. 

Within the last week the several telegrams (Nos. 26, 27, 28, 29, 80), which are 
appended hereto, have been sent and received upon the subject of the non-arrival of 
these despatches. The telegram from Lord Carnarvon is especially valuable as con- 
taining the only official intimation yet received that the Dominion Government has 
consented to adopt and follow the recommendations offered by his Lordship in his 
despatch of the 17th of last November. 

Before closing this Report it will, no doubt, be as gratifying to Your Excel- 
lency to learn, as it is pleasing to me to state, that I received from Lord Carnarvon 
and from the Under Secretary of State for the Colonies a full and patient hearing ; 
and every opportunity of placing the case of British Columbia in its true light and 
in all its bearings before his Lordship was cordially afforded me. 

I must also acknowledge, which I do with much pleasure, the able services 
rendered by Mr. Sproat, the Agent-General of the Province, who upon the cows 
and all other questions evinced untiring zeal in advancing the interests of Britis 
Columbia. 

It is worthy of record, that apart from the immediate result of the appeal to 
England, the Province attracted much attention from the prominence given to the 
object of my mission. Applications, greatly outnumbering those of any former 
year, or even number of years, were made at the office of the Agent-General 
during my stay in London, for full information respecting British Columbia, and its 
suitability as a home for intending settlers. The interest thus awakened in Eng- 
land has also been extended, in a considerable degree, to the Eastern Provinces; 
and I can state, from a reference to Mr. Sproat’s books, that a number of immj- 
: Bac many of whom are in easy circumstances, will arrive here within the nex t 

ew months. 

I may be pardoned for adding that my mission differed but little—if at all— 
from missions of a similar character. It was not unattended with difficulties, as 
your Excellency can imagine ; nor was my position one of freedom from labor and 
anxiety in the effort to discharge my duty towards the Province. Questions of a 
complex and intricate nature were, upon the reference to England of the issues 
between the two Governments, directly involved in the appeal itself. Further com- 
plications on my part would not only have been dangerous but mischievous. 

I therefore, during my several interviews in England and at Ottawa, not only 
refrained from causing irritation between the Dominion and its Province, but 
endeavored on all occasions to allay it wherever circumstances pointed to its 
existence. As your Excellency will observe trom my last letter to Lord Carnarvon, 
I labored—I hope not in vain—to convince Eastern Canada that British Columbia, 
in the advocacy of her rights, only sought to obtain a reasonable measure of justice 
without unduly pressing upon the resources of the Dominion, of which she forms a 

Tt. " 


Happily, the grave differences which at one time threatened to create a serious 
breach between the Dominion and her Western Province are now matters ot the 
past. 

For my own part, 1 trust that I may hereafter have cause to look back with 
satisfaction upon the settlement which has just been effected, and to reflect with 
sincere pleasure that under your Excellency’s directions it fell to my lot in 1874 to 
be instrumental in promoting the welfare and advancement of the people of British 
Columbia. |

S1r,—I have the honor to enclose for the consideration of His Excellency the 
Governor-General, a Minute of the Executive Council of this Province, representing 
that British Columbia is suffering great injury from the failure by Canada to carry 
out the obligations of the 11th Clause of the Terms of Union, and that it is advisable, 
in the interests of this Province, that the case be laid before the Imperial Govern- 
ment, by means of a Memorial to be presented to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies by the Attorney-General of British Columbia, as Special Agent and 
Delegate of this Government. In accordance with the advice of my Ministers, I 
have appointed the Honorable George Anthony Walkem, Attorney-General of this 
Province, to be such Special Agent and Delegate; and at their request I beg you to 
inform His Excellency the Governor-General, that Mr. Walkem has been duly ap- 
pointed as such Special Agent and Delegate, and to move His Excellency to - 
acquaint the Right Honorable Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the 
Colonies that Mr. Walkem has been authorised and instructed to place in his hands 
the Memorial of this Government appealing to Her Majesty, and to support the 
prayer thereof. 

Mr. Walkem will proceed to Ottawa by the next Mail, and will take with him 
a duplicate of this Despatch.

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable Executive Council, approved by His 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Giovernor on the 11th day of June, 1874. 





The Committee of Council have had under consideration the Memorandum of 
the Honorable Provincial Secretary, dated 11th June, 1874, representing that the 
essential clause of the Terms of Union provided that the Government of the 
Dominion should secure “the commencement simultaneously of the construction 
“of a Railway from the Pacific towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such point 
‘as may be selected East of the Rocky Mountains towards the Pacific, to connect 
“the. seaboard of British Columbia with the Railway system of Canada; and, 
‘further, to secure the completicn of such Railway within ten years from the date 
“of Union.” 

That the set time for commencement of the work passed nearly a year ago; 
and that no commencement of construction has yet beeu made. 

That the Secretary of State of the Dominion has informed this Government 
thet no commencement can be made this year, in consequence of the surveys being 
ID vlipiere. 

That, by order of the Privy Council of Canada, it was decided last year that a 
portion of the line be located between the Harbour of Esquimalt aud Seymour 
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Narrows; and, that in consequence of that order, and at the request of the 
Dominion Government, the lands for a width of twenty miles along that line have 
been reserved by the Provincial Government. 

That the Premier of the Dominion Government has, in an informal manner, - 
but?nevertheless in a manner acknowledged to be at the instance of the Dominion 
Government, offered immediately to undertake the commencement of the work, 
provided that British Columbia would agree to certain Terms of relaxation. 

That the relaxation proposed was, that British Columbia should agree to cancel 
the Railway Clause of the Terms, as regards the mainland part of the Province, 
and accept in lieu thereof a promise to build a waggon road after the line of Rail- 
way had been permanently located, on the completion of which, at an undefined 
time, railway construction would be commenced. 

That such proposal has, however, been withdrawn. 

That, according to the preamble of the “Canadian Pacific Railway Act, 1874,” 
the railway is to be constructed as rapidly as the same can be accomplished with- 
out raising the rate of taxation. 

That the bearing of the Dominion Government towards British Columbia is 
equivalent to the repudiation of the liability of the Dominion to fulfil as far as 
possible the engagement made respecting the construction of the Pacific Railway. 

hat, by the course of action taken by the Dominion Government, British 
Columbia, has sustained and is suffering great injury and loss. 

That with a view to obtain redress, it is advisable that the case of British Co- 
lumbia be submitted for the consideration of the Imperial Government. 

The Committee concur with the recommendation, and advise that your Excel- 
lency do charge the Honorable the Attorney-General and the Provincial Secretary 
with the preparation of a memorial and remonstrance on behalf of the Province, re- 

ding the non-fulfilment of the Terms of Union by the Dominion Government, to 
e submitted to Her Most Excellent Majesty the Queen in Council. 

The Committee further advise, should this ja so be approved, that the 
Honorable George Anthony Walkem be appointed a Special Agent and Delegate, 
instructed to proceed at once to London, for the purpose of placing the Memorial 
in the hands ot the Right Honorable the acilaer O State for the Colonies, and 
of supporting the er age thereof; and request Your Excellency to inform the 
Governor-General of Mr. Walkem’s appointment, and ask that he be provided with 
asuitable introduction to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies.

Petition of the Provincial Government to Her Majesty the Queen. 


To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious SovEREIGN : 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the Committee of the 
Executive Council of the Province of British Columbia, in Council assembled, 
humbly approach Your Majesty, for the purpose of representing :— 


1. That, prior to the 20th day of July, 1871, British Columbia was a Crown 
Colony, having a Legislative Council, partly nominated by the Crown, and partly 
chosen by the people : 


2. That, by Section 146 of the “British North America Act, 1867,” provision 
was made for the Union of British Columbia with the Dominion of Canada : 


3. That, during the years 1868 and 1869, the subject of Union was much discussed 
in British Columbia, both in the Legislature and throughout the Colony; and a 
considerable conflict of opinion existed in relation to the question : 


4. That, in obedience to Your Majesty’s commands, contained in a Despatch 
(Appendix A.) of the 14th day of August, 1869, from Your Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for the Colonies to the Governor of British Columbia, the 
Governor in Council framed the “ Proposed Terms of Confederation” (Appendix B.), 
and in the month of February, 1870, submitted them to the Legislative Council, 
by whom they were approved : 


5. That these Terms had not been directly submitted to the people for their 
sanction; and the Council that approved of them was, at the time, composed of 
Thirteen Members appointed by the Crown, and Nine chosen by the people : 


6. That the ‘ Proposed Terms ’’ were presented for consideration, through Dele- 
gates, to the Honorable the Privy Council of Canada, as the basis of an agreement 
for Union : 
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7. That, after full discussion, betwéen the Delegates of British Columbia and the 
Committee of the Privy Council, it was mutually agreed that the said Terms should 
be materially modified ; and other Terms, hereinafter called the “‘ Accepted Terms,” 
(Appendix C.) were substituted for those proposed ; and such “ Accepted Terms,” 
commonly known as the “ Terms of Union,’’ now form the basis of Union between 
British Columbia and the Dominion : 

8. That the main difference between the “ Proposed Terms’ and the “ Accepted 
Terms,’’ consists in the substitution and insertion of: Article 11 in the “ Accepted 
Terms’’ for Article 8 of the ‘“ Proposed Terms,’’ which Articles are herewith 


submitted :— 
ARTICLE 8 


or 
“PROPOSED TERMS.”’ 





‘©g, Inasmuch as no real Union can subsist 
between this Colony and Canada without the 
speedy establishment of communication across the 
Rocky Mountains by Coach Road and Railway, the 
Dominion shall, within three years from the date 
of Union, construct and open for traffic such Coach 
Road from some point on the line of the Main 
Trank Road of this Colony to Fort Garry, of simi- 
lar character to the said Main Trunk Road; and 
shall further engage to use all means in her power 
to complete such Railway communication at the 
earliest practicable date; and that surveys to de- 
termine the proper line of such Railway shall be at 
once commenced ; and that a sum of not Jess than 
One Million Dollars shall be expended in every 
year, from and after Three years from the date of 
Union, in actually constructing the initial sections 
of such Railway from the Seaboard of British Col- 
umbis, to connect with the Railway system of 
Cenada.”’ 


ARTICLE 11

‘“‘ ACCEPTED TERMS.”’ 





‘U1, The Government of the Dominion undertake 
to secure the commencement simultaneously, within 
two years from the date of Union, of the construction 
of a railway from the Pacific towards the Rocky 
Mountains, and from such point as may be selected, 
east of the Rocky Mountains towards the Pacific, to 
connect the seaboard of British Columbia with the 
railway system of Canada ; and further, to secure the 
completion of such railway within ten years from the 
date of the Union. 

‘¢ And the Government of Britlsh Columbia agree 
to convey to the Dominion Government, in trust, to 
be appropriated in such manner as the Dominion Gov- 
ernment may deem advisable in furtherance of the 
construction of the said Railway, a similar extent of 
lic lands along the line of railway throughout its 
entire length in British Columbia, not to exceed how- 
ever, twenty (20) miles on each side of said line, as 
may be appropriated for the same purpose by the 
Dominion Government from the public lands in the 
North-West Territories and the Province of Manitoba. 
Provided, that the quantity of land which may be 
held under pre-emption right or by Crown grant 
within the limits of the tract of land in British Colum- 
bia to be so conveyed to the Dominion Government 
shall be made good to the Dominion from contiguous 
public lands ; and, provided further, that until the 
commencement, within two years, as aforesaid, from 
the date of the Union, of the construction of the said 
railway, the Government of British Columbia shall 
not sell or alienate any further portions of the pub- 
lic lands of British Columbia in any other way than 
under right of pre-emption, requiring actual residence 
of the pre-emptor on the land claimed by him. In 
consideration of the land to be so conveyed in sid of 
the construction of the said railway, the Dominion 
Government agree to pay to British Columbia from 
the date of the Union, the sum of 100,000 dollars per 
annum, in half yearly payments in advance.’’ 


9. That this substitution, affording assurance of speedy Railway communication 
with the Eastern Provinces, was made to secure the acceptance of Confederation by 


the people of British Columbia : 


10. That it having been decided that the people of British Columbia should be 


directly consulted before the “ Accepted Terms’’ became law, Your Majesty, in 
pursuance of the provisions of the “ British Columbia Government Act, 1870,” was 
graciously pleased, by an Order in Council of the 9th day of August, 1870, to so 
reconstitute the Legislative Council as to allow the Electoral Districts throughout 
the country to return a majority of Members thereto : 
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11. That, under the new Constitution of the Council, Writs were issued for the 
Election of Members to serve therein, and the said “‘ Accepted Terms” were duly 
submitted to the people for their consideration ; and at the subsequent Elections 
held to decide the question of Union, the provisions of Article 11 of the Terms of 
Union formed the main inducement to British Columbia to agree to enter into 
Confederation ; and Members were returned to support the adoption thereof : 


12. That such “Accepted Terms” were, on the 28rd day of January, 1871, 
unanimously agreed to by the Legislative Council ; and an humble Address to Your 
Majesty was at the same time passed, praying that Your Majesty in Council would 
be graciously pleased “to admit British Columbia into the Union or Dominion of 
‘¢ Canada, on the basis of the Terms and conditions offered to this Colony by the 
“Government of the Dominion of Canada,’’ which Terms and conditions are those 
herein referred to as the “ Accepted Terms :” 


13. That similar Addresses to Your Majesty on the same subject were passed by 
the Parliament of Canada under the provisions of the 146th Section of the “British 
North America Act, 1867 :’’ 


14. That on the 16th day of May, 1871, Your Majesty, in answer to the said - 
Addresses, was graciously pleased to order and declare (Appendix D.) that the Union 
between British Columbia and the Dominion should take effect on the 20th day of 
July, 1871—and British Columbia accordingly, became on that day, one of the Pro- 
vinces of the Dominion of Canada, upon the basis of the “ Accepted Terms,” or 
Treaty of Union : 


15. That by Article 11 the Dominion undertook “to secure the commencement 
“ simultaneously, within two years from the date of Union, of the construction of a 
“ Railway from the Pacific towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such point as 
“may be selected, east of the Rocky Mountains towards the Pacific, to connect the 
“Seaboard of British Columbia with the Railway system of Canada ; and further, 
“to secure the completion of such Railway within ten years from the date of the 
“Union.” And the Province, in consideration thereof, and “in furtherance of ‘the 
“construction of said Railway,’ agreed, first,—to convey to the Dominion a belt of 
public land not exceeding Twenty Miles in width on each side of the Railway in British 
Columbia ; and secondly—to withdraw all its public lands from sale or alienation, except 
under stringent pre-emption laws, for a period of two years ending on the 20th day of 
July, 1873 : 

16. That accordingly, immediately upon Union, all lands of the Province were 
withdrawn from sale or alienation. 


17. That, the Dominion Government informed the Provincial Government, by 
Despatch dated the 10th of June, 1873, and by an enclosed Order of the Privy 
Council, Appendix E. F., (based ‘“‘on a memorandum of the 29th May, 1873, from 
“the Chief Engineer of the Canadian Pacific Railway,’’) that Esquimalt, in Van- 
“ couver Island,’’ had been “fixed as the Terminus of the Canadian Pacific Railway,” 
and that it had been decided that “a line of Railway be located between the Har- 
“ bor of Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows, on the said Island ;’’ and they requested 
the Provincial Government to convey to the Dominion Government “ in trust, accord- 
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“ing to the 11th paragraph of the Terms of Agreement of Union, a strip of Land 
“Twenty Miles in width, along the Eastern Coast of “ Vancouver Island, between 
‘‘ Seymour Narrows and the Harbor of Eequimalt :’’ 


18. That, on the 25th of July, 1873, the Minute of the Executive Council of 
British Columbia (Appendix G.) relating to the conveyance of the land referred to, 
was passed and forwarded to Ottawa (Appendix H.) on the following day; and the 
receipt thereof was acknowledged on the 26th August, 1878, (Appendix J.) 


19. That, by that Minute, the Provincial Government declined to convey the 
land referred to, until Railway construction should be commenced as provided by 
Article 11 of the Terms of Union; but agreed to reserve the said belt (which is 
cotored red on the accompanying Chart of Vancouver Island); being a tract of most 
vataable land—about 3,200 equare miles in extent, abounding in vast mineral wealth 
and easy of access from the sea,—and this land was accordingly reserved by Order 
in Council (Appendix K.L.) on the 30th of June, 1878, and by Public Notice on the 
day following; and has been ever since reserved: 


20. That, on the 11th of September, 1873, the Dominion Government intimated 
their concurrence in the course thus pursued by the Provincial Government, and 
“submitted (Appendix M. N.) “that so long as the land which is referred to, is not 
“alienated from the Crown, but held under Reservation, * * * the object of 
“the Government of the Dominion will be attained, that object being, simply, that 
‘‘when the Railway shall come to be constructed, the land in question shall be at 
“the disposition of the Government of the Dominion, for the purpose laid down in 
“the 11th Section of the Terms of Union with British Columbia:”’ 


21. That, on the 22nd September, 1878, the Provincial Government respectfully 
urged (Appendix O.P.) the Dominion Government to define, by survey, the belt of 
land referred to, as its reservation was seriously retarding the settlement of Van- 
couver Island; but to this request no other reply than a mere acknowledgment 
(Appendix Q.) was sent: 


22. That, on the 25th of July, 1873, the Provincial Government, by Order in 
Council, (Appendix R.) strongly protested against the breach of the 11th Article, 
no attempt at construction having been made up to that date; and such protest was 
forwarded, in Despatch, to the Honorable the Pareeny of State, at Ottawa, on the 
following day (Appendix S$.) : 


28. That, in the month of August, 1873, the Dominion Government simply 
acknowledged (Appendix T.) the receipt of the protest of the 25th July, 1878: 


24. That, on the 24th November following, the Government of the Province 
again drew the attention of the Dominion, by Despatch and Minute of the Execu- 
tive Council, (Appendix U. V.) to the protests which had been forwarded and not 
replied to; and the Dominion Government was requested to state its railway policy 
for the information of the Provincial Legislature. To this the indefinite reply 
(Appendix W.) and no other, was received: 


25. That, on the 9th of February, 1874, the Legislative Assembly of British 
Columbia unanimously protested against the breach of Article 11 of the Terms of 
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Union, and respectfully urged upon Canada “the absolute necessity of commencing — 
“the actual construction of the Railway from the Seaboard of British Columbia 
“early in the present year,” (Appendix X.); and this Protest was, on the reeom- 
mendation of the Executive Council, forwarded to Ottawa in a Despatch of 25th 
February, 1874, (Appendix Y.) and the [receipt thereof was duly SSIES: 
but no response thereto has been received (Appendix Z.): 


26. That, in the month of February, 1874, the Honorable Mr. Mackenzie, the 
Premier of Canada, addressed the letter (Appendix AA.) to the Honorable Mr. 
Walkem, the Attorney-General of British Columbia, introducing Mr. J. D. Edgar, 
as @ gentleman who would “ confer’’ with, and ascertain the views of the Members 
of the Government of British Columbia respecting Railway policy; and this letter 
was followed by the Correspondence, Official Telegrams, Despatches, and Orders in 
Council set forth in Appendix AA., BB., CC., DD., EE., FF., GG., HH., JJ., KK., 
LL., MM., NN., OO., PP., QQ.: 


27. That the character, and the substance of the Correspondence, Telegrams, and 
Despatches may be briefly stated as follows:— 

On the 8th day of May, 1874, Mr. Edgar addressed a letter to Mr. Walkem, 
(Appendix EE.) setting forth the views of Mr. Mackenzie’s Administration upon the 
Railway Clause (Article 11) of the Terms of Union, and making certain suggestions 
for a change thereof, with a request that they should be considered by the Provin- 
cial Government. 

As these suggestions gravely affected the interests, both of the Dominion and 
the Province, and as Mr. Edgar was not accredited by the Dominion Government 
to make such proposals, it was necessary to ascertain how far they would be binding 
upon that Government. Accordingly, Telegrams were sent, one (Appendix KK.) 
by the Provincial Government to the Secretary of State, and the other (Appendix 
MM.) by Mr. Walkem to Mr. Mackenzie. The only reply was a Telegram from 
Mr. Mackenzie, (Appendix LL.) which stated that his letter to Mr. Walkem suffi- 
ciently indicated Mr. Edgar’s mission; and that he had recalled Mr. Edgar, and 
was awaiting his return and reports. The inquiry, as to whether Mr. Edgar had 
power to bind the Dominion Government, remained wholly unanswered. 


28. That, Mr. Edgar’s letter to Mr. Walkem is made important, by a Telegram 
of the 8th June, 1874, from the Premier of Canada (Appendix O0O.), which states 
that the proposals in Mr. Edgar’s letter had been made “on behalf of the Dominion 
Government,” and that they were now withdrawn. To this Telegram, the Provin- 
cial Government in substance replied—that it was the first direct communication 
they had received that those proposals were authoritative, and that it seemed 
remarkable that by the same communication they should be withdrawn aa 
QQ.): 


29. That, in that letter, the Dominion Government proposed “ to commence the 
“construction from Esquimalt to Nanaimo immediately, and push that portion of 
“the Railway on to completion with the utmost vigor, and in the shortest pratd- 
‘cable time,’’ in consideration of British Colambia consenting to relinquish the 
' definite term fixed in the Treaty of Union for the completion of the Railway; 
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and when “the Surveys and a proposed Waggon Road on the Mainland can be 
“ completed,” to make “an annual minimum expenditure, upon works of construc- 
‘¢tion within the Province, of at least One million five hundred thousand dollars;’’ 
and it further states, that, ‘“‘to a country like British Columbia, it is conceded, 
‘however, to be an important point, that not only the prompt and vigorous com- 
‘“ mencement, but also the vigorous prosecution of the work of construction, within 
“the limits of the Province, should be guaranteed ”’: 


80. That the Dominion Government have no powers to expend public money in 
railway construction in British Columbia, except under authority of the “Canadian 
Pacific Railroad Act, 1874,” which provides, miter alta, for the construction of a 
section, viz.: the fourth section of the said Railway, to extend from the Western 
Terminus of the third section, to some point in British Columbia, on the Pacific 
- Ocean: 


81. That unless Esquimalt, on Vancouver Island, be the Western Terminal point 
in British Columbia, on the Pacific Ocean, of the fourth section of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, the Dominion Government cannot expend any public money in the 
construction of a railway from such point, nor can they claim the reservation of the 
public lands of the East Coast of Vancouver Island, “for the purposes laid down in 
the 11th Section of the Terms of Union ”’: 


82. That the following is, as far as can be ascertained, an approximate statement 
of the exploratory surveys made:— 

In 1871 and 1872, there were seven or eight parties engaged, and work was 
prosecuted with some vigor on the Mainland of British Columbia. 

In 1873 two parties left Victoria, as late as the Ist of July, for the interior, and 
returned in November, that is to say, having, exclusive of travelling time, been 
engaged in actual work for about three months only. To these parties may be 
added a third, which had wintered on the Eastern boundanes of the Province. 

In 1874 three parties only, exclusive of an explorer sent up the West Coast, 
started from Victoria for the interior about the 19th of May, when the Spring was 
advanced. 


33. That no surveys have been made between Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows, 
or in any other part of Vancouver Island: 


84. That, on the 4th of May, 1874, the Premier of the Dominion Government 
declared, in his place in the Dominion House of Commons, that “there was no 
‘reason to believe’ that it was possible to commence the construction of the Rail- 
way in the Province this year (Appendix DD.): 


85. That, on the 8th May, 1874, the Dominion Government made the offer ot im- 
mediate construction on the Island, as contained in Appendix EE., before referred to: 


86. That, on the 28rd of May, 1874, the Premier of Canada admitted, in his 
place in the Dominion House of Commons, that “they were quite aware that the 
RE). of the Agreement with British Columbia had been violated.” (Appendix 
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87. That the preamble of the “‘ Canadian Pacific Railway Act, 1874,” shows that 
provision for the construction of this work is intended to be made by that Act only 
as far as can be effected without “further raising the rate of taxation,”’ thus purport- 
ing to modify the obligation of Canada, under the Terms of Union, without the 
consent of British Columbia : 


Your Petitioners, therefore, humbly submit— 


That, British Columbia has fulfilled all the conditions of her agreement under 
the Terms of Union: 


That, the Dominion has not completed the necessary Railway Explorations and 
Surveys ; nor, since 1872, has any effort, at all adequate to the undertaking, been 
made up to the present time : 


That, notwithstanding the fact, that on the 7th day of June, 1878, by Order of 
the Privy Council, ‘“ Esquimalt” was “fixed ’’ as the point of commencement on the 
Pacific, and it was decided that a line should “ be located between that Harbor and 
Seymour Narrows ;” and notwithstanding further, that a valuable belt of land, 
along the line indicated, has ever since been reserved by British Columbia, at the 
instance of the Dominion, and for the purposes, ostensibly, of immediate construc- 
tion, the Dominion Government have failed and neglected to commence construction 
up to the present time : 


That, although the Government of the Dominion admit that the agreement 
with British Columbia has been violated, and acknowledge that immediate con- 
struction might be commenced at Esquimalt, and active work vigorously prosecuted 
upon “that portion of Railway ”’ between Esquimaltand Nanaimo, yet they virtually 
refuse to commence such construction unless British Columbia consents to materially 
change the Railway Clause of the Treaty : 


That, in consequence of the course pursued by the Dominion, British Columbia 
is suffering great loss ; her trade has been damaged and unsettled; her general 
prosperity has been seriously affected ; her people have become discontented ; a 
feeling of depression has taken the place of the confident anticipations of commercial 
and political advantages to be derived from the speedy construction of a great Rail-- 
way, uniting the Atlantic and Pacific shores of Your Majesty’s Dominion on the 
Continent of North America :— 


Your Petitioners, therefore, humbly approach Your Majesty, and 
pray that Your Majesty may be graciously pleased to take this, our 
Petition, into Your Majesty’s favorable consideration, in order that 
justice may be done to British Columbia : 


And, your Petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray, &c., &c.

Despatch, from Earl Granville to the Governor of British Columbia, 
on Confederation. 





BartisH CoLUMBIA. Downina STREET, 
No. 84. 14th August, 1869. 
Dvupiicate. 
Sir, 


In my Despatch of 17th of June, in which I communicated to ah your appoint- 
ment to the Government of British Columbia, I informed you that I should probably 
have occasion to address you on the question then in agitation of the Incorporation of 
that Colony with the Dominion of Canada. 

You are aware that Her Majesty’s Government have hitherto declined to entertain 
this question, mainly because it could not arise practically till the Territory of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company was annexed to the Dominion, but also, perhaps, in the - 
expectation that the public opinion of British Columbia might have opportunity to form 
and declare itself. : 

I have now to inform you that the terms on which Rupert’s Land and the North 
Weat Territory are to be united to Canada, have been agreed to by the parties concerned, 
and that the Queen will probably be advised before eee to issue an Order in Council 
which will incorporate in the Dominion of Oanada the whole of the British Possessions 
on the North American Continent, except the then conterminous Colony of British 
Columbia. 

The question therefore presents itself, whether this single Colony should bé excluded 
from the great body politic which is thus forming itself. 

On this question the Colony itself does not appear to be unanimous. But as far as 
I can judge from the Despatches which have reached me, I should conjecture that the 
prevailing opinion was in favor of union. I have no hesitation in stating that such is, 
also, the opinion of Her Majesty’s Government. 

They believe that a Legislature selected from an extended area, and representing a 
diversity of interests, is likely to deal more ie al with large questions, more 
impartially with small questions, and more conclusively with both than is possible when 
controversies are carried on and decided upon in the comparatively narrow circle in 
which they arise. Questions of purcly local interest will be more carefully and dis- 
passionately considered when disengaged from the larger politics of the country, and at 
the samo time will be more sagaciously considered by persons who have had this larger 
political education. 

Finally they anticipate that the interests of every Province of British North 
‘ America will be more advanced by enabling the wealth, credit, and intelligence of the 

whole to be brought to bear on every part, than by encouraging each in the contracted 
policy. of taking care of itself, possibly at the expense of its neighbour. 
ost especially is this true in the case of internal transit. It is evident that the 
establishment of a British line of communication between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans, is far more feasible by the operations of a single Government responsible for 
the progress of both shores of the Continent, than by a bargain negotiated between 
separate, perhaps in some respects rival, Governments and Legislatures. The San 
Francisco of British North America would under these circumstances hold a greater 
commercial and pee position than would be attainable by the Capital of the isolated 
Colony of British Columbia. 

Her Majesty’s Government are aware that the distance between Ottawa and Vic- 
toria presents a real difficulty in the way of immediate union. But that very difficulty 
will not be without its advantages if it renders easy communication indispensable and 
forces onwards the operations which are to complete it. In any case it is an understood 
inconvenience and a diminishing one, and it appears far better to accept it as a temporary

drawback on the advantages of union than to wait for those obstacles, often more 
intractable, which are sure to spring up after a neglected opportunity. 

The constitutional connection of Her Majesty’s Government with the Colony of 
British Columbia is as yet closer than with any other part of North America, and they 
are bound on an occasion like the present, to give, for the consideration of the com- 
munity and the guidance of Her Majesty's servants, a more unreserved cxpression of 
their wishes and judgment than might be elsewhere fitting. 

You will, therefore, give publicity to this Despatch, 2 copy of which I have com- 
municated to the Governor-General of Canada, and you will hold yourself authorized, 
either in communication with Sir John Young, or otherwise, to take such steps as you 
properly and constitutionally can, for promoting the favourable consideration of this 

uestion. 
7 It will not escapo you, that in acquainting you with the general views of the 
Government, I have avoided all matters of detail on which the wishes of the people and 
the Legislature will of course be declared in due time. I think it necessary, however, 
to observe that the constitution of British Colambia will oblige the Governor to enter 
personally upon many questions, as the condition of Indian tribes, and the future position 
of Government Servants, with which, in the case of negotiation between two Responsible 


Governments he would not be bound to concern himself.

1. Canada shall be liable for the Debts and Lia- 
bilities of British Columbia existing at tre time of 
Union. 

2. The population of British Columbia shall, for 
the purpose of financial arrangements, be estimated 
at 120,000. British Columbia not having incurred 
debts equal to those of other Provinces now consti- 
tuting the Dominion, shall be entitled to receive, 
by half-yearly payments in advance from the Gen- 
eral Government, interest at the rate of five per 
centum per annum on the difference between the 
actual amount of its indebtedness at the date of 
Union and the proportion of the Public Debt of 
Canada for 120,000 of the population of Canada at 
the time of Union.

11, Whatever encouragement, advantages, and 
protection are afforded by the Dominion Govern- 
ment to the Fisheries of any of its Provinces, shall 
be extended in similar proportion to British Colum- 
bia, according to its requirements for the time 
being.

7. It is agreed that the existing customs tariff and 
excise duties shall continue in force in British Colum- 
bia until the railway from the Pacific Coast and the 
system of railways in Canada are connected, unless 
the Legislature of British Columbia should sooner 
decide to accept the tariff and excise laws of Canada. 
When customs and excise duties are, at the time of 
the Union of British Columbia with Canada, leviable 
on any goods, wares, or merchandizes in British Co- 
lumbia, or in the other Provinces of the Dominion, 
those goods, wares, and merchandizes may, from and 
after the Union, be imported into British Columbia 
from the Provinces now composing the Dominion, or 
from either of those Provinces into British Columbia, 
on proof of payment of the customs or excise duties 
leviable thereon in the Province of exportation, and 
on payment of such further amount (if any) of cus- 
tome or excise duties as are leviable thereon in the 
Province of importation.

9, The influence of the Dominion Government will 
be used to secure the continued maintenance of the 
naval station at Esquimalt, 

10. The provisions of the ‘‘ British North America 
Act, 1867,’’ shall (except those parts thereof which 
are in terms made, or by reasonable intendment may 
be held to be specially applicable to and only affect 
one and not the whole of the Provinces now compris- 
ing the Dominion, and except so far as the same may 
be varied by this Minute) be applicable to British 
Columbia, in the same way and to the like extent as

as may be appropriated for the same purpose by the 
Dominion Government from the public lands in the 
north-west territories and the Province of Manitoba.

12. The Dominion Government shall guarantee the 
interest for ten years from the date of the completing 
of the works, at the rate of five per centum per an- 
num, on such sum, not exceeding £100,000 sterling 
as may be required for the construction of a first-class 
graving dock at Esquimalt. 

13. The charge of the Indians, and the trusteeship 
and management of the lands reserved for their use 
and benefit, shall be assumed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and a policy as liberal as that hitherto pure 
sued by the British Columbia Government shall be con- 
tinued by the Dominion Goverament after the Union. 

To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such ex- 
tent as it has hitherto been the practice of the British 
Columbia Government to appropriate for that purpose, 
shall from time to time be conveyed by the Local 
Government to the Dominion Government in trust for 
the use and benefit of the Indians on application of 
the Dominion Government ; and in case of disagree- 
ment between the two Governments respecting the 
quantity of such tracts of land to be so granted, the 
matter shall be referred for the decision of the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies. 

14. The constitution of the Executive Authority 
and of the Legislature of British Columbia shall, 
subject to the provisions of the ‘British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ continue as existing at the time 
of the Union until altered under the authority of the 
said Act, it being at the same time understood that 
the Government of the Dominion will readily consent 
to the introduction of responsible Government when

Waereas by the “British North America Act, 1867,” provision was made for the 
Union of the Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick into the Dominion 
of Canada, and it was (amongst other things) enacted that it should be lawfal for the 
Queen, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s Most Honorable Privy Council, on 
Addresses from the Houses of the Parliament ot’ Canada, and of the Legislature of the 
Colony of British Columbia, to admit that Colony into the said Union on such terms and 
conditions as should be in the Addresses expressed, and as the Queen should think fit to 
approve, subject to the provisions of the said Act. And it was further enacted that the 
provisions of any Order in Council in that behalf should have effect as if they had been 
enacted by the Parliament of the United Kingdom of. Great Britain and Ireland. 

And whereas by Addresses from the Houses of the Parliament of Canada and from 
the Legislative Council of British Columbia respectively, of which Addresses copies are 
contained in the Schedule to this Order annexed, Her Majesty was prayed, by and with 
the advice of Her Most Honorable Privy Council, under the One hundred and forty-sixth 
Section of the hercinbefore recited Act, to admit British Columbia into the Dominion of 
Canada, on the terms and conditions set forth in the said Addresses. 

And whereas Her Majesty has thought fit to approve of the said terms and con- 
ditions. 1t is hereby ordered and declared by Her Majesty, by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, in pursuance and exercise of the powers vested in Her Majesty by 
the said Act of Parliament, that from and after the Twentieth day of July, One thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-one, the said Colony of British Columbia shall be admitted 
into and become’ part of the Dominion of Canada, upon the terms and conditions set 
forth in the hereinbefore recited Addresses. And, in accordance with the terms of the 
said Addresses relating to the Electoral Districts in British Columbia, for which the first 
election of members to serve in the House of Commons of the said Dominion shall take 
place, it is hercby further ordered and declared that such Electoral Districts shal? be as 
follows :—

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable the Privy Council, approved by His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council, on the Tth June, 1873. 





The Committee of Council having had before them the memorandum of the 29th 
May last, from the Chiof Engineer of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and the Minute of 
Council thereupon of the 30th May, beg leave to recommend to Your Excellency that 
Esquimalt, in Vancouver Island, be fixed as the Terminus of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way; and that a line of Railway be located betweon the Harbour of Esquimalt and 
Seymour Narrows, on the said Island. 

The Committee further recommend that application immediately be made, by 
despatch, to tho Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia, for the conveyance to the 
Dominion Government, in trust, according to the 11th paragraph of the Terms of Agree- 
ment of Union, of a strip of land Twenty Miles in width, along the Eastern Coast of 
Vancouver Island, between Seymour Narrows and the Harbour of Esquimalt. 

An Order of the Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia in Council, appropriating 
this tract of land, in furtherance of the construction of the said Railway, will be necessary, 
in order to operate as a sufficient conveyance and resorvation of the said land to and for 
the Dominion Government.

Copy of a Report approved by His Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, on 
the 25th July, 1873. 





The Committee ot Council have had under consideration a memorandum of the 23rd 
July, 1873, from the Honorable the Attorney-General, reporting upon a despatch, dated 
the 10th June last, from the Honorable the Secretary of State for the Provincesto Your 
Excellency, covering an Order of the Honorable the Privy Council of Canada, of the 7th 
of the same month, which states that the Privy Council had decided as follows :—* That 
“ Esquimalt, in Vancouver Island, be fixed as the Terminus of the Canadian Pacific 
“ Railway, and that a line of Railway be located between the Harbour of Esquimalt and 
“Seymour Narrowa on the said Island.” 

In pursuance of this decision, Your Excellency is requested to convey, by Order in 
Council, “to the Dominion Government, in trust, according to the 11th paragraph of the 
“Terms of the agreement of Union, a strip of land 20 miles in width along the Eastern 
“ Coast of Vancouver Island, between Seymour Narrows and the Harbour ot Esquimalt.” 

Upon the Despatch and Order in Council the Honorable the Attorney-General 
reports as follows :—- 

“The agreement of Union is embodied in a Statute. Its language must there- 
fore be measured by the ordinary and well known rules of interpretation as applied to 
Statutes. The language must not be construed too narrowly, but a fair and liberal con- 
struction—and one in accordance with the spirit and true meaning of the agreement— 
should be placed upon the wording of the “Terms.” Allowing, however, the greatest 
latitude of’ interpretation, and applying the broadest and most liberal construction to 
the eleventh section of the Agreement, nothing appears which would seem to warrant 
the Dominion Government in claiming, or justify Your Excellency in granting, a con- 
veyance of the Twenty Mile belt of land mentioned, until the line of Railway be defined. 

“Tt is admitted that the Dominion Government is entitled to the greatest consider- 
ation for the energy it has hitherto displayed in its desire to faithfully carry out the 
Railway provisions contained in the Agreement. 

“Henco the Government of this Province holding these views. and anxious to 
render all the assistance in its power to the Dominion Government, assumed the 
responsibility of reserving the belt ot land mentioned almost immediately after the 
receipt of the Despatch, which is the subject of this Report. it was. however, expressly 
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understood that the Order in Council creating the reserve should not operate as a con- 
veyance of the lands within its limits, and that the reserve itself should not be of a 
permanent character. 

“The 11th Section of the Terms of Union reads as follows :— 

‘The Government of the Dominion undertake to secure the commencement, * 
a * within two years from the date of the Union, of the construction of a Railway 
‘from the Pacific towards the Rocky Mountains,’ thence Eastward, &c. 

‘The Government of British Columbia agree to convey to the Dominion Govern- 
‘ment, in trugt, to be appropriated in such manner as the Dominion Government may 
‘deem advisable, in fit hevanes of the construction of the said Railway, an extent of 
‘public lands along the line of Raihcay throughout its entire length in British Columbia, 
‘not to exceed, however, Twenty miles on each side of said line * 8 and 
‘provided further that until the commencement, within two years as aforesaid, from 
‘the date ofthe Union, of the construction of the said Railway, the Government of 
‘British Columbia shall not sell or alienate any further portion of the public lands of 
‘British Columbia in any other way than under right of pre-emption requiring actual 
‘residence of the pre-emptor on the land claimed by him.’ 

“Under this agreement the Dominion Government undertook ‘to secure the 
commencement of the construction of » Railway from the Pacific’ eastward on the 20th 
July, 1873, and the Province, in consideration thereof, agreed to convey to the Dominion 
Government ‘in furtherance of the construction of the said Raiheay,’ certain ‘ public 
lands along the line of Raiheay’ not excceding in extent Twenty miles ‘on each side of said line.’ 

“ As far as the Government of this Province has been informed, no line of Railway 
has been surveyed between Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows. A conveyance cannot 
therefore be made of public lands ‘along a line of Railway’ and ‘on each side of said 
line’ where no such ‘line of Railway’ exists. The demand made is for a conveyance 
of ‘a strip of land’ Twenty miles in width along the ‘Eastern Coast of Vancouver 
Island,’ or in other words in the absence of a survey for a strip of the public lands 
along the sea coast, but not along any defined line of Railway. 

“It is respectfully submitted that had a ‘line of Railway’ been defined by a 
location survey, the Government of this Province would have been notified thereof, and 
the language of tho Despatch, and of the Order of the Privy Council would have been 
materially different from that used in the present instance. Instead of asking for a 
conveyance of land along a sea coast, a demand would have been made for a conveyance 
of certain lands ‘along a line of Railway’ adopted and laid out according to an accom- 
panying plan, such a demand, it is humbly conceived, would have been in accordance 
with the spirit and language of the 11th Section. 

“The term of two years mentioned in the first and second paragraphs of the 
Section was inserted by the framers of the Terms at a period amply sufficient to enable 
the Dominion Government to complete the preliminary surveys necessary to determine 
the ‘line of Railway,’ and the Provincial Government agreed to withdraw all its public 
lauds from sale for the like period in order that the first opportunity should be afforded 
to the Dominion Government of acquiring within the two years and before the work of 
construction should commence, the land contiguous to its line of Railway, as defined 
from time to time. 

“ The two years have expired, and as the claim for the reserve mentioned is not 
established, it becomes the duty of the Government of British Columbia in the interests 
of the Province to respectfully press upon the Dominion Government, the necessity of 
some immediate action being taken to render the valuable belt of land containing an area 
of some 3,500 square miles of service to the Province. 

“The undersigned therefore suggests that, as no line of Railway has been defined, 
Your Excellency be respectfully recommended, for the above reasons, to withhold the 
conveyance to the Dominion Government of the land mentioned in the Despatch; and 
that the reserve of the said land be continued until a fair opportunity shall have been 
afforded to the Dominion Government to consider the subject and inform the Govern- 
ment of this Province of its views thereon.” 

The Committee concur in the above Report of the Attorney-General, and submit 
the samc for Your Excellency’s approval, and if’ sanctioned, they suggest that a copy of 
this Order in Council be transmitted to His Excellency the Governor-General.

The Committee of Council having had under consideration a memorandum from the 
Honorable the Provincial Secretary, dated 19th November, 1873, setting forth the 
facts— 

That the Government of British Columbia has protested against the non-fulfilment 
by the Dominion Government of the 11th Article of the Terms of Union. 

e That beyond the acknowledgment of the receipt, no reply has been made by the 
Dominion Government to the Despatch conveying the protest. 

That the Government of British Columbia looking at the actual condition of affairs 
felt compelled to await the action of the Parliamont of Canada, expected shortly to 
meet, and which did meet at Ottawa on the 23rd of October last past. 

That the Parliament of Canada has been prorogued not to meet until February 
noxt, without making provision for the construction of the Pacific Railway. 

That the Legislative Assembly of the Province stands called to meet at Victoria on 
the 18th day of December next, and 

That the non-fulfilment by the Dominion Government of the Terms of Union has 
caused a strong feeling of anxiety and discouragement to exist throughout the Province. 

The Committee advine Your Honor to ask the Dominion Government through the 
proper channel, for a decided expression of its policy with regard to the fulfilment of 
the 11th Article of the Terms of Union, in order that the information may be given to 
the Legislature at the opening of the coming Session. 

And they request that the decision arrived at be communicated to Your Honor by 
telegram at the earliest moment possible; and the Committee respectfully suggest, that 
if the present report be sanctioned, Your Honor will be pleased to forward the same to 
His Excellency the Governor-General; and also to draw his attention to the Minutes of 
Council, each bearing date the 25th day of July last, on the same subject, one peng ©

Letter of Introduction from the Hon. A. Mackenzie, to the Hon. G. A. Walkem. 


Orrawa, February 19th, 1874. 


Dear Siz,—Allow me introduce Mr. James D. Edgar, of Toronto, who visits your 
Province on public business for the Government. Mr. Edgar will confer with yourself 
and other members of the Government of Columbia on the questions lately agitating the 
public mind in Columbia, and will be glad to receive your views regarding the policy of 
the Government on the construction of the Railway. 

But for the meeting of Parliament in four weeks, some member of the Government 
would have visited your Province, but Mr. Edgar, as a public man, is well known here, 
and fully understands the question he will discuss with you. 

I need not, I am sure, assure you of my own sinccre desire to do all I can to not 
only act justly but generously to Columbia. 

It is in your interest, and in the interest of the Dominion, that we should both act 
with a reasonable appreciation of difficulties which are unavoidable, and to devise means 
to remove them or overcome them.

Vicroria, B. C., May 8th, 1874. 


Srr,—I have the honor to inform you that I have been instructed, by the Premier 
of Canada, to make you aware of the views of his Administration upon the subject of 
the construction of the Canadian Pacific Railway, in order that British Columbia may 
have full opportunity of considering and deciding upon a question so closely affecting 
her material interests. The scheme originally adopted for the carrying out of this work 
has, for a variety of reasons, proved unsuccessful, and to devise a plan for its more 
certain accomplishment has been the aim of the Dominion Cabinet. The chief difficulty 
to be encountered in attempting to carry out the existing system of construction, is to 
be found in the stipulation as to the completion of the Railway by the month of July, 
1881. In proposing to take a longer time for constructing the Railway, the Canadian 
Government are actuated solely by an urgent necessity. They are advised by their 
Engineers that the physical difficulties are so much greater than was expected, that it 
is an impossibility to construct the Railway within the time limited by the Terms of 
Union, and that any attempt to do so can only result in wasteful expenditure and 
financial embarrassment. It is because they desire to act in good faith towards 
British Columbia, that the Canadian Ministry at once avow the difficulty of carrying 
out the exact Terms of Union, whilst they have no desire to avoid the full responsibility 
of Canada to completo the Railway by all means in her power, and at the carliest 
practicable date. 

The eleventh article of the Terms of Union embodies the bald proposition that the 
Railway should be commenced in two, and completed in ten years, from the date of 
Union, to connect the seaboard of British Columbia with the railway system of Canada. 
Feeling the impossibility of complying with this time limit for completion, the Govern- 
ment is prepared to make new stipulations, and to enter into additional obligations of a 
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definite character, for the benefit of the Province. They propose to commence con- 
struction from Esquimalt to Nanaimo immediately, and to push that portion of Railway 
on to completion, with the utmost vigor, and in the shortest practicable time. 

The engineering difficulties on the Mainland have unfortunately turned out to be 
so serious, that further surveys must necessarily be made before the best route can be 
determined upon. The Government have already asked Parliament for a large sum for 
the purpose of carrying on these surveys, and no expenditure will be spared to achieve 
the most speedy and reliable selection of a permanent location of the line upon the 
Mainland. It is useless to propose an actual construction being undertaken before the 
location has been determined upon ; but in order to afford as much benefit from the 
works of construction from the very first as can possibly be derived by the people of the 
interior, the Government would immediately open up a road, and build a telegraph line 
along the whole length of the railway in the Province, and carry the telegraph wire 
across the Continent. It is believed that the mere commencement to build a railway 
at the seaboard, as stipulated for in the existing terms, would give but little satisfaction 
to tho producers living upon the east side of the Cascade Mountains, who would be 
unable, without a road being first constructed, to find a market all along the whole 
extent of the railway wherever construction was progressing. It would then be the 
aim of the Government to strain every nerve to push forward the construction of the 
railway,—and they would endeavour at the same time, so to arrange the expenditure,. 
that the legitimate advantages derivable from it, would as much as possible fall into the 
hands of our producers. In addition to constructing the road to facilitate transport 
along the located line, they are anxious to avail of the large supplies of all kinds of pro- 
visions now existing, or capable of being produced in the interior, and would proceed 
from the very first with all the works of construction in that portion of the country that 
their engineers could sanction. 

It is to be observed that while the Terms of Union contemplated the completion of 
the whole railway within a certain number of years, they made no provision for any: 
certainty of expenditure in any particular time, or on any particular portion of the line. 
To predicate the highest expenditure, which in any one year might be warranted in a 
particular portion of a great work like this, is certainly difficult ; and it is still more 
difficult to arrive at the lowest fixed annual sum, which, in ever year, and under all cir- 
cumstances, might be judiciously expended,asa minimum in local construction. To a 
country like British Columbia, it is conceded, however, to be an important point that 
not only the prompt and vigorous commencement, but also the continuous prosecution 
of the work of construction within the limits of the Province should be guaranteed. In 
order therefore to secure an absolute certainty in this direction, and although the length of 
the liue falling within the Province is estimated at only about one-fifth of the whole length, 
the Dominion Government are disposed to concede to British Columbia that the moment 
the surveys and road on the Mainland can be completed, there shall bein each and every 
year, and even under the most unfavorable circumstances, during the construction of the 
railway, & minimum expenditure upon works of construction within the Province of at 
least one million five hundred thousand dollars. That this will secure the continuous 
progress of the works in the Province, without any intermission, is quite apparent, and it 
must also be perfectly clear that so large an annual sum could not be expended by any 
Dominion Administration ina remote district, without holding out to the country some earl 
prospect of a return for it, and at the same time showing that they were proceeding wit 
the works with sufficient rapidty to bring the investment into an early condition to earn 
something. In reference to this point, I may be permitted to refer to the fact that the 
Delegates from British Columbia, who negotiated the Terms of Union, were instructed . 
by the Provincial Legislature to accept an undertaking from Canada to build the rail- 
way, With a guarantecd annual expenditure in the Province upon construction, of one 
million of dollars to begin at the end of three years after Union. We must assume that 
this guarantee of continuous construction was only abandoned by the Delegates upon a 
conviction of both the sincerity and feasibility of the offer of carly completion that was 
made to them. 

I trust that the proposals of the Dominion Cabinet, which I have sketched above, 
will be considered and accepted by British Columbia, as an earnest effort on the part of 
the former to carry out the spirit of the obligations to the Province. , 

The leader of the Canadian Government has instructed me to place these matters 
before you, as leader of the Provincial Administration, and at the same time to furnish 
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a copy to His Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor. The substance of these proposals 
has sent to me by telegraphic cipher, and based upon that, I have the honor of 
communicating them to you. The Dominion Government would be glad to have tbe 
consideration of this proposal entertained by your Administration, and to learn the con- 
clusion of the Government of British Columbia upon the subject.

“They were quite aware that the difficulties to be surmounted were cxtensive, and 
they were quite aware that the terms of the agreement with British Columbia had been 
violated. Under these circumstances they thought that in the meantime the first ste 
to be taken, was to confer with tho Local Government of the Province of British 
Columbia, and endeavour to ascertain from them if any means could be arranged by 
which an extension of timo could be procured for the prosecution of the work we were 
bound to undertake. With that. view an agent was sent as a representative of this 
Government to visit that Province, and in the course of his communications with the 
Local Government, it became very apparent, as it had been made apparent in the House 
by several Members from the Island of Vancouver, that it was an exceedingly important 
matter with them to have the road commenced at once. He, for one, was quite willing, 
if the Local Government was disposed to make some terms for the extension of time, 
that the Government should undertake the construction of the land portion as rapidly 
as possible, but if it became apparent that the Local Government were determined to 
adhere to the whole terms, then the Dominion of Canada could accede to the terms, and 
nothing more. They instructed Mr. Edgar to say that the Government would be prepared 
immediately to undertake the commencement of the work on the Island, traversing north- 
wards towards the point of crossing; prosecuting the surveys on the mainland, getting 
a passable route along the ridge; and erecting telegraph lines. He was also instructed 
to state that as soon as the work could be placed under contract, they would spend no 
less than $1,500,000 within the Province on the railway. He did not know whether 
this had been accepted or not, but under any circumstances they should have authority 
to proceed with the work, as they thought would mect the just expectations of the 
country and the reasonable expectations of the people in British Columbia. The policy 
he had announced in his election address in November last had been closely criticised 
by the honorable gentlemen ppporits. He had his own impression as to the course to 
be pursued, and he thought, if he recollected rightly, that the right honorable gentle- 
man opposite had said that if his views were adapted, British Columbia would be justi- 
fied in seceding from the Union.”

My Lorp,—The intimation, which I have received by telegraph, of the depar 
ture from British Columbia of the President of the Council and Attorney-General 
of that Province, sent to this country for the purpose of appealing against the 
course proposed by your Government, and canetianed by the Dominion Parliament, 
in regard to the Pacific Railway, together with the Reports of the Proceedings in 
that Parliament, and other informal communications, have led me to apprehend 
that the difference of opinion which has unfortunately occurred may not only prove 
difficult to adjust, but may not impossibly, if it remains long unsettled, give rise 
to feelings of dissatisfaction and to disagreements, the existence of which within 
the Dominion would be a matter of serious regret. 

2. It is not my wish, nor is it a part of my ordinary duty, to interfere ia th ese 
questions. They appear to be such as it should be within the province and the 
competency of the Dominion Government and Legislature to bring tu a satisfactory 
solution; and you will readily understand that Her Majesty’s Government would 
be very reluctant to take any action which might be construed as expressing a 
doubt of the Dominion Government and Parliament to give the fullest consider- 
ation to such representations as may be made on the part of British Columbia, and 
to deal in the fairest and most liberal spirit with what may be established as being 
the just claims of that Province. 

3. At the same time I am strongly impressed with the importance of neglect- 
ing no means that can properly be adopted for effecting the speedy and amicable 
settlement of a question which cannot, without risk and obvious disadvantages to 
all parties, remain the subject of prolonged, and it may be acrimonious, discussions; 
and it has occurred to me that, as in the original terms and conditions of the admis- 
sion of British Columbia into the union, certain points (as for example the amount 
of land to be appropriated for the Indians, and the pensions to be assigned to 
public officers deprived of employment) were reserved for the decision of the 
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necirety of State; so in the present case it may possibly be acceptable to both 
arties that I should tender my good offices in determining the new points which 

lave presented themselves for settlement. I accordingly addressed a aie to 

ou yesterday to the effect that I greatly regretted that a difference should exist 
Iretecen the Dominion and the Province in regard to the railway, and that if both 
Governments should unite in desiring to refer to my arbitration all matters in con- 
troversy, binding themselves to accept such decision as I may think fair and just, I 
would not decline to undertake this service. 

4, The duty which under a sense of the importance of interests concerned, I have 
thus offered to discharge, is of course a responsible and difficult one which I could 
not assume unless by the desire of both parties, nor unless it should be fully agreed 
that my decision whatever it may be shall be accepted without any question or 
demur. If it is desired that I should act in this matter, it will be convenient for 
each party to prepare a statement to be communicated to the other party, and after 
a reasonable interval a counter statement, and that on these written documents I 
should, reserving of course to myself the power of calling for any other information 
to guide me in arriving at my conclusion, give my final decision. 

5. I request you to transmit a copy of this despatch with the utmost possible speed 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia; I have communicated to Mr. 
Sproat, the agent for British Columbia, for transmission by telegraph to the Govern- 
ment of that Province the purport of the telegram which i addressed to you 
yesterday, in order that my offer may come before both parties as soon as possible.

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable the Executive Council approved 
by His Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, on the 5th August, 1874. 





The Committee of Council have had under consideration, the proposal for 
a reference to arbitration, of the question between the Province and the Dominion 
Government, respecting the fulfilment of the Terms of Union, contained in the 
Despatch dated 18th June, 1874, from the Right Honorable the Earl ot Carnarvon, 
Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies to His Excellency the 
Governor-General, a copy of which has been transmitted for the information of your 
Excellency, and referred to them for report:— 

In the Despatch the Secretary of State observes that he is “strongly impressed 
“with the importance of neglecting no means that can properly be adopted for 
“ effecting the speedy and amicable settlement of a question, which cannot without 
“risk and obvious disadvantage to all parties, remain the subject of prolonged, and 
“it may be acrimonious discussion.” 

That it has occurred to him, “that as in the original terms and conditions of 
“ the admission of British Columbia into the Union, certain points were reserved 
“for the decision of the Secretary of State, so in the present case it may possibly 
“be acceptable to both parties that he should tender his good offices in determinin; 
“the new points which had presented themselves for settlement. That if both 
“ Governmeats should unite in desiring to refer to his arbitration all matters in con- 
‘““troversy, binding themselves to acceptsuch decision as he may think fair and just, 
“he would not decline to undertake this service.” 

That the duty, which under a sense of the importance of the interests concern- 
ed, he has thus offered to discharge, is of course a responsible and difficult one 
which he could not assume unless by the desire of both parties, nor unless it should 
be fully agreed that his decision, whatever it may be, shall be accepted without any 
question or demur. 
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The Committee concur with the Secretary of State in regretting that a differ 
ence exists between the Dominion and this Province in regard to the Railway, and 
that it is most desirable for all parties, that all the questions in controversy should 
receive a speedy and amicable settlement, and they are of opinion that a reference. 
to arbitration is the course of all others most aoe | to lead to so desirable a result. 

They therefore advise the cordial acceptance by yom Excellency of the arbitra- 
tion of the Secretary of State, in accordance with the conditions laid down in His 
Lordship’s Despatch of the 18th June, 1874; and should this report be approved, 
they recommend that the acceptance by this Government on behalf of British 
Columbia of the arbitration of the Right Honorable the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, be immediately communicated by Your Excellency to that Minister 
by telegraph and by mail, that copies of such communications be transmitted 
simultaneously to the Secretary of State for Canada tor the information of His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General.

My Lorp,—I now beg leave respectfully to offer, for your Lordship’s con- 
sideration, a recapitulation and review of the main points of the question at issue 
between Canada and British Columbia, respecting tie breach, by the former, of the 
Railway Agreement in the Terms of Union. 

Although I have been favoured by your Lordship with many and lengthened 
interviews on this subject, I hope that the grave nature of the interests committed 
to my care, as well as the important influence which your Lordship’s action at the 
present time is sure to exercise upon the political and industrial growth of the 

’rovince, will be a sufticient excuse for again troubling you. 

A written communication of the kind proposed may also usefully serve to define 
more clearly some of the views, which I have advocated on behalf of the Province. 

Before proceeding further, | trust that I may be permitted to tender the 
expression of my grateful sense of the attention with which your Lordship has 
been pleased to receive, not only the statement of the case of British Columbia as 
ret forth i1 the Petition of its Government, but also the comments upon it which 
I have tron time to time made. 

The I’rovincial Government will be glad to learn—what your Lordship has 
been good enough to state—that you have been gratified with the temperate spirit 
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in which their case has been presented for the consideration of Her Majesty’s 
Government. 

It was, as I had the honor to mention at my first interview, with a strong 
feeling of regret, that the Government of the Province felt themselves under the 
necessity of seeking the advice and intervention of Her Majesty’s Government in 
this matter. The Provincial Government desired to work in harmony with the 
Dominion Government, and I may safely say that such intervention would not have 
been sought, had a sufficient effort been made by the Dominion to comply with 
the ye of the Railway Agreement. 

he key to the general policy of Her Majesty’s Government, in relation to 
British North America is, so far as I understand, to be found in the preamble of 
the Act of Confederation, which briefly declares that ‘Union would conduce to the 
“welfare of the Provinces * * * * federally united * * = 
“and promote the interests of the British Empire.” The Imperial policy thus 
declared has also been the policy of Canada. British Columbia likewise has 
endeavoured on her part loyally to follow it. It is froma due regard for the 
principles laid down in the Confederation Act, and from a natural and, I hope, 
proper desire to protect her own special interests as a Vrovince, that British 
Columbia has protested against the non-fulfilment by Canada of the Railway Agrec- 
ment of the Terms of Union. 

This Railway Agreement, while purposely and in part framed, as I shall here- 
after show, to promote the interests of British Columbia, is not an agreement for 
the construction of a railway within merely provincial limits, for simply provincial 

urposes. It is an agreement of a much more comprehensive character designed, 
in fact, mainly to advance, and indeed to effect, a real Union and consolidation of 
the British Possessions on the Continent of North America. In the attainment of 
this great end, British Columbia is, owing to her present isolation, especially 
interested. 

A short reference to a few facts which led to the Union of the Province with 
Canada will best explain her true position. 

In pursuance of the general Confederation policy declared in 1867, Her 
Majesty’s Government in 1869 addressed a despatch to the Governor of British 
Columbia, expressing a desire that British Columbia should be incorporated with 
Canada. This despatch not only restates the principles set forth in the Confedera- 
tion Act, but also shows in what respect they are peculiarly applicable to British 
Columbia. The following is a quotation from the despatch :— 

‘“‘Her Majesty’s Government,’’ writes the Secretary of State, ‘anticipate that 
the interests of every Province of British North America will be more advanced by 
enabling the wealth, credit, and intelligence of the whole to be brought to bear on 
every part, than by encouraging each in the contracted policy of taking care of 
itself, possibly at the expense of its neighbour. 

‘‘ Most especially is this true in the case of internal transit. It is evident that 
the establishment of a British line of communication between the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans is far more feasible by the operations of a single Government respon- 
sible for the progress of both shores of the Continent, than by a bargain negotiated 
between separate, perhaps in some respects rival, Governments and Legislatures. 
The San Francisco of British North America would, under these circumstances, 
hold a greater commercial and political position than would be attainable by the 
capital of the isolated Colony of British Columbia. 

“Her Majesty’s Government are aware that the distance between Ottawa and 
Victoria presents a real difficulty in the way of immediate Union. But that very 
difficulty will not be without its advantages, it it renders easy communication 
indispensable, and forces onwards the operations which are to complete it. In any 
ease it is an understood inconvenience, and a diminishing one, and it appears far 
better to accept it ts a temporary drawback on the advantages of Union, than to 
wait for those obstacles, often more intractable, which are sure to spring up after a 
neglected opportunity.” 
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Here four propositions are laid down:— 
1st. That the Canadian Federal system is based upon a union of the “wealth, 
credit, and intelligence” of the several Provinces, which will, when properly 
applied, promote the welfare of each. 


2nd. That to secure this result, “easy * * * internal * * . 
communication” through British Territory “is indispensable.” 
= * internal * 3 = 


3rd. That the absence of this “easy * 
communication,’”’ and “the distance between Ottawa and Victoria’’ constitute “a 
real difficulty in the way of immediate union.” 

4th. That this “ real difficulty ’’ will operate as a mere “ temporary drawback 
on the advantages of union,” as it will be sure to “force onwards” those “ oper- 
ations’’ necessary to remove it. 

It is to hasten the removal of this “temporary drawback,”’ and to “force 
onwards,’’ in the sense of the above despatch, these necessary operations, which 
have been long deferred, that the Government of British Columbia have sought the 
intervention of Her Majesty’s Government. 

The strength of the above propositions, viewed in connection with the general 
confederation policy, was fully recognized by the then Government of the Dominion. 
They agreed with Her Majesty’s Government, that without “‘ easy communication ”’ 
and “internal transit’? between Ottawa and Victoria, the union of British Columbia 
and Canali could not be effective. Afterwards, when the whole matter was 
analy studied by the Government of the Dominion, it seems to have been their 

ecided opinion that ‘easy communication”’ across the Continent could mean 
nothing less than a railway; and that, with respect to British Columbia, the 
“temporary drawback on the advantages’’ of Confederation, mentioned by Her 
Majesty’s Government, should not be allowed to last for more than ten years from 
the date of Union. 

Hence the Dominion undertook “to secure the commencement simultaneously,” 
on the 20th July, 1873, “of the construction of a railway from the Pacific towards 
“the Rocky Mountains, and from such point as may be selected, east of the Rocky 
‘Mountains, towards the Pacific, to connect the seaboard of British Columbia wit. 
“the railway system of Canada; and further, to secure the completion of such 
“railway within ten years from” July, 1871. And British Columbia, on her part, 
entered into certain obligations in favour of the Dominion, with regard to the 
public lands of the Province, The word *‘simultaneously,’’ which appears in this 
agreement, was designedly inserted with two objects :— 

1st. That Canada should commence construction works at the two most 
available points, and thus ensure the early and rapid progress of the railway; and 

2ndly. That the admitted disadvantages under which British Columbia would 
labour until the completion of the main line should to some extent be counter- 
balanced by the benefits of early expenditure upon railway works in the Province. 

The agreement thus entered into was inserted in, and formed the most essential 
part of, the Terms of Union mutually accepted, in 1871, by British Columbia and 
Canada. These terms were placed betore the people of the Province at a general 
election. They were shortly afterwards considered and formally approved by the 
Provincial Legislature. They were subsequently fully debated aud accepted by 
both Houses of the Parliament of Canada; and they were fivally sanctioned and 
ratified by Her Majesty in Council. No question, therefore, could have been more 
thoroughly ventilated: uo conclusion more deliberately arrived at. As a strong 
practical proof of the continued interest felt by Jler Majesty’s Government in the 
success of the Confederation thus established, the Imperial Parliament, in July, 
1873, guaranteed a loan of £3,600,000, to be raised by Canada mainly for the con- 
struction, among other public works, of the Canadian Pacitic Railway. 

It may now be useful to present to your Lordship a brief statement of the 
manner in which the conditions of the Railway Agreement have been observed. 

The Petition of the Government of British Columbia shows the following 
facts:— 
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That the Province has fulfilled her part of the agreement; and has endeavoured 
to aid the Dominion Government to carry out their part ; 

That the Dominion Government have not, during the three years succeeding 
Union, made due effort to complete the railway surveys in British Columbia ; 

That the Dominion Government did not, on the 20th July, 1873, commence - 
the “simultaneous” railway construction provided for in the agreement ; 

That they also have hitherto failed to commence any railway construction 
whatsoever in the Province, though they might have commenced such construction, 
as they admitted in May last that they were then in a position to begin the railway. 

Some further circumstances connected with these matters are detailed in the 
Petition. It ia therein shown that in June, 1873, the Dominion Government 
selected the harbour of Esquimalt, on the Vacitfic, as the western terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway; that they at the same time decided that a portion of the 
main line should be “located’’ between this terminus and Seymour Narrows; that 
some weeks prior to the day named in the Agreement for the commencement of 
the construction of the main line, they secured from the Provincial Government “in 
furtherance of such construction’ a reserve of a valuable tract of land lying along 
this projected line, and some 3,000 square miles in area; that, as already stated, no 
construction whatsoever was or has been commenced within the Province ; that. 
the land so reserved has been thus rendered comparatively valueless to the 
Province, as it has ever since been closed to settlement and to the investment of 
capital. 

‘ Against the continuance of the above state of things, the Province, through its 
Legislature and its Government, from time to time entered protest after protest, 
but without effect, and without even eliciting any reply from the Dominion 
Government beyond a formal acknowledgment of the receipt of the despatch 
inclosing each protest. The last protest was forwarded in February of the present 

ear. Subsequently the correspondence took place which is appended to the 

etition. From the questions raised by this correspondence, all those which are 
unimportant may be usefully eliminated. I propose, therefore (subject, perhaps, to 
a slight digression, where necessary), to confine my observations to the principal 
points in a letter from Mr. Edgar to myself, which contains certain proposals as 
regards railway matters. 

The Provincial Government did not at the time understand that these proposals 
were officially made. They were subsequently withdrawn by the Dominion 
Government, and only at the moment of such withdrawal declared by them to have 
been made with their authority and on their behalf. The above letter, which thus 
became invested, though but for a brief time, with an authoritative character, is 
valuable as the only official intimation to the Provincial Government of the policy 
of the present Dominion Government on the subject of the Pacific Railway. In 
addition to certain proposals or offers to British Columbia, the letter contains im- 
portant statements and some specific adimissions which favour the Provincial case. 

I shall discuss these offers scriatim, and endeavour to ascertain their value 
taken in connection with the conditions attached to them, which conditions, as I 
shall afterwards show, virtually amouut to a surrender by British Columbia of her 
existing railway agreement. 1 shall then offer some comments upon the above 
statements and admissions, using generally, as far as may be, the language in which 
they are expressed in the letter, in order to lessen the danger on my part of any 
inadvertent misconstruction of their meaning. 

The offers made are as follows :— 


No. 1. The Dominion will ‘commence construction trom Esquimalt to 

apaae ; : : Rant 1 
Naniimo immediately, and push that portion of railway on to com- 
pletion within the shortest practicable time.” 


. The offer to commence work immediately at Esquimalt (which, as already 
stated, was selected as the western terminus of the main line by an Order of the 
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Privy Council of Canada as far back as June 1878) is simply an offer to do what the 
Dominion was bound to have done in July 1873, and what they might have done at 
any time since, and which they admit in this letter was quite practicable in May 
last. The offer, your Lordship will notice, is a very limited one. No definite pro- 
vision is made for the extension of the main line beyond Nanaimo (about 60 miles 
from Esquimalt); nor, indeed, is any definite period fixed for the completion of 
even this short portion of the railway, which would take neither much time nor 
money to construct. The promise to complete it “in the shortest practicable 
time,’’—a promise in effect attached to all the offers in the letter,—is one which, 
slightly qualified, is implied in the present and in every other agreement of a 
similar character, in which no stipulation is inserted for the performance of work 
within a given time. The phrase is much too elastic in its meaning to admit of 
any definite interpretation. It may, for the present, therefore, be fairly omitted 
from special consideration, except as some evidence of a general intention on the 
part of the Dominion Government. I must assume, what the Sugnage conveys, 
that the words “that portion of railway,’” mean the Esquimalt and Nanaimo portion 
or part of the main railway, which is the only railway referred to in the letter. 
This would tend to show that the position of the terminus is not questioned. No 
other allusion to the terminus is made in the letter. 


No. 2. The Dominion will prosecute and complete the surveys, and then 
determine “the location of the line upon the mainland.” 


This promise is reasonable on the face of it, but it is very vague. In May last 
the Government of the Dominion informed the Provincial Government that “there 
Was no reason to believe that it would be possible to complete the surveys before 
the close of the year’ 1874. The peasornbte inference deducible from this state- 
ment is, obviously, that the surveys would be finished at the end of 1874. Ifa 
longer period had been deemed necessary for the purpose, the fact would have been 
stated. Considering the intimation thus given, and looking to the long interval of 
time that has elapsed without any decision as to the route having been arrived at, 
it eb have been expected that the letter would have positively guaranteed the 
completion, in 1874, of these and all other indispensable surveys within the Province 
at least, and have further placed beyond conjecture the commencement of construc- 
tion works early in 1875. I have been informed by a railway engineer here that, 
as a matter of practice, the exploratory surveys settle the general bearing or course 
of a line of railway, and that the subsequent location surveys may be proceeded 
with at several points along such line simultaneously, and the work of construction 
be commenced at those points without waiting for the actual location of the whole 
line. Such being the case, there is no valid reason, in view of all the facts above 
stated, why this practice should not be followed with respect to the Pacific Railway. 
The general course of the railway, within the Province at least, should be deter- 
mined this year, and location surveys, immediately followed by actual construction, 
should be commenced early in 1875 at various points on the mainland and on the 
island. This is what British Columbia, above all things, desires, and any definite 
arrangement which will secure her wants in this respect will give the Province 
much satisfaction. 


No. 8. The Dominion will “open up a road and build a telegraph line 
along the whole length of the railway in the Province, and carry the 
telegraph wire across the Continent.” 


The performance of this ofter, both as to the road and the telegraph line, would 
depend, in point of time, upon the performance of the preceding offer (No 2), as 
the above works would, according to the letter, only be commenced after the com- 
pletion of the surveys and the location (within the Province) of the whole line 
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along which they are proposed to be constructed. The fact is known to your Lord- 
ship, that the road here meant is a waggon road intended, for a time, at least, to 
supply the ee of the railway. A personal knowledge of the country justifies me 
in stating that a very large portion of the £50,000 or £60,000 required for its con- 
struction would be money simply thrown away. Ican also unhesitatin sly state that 
the road would, even as a temporary substitute for the railway, be wholly unaccept- 
able to the Province at large, including the farmers and producers of the “ interior,” 
in whose interests, and for whose benefit, it is alleged that the offer is especially 
made. For the transport of supplies, and to meet engineering necessities along the 
line, as railway works progress, a merely passable road is necessary, and must be 
constructed ; this, in fact,1s all thatis required. The telegraph line (when finished) 
would, doubtless, be useful, but its construction is a question which should be 
treated independently of the Railway Agreement. The railway is what is required, 
and the people of the Province would prefer seeing the time and money, which are 
proposed to be expended on the above works, appropriated to the larger and 
infinitely more beneficial enterprise. ‘ 


No. 4. When “the surveys and road on the mainland can be completed, 
there shall be in each and every year . . . during the construc- 
tion of the railway, 2 minimum expenditure upon the works of con- 
struction within the Province of at least 1,500,000 dollars ;” and the 
Dominion “ will proceed from the very first with all the works ot 
construction,” on the mainland, “‘that their engineers could sanction.” 


The expenditure above proposed may be considered, first, in relation to its 
amount; and next, with reference to the date of its commencement. The amount 
falls far short of what British Columbia has been led to expect. The cost of the 
line in British Columbia has been roughly estimated at 35,000,000 dollars 
(£7,000,000). Assuming this estimate to be correct, and that ten years would see 
the completion of the railway, the Province, in accepting the Terms of Union, had 
a fair expectation of an average yearly expenditure within her limits of, say, 
3,500,000 dollars (£700,000). After a delay of over three years with its consequent 
loss to the Province, it is now proposed by the letter that this amount shall be 
reduced to the sum of 1,500,000 dollars (£300,000). Again, dividing the whole cost 
35,000,000 dollars (£7,000,000) by this sum, a period of twenty-three and a-half . 
years would be obtained as the time required for the completion of the Provincial 
section of the line alone, and this period would be only computed from the date 
when expenditure would be commenced, and not from the date of the letter. It is 
true that the expenditure proposed is to represent a minimum outlay, which, after 
several years, might for obvious reasons increase with the progress of the work, 
but I submit that, in estimating the value of this, or of any similar proposal, the 
actual figures given— and not contingent amounts which might never be spent— 
must be the basis of calculation. 

Moreover, not only isthe proposed expenditure inadequate, but the period 
when it is to be begun is left largely open to doubt. The letter states that the 
expenditure will follow the completion, “ along the whole length of the railway in 
the Province,” of the waggon road mentioned in ofter No. 3. The completion of 
this road, in turn, has to depend upon the completion of all the surveys, and upon 
the location of the whole line on the mainland (see ofter No. 2); and the comple- 
tion of these surveys and the location of this line are, in point of time, wholly left 
open to uncertainty. It is stated, that trom the “very first” construction work on 
the mainland will be done at such places as the sanction of the Engineers will war- 
rant; bu this sanction will natu rally be deferred until the expenditure which has 
been proposed to cover construction work generally should be commenced. Taken 
throughout, no offer could well be more indefinite than the above. 

Adding all the uncertainties mentioned to the fixed period of twenty-three and 
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a-half years (or even to a reduced period), it would appear that the above offer may 
be described as one for the postponement of the completion of the line within the 
Province for a lengthened period, possibly until some time in the next century. 

Your Lordship will observe—what I must consider an important matter—that 
all the preceding offers refer and are strictly confined to the British Columbian 
paler of the railway. The letter is wholly silent as to the extension of the line 

eyond the eastern frontier of the Province. British Columbia is thus by impli- 
cation virtually requested to surrender one of the elements most important to her 
in the contract, namely, the right to insist upon all rail communication with the 
Eastern Provinces. 

I shall now, as proposed, make a few comments upon certain statements and 
admissions contained in the letter. Probably the most important of the former is 
’ the statement, that the Dominion Government “ are advised by their engineers that 

the physical difficulties are so much greater than was expected, that it is an impos- 
sibility to construct. a railway within the time limited by the Terms of Union, and 
that any attempt to doso can only result in wasteful expenditure and financial 
embarrassment.”’ Upon this point the Provincial Government are without any 
information save what is afforded by the last Report, as published, of the Chief 
Engineer of the Dominion Government. A reference to this Report would lead 
the reader to a rather contrary conclusion to that above expressed. On page 34, 
section 5, the Chief Engineer makes the following statement :—“ It may indeed be 
now accepted as a certainty that a route has been found generally possessing favor- 
able engineering features, with the exception of » short section approaching the 
Pacific Coast; which route, taking its entire length, including the exceptional sec- 
tion alluded to, will on the average show lighter work, and will require less costly 
structures than have been necessary on many of the railways now in operation in 
the Dominion.” It is worthy of notice that this Report, so favorable to the enter- 
prise, is dated only some four months prior to the date of the letter now under 
discussion. During the interval between these dates, all surveys in the Province 
had been suspended. 

I may further remind your Lordship that the Charter for the construction and 
completion of the railway in ten years from 1871, according to the Terms of Union, 
was keenly competed for by two separate combinations, including men of great 
railway experience, large capital, and high position inthe Dominion. These Com- 
panies, apparently, did not consider the Snaeriak ie to make the railway within 
the stipulated time impracticable. Onthe contrary, up to February 1878, so ae 
was the competition, and so powerful were the organization; in point of wealth, 
influence, and ability, that ‘i Dominion Government decided to give the charter 
to neither; and, upon the two Companies failing to amalgamate, .as suggested by 
the Government, the Government, under certain powers conferred by Parliament, 
formed a new Company, based upon the principle that each Province should be 
represented in the undertaking. To this new Company acharter was granted on 
the 5th of February, 18738. With the political or other causes which subsequently 
led to the surrender of this charter it is not my duty to deal. The strong fact 
remains that two responsible and rival companies were willing, and a third under- 
took, to construct sihtouphdiae of railway to connect the east and west of the 

. Dominion in eight years from February 1873. Neither in the Prospectus of the 
successful Company nor in the voluminous correspondence which took place pre- 
viously between the two unsuccessful Companies on the subject of their respective 
claims to the charter, and of their proposed amalgamation, was any doubt expressed 
as to the possibility of fulfilling this time obligation. Jad sucha doubt existed, it 
is fair to infer that the Dominion Government would have requested the assistance 
ofthe Province to remove it. No such request was, however, made. 

With respect to the statement betore your Lordship that the chartered Com- 
pany considered an extension of four years necessary to place the financial success 
of the enterprise beyond doubt, the Provincial Government are without any informa-

tion save what is contained in, or may be inferred from, the last paragraph of 
section 8 of the Charter granted to the Company, which reads as follows :—The 
Company “shall complete the whole railway within ten years from the said 20th of 
July, 1871, unless the last-mentioned period shall be enlarged by Act ot Parliament, 
in which case the Company shall complete the whole railway within such extended 

eriod.” Admitting, for the sake of argument, however, that such extension of 
our years wae deemed necessary, the completion of the line would not have been 
deferred beyond 1885, The extract already quoted from the Engineer’s Report, 
dated, as it is, about twelve months after the date of the Charter, and made after a 
farther knowledge of the country had been acquired, tends strongly to confirm the 
views of the respective Companies that the completion of the railway was practi- 
cable in 1881, or at the furthest in 1885. 

The value of the above facts and correspondence is material as showing, in 
the first place, that it was considered all important that a definite period should be 
assigned for the execution of a work upon which Confederation hinges; and in 
the next place, that 1881, or at most 1885, was a reasonable definition of that period. 

The Province, after all her disappointments, above all things desires that the 
“prompt commencement, continuous prosecution,” and early completion of the 
railway shall be definitely assured or, in the language of the letter, ‘be guaranteed.” 
The Provincial Government, therefore, strongly, but respecttully, resist the conten- 
tion of the Dominion Government that the commencement, prosecution, and 
completion of the line shall be left open to a doubtful and indefinite period. 

The further opening statement in the letter, that the Dominion Government 
are willing “to enter into additional obligations of a definite character for the 
benefit of the Province” may be said to have been disposed of, as the nature and 
character of these ‘obligations’ have, in the analy made of the offers, been 
already examined. I shall, therefore, pass on to what I have termed the admissions 
in the letter. The most important of these is an admission which may be inferred 
from the offer made by the Dominion Government to ‘“‘commence railway construc- 
tion immediately from Esquimalt to Nanaimo.’’ Here it is admitted that the 
Dominion Government were in a position, at least in May last (the date of the 
letter), if not before, to have begun the railway in the Province. There is, and 
has been, therefore, no excuse for delay in pushing forward the work. . 

Of scarcely less importance is a second admission, which reads as follows: ‘to 
a country like British Columbia it is conceded, however, to be an important point 
that not only the prompt and vigorous commencement, but also the continuous 
prosecution of the work of construction within the limits of the Province should 
be guaranteed.” 

To these two admissions may be added a third and last: the Dominion Govern- 
ment, while conceding that railway construction should be commenced at the sea- 
board of the Province, consider it most important that every effort should be made 
by them to push forward the construction of the railway on the mainland, in order 
that the legitimate advantages of expenditure should, as far as possible, fall into 
the hands of the farmers and producers of the interior. 

This is an object which ihe Provincial Government have much at heart, and 
strongly desire to see realized. ; 

ith the clear and just sense which the Dominion Government thus appear to 
have of what is due to the Province; with their full appreciation, on the one hand, 
of the wants of the interior, and, on the other, of the requirements of the Island, it 
might have been expected that they would, as ‘a Government responsible for the 
progress of both shores of the Continent,’’ at least have given some more definite as 
well as some practical meaning to their expressions of solicitude tor the welfare of 
the people of the Province. 

I have thus dwelt upon the letter at considerable length, as your Lordship’s 
attention has been specially directed to it in connection with the present case. 


conceive the following to be a synopsis of its offers and conditions: Canada will 
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commence, on the Island, immediate construction of the Railway at Esquimalt, and 
finish about 60 miles of it (time of completion indefinite). On the mainland, she 
will prosecute the surveys for the remainder of the line, and finish these surveys 
time also indefinite). he will thereafter “locate”’ the line falling within the 

rovince (time also indefinite). When this can be achieved, she will make, along 
this “‘ located”’ line, a waggon road (which the Province does not want), and a tele- 

raph line (which the Province has not asked for), and will carry the latter across 
the Continent (time of completion of both road and telegraph line indefinite). 
Ultimately, after the completion of the surveys and of the road, but not before, 
Canada will begin, and will continue railway work in the Province, and spend 
thereon, year by year, not less than £300,000. (Whether this sum will include the 
Esquimalt line or not is doubtful. It is the only expenditure offered. As I have 
shown your Lordship, Canada thus proposes to ensure to the Province the com- 

letion of the line within her limits in twenty-three and a-half years, or less, datin 
= the unknown period at which the offered expenditure can be commenced. 
Canada will do all this work “in the shortest time practicable,” a phrase a shade 
stronger than the words “with due diligence,” three words, the construction of 
which has given rise to much doubt, and to much painful litigation. In considera- 
tion of these offers (if accepted), British Columbia shall—1st, abandon all claim to 
the completion of the Canadian Pacific Railway within a definite time; and, 2ndly, 
shall (virtually, though not quite so ae ei surrender her right to, and interest 
in, the completion of about 2,000 miles of the line necessary to connect the eastern 
frontier with eastern Canada. Apart from the very objectionable features of the 
last two conditions, the indefinite character of the above proposals made to the 
Province is in marked contrast to the statement of the Dominion Government that, 
“to a country like British Columbia,” it is important that the early completion of 
the railway within her limits should be ensured; and, therefore, that a guarantee 
should be given by the Dominion Government for ‘‘its prompt commencement” 
(which depends on the prompt completion of the surveys), and also for “its con- 
tinuous construction” (which depends on yearly specific expenditure). This 
concludes my remarks upon the letter. 

I have endeavoured to place before Your Lordship a full history of the position 
of British Columbia with respect to Confederation. A very unsatisfactory state of 
affairs has been disclosed, if the question be regarded simply as a question between 
the Dominion and one of her Provinces. On the part of the Dominion there have 
been delays, default, and avowal of default, followed by offers and conditions such 
as I have described. 

The peculiar situation of British Columbia—her remoteness—her weak politi- 
tical position—her dependence on the good faith of the Dominion—the hopes that 
have been held out and deferred—the grievous loss that has ensued—the consequent 
utter prostration of her interests, all these give her claims upon Canada, which the 

resent Dominion Government have, as already shown, to a certain extent acknow- 
edged—in words. These claims the Provincial Government hope, will not be over- 
looked by your Lordship in considering the reasonable measure of justice to which 
the Province is entitled under the Terms of Union. The Province has not expected 
anything that is unreasonable, and does not do so now. It is her urgent desire that 
matters should be forthwith placed on a fair business-like footing, and above all, 
on a footing of certainty, with proper safeguards to ensure that certainty, so that a 
good and cordial understanding may be restored and not again be disturbed.

The Earl of Carnarvon to the Earl of Dufferin.

My Lorp,—I duly received your despatch of the 18th September, enclosing an 
Order in Council, setting forth the views of your Ministers as to the proposals con- 
tained in my despatch of the 16th August forthe settlement of the controversy 
between Canada and British Columbia, respecting the Pacific Railway. I subse- 
quently again saw Mr. Walkem, and at his request I have delayed the announcement 
of the terms which, in my opinion, may properly be laid down as fair and reasonable, 
until the receipt of a further written communication from him, which has now 
reached me, and a copy of which I enclose. 

The statements thus placed before me are so clear and complete as to assist me 
materially in it at re the position in which the question now stands, and in 
judging without hesitation what modification of the original terms should be adopted. 
And I would here express my satisfaction at the temperate and forbearing manner 
in which points involving most important satan, Fmt se {have been argued on both 
sides, mm | the pleasure which I feel in being able to think that asperity of feeling 
or language may have been, in some degree, avoided through the opportunity of 
submitting the whole case to the independent judgment of one who may at least 
claim to have the interests of both Pesce equally at heart. 

I explained very fully in my despatch of the 16th August the opinion which I 
entertained on each of the principal questions at issue, and I need now add but little 
to the simple statement of my decision. That decision is necessarily, as both parties 
are aware, in the nature of a compromise, and as such it may perhaps fall short of 
giving complete satisfaction to either. If, on the one hand, your Ministers, as you 
inform me, consent with reluctance to the further concessions which, at an earlier 
stage, I suggested, they will not, on the other hand, fail to bear in mind that even 
after those concessions are made, British Columbia will receive considerably less 
than was promised to her as the condition of entering the Dominion. I prefer rather 
to reflect that, under the amended terms now to be established, British Columbia 
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will, after all, receive very great and substantial advantages from its union with 
Canada, while the Dominion will be relieved of a considerable part of those obli 
tions which were assumed in the first instance without a sufficient knowledge of the 
local conditions under which so enormous and difficult an undertaking was to be 
carried into effect, and to fulfil which would seriously embarrass the resources of 
even so prosperous @ country as Canada. 

Adhering, then, to the same order in which, on the 16th August, I stated the 
rincipal points on which it appeared to me that a better understanding should be 
efined, I now proceed to announce the conclusions at which I havearrived. They 

are:— 

1. That the railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo shall be commenced as soon as 
possible, and completed with all practicable dispatch. 

2. That the surveys on the mainland shall be pushed on with the utmost 
vigour. On this point, after considering the representations of your Ministers, I 
feel that I have no alternative but to rely, as I do most fully and readily, upon their 
assurances that no legitimate effort or expense will be spared, first todetermine the 
best route for the line, and, secondly, to proceed with the details of the engineering 
work. It would be distasteful to me, if, indeed, it were not impossible, to prescribe 
strictly any minimum of time or expenditure with regard to work of so uncertain a 
nature; but, happily, it is equally impossible for me to doubt that your Government 
will loyally do its best in every way to accelerate the completion of a duty left 
freely to its sense of honour and justice. 

8. That the waggon road and telegraph line shall be immediately constructed. 
There seems here to be some difference of opinion as to the special value to the 
Province of the undertaking to complete these two works; but after considering 
what has been said, I am of opinion that they should both be proceeded with at 
once, as indeed is suggested by your Ministers. 

4. That 2,000,000 dollars a-year and not 1,500,000 dollars, shall be the 
minimum expenditure on railway works within the Province from the date at 
which the surveys are sufficiently completed to enable that amount to be expended 
on construction. In naming this amount I understand that, it being alike the 
interest and the wish of the Dominion Government to urge on with ait speed the 
completion of the works now to be undertaken, the annual expendi- 
ture will be as much in excess of the minimum of 2,000,000 dollars as in any year 
may be found practicable. 

5. Lastly, that on or before the 31st December, 1890, the railway shall be 
completed and open for traffic from the Pacific seaboard to a point at the western 
end of Lake Superior, at which it will fall into connection with the existing lines 
of railway through a portion of the United States, and also with the navigation on 
Canadian waters. Ko proceed at present with the remainder of the railway 
extending, by the country northward of Lake Superior, to the existing Canadian 
lines, ought not, in my opinion, to be required, and the time for undertaking that 
work must be determined by the development of settlement and the changing 
circumstances of the country. The day is, however, I hope, not very distant when 
@ continuous line of railway through Canadian territory will be practicable, and I 
therefore look upon this portion of the scheme as postponed rather than abandoned. 

In order to inform Mr. Walkem of the conclusions at which I have arrived, I 
’ have thought it convenient to give him a copy ot this despatch, although I have 

not communicated to him any other part of the correspondence which ie passed 
between your Lordship and me. 

It will, of course, be obvious that the conclusion which I have now conveyed 
to you upholds, in the main, and subject only to some modifications of detail, the 
policy adopted by your Government with respect to this most embarrassing ques- 
tion. On acceding to office your Ministers found it in a condition which precluded 
a compliance with the stipulations of Union. It became, therefore, their duty to 
consider what otber arrangements might, equitably and in the interests of all con- 
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cerned be substituted for those which had failed. And in determining to supple- 
ment the construction of some part of the new railway by that vast chain of water 
communications which Nature might seem to have designed for the traffic of a 
great country, I cannot say that they acted otherwise than wisely. I sincerely trust 
that the more detailed terms which I have now laid down as those on which this 
policy should be carried out will be found substantially in accordance with the 
reasonable requirements of the Province, and with that spirit of generous and 
honourable adherence to past engagements which ought in an pew degree to 
govern the dealings of a strong and populous community with a feebler neighbour, 
and which I well know to be the characteristic of all parties and statesmen alike 
within the Dominion of Canada.

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REPORT OF THE MINISTER OF MINES 


FOR THE YEAR 1874. 


To His Excellency JosepH W. Trutcu, Lieutenant-Governor of the Province of 
British Columbia. 


May IT PLEASE Your EXxcELLENcY :— 


Having been appointed Minister of Mines, under the provisions of the 
“Minister of Mines Act, 1874,” and being charged with the duty of collecting 
information on the subject of the Mining industries of the Province; I have there- 
fore the honor, herewith, to present to Your Excellency this, the first Report.

REPORT. 





Productive mining in British Columbia is, at the present time, restricted to 
mining for gold in many widely separated districts of the Province; and to mining 
for bituminous coal, which is confined to Nanaimo and its immediate vicinity. 

The indications of the existence of other metals and minerals of great economic 
value are frequent throughout the country, and in some localties they have been 
thought sufficient to justify mining operations, which after the expenditure of large 
snms of money have been suspended or even abandoned for various reasons, among 
which difficulty of communication stands first. 


GOLD MINING. 


The gold fields of British Columbia, at present known, extend from Rock Creek 
on the 49th to Liard River on the 60th parallel of north latitude, a distance of seven 
hundred miles. The gold is chiefly found on the slopes of a range of mountains, 
lying between the Rocky Mountains on the east, and the Cascade Range on the 
west, and known as the Selkirk Range, embracing an area of 105,000 square miles. 
Gold has been found, and profitably worked, in ditterent fields throughout the whole 
of the area in question: such as Similkameen, Rock Creek, and Kootenay (between 
the 49th and 50th parallels); Lope, Yale, Lytton, Lillooet, Bridge River, and the 
Big Bend of Columbia River (between 50° and 52°); Cariboo, Quesnelle, Keithley, 
and Ilarvey (between 52° and 54°); Omineca and the Peace River mines, with 
Skeena and Naas Rivers (between 54° and 56°); and, finally, Stickeen River and 
the last discovered and rich mines at Cassiar and Liard River (between 56° and 60°). 
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The tabulated statement hereto appended, which has been prepared from the 
Returns received from the Government Agents at the various mining camps, gives 
some idea of the number of miners employed, their earnings, the value of the gold 
found in different localities, the total amount realized, the works in operation, the 
machinery in use, and other interesting and useful information. 

The gold deposits of British Columbia are found on bars, left bare by falling 
streams; in the Beri and banks of rivers; on benches, high above water level; in 
gulches; and far down beneath the surface of the ground, in the beds of ancient 
water-courses. 

The gold is collected both by rocker and sluice-box, and steam and water power 
is brought to bear on its production. 

The gold of different localities is very different in aspect and value; sometimes 
it is in round jagged pieces; sometimes in even scales; sometimes in smooth oblongs 
like melon seeds; sometimes in coarse rough lumps. Its color is as variable as its 
shape, some being an iron rust color, some pale silvery, some glittering yellow, and 
some bronze green; while its value varies, with locality, from fifteen to eighteen 
dollars an ounce. 

On the bars near the mouths of rivers it is found in a fine impalpable dust, 
known as “flour gold,’’ and can only be collected by the aid of quicksilver. As 
the head-waters of the streams are reached, the original matrix of the gold is 
approached, and the gold becomes largerand less water-worn, till the veins of quartz, 
from which it is supposed to have been originally disintegrated, may be traced up 
the sides of the steep mountain precipices, whence the streams have their source. 

The earliest discoveries of gold in British Columbia were on the bars and 
benches of the Fraser River, extending from below Hope to Lillooet; on Bridge 
River, which empties into the Fraser above Lillooet; and on the Thompson, which 
joins the Fraser at Lytton. Considerable quantities of gold were taken out in 
1859-60, from these localities, and soon afterwards discoveries of great value were 
made on Williams Creek, in the district now known as Cariboo, at a distance of 350 
miles from the original diggings; while to the east, discoveries were reported on 
the Similkameen River, at Rock Creek, and in Kootenay. 

Cariboo soon became the centre of attraction; deep diggings of imménse value 
were discovered, and miners from all parts of the Province left diggings where they 
were making a certain livelihood, on the chance of participating in large strikes of 
which they had only heard. / 

Cariboo has, up to the present time, maintained its supremacy, and the yield of 
four claims alone, on Lightning Creek, have amounted, in 1874, to $479,980. 

In 1865-66, great excitement was created by the discovery of gold, in paying 
quantities, on the Bend of the Columbia, known as the “ Big mend Excitement.” 
Miners from all parts flocked in considerable numbers to the new locality; steamers 
were built; and roads, at great expense, opened to encourage traftic; but before 
twelve months had expired, Big Bend was deserted, and new discoveries on the 
Findlay Branch of the Peace River, in the district now known as Omineca, claimed 
the attention of the wandering miner. Again, expensive trails, routes, and roads 
were opened; and it was publicly declared, and confidently believed, that the 
veritable El Dorado had at last been discovered. Three years’ persevering work 
has proved that gold, in no inconsiderable quantities, exists in Omineca, but the 
original pone of the district has not yet been realized. At this juncture, a 
rumour became rife of new and important discoveries on the extreme northern 
confines of the Province, at or about the 60th parallel of north latitude. These 
diggings, known as the Cassiar Mines, are situate on Dease and Thibert Creeks, 
feeders of Dease Lake, and on the affluents of Dease River, into which the lake 
empties. They can be reached at moderate cost, from Victoria, by the following 
route: Ocean steamer to the mouth of the Stickeen River; thence by river steamer 
or canoe to the head of navigation; 80 miles of land travel follow, and the miner 
arrives at Dease Lake,—the scene of the latest gold discoveries in British Columbia. 
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The work and discoveries in this district, in 1874, have been eminently successful 
and satisfactory. Several new creeks, of equal value with the original discoveries, 
have been struck; and the individual yield of gold has rarely, in the first year of a 
new field, been exceeded. Hardly any of the miners, who visited Cassiar and 
remained there for the season, returned “broken;’’ while the experience of all 
former strikes has been, that the many have returned unfortunate, while the few 
have realized fortunes. 

The number of miners employed in British Columbia, as estimated from the 
Returns embodied in the tabulated form herewith, is Whites, 2,248; Chinese, 620; 
or a total of 2,868. 

With regard to the actual annual yield of gold, as this is the first time that 
any attempt has been made in the history of the Province to collect mining statis- 
tics, numerous obstacles have prevented full information being obtained, foremost 
among which is the disinclination on the part of the miner, both white and Chinese, 
to furnish information which might be relied upon, the prevalent idea being that 
such information can only be sought with the view of imposing some new tax. 

The gold exported by Banks, as will be seen from the followin Return, 
amounted in 1874 to $1,383,464; if, however, one-third more be allowed for gold 
exported by private hands, a very low estimate considering that none of the 
Rock Creek or Kootenay gold reaches Victoria, the total yield of gold amounts to 
$1,844,618.

It is satisfactory to note an increase, in favor of 1874, of $409,115, mainly trace- 
able, no doubt, to the opening of the Cassiar Mines. 


Cariboo. 


The most extensive and costly workings in operation, in the Province, are at 
Cariboo; here there are 5 steam engines, 27 water-wheels, 13 tunnels, 63 shafts, 43 
hydraulics, 28 ground sluices. The miners employed, number over 1,000; and the 
estimated yield of gold amounts to $700,000. 

This district embraces an area of some 7,000 square miles; and occupies 
an elevation varying from 2,000 to 5,000 feet above the surface of the sea, 
between the 52° and 54° of north latitude; and is bounded on the south and 
south-west by the Quesnel Lake and River; on the west, north, and east by the 
Fraser River, which here bends back suddenly, almost parallel to its original course. 

It includes the well-known Williams, Lightning, Grouse, Van Winkle, Otter, 
Cunningham, Musquito, Stanley, Peterson, Davis, Nelson, Chisholm, Burns, Antler, 
Keithley, Ilarvey, and Snow-shoe Creeks; Lowhee and Stouts Gulches; Swift, 
Cottonwood, and Quesnel Rivers. 

It is impossible to estimate correctly the amount of gold that has been taken 
out of Williams Creek during the last ten years. 
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But the annexed Return of the yield of a few of the claims at Cariboo in 1861-2 
3-4, will serve to illustrate the enormous value of the gold deposits of that District. 

Antler Creek in 1861, for some time, yielded $10,000 aday. $1,000 was taken 
out of a sluice box for one day’s work, Steel’s claim on Williams Creek, gave a 
maximum yield of 409 ounces, or $6,524 day. Over $100,000 was taken out of 
this claim of 80 feet by 25. 

In 1862,the highest amount taken out by any one company in 24 hours, was 
$9,050. This was from the Cunningham claim on Willliams Creek, which realized 
at,the rate of nearly $2,000 a day for the season; on several days as much as fifty 
two pounds weight of gold was taken out. 

he Adam’s claim yielded to each of its three partners $40,000 clear of 
expenses. 

In the Barker claim, eight partners realized $7,000 each. 

These claims were above the cafion. In 1863 three claims below the caiion 
yielded $300,000. 

In 1863, Dillon’s claim yielded in one day the extraordinary sum of 102 pounds 
of gold—$20,000. 

In 1864, many ofthe above claims continued to pay as well as before. On Con- 
klin’s gulch, a discovery of this year, the Erricson claim yielded from 400 to 500 
ounces @ day. 

The Butcher claim on Lightning 350 ounces a day; the Aurora, from 300 to 
600 ounces; the Caledonia, 300 ounces a day; and the Wake-up Jake, 150 ounces. 

These few returns are merely given to illustrate the wealth of Cariboo, and in 
no way describe the amount of gold taken out over the whole district, but only from 
a few claims selected for illustration. 

Van Winkle and Lightning are now attracting considerable attention. The 
claims below mentioned lave turned out in 1874 the amount of gold set opposite 
each claim respectively :—

These rich deposits have been invariably found on what is known as the bed- 
rock, at a depth of 60 to 80 feet from the surface, and in the channels or beds of 
ancient water-courses. 

It is necessary to give some slight description of two works of some importance 
which have been undertaken at Cariboo, and on which a good deal of the success of 
the mining on Williams Creek depends. These are the Bed-rock Drain, and the 
Bed-rock Flume. 


Tur Bep Rock Drain. 


The drain is intended to pass as near the bed-rock as possible, in deep claims, 
and thus to enable miners to drain the water from their claims, without having 
recourse to expensive pumping machinery. 

The drain is therefore a tunnel, about 60 feet from the surface, strongly tim- 
bered, 4 feet wide and 54 feet high in the clear, into which the water from each 
claim it passes through runs. The magnitude of such a work can be easily estimated 
from its length, which is about 14 miles: commencing at the Foster-Campbell 
claim, at the lower end of the cation on Williams Creek, about 1,000 feet above 
Barkerville, and terminating in Valley Creek, about 1,000 feet below Marysville, 
where it runs into the meadows. This tunnel drains fully half a mile of ground, the 
claims through which it passes paying an assessment. It is to be regretted, however, 
that the original cost of the work—soine $100,000—has not yet been realized by 
the enterprising projectors.

THE Bep Rock FLuME. 


The Flume isa work of still greater magnitude and cost. This is situated 
higher up the creek, and was built with a view of receiving the tailings and collecting 
the escaped gold from the claims through which it passed, as well as for working by 
social a tract of ground acquired by the company on the upper end of Williams 
Creek. 

The Flume commences 1,000 feet above the drain, at the upper end of the 
cafion, and is about one mile in length; the present head being about half a mile 
above Richfield. 

The Flume is also intended to run as near the bed-rock as possible, but is built 
in the open and not ina tunnel. It is 36 inches square, built of 6 inch plank at the 
sides, and 2 inch plank at the bottom, on strong sills, with side stanchions; on the 
bottom are laid pieces of wood, 6 inches thick, on end, the grain of the wood thus 
resisting the wear and tear better than flat wood, which would soon be torn to pieces. 
The gold, uncollected by the flumes of the various claims through which the Bed- 
rock Flume passes, finds its way into the flume, and is caught in the crevices of the 
end wood, as well as in two sets of the customary riffles. The company wash up 
twice a year, but the results have not as yet been large enough to remunerate the 
original outlay, which may be estimated at $250,000; the great expense having been 
incurred in cutting through bed-rock, it having for its whole length passed pra 
an average of rock 5 feet deep and 8 feet wide, the flume being for a considerable 
part of its length double. It is carried along at an average depth of 20 feet from 
the surface of the ground. ; 

The results to the company from working their own ground into the flume have 
been more satisfactory than the results of catching the escaped gold from other 
claims; and as they have a considerable amount of ground yet to work, the under- 
taking may yet prove a success. 


THE MEADoWs. 


At the end of the cafion, on Williams Creek, the hill sides recede suddenly, 
leaving an open space which is commonly called “the meadows.’ In the early 
days of Cariboo, several efforts were made to prospect this locality, it being 
generally supposed that a perfect mine of wealth must be bidden in the lower 
ancient channels under the superincumbent meadows; but all these efforts failed, 
on account of the absence of sufticient means for clearing the mine of water. In 1870, 
a company was formed in San Francisco to work the “meadows,” and a grant of five 
miles in length was conceded, in consideration of the guarantee of the company to 
put up machinery and pumps sufficiently powerful to clear the shafts of water, and 
permit work to be carried on. 

This company, known as the Lane & Kurtz Company, proceeded energetically 
to work, and commenced with a large shaft, 8 by 4 feet wide, and 120 feet in depth, 
divided, and strongly timbered, with two 10 inch pumps. It was soon found, how- 
ever, that the volume of water to be overcome was greater than these pumps could 
clear. Two 12 inch wooden pumps and, subsequently, two 18 inch were added; 
the cumbined effort of steam power and water wheels forcing up 1,600 gallons of 
water a minute,—a volume probably larger than that of Williams Creek. This 
power served to clear the mine of water (which has also been effected by a new, 
submerged, steam pump) and enabled the company to drift from the bottom of their 
tunnel, at immense cost, for a distance of 180 feet, with an 8 feet square 
passage across the meadows. It was, however, soon found that the drift was 
not deep enough; and when they had passed through the rock, and come upon 
the gravel, they had not reached the channel in which the gold is presumed 
to be. It now remains for them, either to sink another shaft from the end of their 
present drift, or to tunnel on till they reach the rim rock, i.e., where the rock rises 
in its upward course from the channel on the opposite side, and then commence a 
a new shaft from the surtace, necessarily a costly undertaking. 
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It is very much to be hoped that success will finally crown the efforts of these 
most energetic searchers after wealth, they having already expended from $150,000 
to $175,000 in the undertaking. 


Omineca. 


In a N. E. direction from Cariboo, and just N. of the 55th parallel of N. latitude, 
are situated the mines of Omineca, so called from the river of that name, on which | 
they are situated, being a tributary of the Findlay branch of the Peace River, which 
empties into the Mackenzie River, and thence reaches the Frozen Ocean. 

It will be observed, that these mines are situated on the north-eastern water- 
shed of the great gold range, which traverses the Province in a direction from 
north-west to south-east, between the Coast Range and the Rocky Mountains, while 
Cariboo is on the western slope, all the water of that district draining into the Fraser 
River, which falls into the Pacific. : 

Although mining is still carried on to a considerable extent, the great promise 
held out by the Omineca Mines has not been fulfilled. 

There are, at present, about sixty claims being worked by eighty men; there 
are two tunnels, forty-five ground sluices, and three hydraulics. It is estimated that 
the il taken out in 1874 amounted to $80,000. 

Mining is chiefly confined to two creeks—Manson and Germansen. 

There are two methods of reaching this district, one by taking the main trunk 
wagon road to Quesnelmouth, thence by trail to Fort Fraser on the Nechaco River, 
and thence by water and land carriage respectively, on Stewart, Tremble, and Tatla 
Lakes and the portages between them; or, by taking steamer from Victoria to the 
mouth of the Skeena River, and thence by canoe ud land travel to Fort Stager on 
the Babine River, thence by the Frying-pan Pass to Tatla Landing on Tatla Lake, 
to which place the Omineca Mines are adjacent. Both routes are tedious and 
expensive, and it will be long before supplies are cheap at Omineca. 


Cassiar. 


The name Cassiar is given to a large tract of country in a north-west direction 
from Omineca, just south of the 60th parallel of north latitude, and lying on both 
sides of the Liard River (a branch of the Mackenzie River), and on the north- 
eastern water-shed of the gold range before alluded to. 

Gold was first discovered at a point near the confluence of this river with the 
Mackenzie River, but the mines now worked are on the head waters of the river on 
Dease Lake and Creek, which were first prospected by miners on their way to the 
original discoveries and proved sufficiently rich to deter them from travelling fur- 
ther. A branch of the Liard River, called the Deloire River (which here runs nearly 
due east) heading from the north-west, enters some 825 miles from Dease Lake, 
and excellent prospects have been discovered therein during 1874. In addition 
creeks called McDames’, running into Dease River, and Quartz, running into the 
Liard River, both from the north, the one before and the other after the confluence 
of the Deloire, and McCullough’s Bar, on the Liard River near the old Hudson Bay 
Company’s Fort, have been discovered. 


Mr. Gold Commissioner Sullivan, writing of these creeks, says :-— 


‘¢ MoutH oF DEASE CREEK. - 
“13th June, 1874. 


‘“Srr,—I have the honor to report my arrival here on the 10th of June, inst. I am 
pleased to say that the district is in a peaceful state. The miners here seem to be a law- 
abiding class, similar in fact to the Cariboo miners, a great many of whom partly compose 
the mining population of this section. 
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“Work on Dease and other ereeks is retarded very much in consequence of the high 
water at present prevailing in the creeks of this district, and miners are busy taking out 
Se for wing-dam purposes, 80 as to be ready when the water subsides to work their 
claims. 

“From what I can learn, the pay on Dease Creek so far found averages, say, $20 
per day to the hand, and this creek has been partially prospected for a distance of nine 
miles, with good results. That Dease Creek is very rich, is the opinion of everyone 
here at present, The Neil-McArthur Co. took out, for five days’ work, $2,700. Two 
men in another claim, working with a rocker, took out 50 oz. for one day’s work ; and 
in another claim, out of one pan of dirt, $49 was subtracted. The largest piece of gold 
so far found on Dease Creck weighed about 3 oz. 2 dwts. The miners who are able to 
work their ground have all obtained gold in paying quantities, and some have realized 
handsome amounts. 

‘Miners have not generally as favorable an opinion of Thibert Creek as of Dease, 
and seem to think it is “spotted,” i.e. the lead of gold not continuous, and broken. 


“There are several parties prospecting in outlying creeks, and miners sey sanguine 
that success will crown their efforts, as the country here is regarded by them, from its 
physical appearance and from the abundance of quartz and slate to be seen in the creeks 
and hills of this country, as a country rich in auriferous deposits. 

“The white population, I imagine, must be about sixteen hundred, that is, now 
above the head of steamboat navigation in the Cassiar District. 

“The distance from the present head of steamboat navigation to Dease Creek, I 
consider to be about 110 miles of trail and 17 miles by water (Dease Lake). There is 
good feed for horses and cattle in that part of the country through which the trail 
passes, also a good hard bottom and easy grade for making and completing the present 
trail which Mr. Moore is constructing from Telegraph Creek (16 miles above the present 
head of steamboat navigation) to the head of Dease Lake. I am of’ opinion that the 
trail must be continued to the steamboat landing, as goods must now be forwarded by 
canoes from that point to Telegraph Creek, and from thence transported by pack-animals 
to Dease Lake, so as to avoid the re-shipment to Telegraph Creek, now incumbent owing 
to the necessity of a trail. 

“The Stickeen River, from the Hudson Bay Company’s post, called the “Boundary 
Post,” up to the present terminus for steamboats, is a very swift and dangerous current, 
and the class of steamboat at present on’the river is not, in my opinion, adapted for such 
dangerous navigation. On my trip up by the “ Hope,” we were twice washed against the 
rocks and had the guards crushed ata place called “Triangle Rapids,’ steam pressure 
138 tbs., and even with that force we were compelled to lay over for the night and land 
the principal part of the cargo. It was with great difficulty, even with a light cargo, 
that the vessel got through next day. 

“ Quite a large mining town is being rapidly erected here (Mouth of Dease Creek.)

am 6 Srx,—I have the honor to make the following report regarding the state of my 
istrict :-— 

“The present estimate of the mining population of this section is generally thought 
to be about (1,000) one thousand men; and to supply the wants of this number in 
provisions, tools, nails, and other necessarics, as well us luxurics, such as liquors, there 
are only one hundred and ninety pack-animals to convey such goods from the head of 
navigation on the Stickeen River to the seat of the mining operations, a distance of about 
ninety miles. 

“The exorbitant rate of 45 cents per tb. is at present the charge for packing in 
ee from Stickeen River to this place. The cost from Fort Wrangel to Glenora (the 

ead of steamboat navigation), is $80 per ton, and from Glenora to mouth of Telegraph 
Creek, where packing commences, $30 per ton freighting. There is also a charge of 
$20 per ton from head ot Dease Lake to Dease Creck. Provisions are, consequently, 
‘very high, and therctore affect the future of the couniry by paralyzing the efforts that 
would oth@rwise be made to develop the auriferous sections of this District, while there 
are plenty of men here who lack employment. 

“However, notwithstanding the high price of provisions, several men have gone 
out to prospect outlying crecks, and about forty men have gone down the Deloire River 
on a prospecting tour, taking with them two or three months’ provisions. They were 
detached in seven parties, each party having a boat. 

“A colored man named Henry McBean, got a very fair prospect on a creek which 
empties into the Deloire about 100 milcs north of this; working with an Indian, he in- 
formed me that he got nearly $60 in dust, the result of two days’ work. He visited this 
creek for provisions and returned to the creek on which he said he discovered gold, he 
did not record any mining claims, giving as his reason for not doing so, the necessity of 
first finding out the most favorable place to locate claims on. 

“ Mining on Dease Creek is carried on vigorously; and I am pleased to report that 
the mines, so far, on which dams have been erected, are yielding very handsome results: 
The “Three to One” Co. returns trom three to four ounces per day to each man; the 
“ Caledonia” Co. trom threo to eight oz.; the “Lyon” Co., two and a half to eight oz.; 
the “Forest Rose” Co., three to four 0z.; the “ Wigg” Co., four to five oz.; the ‘ Cana- 
dian” Co., tour to five oz. The “ Williscroft,” “McArthur,” “ Baronovitch,” “ McKin- 
non,” “Cargotich,” and “ Miller’? Companies average per day to each man employed 
about five oz. The “ Discovery” Co., for the last week’s work, washed up 147 oz.; the 
“Three to One” Co., 127 oz., and the “McKinnon” Co., 200 oz. There are several 
other claims taking out fair pay; and I may safely say that two-thirds of the companies 
on rae creek have not yet commenced washing, their wing-dams not having been 
erected. 

“The claims on Thibert’s Creek for a mile in length, near its mouth, are paying 
very well; similar, somewhat, in richness to the claims on Dease Creek; but the upper 
portion of Thibert’s Creek is very spotted, and the lead of gold uncertain. 

“Quite a number of men caine up to this country and never made an effort to work, 
but camped at the mouth of Dease Creck, consumed some provisions, and then went 
down country, condemning (I learn) the Cassiar mines. There are yet too many men 
here for the quantity of provisions that can be supplied. 

“T should have mentioned that some hill claims have been taken up on Dease Creek, 
which prospect very favorably.” 


«“ Lake Town, Cassar, B. C., 
“27th August, 1874. 


“‘Srr,—Relative tothe Cassiar District I have the honor to report that the news from 
the miners who went down the Deloire River on a prospecting expedition is very cheer- 
ing. I learn that a new creek has been discovered emptying into that river, now known 
as McDames’ Creek. It is situated about one hundred and fifty miles from this, and the 
epnmaley thereto by water can be made in about four days, the return trip taking five 

ays. 

“Mr. W. H. Smith, a member of the Discovery Company, on said creek, arrived here 
a few days ago and brought with him nearly six hundred dollars in gold dust, taken out 


‘ 
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.of his claim, the proceeds of a few days’ work ; the average yield to the pan outof said 
claim, when first discovered, was from one to six dollars per pan, and a few companies 
that have commenced working are rewarded with fair results, but as timber is very 
scarce in that section mining operations are carricd on in a very primitive mode and con- 
fined to bars and spurs as the miners have not had time to erect wing-dams for the 
effectual working of the deep ground or bed of the stream. 

“IT do not anticipate a large yield of gold from McDames’ Creek this year as the 
cold season is fast approaching and it will be a difficult creek to work, owing to the 
scarcity of timber and the size of the creck, reported to be one-third larger than Dease 
Creek. There are about two hundred and fifty miners on the creek, and I have dis- 
patched a special constable there to take charge of the records, ete. I will visit the 
creek personally at my earliest opportunity and report fully thereon. 

“ The mines on Dease Creek continue to pay well. The Discovery Co. washed up 
for the last two weeks’ work 362 oz. and 236 oz. ; the Wigg Co., four men working, 156 
oz. for last week’s work; the Perseverance, Giant, Williscroft, Baronovitch, Dia- 
mond, Water-Lilly, and McKinnon Companies are yielding largely. The other claims 
payiug from $10 to $30 per day to the hand. There are, of course, as in all other mining 
districts a great many claims, where the lead of gold has not been found, and consequently 
many are disappointed. The claims on Thibert Creek are paying well, say from one 
ounce to three ounces per day to the hand. 

““T may safely say that no mining district in this Province commenced its era as a 
Agee auriferous section with such favorable auspices as the Cassiar District presents 
this year. ’ 

“ Packing rates from Telegraph Creek to Dease Lake have moderated and the 
charge now per pound is twenty cents, consequently there is a slight reduction in the 
prices of goods, etc., here.” 


“ Lake Town, Cassrap, B. C., 
“14th September, 1874. 


“ Sm,—I have the honor to report that a party of miners who went down last spring 
on the Dease and Liard Rivers on a prospecting tour have returned here, and inform 
me that they discovered some rich paying bars on the Liard or Deloire River, about 
three hundred and twenty-five miles from this in a North-easterly direction. One of the 
bars, named McCullough’s Bar, payy per day to the rocker from one ounce to three 
ounces. The gold taken from the bars (a sample of which I have seen) is as fine as flour 
and collected by means of quicksilver. They also inform me that they obtained very 
good prospects from a creek emptying into the Liard River, the prospect found there 
being coarse gold. The creek is named Quartz Creek, and is situated about two hundred 
oe sixty-five miles North-east of this, and about sixty miles South-west of McCullough’s 

ar. 

“IT have no doubt but that these gold fields will be visited next year by quite a large 
number of miners. McCullough’s Bar, can be reached from this, travelling in boats laden 
with provisions in twelve days, the return trip with empty boats taking some twenty-two 
days. The river navigation is on the whole good, with the exception of some four miles 
of portage made near the mouth of Muddy River.” 


“ LAKE Town, Cassrar, B. C., 
“14th October, 1874. 


“S1r,—I have the honor to report that I visited McDame’s Creek on the 19th of 
September last, for the purpose of settling some mining disputes and other matters, as 
well also to report personally with regard to that portion of this District. 

“The journey from Dease Creek to the mouth of McDame's Creek I made in two 
days and a half in a small boat, with a crew of only Mr. White, of the Hudson Bay. 
Co.’s service, and an Indian. 

“The navigation to McDame’s Creek is very good for small boats, with the 
exception of one or two riffles and jams of drift wood. The current is regular, and 
from the mouth of Kletch-u-lene River the stream widens out into quite a respectable 
course, say from thirty to sixty yards in width. The distance from Lake Town to 
McDame’s Creek Testimate to be about one hundred miles. 
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“Mining on McDame’s Creek commences at 2 point about sixteen miles from its 
mouth, and the results obtained so far by the companics that have been diligent in 
erecting wing-dams are very satisfactory. The Discovery Co., for the fortnight pre- 
vious to my arrival, washed up 236 oz., and other five companies are doing nearly 
equally well. There are fifty men working there. A great drawback, however, to 
mining operations on that creek is the large body of water it carries, and the attendant 
difficulties in wing-damming it off. The working season there I think will be confined to 
the period between the Ist July and the 15th October, for working creek claims. 
Miners, generally, think very highly of the creek; and I imagine that probably about 
one hundred and fifty miners will work there next season. 

“TI met several men returning from the Liard and Deloire Rivers, and one party 
from Rapid River. 

“The men who visited Deloire River seem to think highly of that country as a 
mining district, having discovered gold along the banks and on the tributaries of it. 
They informed me that they proceeded up the river some two hundred miles, and came 
within sight of Frangois Lake, a large lake, which they describe as being one hundred 
miles long. 

“The party who returned from Rapid River, report that they could not obtain gold 
on that river worthy of notice. They discovered a well-defined seam of coal some 
distance up it. 

“Quite a number of miners have proceeded to Quartz Creek (alluded to in my letter 
of the 14th September) and Liard River, intending to winter there, and probably trap 
during the inclement weather. 

“Dease River, for a distance of about twenty-five miles, flows in a North-east 
direction; it then takes a course very little North of East to McDame’s Creek. I am 
informed that at its junction with the Deloire River (known then as the Liard River), it 
flows South of East to McCullough’s Bar. 

“T think there will be a larger mining population in this District during the 
ensuing season than there was this year, as provisions (it is to be presumed) will be 
cheaper, there being no serious obstacles to packing. That branch of business will, I 
am sure, attract the attention of many of the packers of British Columbia, heretofore 
cautious in venturing against imaginary reported difficulties. 

“Tt is impossible to arrive at a proper estimate of the amount of gold taken out of 
the Cassiar mines this year, as miners are generally averse to disclose the yields of their 
respective claims. I think the general computation to be about $1,000,000 in value.” 


“ LAKE Town, CAssiaR, 
“18th January, 1875. 


“There are about forty-five men wintering here, about sixty on Deloire and Liard 
Rivers, and some twenty-five on the Stickeen, at Glenora and Telegraph Creek. 

“There are only two mining companies working, namely:—The Larkin Co., and 
the Nip & Tuck Co., both hill claims, on Dease Creek, which average per day about 
fifteen dollars to each man employed. Others of the inhabitants here are sawing lumber 
for boat building purposes during the ensuing Spring, when it is expected a rush to 
the Deloire and Liard country will take place. Up to the present date I have received 
no news from that section. 

“We have had no mail communication since the 15th November, and not a news- 
paper since the 17th October. The want is sadly felt by the inhabitants here. 

“The weather is, and has been, extremely cold, since the 10th November, as the 
register of the Thermometer (subjoined) will testify. As the Thermometer registers to 
only 32° below zero, I do not know what the extreme degree of cold experienced here was. 
Quicksilver, placed outside, was congealed for several days in succession. The fall of 
snow, 80 far, is inconsiderable, comparing it with the depth of snow usual at this season 
in Cariboo—about two feet only.” 
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REGISTER OF THERMOMETER AT CASSIAR. 
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It has been roughly estimated that 2,000 men visited these mines in 1874. 

The route is to take steamer from Victoria to Wrangel, at the mouth of the 
Stickeen River, and thence by river steamer to Buck’s Bar, the head of navigation 
on that river. From Buck’s Bar, about 80 miles ot land travel brings you to Dease 
Lake, on which the mines are situated. It will be seen at once that these mines 
are very accessible, even more so than Cariboo, and that when sufficient pack 
animals are placed on the route to allow of open competition, supplies can be laid 
down at very moderate rates. 


Kootenay. 


While the diggings at Cariboo, Omineca, and Cassiar occupy chiefly the 
attention of miners in this Provivce, and are undoubtedly those of most importance, 
it is necessary not to overlook the gold deposits ing along the Southern boundary 
of British Columbia, at Similkameen, Rock Creek, and Kootenay. 

On the whole of the Similkameen River, gold in paying quantities has been 
discovered; and in 1861, before Cariboo was developed, a great deal of profitable 
mining took place, but the rumors of the richness of the Cariboo fields drew miners 
away who were steadily earning $5 to $7 a day; and this District is now practically 
deserted, -and very few are aware that gold in paying quantities exists on this river. 

Proceeding along the Forty-ninth Parallel, Eastward, the next mining camp is 
that of Rock Creek, where considerable amounts of gold have been and still are 
taken out; but I have to regret the absence of any returns of yield of gold or mining 
operations in progress for the present year. 

On the South-eastern confines of the Province lies the District of Kootenay, 
comprising an area of about seven thousand square miles, and embracing the 
country watered by the river of that name, and the Big Bend of the Columbia 
River. This district is chiefly occupied by miners coming from the neighboring 
Territories of Washington, Idaho, and Montana, and has been always a favorite 
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field for American enterprise. Steady wages have always been obtained on the 
creeks there, the most important of which are Perry Creek and Wild Horse Creek. 
It will be seen from the tabulated form, that the number of miners employed 
is one hundred and thirty two; eighty-two claims were recorded, and thirty-three 
regularly worked. The Agent there estimates the yield of gold for the year at 
$50,000. 
"The Government, in 1874, authorized an expenditure to prospect some outlying 
sections, ie results of which are thus referred to by the Government Agent there, 
Mr. C. Booth:— : 


“ The presente operations carried on in the District this season have been 8 success. 
Kelly & Co. discovered small diggings on Palmer’s Bar Creek, near the Monille River. 
The discovery is in itself of not much consequence, but the attention of miners is drawn 
thereby to that portion of the District, and prospecting is going on there this Winter. 
Price & Co. discovered a creek having its origin in the Selkirk Mountain Range, and 
emptying into the Columbia River at a distance of about two hundred miles from Horse 
Creek, where gold was found in any part for a distance of twenty miles from the mouth. 
The prospecting demonstrates that the creck is good for from three to five dollars per day 
per man. The discoverers report favorably of tho country, having found gold in every 
stream they prospected. It is to be regretted that none of Price's prospecting party 
were experts in quartz, as they report the country literally full of large quartz ledges. 
It is perhaps worthy of note, that none of those men located any mining ground on 
Quartz Creek: the reason they assign is, that they hoped to find some rich spot, and 
that there is plenty of the kind of diggings above described. There is a company of 
seven men under the management of W. H. Morrow, Esq., J. P., organized for the pur- 
pose of prospecting deep ground on Wild Horse Creek, at a distance of seven miles from 
this office. The Government appropriation to this enterprise is $551, which is swelled 
by private subscription to $1,000 or thereabouts.” 

Should any strike be made in Kootenay, even of moderate richness, coubtless 
a large population would soon. flock thither, there being no difficulties in the travel, 
either on the British Columbia or American side, and the cost of living being 


moderate. 





The total Mining Revenue of the Province for the year 1874, as far as it can be 
at present ascertained, amounts to $19,206 63, divided into the tollowing heads:—

As contrasted with the Mining Revenue of last year, which gave a total of 
$11,652, an increase of $7,573, or nearly 68 per cent. over last: year is exhibited. 

This increase may be mainly credited to the opening of the mines at Cassiar. 
The amount realized from Miners’ Certificates bears out the estimate formed in the 
early part of the Report, as to the number of actual miners in the Province; the 
sum collected from Miners’ Certificates, viz., $11,232 50, divided by $5, the amount 
of certificate, giving a total of 2,246; the number as made up from the official 
returns being given at 2,179. 

Before leaving the subject of the gold deposits of the Province, it is neces- 
sary to remark that in 1864, gold was discovered on the head waters of the Sooke 
River, which empties into the Straits of San Juan de Fuca, about twelve miles 
below Victoria. ‘The district attracted considerable attention at the time, and from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred thousand dollars worth of gold was taken 
out, chiefly by removing the surface soil and picking out the crevices of the rock on 
which the gold had been deposited. These diggings have, however, gradually 
been deserted, and are only now visited trom time to time by stray parties of 
miners, chiefly Chinese. : 
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Fair prospects of gold have been found from time to time on the banks of 
streams on the West Coast of Vancouver Island, to the north of the Sooke River, 
but not in sufficient quantities to pay for working. 

Veins of quartz, containing gold, have been discovered in Cariboo and in the 
Big Bend mines, many of which have promised well, and considerable expense has 
been incurred in endeavoring to develop them, but hitherto without success. The 
era of quartz mining has not yet dawned on the Province. 

A discovery of gold in quartz was made in 1852 on Queen Charlotte Island, 
a short account of which may be of interest. ; 

A trading party, of the Hudson Bay Company, while in Englefield Harbor, on 
the West Coast of the Island discovered a sean of gold-bearing quartz of surpassing 
richness, in fact it may be said to have been a streak of fine gold, about 8 inches, 
imbedded in slate-rock. The party proceeded to blast out the vein, and at each 
blast the fragments of rock were hotly contested for by the Indians of the Island 
as well as the white party; the Indians, however, finally drove the Hudson Bay 

arty away. Another Hudson Bay party mbeopeny returned to prospect the 

land, and. several expeditions were fitted out from Columbia River and San 
Francisco, which visited Queen Charlotte to search for gold, without any tangible 
results. This seam appears to have been an isolated one, and nothing of the kind 
has since been discovered, though many endeavors have been made to find further 
veins of auriferous quartz. 


SILVER. 


In almost every mining camp in British Columbia, from the earliest discoveries 
of gold in 1858 to the present time, pieces of virgin silver have been found among 
the gold found in washing the pay dirt, what led to the conclusion that valuable silver 
leads would eventually be found. 

Silver ore was first discovered on the banks of the Fraser, near Hope, and a 
Soniiey opened, by tunnel, at a considerable outlay, but nothing of any importance 
resulted. 

The next discovery of silver ore was at Cherry Creek, in the Okanagan District, 
where ore of almost fabulous richness was found. At present, however, every effort 
to discover a well-defined workable lead has been fruitless, the very heavy charac- 
ter of the timber and superincumbent brushwood and soil forming an almost insu- 
‘perable obstacle to successful prospecting. 

True veins of silver ore were, however, finally discovered about 1871 in the 
Cascade Mountain Range at Fort Ilope, about 80 miles from the mouth of Fraser 
River, and six miles south of the town. 

The first lead, called the Eureka mine, crops out about 5,000 feet above the 
river level, is well defined, four to seven feet in thickness and has been traced 3,000 
feet. A tunnel] has been driven in this lead for 190 feet. The ore is described as 
argentiferous gray copper, and has yielded under assay from $20 to $1,050 worth of 
silver to the ton. 

During the time the above lead was being worked, another about three hun- 
dred feet distant was discovered. This lead is ofa far more valuable character, 
and it is called the Van Bremer Mine. 

The ore is described as chloride of silver, and has yielded under assay from 
$25 to $2,403 of silver per ton of rock. .A quantity of the outcrop sold at San 
Francisco at $420 per ton. The lead is distinctly traceable for half a mile. 

Although a company has been formed for working these lodes, no works of any 
importance have been undertaken, It is, however, rumored that when the company 
have matured their plans, working of the lodes will be vigorously prosecuted. 
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COAL. 


Leaving the on and silver mines, the next subject that merits attention is the 
coal fields of the Province. : 


The coast of Vancouver Island, commencing from just north of Chemainus, on 
the east, round to Koskeemo Sound ry a small exception north of Comox, noted 
by Mr. Richardson, where the chrystalline rocks again rise to the surface), is bounded 
by a belt of carboniferous strata, composed of sandstones, shales, and coarse gravel- 

“stone conglomerates, interspersed with valuable coal seams, which would appear 
from the Yossie they contain to belong to the cretaceous era. 


Merely noticing that coal has been discovered at Chemainus and on DeCourcy 
Islands, the important deposits in and near Nanaimo claim paramount attention. 


Coal was first discovered by the Indians here in about 1854, and their discovery 
communicated to the Hudson Bay Company, who proceeded to work it till the year 
1861, when they sold out to an English company, by whom it is now held. 


As the present active operations in coal are confined to Nanaimo District, it 
would be worth while to reproduce in this paper the Report of Mr. James Richard- 
son on this District, contained in the Report of Progress of the Geological Survey 
of Canada, under A. R. C. Selwyn, Esq., for 1871-72, which is as follows:— 


“On the Strait of Georgia, at the entrance to Nanoose Harbour, a narrow strip of 
the brownish-gray sandstone, which belongs to the coal-measures, comes upon the coast 
at Blunden Point, and strikes along it in a south-easterly direction for six miles, resting 
on the crystalline series, and dipping north-easterly toward the strait at angles varying 
from two to fifteen degrees. urther on, these sink beneath the surface of the water, 
and, concealed by it, seem to turn the point bounding the north side of Departure Bay. 
In conformity with this they occupy a small island about 200 yards from the shore, just 
at the entrance of the bay, where they present the character of a conglomerate, the 
pebbles of which are siliceous, varying from a quarter of an inch to three inches in 
diameter, while the matrix holds a considerable quantity of carbonate of lime. Theso 
beds are interstratified with light drab sandstones, the whole having a thickness of forty 
feet; dip S. 8° E.< 17°. 


“Bearing S. 88° W., three miles from the bight of Departure Bay, there being no 
exposures in the interval, occurs the Dunsmuir Coal Mine. Ina part of the coal-bed, 
which had been covered with a few feet of clay, a trench six feet wide was being cut at 
the time of my visit, and had already been extended to fifty yards in a bearing N. 63° E. 
The thickness in this part was sometimes nine fect and sometimes, pereye from denuda- 
tion, reduced to seven feet. At the end of the distance the seam had become covered 
with about a foot of decomposing argillaceous shale, and was of’ its full measure, while 
all the way it rested upon a bed of light drab sandstone, which was quite horizontal. 


“ Proceeding from the commencement of the trench, in nearly the same bearing as 
before (S. 88° W.), the surface of the ground gradually rises above the base of the coal 
about twenty feet, and exhibits a mass of light gray conglomcrate-sandstones, with 
pebbles derived from the crystalline rocks, varying in size up to an inch in diameter. 
The ground again falls about twenty feet, and ina distance ofa little more than a quarter 
of a mile from the first coal exposure, we meet with a second. This, three or four years 
ago, was worked to the extent of several hundred tons; and I was informed by Mr. 
Dunsmuir that the seam is from four to seven feet thick, and like the other, it is so eres 
horizontal that, being on the same level, it might readily be supposed to be identical wit 
it; but, according to Mr. Dunsmuir, the one gives a red, and the other a white ash; 
moreover, the second one being nearer the run of the coal-measures, and upon strict 
examination appearing to slope towards it at the rate of about one degree, it may, from 
some slight increase of inelination in the interval between them, sink beneath it.” 


The Departure Bay Mines are now in full operation. The following Returns 
from the Managers illustrate the practical value of the seams :—

To continue Mr. Richardson’s Report— 


“Nanaimo Harbour is situated about three miles S. 25° E. from Departure Bay. A 
sound leads from the one to the other, on the south sides of which are Newcastle and 
Protection Islands; the latter so named from the shelter it affords to Nanaimo. The 
northern extremity of Newcastle Island bears a little east of south from the small island 
which has been mentioned at the entrance of Departure Bay, the distance between the 
two being about three-quarters of a mile. It presents bold cliffs to the water, which rise 
to heights of from 100 to 150 feet in some places, and are perpendicular, or even over- 
hanging. These are composed of a coarse conglomerate rock, in which rounded masses 
of various sizes, up to a foot in diameter, consist of diorite, quartzite, and other hard 
materials, derived fees the crystalline series. The breadth of the conglomerate was 
found to be about a quarter of a mile, and in the cliffs it nowhere shewed distinct strati- 
fication; but on the two sides of the island finer beds which succeed have a slope of nine 
degrees, conformable, in the direction of the dip, with those at the entrance of Departure 
Bay. The following ascending section, from the crystalline rocks on which it rests, may 
be constructed of the coal series in the vicinity :—

“Both the coal-scams mentioned in the Newcastle section have been tested by 
openings. A slope was sunk in the upper one, upwards ofa dozen years ago, to the 
extent, I was informed, of about one hundred and twenty yards, and coal shipped from 
it to Victoria. It seems to have been out of working for a considerable time; and the 
Vancouver Island Company are at present erecting a small steam-engine at the mouth 
of the slope for the purpose of bringing it into operation again; but when I was there, 
the slope was full of water. Tho lower seam is in actual working, a small steam-engine 
standing at the mouth of the slope to haul up the coal. Several schooners and steamers 
were supplied with coal from it while I was on the neighbouring coast, and several hun- 
dred tons were piled on the wharf at the time of my visit to the mine. 

“The main working of the Vancouver Coal Company, however, is at Nanaimo, on a 
six-feet seam, about two miles south of the seams on Newcastle Island. Of the measures 
associated with this seam, Mr. John Bryden, the under-ground manager of the mine, 
has been so kind as to furnish me with the following descending section, the data for 
which, having been obtained from a vertical bore-hole, the thicknesses have been 
reduced by me to measurements perpendicular to the plane of the beds:—

“In the working of the upper seam on the slope, it has been found that the dip is 
N. 54° E., with a very regular inclination of sixteen degrees in the first 350 teet, 
increasing to seventy and eighty degrees in the succeeding 300 feet; the seam then 
suddenly rises and dips South-westerly at an anglo of twelve degrees, on which it has 
been followed for sixty feet. There may possibly be some variation in the bearing of 
the dip in the steepest part. 

“Ina bearing S. 22° E., a little over a mile from the mouth of the slope, there is an 
exposure of coal on the coast, in which three or four seams of good coal, varying in 
thickness from a quarter of an inch to an inch, are interstratified in about four feet of 
black shale, resting on about sixty-threé feet of light drab sandstone. The dip in the 
neighbourhood is N. 32° E <15°, gradually changing to 8S. 83° E.<7°, in something 
less than a mile along the coast. 

“Continuing in about the same bearing as before, S. 22° E., for about four miles, 
two seams of coal are said to occur on the Nanaimo River, about a mile up from the 
mouth, but I was not so fortunate as to ascertain their thickness or the distance between 
them. Another reported locality of coal is about a mile South from Dodd Narrows, 
which would be about four miles South-east from the previous one; but I could gain 
nothing satisfactory from my informant, of cither the thickness or the character of the 
seam. How these reported scams are related to the Nanaimo coal-bods is uncertain. 
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They may not, however, be far removed from this horizon. On the outside of Dodd 
Narrows stands the Island of Gabriola. It has a length of ten by an average breadth 
of about three miles, and, judging from an examination across the strike at the North- 
west end, and along it on the South-west side, the rocks of the island seem to consist 
almost wholly of brownish-gray sandstone, sometimes becoming conglomerate, particu- 
larly on the South-west side. No coal-seams were observed to be associated with the 
strata. The dip on the outside of the island appears to be North-eastward, with an 
average inclination of about four degrees. But in Rocky Bay at the North end, towards 
the West side, there are evidences of a small undulation. 

“The area, including all the coal-seams which have been already mentioned as 
belonging to the Nanaimo field, has a length from the Dunsmuir claim to the end of 
Gabriola Island of about sixteen miles, with an average breadth of about six miles. Its 
surface would then measure upwards of ninety square miles. In the remaining part of 
this basin, to the South-east, no important coal-seams, as far as I am aware, have as yet 
been met with. But little of the region is up to the present known, and there is every 
probability that the same seams will extend to it.” ,

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It will be seen from the above Returns, that the output of coal at Nanaimo for 
1874, amounted to 81,547 tons 8 ewt., of which 25,022 tons 15 ewt. were used for 
home consumption, and 56,038 tons exported abroad. The actual amount disposed 
of for the year, was 81,060 tons 15 cwt., which, at a sale price of $6 per ton, gives 
& gross return of $486,360 per annum. ° , 

The number of miners employed is 277 whites, 121 Chinese, and 31 Indians. 
The wages are from $2 to $4 to whites, per day; $1 to $2 to Chinese and Indians. 

The value of the plant, machinery, rolling-stock, &c., of the Vancouver Island 
Company amounts to $93,657. No return of the value of plant, &c., of the Duns- 
muir Coal Company has been reccived. 

These returns show a steady increase in the development of the coal interests of 
the Province; and the early commencement of railway works will doubtless still 
further advance the coal workings. 

North of Nanaimo, the coal strata disappear for some distance, but appear again 
in the Comox District, which may be said to extend trom Qualicum River to Koo- 
koothem Point, a distance of about forty miles. It will be satisfactory again to 
have recourse to Mr. Richardson’s able Report, which comprises the information 
gathered in his survey in 1871 and 1872:— 


“ Leaving this place on the 17th October, 1871, I was conveyed by steamer as far 
as Nanaimo, on the south-west side of the strait, about seventy miles from Victoria, 
where coal has been worked for the last twenty years. A week was spent in the 
examination of the rocks of this vicinity, and I proceeded about seventy miles farther 
to Comox Harbor, near which several coal claims have been taken up within a year or 
two, reaching it on the 27th of October. Coal is known to occur sixteen miles still 
further along the coast, but it appeared to me that the season was too far advanced to 
render it prudent to go beyond Comox. I accordingly returned from there to Victoria, 
whero I arrived on the 23rd of November, and after continuing my examinations in its 
vicinity until the 22nd of December, started on my return to Montreal. 


Coa Deposits. 


“ Coal-seams are known to exist in other parts of Vancouver Island, besides those 
already alluded to. They have been met with towards the north-western end, one locality 
being on the north-east side, near Fort Rupert, on Queen Charlotte Sound, another on 
Quatsino Sound, which opens on the south-west sido into the Pacific; and there appears 
at present nothing to render it impossible that they may spread out in some places into 
the centre of the sound. But I shall here confine my remarks to those parts which I 
have visited on the Strait of Georgia. These appear to belong to a narrow trough, 
which may be said to extend from the vicinity of Cape Mudge on the north-west, and 
to approach to within fifteen miles of Victoria un the south-east, with a length of about 130 
miles. It is occupied by a series of rocks which in some places present a rolling surface, 
with no elevations rising to a greater height than 800 or 1,000 feet, and in others is 
comparatively level. It possesess generally a good soil, and may hereafter be thickly 
settled. It is mostly covered with forest, but in some parts presents a prairie or park- 
like aspect, with grass-covered ground, studded with single trees or clumps of them, 
and offers great encouragement to agricultural industry. 

“The north-east side of this trough lies beneath the waters of the Strait of 
Georgia, and on that side is bounded by crystalline rocks coming apparently from 
beneath it in Lasqueti, Texada and other islands, and on the mainland beyond; while on 
the south-west it occupies a strip along Vancouver Island, limited by a range of very 
bold mountains of the crystalline series, which runs nearly areal with the coast, 
having points of from 4,000 to 7,000 feet above the sea. In the first or nearest ridge of 
these are Mount Washington, 5,410 teet, Beaufort Range, 4,900 and 5,420 feet, Mount 
Arrowsmith, 5,970 feet, and Mount Moriarty, 5,185 fect; while in the second ridge, 
oe in the country, is Alexandra Peak, 6,394 feet, and Mount Albert Edward, 6,963 

eet. 

“In the general trough, coal seams are exposed in upwards of a dozen different 
places, and in five distinct localities claims have been laid before the government by 
different companies. The most instructive exposure is one that occurs about five miles 
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(S. 63°W) from the shore on the south-west side of Comox harbor, on the claim of the 
Union Coal Mining Company. 

“ Here i an almost perpendicular cliff, which rises on the north side of a small 
brook, tributary to the Puntledge River, there occurs the following descending section, 
the coal seams in which I shall number in ascending order:

“The dip of the measures in this part is N. 32° E.<11°. The brook, which is, as 
already stated, a tributary of the Pantledge, runs north-westward, nearly on the strike, 
and at some height on the right bank, about 600 paces down the stream, a coal-bed of 
four fect and a half is exposed, which very probably corresponds with number 4 of the 
above section, and shows an apparent regularity in its course, and in the attitude of the 
measures, for at least that distance. 

‘‘ None of the seams in this locality have yet been opened for productive working. 

“ The level of the brook where the seams are exposed, is about 500 feet above the 
sea, and the road will have.a pretty even fall the whole of the way to it. 


“‘Coal-seams, said to resemble those which have been described, occur at no very 
great distance in a north-western direction from the Union Claim. 

‘‘ T was told also that still further to the north-west, the position being sixteen 
miles from Comox Harbor und close upon the coast, there is a four-feet coal-seam, but 
the weather prevented me from visiting it. 

“ About five and a half miles along the coast from Comox Harbor, in a general 
bearing about S. 28° E., there occurs a trail or path leading to what is called the 
Beaufort Coal Mine; the general bearing of the path being 8. 80° W., and the distance 
from the coast a little over five and'a half miles. Here, on the left side of a small 
stream called Bradley’s Creek, there occurs a seam of good hard coal, measuring 3 feet 
2 inches, and resting on two feet of soft black argillaceous shale, beneath which there 
are visible between five and six feet of brownish-gray sandstone, holding disseminated 
pebbles of quartz, feldspar, and diorite. Thedip of the strata is here N. 27° E. < 18°, 
and Bradley’s Creek, which, flowing north-eastward, ultimately gains Baynes Sound,.at 
this place crosses the measures nearly at right angles. 

“Proceeding down the stream, the coal-seam appears to be overlaid by a considerable 
thickness of sandstone, and, at the distance of about half a mile, another coal. seam 
occurs, of which, from the quantity of water in the brook, no more than two inches 
were visible; while half a mile farther on, thore are indications of still another 
seam. These two seams, from the quantity of water caused by recent heavy rains, 
were very imperfectly seen by me; but Henry Bradley, one of my men, who was one 
of the first discoverers of the seams on this claim, and was afterwards employed to 
ascertain their thickness, informed me that the two in question were from one to two 
feet each. He also informed me that about a mile and a half to the westward of the 
position where the lowest of the three seams is exposed, there occurs a fourth seam on 
the Trent River. The quantity of water prevailing, and the occurrence of an intervening 
swamp, prevented me from visiting this seam, but Bradley gives the thickness, as far as 
ascertained without reaching the bottom of it, as nine feet. 2 
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“The transverse distance in which these four seams occur appears thus to be 
upwards of two miles, while the four seams of the Union Claim, with a less apparent 
dip, would not occupy a greater breadth than 250 feet; and the strike of the latter 
would seem to place them considerably higher in the measures. If it should horeafter 
be ascertained that any of the seams of the two localities are identical with one 
another, it can only be dhievagh the occurrence of undulations or faults, of which we at 
present know nothing. 

“ Five miles along the coast, in a bearing S. 18° E. from the trail to the Perseverance 
Claim, a path runs inland, in general bearing S. 70° W., and leading, in a distance of a 
little over two miles, in a straight line, to the Baynes Sound Coal Mines. Here in a 
deep gorge, through which a small stream of water finds its way in its course to Fanny 
Bay on Baynes Sound, occurs the following descending section :—

“The dip of the strata is here N. 86°, E.< 15°, gradually increasing to 40°, and the 
two coal-seams are seen descending in both sides of the ravine, the edges of the lower 
one meet in the bottom of the stream, but while those of the upper one are still about 
twenty feet above the water, a fault occurs cutting them off. The underlie of the fault 

_is 8. 62° W., <38°, and the dip of the strata on the other or eastward side of it is N. 64° 
H. < 43°. The strata on that side, after an interval in which seventy feet of the base 
are concealed, consist of seventy-two feet of brownish-gray sandstone, holding a few 
fragments of plants, overlaid by ten feet of black argillaceous shale. As these beds are 
not recognised on the west side of the dislocation, the amount of it, on the side on which 
the strata are thrown down, cannot be determined with certainty, unless a small mass 
of coal which is caught in the fault, and lies lower than the extremity of the upper seam, 
be derived from it. In that case the down-throw would be on the east side. In a position, 
which appears to be close to the east side of the fault, a shallow shaft has been sunk in 
search of the upper seam; it penetrates the measures on that side, but sandstone alone 
appears to have been excavated. 

“The section which has been given above does not suggest any means of identifying 
the coal seams displayed in it with those of the previous localities. It may reasonably 
be supposed, however, that the whole of those described belong to the lower part of the 
measures, and the localities may ‘each belong to a separate zone. 

“From Qualicum River to North-west Bay, in a bearing about S. 75° E., there is a 
distance of about twenty miles in which no rock exposures were observed. Beyond this, 
masses of the crystalline series present themselves, continuing for fourteen miles in the 
same bearing, and separating what may be called the Comox field from one farther on; 
shewing that the general trough is divided into two distinct basins. 

“The Comox basin would then have a length, between Cape Mudge and North-west 
Bay, of about sixty-four miles, but limiting it, for safety sake, and the probable occur- 
rence of some thickness of unproductive measures at the base, to the distance between 
Kookooshun Point and Qualicum River, it may be safely called forty miles. The greatest 
breadth from the Beaufort Claim to a line in the run with the outside of Cape Lazo, or, 
as it is commonly called, Point Holmes, would be about thirteen miles, without taking 
into consideration what may be beyond under the water. But estimating the average 
breadth to be somewhat over seven miles, the productive area may safely be considered 
to hold about 300 square miles. . 
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‘The rule applied in the coal-field of South Wales in the United Kingdom, to calcu- 
late the productiveness of a coal-seam, gives 1,000 tons for every square foot in each 
acre of a seam one foot thick, leaving a sufficient quantity for pillars to support the roof. 
In the Union area, the total thickness of workable seams is a little over twenty-five feet. . 
This would give 25,000 tons per acre, or 16,000,000 tons per square mile. In the Baynes 
Sound Mine, the quantity would be about 12,000 tons per acre, or per mile 7,680,000 
tons. Not having seen the full thickness of all the seams on the Beaufort Claim, I shall 
not venture upon a calculation, but any one can easily make it for himself. To attempt 
a calculation of the productive yield of the whole field would be premature, before all 
the details ofits structure have been ascertained, seeing that where the seams sink beyond 
a certain depth they can scarcely be profitably worked, and until all the seams have 
been discovered, the undulations determined, and the dips every where observed, how 
much or how little of the seams are in this condition cannot be known. For the facilities 
of trade, Comox Harbour would afford excellent accommodation to both the Union and . 
the Beaufort Mines. The former being, as already stated, five miles from it, with a fall 
of about 500 feet, while the latter is about seven miles distant, with a fall of about 700 
feet. Baynes Sound, with proper wharfage, might be made available at most places. It 
is in one place less distant from the Beaufort Mine than Comox, but the fall is not so 
even. Baynes Sound Mine is about 200 feet above the sea, and Fanny Bay on the Sound 
is about three miles south-east from it, while Deep Bay is about eight miles. Both of 
these harbours, though small, are safe, especially the latter, being thoroughly protected 
from all winds. The approaches to all the harbours named, as well as the harbours 
themselves, have a depth of from five to twelve fathoms at low water. The more southern 
division of the two, into which we have separated the general trough holding them both, 
may be called the Nanaimo Field or basin.” 


‘ a his Report for 1878, Mr. Richardson thus further describes the Comox coal- 
eld:— 


Xx 
“It is bounded on the south-west by the Beaufort Range of Mountains, on the 
north-east by the Strait of Georgia, and extending from Comox Harbor about twelve 
giles to the west, and about thirty miles to the south-east, includes Denman and Hornby 
slands, 


“Measurements of the coast-line from about three miles north-westward of Point 
Holmes were made round to the mouth of Courtenay River, which flows into Comox 
Harbour, and thence to Deep Bay, opposite the south-east end of Denman Island. Fol- 
lowing all the sinuosities of the line, its length exceeded thirty-two miles. The coast 
was further examined on foot, without measurement, for about twelve miles beyond. 
But in the whole distance, measured and unmeasured, only two small exposures of rock, 
situated on the south side of Comox Harbour, were met with. 


“ Additional measurements were made op ate Courtenay River and its tributary the 
Puntledge, to Puntledge Lake, making together about nine miles, as well as three miles 
up Brown’s River, which flows into the Puntledge about five miles from the lake. The 
partial measurement of last year on the proposed line of tramway to the Union Mine 
(Report 1871-72, p. 76) was verified and continued to the coal-seam, the correct bearing 
and distance from the coast being S. 61° W., a little over five miles and a quarter. The 
Trent River (Ibid. p. 76) was measured as far up as its general bearing was at right 
angles to the strike of the measures, giving a distance of six miles in a straight line from 
the coast, and the measurement was continued nearly half a mile further, up a small 
tributary, to the crystalline rocks. Bradley’s Creek joins the Trent on the right side, 
about three miles and a half from the coast, and this tributary was measured for about 
three and a half miles up. The River Sable, a small stream on Baynes Sound Claim 
(Ibid. p. 78.) was measured for three miles up from Fanny Bay. 


“ From the exposures observed in these transverse measurements, and on the coast, 
of Denman and Hornby Islands, has been ascertained all that I am enabled to give of 
the character and distribution of the coal-bearing rocks of the area in question. These 
rocks may be separated into seven divisions, which, in ascending order, may. be referred 
to as follows:— 
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A. Productive Coal Measures, 
B. Lower Shales. 

C. Lower Conglomerate. 

D. Middle Shales. 

E. Middle Conglomerate. 

F. Upper Shales. 

G. Upper Conglomerate. 


Division A.—FProductive Coal Measures. 


“The most westerly point examined is on Brown's Rivor, about nine miles N. 82°W. ° 
from ‘the court house or steamboat landing, on the north side of Comox Harbor. There 
is here a continuous exposure of the strata, occupying the bed of the stream for a mile 
and three-quarters in a straight linc, with a bearing N. 84° E. It affords the following

“Tho thicknesses of the sandstones in the above section are reduced from horizontal 
measurements, at right angles to the strike; and the inclination is determined by the 
dips of the coal-seams and shales above and below the sandstones, so a8 to avoid errors 
from false-bedding. The dips vary in direction from E. 30° N. to E. 22°S., and the 
angles of inclination from 0° to 20°, with the exception of two or three in the middle of 
the distance, which are a little to the east of north, with an inclination of from 2° to 7°, 
and: indicate an undulation or irregularity, for which a due allowance has been made. 

“Though to the westward of this section, on Brown's River, a mile intervenes 
before the flank of Mount Beecher rises up to indicate the presence of tho crystalline 
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rocks, they are yet supposed to be concealed by drift not very far off, on the west side 
of a shallow depression which appears to run east of south to an elbow in the Puntledge 
River. The distance to the elbow is about two miles, and to this point the upper stretch 
of the river flows in the same depression from the lake for a mile and a half. This 
depression marks the strike of the measures, and a rock supposed to belong to the crystal- 
line series is seen in a rapid just below the outlet of the lake. The exposure, which 
does not exceed forty feet in length, consists of a browu-weathering igneous rock, 
showing, according to Mr. Harrington, when sliced and examined under the microscope, 
both a concretionary and a porphyrins structure, with disseminated crystals, which 
appear to be feldspar, while the concretions are composed of two minerals which exhibit 
a radiating structure. When treated with an acid, the rock assumes a light gray color, 
from the removal of the oxide of iron. 

“There is not much doubt that the base of the productive measures, though not 
seen, immediately overlies this, whilo the summit is displayed on the Puntledge, about a 
mile and a quarter below the elbow, showing that to be the direct breadth of Division 
A on this stream. The summit on the Puntledge is due south of the same horizon on 
Brown’s River, and about a mile and a half from it. Tho details of the division in the 
Puntledge, however, are by no means well exposed, and none of the coal-seams are 
. Visible. This may be called Section 2, though avery imperfect one. , 

“From the outlet of Puntledge Lake, a bearing of S. 48° E. strikes the extremity of 
the line of the proposed tramway to the Union Mine, on the south side of the lake, and 
about a mile from it, the whole distance being about two miles and three-quarters. A 
section occurring at this mine in an almost perpendicular cliff, from the face of which a 
landslide had carried away all the trees and loose soil on the north side of a small stream 
flowing into the Puntledge Lake, was given in last year’s Report (Report of Progress 
1871-72, p. 77). But most parts of the cliff being out of reach, the thickness of many of 
the beds could only be ascertained ri wager ae having been merely estimated by the 
eye. A more favorable condition of the weather on the present occasion “scar ioal me, 
by the aid ofa rope tied to a tree at the top of the cliff, to descend the whole face, and 
obtain exact measurements.

“The deposits of this section rest visibly on the crystalline rocks which pave the 
brook at the foot. The course of the brook is south-east and north-west. In the former 
direction, these rocks rise gradually higher among the coal-bearing strata, and at the 
distance of about 4 quarter of a mile up the brook, reach to within ten feet of the sand- 
stones at the summit. Between the sandstones and the crystalline rocks, there occurs 
a coal seam in the brook, of which the thickness could not be ascertained, owing to the 
depth of the water; beyond this the strata are concealed. Down the brook to the north- 
west, the crystalline sories is exposed for about sixteen chains, and thirteen chains fur- 
ther on, a coal-seam of four and a half feet was last year visible, dipping N. 48° E. <11°;

“Openings for trial had been made on the two upper seams; but the concealed 
intervals render it at present difficult to say how the three are related to those in the 
previous section (3). 

“In a bearing S. 38° E. from section 3, a line of two miles and a third would strike 
the valley of Trent River at right angles, about five and a third miles from the coast. 
The crystalline rocks make their appearance at less than a mile and a half farther up 
the valley, on a small tributary which has been already mentioned; the spot being about 
aa chains above the junction of the tributary and the main stream. They are of 
mottled dark green and dull red colors, and present a concretionary and porphyritic 
structure, like the exposure at the outlet of Puntledge Lake.

* Tho next locality where the coal-bearing strata were met with on the strike to 
the south-eastward, is Bradley’s Creek, already mentioned as a tributary of the Trent, 
the distance between the two streams being upwards ofa mile. No crystalline rocks 
were met with in the portion of the tributary examined, and the lowest exposure of the 
coal-bearing series occurred about three miles and eleven chains from the junction with 
the main stream. 

“Tho whole of the exposures belonging to this division on Bradley’s Creek, occur 
in a transverse distance of one mile and three-quarters, being about the same as that 
holding those of the Trent, but the bearing N. 24° E. is somewhat oblique to that of the 
average dip. In some parts there are considerable intervals between the exposures. 
Where seen, the dips are steeper and more irregular, and it thus becomes very difficult 
to state the true thickness in a vertical column. For this reason I shall describe the 
deposits in this section (to be numbered 6) as they succeed one another in ascending 
order on the horizontal line.

“A partial section of these beds was given last year, from which it will be perceived 
that the present differs a little in some of the beds; but, as then stated, the two coal- 
seams are seen descending both sides of the ravine, and the edges of the lower one meet 
in the bottom of the stream; but while those of the upper one are still about twenty 
feet above the water, a fault occurs cutting them off, the underlie of the fault being 8. 
62° W.<38°. The dip of the arenaccous strata which occur immediately on the east- 
ward side of the fault is obscure. ‘The coal-seams occupy two chains, and then the dip 
becomes N. 64° E. <88°—43°. The following is the section of the whole of the measures 
on the eastward side in ascending order:

“This is a greater volume of sandstone than was ascertaingd in this position last 
year; but, as then stated, the fault appears to be a down-throw to the north-cast, the 
amount of which bas yet to be determined. 

“From the facts displayed in these various sections, it will readily be seon that 
workable seams of coal occupy a belt of pretty uniform breadth along the south-western 
rim of the Comox field, associated with brownish-grey falsc-bedded sandstones, inter- 
stratified with black carbonaccons and argillaccous shales at the base, and overlaid by 
light-grey, even-bedded, fine-grained sandstones at the summit. In all the sections a 
constant character is easily enough recognisable in Division A asa mass; but the notable 
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differences in the thickness of the coal-seams, and their distances from one another when 

in proximate sections, make it very difficult to establish the identity of individual seams 

over a very considerable area. This must be the work of practical explorers of the 

seams, by trial pits along the outcrops. But these irregularities and the occasional 

sudden interruptions in the continuance of the coal-seams constitute a remarkable dis-. 
tinction between them and the more regular beds of the true Carboniferous era, and may 

often occasion perplexities in working them. In no part of the exposures of Division A 

were any fossil shells met with. 


CRYSTALLINE Rooks. 


“The detailed exploration of the lower measures of the Comox coal-field has as yet 
been confined to the eighteen miles that lie between Brown’s River and River Sable, and 
in this the crystallino series on which they rest has been seen only in three places. In 
these, my inspection did not extend beyond the masses near the newer formation, or in 
positive contact with it. I cannot, therefore, pretend to give from these any connected 
view of the relation of the two series in age; but the exploration made for railroad pur- 
poses, at the request of Mr. Sandford Fleming, from the mouth of Qualicum River to 
Alberni on the upper extremity of Barclay Sound, having afforded me the ss hse 
of making a preparatory reconnaissance on a short line transverse to the strike of the 
crystalline series, has added to my information, and 1 propose here to give a brief 
description of the masses that were imperfectly observed in succession. ; 

“The general bearing of the traverse, reduced to a straight line, is S. 28° W. It 
starts from the shore of Georgia Strait, at a point a little under three and a half miles 
north-west from Qualicum River, and terminates at the upper end of the Alberni Canal, 
as thia part of Barclay Sound is called, the whole distance being somewhat under four- 
teen miles. 

“On this the surface presents a plain, with a very gentle inclination for about the 
first four miles. It then rises with increasing rapidity for nearly two miles, and culmi- 
nates on the ridge of Mount Mark, at a distance of six and a quarter miles from the 
commencement. 

“The summit of this mountain is, by the Admiralty chart, 3,080 feet above the sea, 
and from this there is a precipitous fall of 2,723 feet, in less than a quarter of a mile, to 
the level of Horne Lake, which is 357 feet above the sea. A segment of the western end 
of Horne Lake occupies a little over two-thirds of a mile upon it. It then rises again 
with a few not very great undulations, for nearly three and a half miles, and attains a 
height of about 1,600 feet above high water mark. From this it falls rapidly for about 
two-thirds of a mile, and again reaches a gently inclined plain, over which it passes for 
two miles and two-thirds, and attains the Alberni Canal. 

“ The road travelled is a trail on the right bank of Qualicum River, and leaves the 
coast of Georgia Strait about a ie ot a mile from the mouth of the stream. For 
five miles it keeps about parallel with the river and with the traversed lino, and reaches 
the lower end of Horne Lake. It then turns to the north of west, and runs close along 
the north side of the lake for about four and a half miles, crossing Qualicum River at its 
exit from the lake, which is about half a mile from its eastern extremity, and coming 
upon the traverse line, it still follows the margin of the lake, but in a southern direction 
for about: two miles more, attaining its upper extremity. It then bears to the west of 
south for about two miles and a half, and winding round the foot of a hill called View 
Mountain, which attains an clevation of 1,600 feet over tide waters, on the right, it runs 
south-west for about three and a half miles in a straight line to the mouth of the Somass 
River, where this empties into the Alberni Canal at Stamp Harbour. 

“The rock masses to be me@tionod were all observed on or within a quarter of a 
mile of this trail, and none of them before reaching Horne Lake. The chief part of this 
nearly level intermediate plain is probably underlaid by the deposits of the Comox coal- 
field, and to these a space of four miles has becn assigned on the traverse line. The 
masses first seen at the lower end of Horne Lake are composed of crystalline limestone. 
They were followed all along the north side, and >artly round to the west side, in the 
whole of which distance they present an abruy escarpment on the right hand. A 
quarter of a mile from the east of the Juke, the dip is N. 48° E. < 41°, and three miles 
further on, it is N. 2° E.< 55°. Reaching the west side of Horne Lake, and looking 
northward to Mount Mark,’a drift-covored surface rises up between 300 and 400 fect 
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above the lake in a distance of about a quarter of a mile; and from this starts up a wall 
of limestone with an almost perpendicular face, presenting a thickness of’ probably 1,200 
feet, which is again capped by a great mass of brown-weathering diorite, probably 1,000 
feet thick, and constituting the summit of the mountain. 

“The diorite is of a dark olive-green color, and has a ragged fracture, on the surface 
exposed by which, when fresh, small spots of dull greenish-white feldspar are observed. 
The rock has a felted kind of structure, and obscure parallel joints are observable, the 
walls of which are varnished with a brilliant black mineral, which Dr. Harrington sup- 
poses to be Delessite. The rock has something of the aspect of the masses observed in 
contact with the coal-bearing series at the Union Mine, and on the River Sable, and the 
intermediate distance between Mount Mark and this series may be occupied with this 
and allied diorites. The mass capping Mount Mark, however, after descending to the 
sea level in its dip on the traverse line, would leave a blank space of about a mile between 
it and the coal series ot which nothing definite can yet be said. 

“The limestones which underlie this diorite are of whitish, bluish, dove-grey, yel- 
lowish, greenish, and pinkish colors, the different tints running parallel conformably 
with the stratification. The greenish tints may perhaps be due to the presence of chlo- 
ritic or epidotic matter. 

“The calcareous masses are interstratified throughout the whole 1,200 with well- 
defined bands of diorite of various thickness, from the eighth of an inch to two feet, as 
far as observed, but there may be beds of much greater thickness that have escaped 
observation. In these bands, the dioritic character is well marked by the presence of 
crystals of black hornblende, some of which attain a length of half or three-quarters of 
an inch, with a breadth of from one-eighth to a quarter of an inch, all with well-defined 
plains of cleavage. These diorites, at the junction of which with the limestone epidote 
is sometimes distinctly developed, are of various tints of grey, from dark to light, and 
some of them are of a speckled aspect similar to masses associated with the limestones 
in the vicinity of Victoria, mentioned in last year’s report (Report of Progress 1871-2, 
p. 91). Some of the diorite beds are of lenticular torm, while others are continuous; and 
they 7 r to be more abundant in the lower than the upper halt of the calcareous mass. 

“The limestones appear to be highly crystalline throughont, sometimes coarsel 
and sometimes finely so, and in some parts, on being acted upon with acid, show multi- 
tudes of grains of silica. They are in many places crowded with fossils, which in the 
more coarsely crystalline bands appear to be chiefly encrinal columns. Many of the 
remains are replaced by silica, and are weathered out distinctly on the surfaces. Some 
of them have been obtained by dissolving the limestone in acid, while numbers have 
been observed in thin microscopic sections prepared by the skill of Mr. Weston, since 
my return to Montreal. The following are Mr. Billings’ remarks in respect to them:— 


“The fossils from Mount Mark north of Horne Lake are, 


1. Corals apparently of the genera Zaphrentis and Diphiphyllum. 
2. Large crinoidal columns. 

3. Fenestella or Polymorpha. 

4. A large Productus and also a large Sptrifer. 


“<«They are so obscurely preserved that they cannot be determined specifically. 
They appear to be either Permian or Carboniferous, most probably the latter.’ 

‘‘ These limestones probably oxtend on the traverse line for three-quarters of a mile 
to its intersection with Horne Lake, which occurs about eight and a quarter miles from 
the coast. This, however, would give to their thickness about 600 feet more than 
actually seen. 

‘“ For the next mile and three-quarters, including the portion which passes over the 
lake, there were no exposures on the traverse line. Further on, three-quarters of a mile 
are occupied by red ferruginous rocks, green diorites which are sometimes slaty and 
athe amygdaloidal, and pale green epidotic rocks. These masses are interstratified 
with bands of bluish and greenish crystalline limestone in which no fossils were observed, 
and they are followed by green dioritic rocks, occupying about six chains, and dipping 
N. 18° E.<44°. Beyond this, there is another interval of concealment of nearly a 
quarter ofa mile. Then whitish, yellowish, and bluish limestones present themeclves, 
with a breadth of five chains, and beyond them seven chains hold red and green slates. 
These are followed by coarsely crystalline limestones ofa yellowish-white color, occu- 
pying about twelve chains, and many of them crowded with crivoidal stems, some of 
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which are three-quarters of an inch in diameter. The dip of the beds is N. 2° E. < 32°, 
and their position on the traverse line is very nearly nine miles from the Georgia Strait 
coast. 


“ Another interval of concealment here occupies about ten chains in width, and is 
succeeded by twenty chains of red clay slates, interstratified with harder red bands, to 
which green stripes pcos with the bedding give a ribband-like aspect, while both the 
harder and softer red slates are again interstratified with beds of red and pinkish lime- 
stone containing obscure fossils. In the next thirty chains red and grey clay slates 
prevail, interstratified with bluish and dove-grey limestones, varying from six inches to 
four feet in thickness. For half a mile beyond this the strata are vertical, their strike 
at first being N. 31° W., and finally N. 61° W. They consist of bluish-grey and 
yellowish-white limestones, in beds varying from five inches to two feet. Tho larger 
part of this great calcareous mass shows obscure organic remains, on weathered 
surfaces, crinoidal columns being unmistakable at the end of the distance. These masses 
constitute the rocks of View Mountain, and beyond them there occurs a valley which is 
half a mile wide, and about 1,034 feet above sea level. In it the rocks are not well 
seen, but they appear to consist chiefly of grey clay slates, interstratified with gre 
sandstones. On the succeeding rising ground, and on the rapid fall of the flank beyond, 
three-quarters of a mile are occupied by green, slaty diorites, dipping N. 87° E.< 59°, 
underlaid by red and bluish-grey clay slates, which rest upon a green diorite. Here 
the height is only 578 feet above the sea. 


‘We now come again upon the coal-bearing series; and about eighteen chains are 
occupied with a conglomerate belonging to it. It holds well rounded pebbles of white 
and brownish quartzite, of from one to three inches in diameter, in a matrix of sand, the 
whole forming a strong and solid rock. No a were anywhere observed in it, and it 
is therefore impossible to state its thickness. Further on there are no exposures; but 
the drift is probably underlaid by a continuation of the coal-bearing series, and the 
ground falls gently for two miles to the margin of the sea. The crystalline rocks which 
thus occupy the space between the coal-bearing areas on each side, are no doubt those 
which constitute the Beaufort Range of mountains. With the exception of the vertical 
portion in View Mountain, they all dip in one direction, namely eastward. Whether 
they are affected by undulations producing repetitions, has not yet been determined. 
But in order to shew in one view the supposed thickness to be dealt with in the investi- 
gation, they are here given in succession in what would appear to be a descending 
order, although it is possible that a fold may have occurred, causing a repetition of the 
beds :—

“ How far this great mass of rocks may descend in the series of geological forma- 
tions, it would for the present be premature even to conjecture.” 
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The quality of the anthracite coal found on Queen Charlotte Island is excellent, 
as will be observed from a glance at the following analysis: —

The percentage of carbon in this analysis brings it very close up to the Penn- 
sylvania anthracite. 

No examination has yet been made, by the officers of the Dominion Geological 
Department, of the coal to the north-west of Comox; but the following extracts from 
Mr. Robert Brown’s Report of the Coal Fields of the North Pacific will be highly 


interesting :— 


“ Sukwash.—North of this locality the trap rocks only appear until we come to a 
stream called Sukwash by the Indians, two miles south of Fort Rupert, when it again 
makes its appearance under the same conditions as before. Here the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany mined it for some time, but have long ago discontinued the works, which have 
again begun to be tried by another company, who propose to carry it to Fort Rupert 

bour as their port of shipment; but fndapendantly of other considerations, the usual 
financial troubles inherent in colonial companies will prevent this scheme being realized 
for some time at least. From Sukwash, is a valley. which goes right through to Kos- 
keemo Sound on the other side of the island. This basin is, I believe, one of coal deposit, 
and the coal at Sukwash is of the same nature, and continuous with the extensive coal 
seams of Koskeemo Sound on the other side. 


“ Koskeemo Coal Seams.—The sounds of Quatseeno and Koskeemo are situated on the 
north-west coast of Vancouver Island, about 240 miles seaward from Victoria. The sound 
is one vast harbour, entered from the Pacific, and ramifying into a south-east arm, an 
east arm, and a west arm. The land in the vicinity of this inlet was acquired by an 
English company some years ago, who expended a considerable amount of money in 
causing 8 proper survey to be made of their mineral riches. These surveys were chiefly 
confided to Mr. J. J. Landale, who has been already mentioned as an able mining engi- 
neer. In 1866, just betore my return to Europe, I had the good fortune also to visit these 
sounds, travelling over the island with some Indians who had visited Fort Rupert of the 
Hudson Bay Company, where I was then staying. The Indians I found to be the mildest 
and most aimable of the class I have yet encountered, and during my examination of the 
shores (chiefly for botanical purposes), they showed me every attention and kindness. 
At the period of my visit there were no whites then living there, and accordingly my 
sole companions were the Indians, in whose company I remained for upwards of a week, 
travelling from the head of the East or Rupert Arm to the Pacific in their canoes, sub- 
sisting almost entirely by my rifle, having taken very little provision from the fort. 
Previous to my visit, Mr. Landale was good enough to favour me with a perusal of his 
MS. notes, which formed a useful guide to my geological examination of the coal seams. 
I found them exceedingly accurate, his examination having, from the length of time he 
resided in the locality, been much more minute than mine. What follows is derived 
almost entirely from his memoranda. However, without the use of sections and coloured 
geological maps, some portion will not be so intelligible as I should have desired. 


“The coal-fields are situated on the north-western side of Rupert Arm, and are con- 
tained within an area of 5000 acres. The coal strata lie on a bed of calciferous sandstone 
many hundreds ot feet in thickness—the last deposit being probably equivalent to the 
mountain limestone of older series. This coal-field has several peculiar stratigraphical 
features. While there are several beds of conglomerate through it, still two of them 
require particular attention, and form distinctive features in the basin. The one is of an 
aggregate thickness of 70 feet, overlying and in contact with the calciferous sandstone, 
and the other entirely above the coal; the former containing finer stones and Pea 
and having a dull reddish colour, owing to the presence of peroxide of iron; while the 
latter is coarser in its material, and not so firmly cohesive, and is, according to Mr. Lan- 
dale, at least 100 feet in thickness. These two deposits may be classed as the (a) upper, 
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and (6) lower conglomerate of the series. By-attending to the peculiarities described, 
it is easy to see when you are above or below the coal strata. Through the whole forma- 
tion, consisting of coarse and fine conglomerates, sandstones, shales, fire-clays, and coal, 
are found fossiliferous beds. The contained fossils leave no doubt that the age of the 
beds are cretaceous, probably belonging to the same horizon as the Nanaimo strata. 
Dicotyledonous plants form the principal vegetable impressions, and calamite-like stems 
are common. Among other animal remains are Belemnites, Ammonites, Plagiostoma, 
Inocerami, Hippurites, various Chama-like shells, T'rigonia, and some still more recent 
types as Pectunculus sublevis, Astarte, Natica, and Paludina (several species), all these 
overlying the coal-beds. Most of the shales are more or less bituminous, and the different 
seams of coal are characteriscd by a shining cubical fracture, by a regular lamination, 
and an almost complete sea gee from sulphur in the “cutters” or vertical divisions. 
A large penine fault cuts off the whole basin by throwing it southwards,.on which side 
of it are to be seen, at the surface, the calciferous sandstone whereon the basin lies, and 
also the underlying metamorphic rocks. The trap does not cross the great fault. 


“The seams of this basin are five in number, and have been found in outcroppings 
on various parts of the field, and in sundry small shafts sunk by Mr. Landale. e dip 
is southwards, with an average indentation of 1°, 33°, or 4°. The first seam is seen crop- 
ping out about two miles up the stream, called by the Indians Natsenuchium. It varies 
in thickness from 2 feet 8 inches to 2 feet 11 inches, and consists of different varieties of 
coal. It is an excellent household coal; Mr. Landale informs me, in his opinion—the 
best on the coast. It contains an unusually ae per centage of carbon—fully as high as 
the Queen Charlotte Island anthracite, to be hereafter described—so that it seems 
scarcely a secondary lignite. I presume the analyses to be correct. It is as follows:—

It evolves a strong, continuous heat, leaving asmall bulk of pure white ash, easily fusible. 
The coke from it does not swell much. Mineralogically it has a cubical tracture, hori- 
zontal lamine, and vertical cleavage planes, with thin films of carbonate oflime. The 
basin is calculated to contain about 4000 acres of this coal, and to be capable of yielding 
2100 tons per acre. Immediately above the next seam lies a fine building stone. The 
thickness of this coal seam is from 1 foot 10 inches to 2 feet thick. The coal is of a 
denser quality than the former, is well-fitted for coke making, swells considerably while 
burning in an open fire, and leaves a good deal of cinder. It is well adapted for smelting 
and smiths’ purposes. There are about 3500 acres of this coal, computed by Mr. Landale 
to yield 2500 tons to the acre. Its mineralogical characteristics are cubical fracture, 
lamine filled with lignitic matter, lustre small. On analysis, it gives 100 parts—

“Of the next seam it is difficult to speak, as it is only seen in a vitrified condition, 
at one point, lying close on the fault to the west of a point known as ‘‘ Adamson’s Hut.” 
It appears to be a hard coal, and, in its natural condition, probably of the cannel kind. 
The next seam is 2 feet 6 inches in thickness, highly impregnated with-gas, and closely 
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resembling the Torbanehill or Boghead Gas Coal. It would probably yield paraffin by 
distillation. The bowl of a common tobacco pipe filled with this shale, powdered, gave 
& jet of gas for two minutes and a half, though the luting round the bowl was very 
imperfect. This seam resembles the Torbanehill in another particular, viz., in burning 
it looses immensely in weight, though but little in bulk. .Mr. Landale computes that 
there are at least 4000 acres of this coal, capable of yielding 2250 tons to the acre. On 
analysis, it gave in 100 parts—

In appearance it is dullish black, with very little lustre. 

“The fifth, or main seam, was found in a shaft close to Adamson’s Hut, in the West 
Arm. It is 4 feet 6 inches in thickness. There is some resemblance between this coal 
and that mined at Nanaimo. There is, however, this important difference, that the 
Nanaimo coal has its lamin and cleavage joints filled with a crust of earthy matter, 
consisting of carbonate of lime and iron, and often iron pyrites, to an extent which 
frequently renders the coal useless, while the only impurities in this seam are little 
lamingw of shale of a dark colour, which burns nearly as well as the coal itself, the 
cleavage joints showing scarcely any sulphur, being very thin, and containing only a 
oie asi For steaming purposes an analysis of this seam shows it to be excellently 
adapted—

“The whole of the Koskeemo coal-basin is broken up by four faults into three great 
divisions. The quantity of coal contained in the basin (of nearly 8 square miles) would, 
according to the calculations already given, be about 41,350,000 tons; deducting, how- 
ever, one-fifth for the action of the faults—a large estimate—there yet remains 33,080,000 
tons, or 600,000 tons for a period of fifty-five years! Even this calculation does not 
embrace all, for the study of the Vancouver coal-fields shows that the lower conglom- 
erate is rarely found nearer than 120 feet to the top of the series, and is generally much 
further off; so that, in going down beyond 120 feet, other seams of coal may be dis- 
covered of great extent and excellence. Many copper seams being found in this vicinity, 
as well as in many other parts of Vancouver and Queen Charlotte Islands, smelting 
works might be conveniently established here. An exuberant supply of the finest tim- 
ber is everywhere found over the North Pacific coast. My opinion is decided that the 
Koskeemo coal-field is the best yet discovered in Vancouver Island, though unopened 
out, not only on account of the superior quality of the ccal, but the ready accessibility 
of the mines from the Pacific, without the tedious inland navigation requisite for reaching 
the mines on the eastern seaboard of the island. 


“ Other localities.—The accompanying lithological characteristics of the coal strata 
do not disappear, except at intervals, down the whole west coast of Vancouver Island, 
until the cretaceous beds are again overlapped by the tertiary on the north shore of the 
De Fuca Straits. However, no coal has been found there; and in some places the rocks 
are highly metamorphosed, and for long tracts nothing but gncissose rocks, crystalline 
limestones, or traps are seen. The Indians told me of coal in Ouckucklesit Harbour, off 
the Alberni coast; but I could never get any specimens of it. At Alberni, the coal shales 
appear, but no boring has been made for coal, so that whether coal underlies them or 
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not is difficult to say. The little layers of coal which crop out here and there on tho 
northern (Vancouver) shores of De Fuca Straits are, Iam convinted, in every case of 
tertiary age, and continuous with the seams on the opposite shore at Clallam Bay.” 


The Nanaimo coal is bright, tolerably hard, and not unlike some of the best 
eon of English or Welsh coal in appearance. It burns freely, with good heat, 

ut produces a great amount of ash. 

The coal mined by the Vancouver company and Wellington company are 
alike suitable for domestic purposes, and though both are used for furnaces, yet the 
latter is preferred as producing less slag. Gas, at Victoria, is manufactured at 
present entirely from the Vancouver company’s coal. 


The following is an analysis of a fair sample of the coal from Nanaimo:—

IRON. 


Tron ore has been found from time to time in different parts of the Province, 
and recently deposits have been discovered on Texada Island, in the Gulf of Georgia, 
of inexhaustible quantity, and of the greatest value. 


These deposits were examined, in 1874, by Mr. James Richardson, of the 
Geological Survey of Canada; and the following extract from his Report to Mr. 
Selwyn may prove interesting :— 


“On the south side of Texada Island, about three miles north-westerly trom Gillies 
Bay, and about seventy paces from the shore, a small exposure of magnetic iron ore was 
met with, associated with a coarse-grained epidotic rock, and grey diorite. Immediately 
north of this exposure the ground rises steeply to about 450 feet above the sea. Here 
on the eastern and south-eastern slopes of the hill, for 150 feet down, and extending 
trom 200 to 250 feet in length, is an exposure of rich magnetic iron ore. On the out- 
crops facing to the north-west the ore-bed which dips from S. 58° E. to E. < 25°—30° is 
seen to be from twenty to twenty-five feet thick, and to rest on grey crystalline limestone, 
with which, for about two tect down, are interstratitied bands of ore, of from half an 
inch to one inch in thickness. ‘The hill still rises to the north and north-cast, but along 
the flank, and at about the same clevation, in a north-westerly direction for nearly a 
mile, the ore is occasionally seen, and in one place there is a continuous exposure of it 
for about 250 fect, the bed apparently varying in thickness from one foot to ten feet. 
In the concealed intervals its course appears to be indicated by a coarsely crystalline 
epidotic rock carrying ore in places, but with the grey limestones apparently overlying 
it to the north-east, and the grey and green dioritic rock beneath it to the south-west. 
Where the ore-bed is exposed in this part of the hill, a similar arrangement of the beds 
is observed, and what here appears to be the base of the limestone exhibits interstrati- 
tications of ore similar to those described at its summit in the first exposure. An over- 
turn dip is probably the cause of the apparent differences in the arrangement of the beds. 
In a north-easterly direction from the tirst noticed exposure for a quarter of a mile no 
ore is seen, after which it is again found, at first in irregular patches mixed with epidotic 
rocks, and then, it3 course becoming more northerly, for more than half'a mile the bed 
presents an irregular surtace exposure of trom 600-900 feet of nearly pure ore. In this 
part the dip could not be ascertained with certainty, and I am therefore unable to 
estimate the thickness of the ore. Loose pieces of limestone, with interstratitied ore- 
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bands, were found on the west side, while to the east the ore is bounded by grey and 
green dioritic rocks. 

“Circumstances did not admit of my remaining on the island long enough to trace 
the continuation of this valuable deposit of iron ore. Mr. Henry Trim, of Howe’s Sound, 
however, who has explored the island, intormed me that the ore is to be seen occasionally 
in considerable exposures to near the north-east coast of the island, a further distance 
of more than three miles. 

“These iron ores could scarcely be more favourably situated than they are, either 
as regards mining, smelting or shipment. There is deep water close to the shore, and 
wharves might be easily and cheaply constructed, at which vessels could always load 
in safety, except during the heavy south-east winds which occur occasionally from the 
middle of September to the end of March. But during these, Gillies Bay, only three 
miles distant, would afford a safe and convenient harbour of refuge. There is also 
another harbour at the north end of the island, about seven miles distant, which would 
afford shelter in all weather. The site of the ore is eighteen miles from Comox Harbour, 
twenty-one miles from Deep Bay, and about twenty-three miles from Fanny Bay. These 
are all good and safe harbours, and are only a short distance from the productive coal- 
seams of the Comox area. In the event of charcoal being required for smelting the ore, 
abundance of wood suitable for making it can be procured on the island.” 


COPPER. 


In the remarks made upon the Hope silver leads, it will have been observed 
that one of the ores there, in which silver exists, is described as argentiferous grey 
copper; there is, however, no assay of this ore available from which the percentage _ 
of copper could be estimated. 

There is no doubt that copper is widely distributed throughout the Province, 
the crystalline rocks being invariably more or less stained with copper, while the 
submarine cable from Vancouver Island to San Juan, on being lifted, is always 
discovered to be corroded and encrusted with deposits of copper. 

Copper ore, in situ, lias been found in various parts of the Province, notably at 
the entrance of Ilowe Sound. Here, a well-defined lead of excellent copper pyrites, 
giving some 30 per cent., was discovered in 1865, and worked for some time, with 
excellent prospects of success. Want of capital has caused the operation to be 
suspended, if not abandoned. 

Copper was found near Sooke in 1864, and efforts were made to develop this 
industry in that locality, but no defined lead could be discovered. 

Copper has been found also on Knight's Inlet. . White men, trading at the 
head of this Inlet, have obtained, by gift or purchase, considerable quantities of 
excellent copper ore from the Indians, who, there is reason to believe, are aware of 
the existence of valuable leads. Varties of white men have from time to time 
endeavoured to discover the exact locality, but hitherto without success. The 
Indians cannot be induced tu point out to the white man the lead trom which they 
have taken the specimens.

On the subject of the promise of the Imperial Government to contribute £50,000 
towards the construction of the Esquimalt Graving Dock.

May IT PLEASE Your EXcELLENCY :— 


I have the honor to submit the following report with respect to the promise 
of the Imperial Governmeut to contribute £50,000 towards the construction of the 
Esquimalt Graving Dock. 

As Your Excellency is aware, the promise in the first instance was limited to 
a contribution of £30,000, payable upon the satisfactory completion of the work by 
the Province, and upon condition that Her Majesty’s ships of war should have the 
preferential use of the Dock without charge, beyond actual current expenses, for a 
period of fifteen years from the date of its completion. 

The eanexed correspondence also shows that in the early part of last year, the 
Admiralty were strongly disinclined, and in fact refused, to advise any increase 
upon the £30,000 promised. Your Excellency, therefore, deemed it unnecessary 
to instruct me wwiills I was in England upon what mney be termed the Railwa 
Mission, to open any negotiations in relation to the Dock, nor is it likely, y 
respectfully submit, that even under more favorable conditions Your Excellency 
would have authorised me to enter into such negotiations pending the consider- 
ation of the Railway question, as they would, in all probability, have prejudicially 
, interfered with its settlement. I accordingly made no movement with respect to 

the Dock until this settlement had been effected. This settlement took place on 
the 17th of November last. Subsequently I found upon enquiry that the im- 
pone of the Dock in an Imperial point of view was fully recognized. Hence 

concluded that the Admuralty would favorably entertain any application for 
such assistance as would ensure its construction, especially as the commencement 
. the work had, even with the Imperial aid promised, remained so long in 
abeyance. 

I therefore applied on the 19th of November to the Under Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, for permission, in the absence of official authority, to apply 
personally and on behalf of Your Government for an increase of the contribution 
promised by the Imperial Government, and for a revision of the terms attached to 
that promise. Permission was at first refused, unless I could show a stron 
exceptional case in favor of a suspension of the rule that such applications should 
be one authorized by Your Excellency in Council, and afterwards sanctioned 

0 
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by the Government of the Dominion. Upon my stating, however, that an official 
application had already been made by the Provincial Government through Mr. 
DeCosmos, and that I was merely renewing the request then made; and upon 
further showing that it would be nearly impossible for me to obtain this authority, 
if the point were insisted upon, and enter into and complete negotiations 
in time to place their result before the Provincial Legislature during its present 
session, the Under Secretary was pleased to relax the rule. Leave was moreover 
given me by the Under Secretary to confer with the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty directly, instead of through the Colonial Office, which in all 
such cases is the usual channel of communication. In consideration of this favor, 
the only condition imposed was that I should forward copies to the Colonial Office 
of my correspondence with the Admiralty. 

satereatl the 19th and 25th of November, I had interviews with some of the 
Lords Commissioners and with the Secretary of the Admiralty, which 
resulted in my addressing them by letter of the 25th of November (No. 6). 
This letter applies for an increase from the £30,000 promised to the sum 
of £50,000, and requests that, instead of this sum being paid upon the com- 
pletion of the Deeks it should be advanced from time to time on certificates of 
progress of the work. A copy of this letter was forwarded in a covering letter of. 
the same date to Lord Carnarvon. 

At the end of November and at the beginning of December, I had some 
three or four interviews at the Admiralty. I considered it advisable from what 
took place on these occasions, to supplement my first letter with a second, 
which I addressed to the Admiralty on the 2nd of December (No. 8). 

On the same and following days I was favored by the first Lord of the 
Admiralty with two interviews. At his request I fully explained all matters con- 
nected with the proposed construction of the Dock. He promised to consider my 
application favorably, but informed me that the Treasury, under any circumstances, 
would have to be consulted. 

On the afternoon of the 5th, and again on the 8th of December, I 
saw the Under Secretary of the Treasury, who was good enough to. 
assure me that when my application reached him through the Adiniralty he would 
favorably entertain it, as he regarded the Dock of great value to the Imperial 
Gevernment. He, however, considered my proposed change in the mode of 
payment objectionable, as the Imperial Government, after the expenditure of the 
£50,000, might hereafter be called upon to advance a further sum, should the Dock 
be unfinished. 

On the 7th of December, I received from the Admiralty an acknowledg- 
ment of the receipt of my two letters, and an assurance that my _ applica- 
tion would receive careful consideration from the Admiralty and ‘Treasury. 

On the 9th, I again saw the first Lord of the Admiralty, and he informed me that 
the application had been forwarded by the Admiralty to the Treasury. On learn- 
ing that the Chancellor of the Exchequer would be in London on the 11th, I made 
arrangements for an interview with him onthat day. After his arrival in London, 
I saw him at his office on the day appointed, and after an interview of some length 
he promised on behalf of the Government to give the increase asked for, or in 
other words, to grant £50,000 towards the construction of the Dock; but he de- 
clined 7 advance this sum by instalments or pay it except upon the completion of 
the work. 

As I left London on the 17th of December, the Admiralty officially communi- 
cated their decision to the above effect to Mr. Sproat, who as Agent-General of the 
Province had been authorised by your Government to act in this matter (No. 12). 

Annexed is a Telegram of the same date and to the same effect, from Lord 
Dafterin to Your Excellency (No. 13). Alike Telegram was at my request sent 
by the Premier of Canada to Your Excellency on the 23rd of January last (No. 14). 

As appears by the annexed letter. the Imperial Government have now agreed 
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to contribute towards the construction of the Dock, a sum of £50,000, payable 
when the work is completed to the satisfaction of the Admiralty. In consideration 
of this bonus, Her Majesty’s ships of war shall be entitled to the preferential use 
of the Dock without charge, beyond actual current expenses, for s period of fifteen 
years from the date of the completion of the work. 
I have much pleasure in respectfully acknowledging the courtesy and 
attention which I received on every occasion from the Colonial Office, and from 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty and of the Treasury. I am also happy 
to be able to state that a great part of the success attending the above negotiations, 
is fairly attributable to the active assistance of Admiral the Earl ot Lauderdale, 
Rear-Admiral Richards, Sir John Rose, the Honorable Mr. Fitzwilliam, Mr. 
Southgate, and Mr. Sproat.

Srr,—I am commanded by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty to 
acquaint you, for the information of the Earl of Kimberley, that my Lords have 
carefully examined the question raised in his letter of the 6th instant as to the 
construction of a Graving Dock at Esquimalt, for a contribution towards which the 
Honorable A. DeCosmos, President of the Council and Premier of the Province of 
British Columbia, has been authorized to negotiate with Her Maj oy Government. 

The general plan of the work proposed by that gentleman has been referred by 
my Lords to the Hydrographer of the Navy and to the Director of Works, who 
have expressed themselves in favor of the scheme being entertained on certain 
terms, relating principally to thé details of construction to which Mr. DeCosmos, 
on the part of the Provincial Government, had in his interviews with those officers 
expressed himself willing to agree. 

The construction of a Dry Dock at Esquimalt of sufficient dimensions to take 
in large ships of war would tend to remove the objections which now exist to the 
employment of iron built ships on the Pacific station, and would thus be of very 
great service in time of peace as well as of war. 

My Lords consider, therefore, that it would be sound policy to forward by 
means of pecuniary assistance the object in view. 

Mr. DeCosmos proposes that the Dock, of which the cost has been estimated 
at about £112,000, should be constructed either by the Provincial Government 
assisted by a contribution from the Imperial Treasury, or by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment with a contribution from the Province. 

My Lords think that the former of these courses is the more desirable of the 
two, ae they would not recommend that the alternative proposal should be enter- 
tained. 

Treating the questfn on the former basis, my Lords gather from the com- 
munications made to them by Mr. DeCosmos that the Provincial Government 
would not require any sums to be paid to them until the Dock is finished, so that 
no risk would be incurred in contributing towards a scheme which might fail; and 
on this understanding they propose to offer the Colony a subsidy of £30,000 to be 
paid on the completion of a Dock of dimensions and alnmutae to be agreed upon 
beforehand. 

Should the Earl of Kimberley concur in this view, my Lords will place them- 
selves in communication with the Treasury, with a view to obtaining their opinion 
on the financial aspect of the question.

Srr,—On behalf of the Government of the Province of British Columbia, I 
have the honor to respectfully apply to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
for an additional contribution from Her Majesty’s Government towards the con- 
struction of the Esquimalt Dock, and also for the revision of the terms upon which 
Her Majesty’s Government have promised the contribution of £30,000. 

I areatly wish before leaving England to place matters on a footing that will 
permit the early preparation of the working plans for a Dock that shall suit the 
wants of Her Majesty’s Government. These have not yet been ordered to be pre- 

ared as the Provincial Government have not before them sufficient information 
or that purpose. 

An Engineer, however, has been employed to survey a site and to make a 
preliminary report, and considerable quantities of cement have been shipped, so 
that no delay may take place in beginning in spring or early summer the construc- 
tion of such a Dock as may be finally decided upon. 

The desire of the Provincial Government is, as above said, to construct a dock 
that shall be useful to the Navy, and they hope to effect this by means of the con- 
tributions of £50,000 from Canada and what may be given by England, without 
unduly pressing on the limited resources of the Province. The necessity of takin 
action with respect to the proposed Dock, more or less in reference to their limite 
resources, cramps the Provincial Government in the instructions which they would 
gladly be in a position immediately to give for the preparation of the working plans. 

The Lords Commissioners are aware that owing to the extreme irregularity of 
the tides in that part of the world, some uncertainty exists still as to the requisite 
depth of the Dock to make it really useful for the Navy, and in so large a work 
there are many contingencies which make it desirable that a Government which 18 
not financially strong should see their way as to money matters with reasonable 
clearness, so far as circumstances permit. 

I beg to enclose the Report to the Provincial Government of the Honorable 
A. DeCosmos, who was here on the Dock business last year, showing the corres- 
pondence which took place between him and the Lords Commissioners, and I also 
enclose extract from a despatch of the Earl of Carnarvon to Earl Dufferin (29th 
April, 1874), showing the contribution proposed to be given, and the terms upon 
which it was promised. 

I have now the honor to request that the Lords Commissioners will be good 
enough to revise the terms already decided upon, and that they will be pleased 
under the circumstances to recommend that the £50,000 originally asked for be 
granted, and that the same be paid as the work progresses, instead of upon its 
completion. 

I may state that the Provincial Government will not require any portion of the 
contribution from IIer Majesty’s Government until the grant from the Canadian 
Government has been expended. 
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I shall be glad to be favored with the views of the Lords Commissioners on 
this matter as soon as possible, as I propose leaving England within a week from 
this date, and as I much desire to be placed in a position before my departure of 
consulting with and giving instructions to our Engineer on the subject.

Sir,—Since the two interviews with which you were good enough to favor me 
on the subject of the proposed construction by British Columbia of the Naval Dock 
at Esquimalt, I think it desirable to supplement my letter of the 25th ultimo, with 
a few observations which are respectfully submitted for the favorable consideration 
of the Lords Commissioners. 

The new arrangement under which the bonus of £50,000 has been offered to 
the Province by Canada is, as to the class of Dock, wholly unfettered by an 
conditions; hence the Province is without Imperial aid at liberty to construct suc 
a Dock as would accommodate only the smaller class of vessels resorting to the 
waters of the Northern Pacific, and thus in fact, satisfy strictly Provincial require- 
ments. 

The above sum with a very small addition would, so I am informed, be suffi- 
cient for the construction of such a work. 

This being the case, if the work is extended beyond these limits to meet Naval 
wants, it becomes of a strictly Imperial character. 

Owing to the stipulation at present made with Her Majesty’s Government in 
respect to the promised grant of £30,000 that Her Majesty’s ships shall have tree 
dockage for fifteen years, on payment only of actual current expenses, it will be 
apparent that no profit can accrue to the Province for such dockage. ‘ 

I would also beg to remind the Lords Commissioners, that the cost of pump- 
ing out and working the larger Dock in order to accommodate any small mercan- 
tile craft, will be nearly the same as for the largest ironclad, hence there will be 
but little gain to the Province from the dockage even of merchant ships, as the 
charges must be so regulated as to compete favorably with the Dock at San 
Francisco. 
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Not to speak of larger motives, British Columbia is of course desirous to see a 
Naval Dock at Esquimalt, as indirectly the Province will reap many advantages 
from the presence of Naval establishments and of Her Majesty’s ships. 

In the event of the Lords Commissioners being pleased to recommend that the 
£50,000 originally asked for be granted, I beg respectfully to suggest that the 
money should be paid by instalments as the work progresses, after the Canadian 
grant of £50,000 shall have been exhausted. 

The fact that the Canadian grant of £50,000 will have been expended by the 
Province upon the Dock before any Imperial aid whatever is raqtivel. is, I submit, 
one of the strongest guarantees that the further prosecution of the work will be 
ee pushed forward by the Province in order to make this expenditure repro- 

uctive. 

As an additional security for the construction of the work to the satisfaction of 
Her Majesty’s Government, the working tal for the larger description of Dock 
will, in the event of the aid now sought being granted, be submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Lords Commissioners, and the work be carried on from the outset 
according to these plans. 

I respectfully submit that it is undesirable that any arrangement with respect 
to the Dock should be made, to necessitate the borrowing or expenditure of money 
by the Provincial Government to construct a work which, upon the larger scale, 
would be really Imperial in character, and the expenditure on which should not 
therefore be allowed to interfere with the pressing claims upon the Provincial 
Government for improvements necessary to open up a young country. 

May I request that, if possible, I may be favored with an answer before next 
Wednesday, as I intend leaving England on the following day, having already 
deferred my departure in hope of a favorable arrangement being come to wit.

As the Legislature of the Province is now, or very soon will be, in session, and 
as it is very important that orders for the plans, plant, and machinery should be 
given and the work be commenced as soon as possible, I have respectfully to 
request that your Lordship will be pleased to direct a telegram to be sent to the 
Provincial Government informing them of the decision of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment upon the application sent in. To await the receipt of the usual official 
intimation of the views of Her Majesty’s Government on iis subject would, I beg 
leave to suggest, entail a loss of many valuable weeks and undesirably postpone 
active operations, at aperiod of the year most favorable in the Province to the suc- 
cessful commencement of the work.

To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of the Province of British Columbia. 


The respectful Petition of the Williams Creek Bed-rock Flume and Ditch 
Company, Limited, Sheweth : 


1. Your Petitioners are a duly registered Joint Stock Company, having had a 
capital stock of 4,000 shares of $50 each. 


2. On the 1st day of July, 1864, a lease of certain mining ground upon Williams 
Creek, Cariboo, with certain rights and privileges, was granted to your Petitioners 
by Peter O’Reilly, Esquire, then Gold Commissioner for Cariboo, a copy of which 
lease is hereto annexed, marked A. 


3. On the 10th day of August, 1865, your Petitioners presented a petition to 
His Excellency Governor Seymour, a copy of which is hereto annexed marked B., 
in consequence of which petition “The Williams Creek Flume Ordinance, 1866,’ 
(No. 67 Revised Statutes) was passed, granting unto your Petitioners certain mining 
ground on Williams Creek, with certain rights and privileges, for a period of ten 
years, as in the said Ordinance is mentioned, and of which ground, rights, and 
privileges your Petitioners are now in the possession and enjoyment. 


4. From the Ist day of July, 1864, up to the Ist day of August, 1874, your 
Petitioners have expended $300,000 in laying down and maintaining a Bed-rock 
Flume, working ground, constructing and maintaining their ditch, and in other neces- 
sary outlays, which sum exceeds, by about $190,000, the amount your Petitioners 
have received from the proceeds of gold taken by your Petitioners from their ground 
and from the sales of their water, and your Petitioners also owe debts to the extent 
of about $50,000, exclusive of their paid up capital of $182,179 75. 


5. During the said period between the Ist day of July, 1864, and the 1st day of 
August, 1874, your Petitioners have almost daily and constantly employed, except 
during the excessively cold weather, workmen averaging from fifteen to twenty in 
number. 


6. Your Petitioners have constructed the flume mentioned in the said Ordinance, 
from the Cafion upon Williams Creek to a point at or near the Saw-mill, being a 
distance ot a mile, and have worked out 4,000 feet of ground. 


7. Your Petitioners, before they were able to work the said ground, were com- 
pelled to construct, at an expense of not less than $150,000, a portion of the said 
flume which ran through ground already worked out. 


. 8. Your Petitioners are now prosecuting vigorously the working of their ground 
at the point to which the flume has reached, ma have now on hand, exclusive of the 
said flume and ditch, costly materials for working their said ground. 


9. The ground belonging to your Petitioners under the said Ordinance, and 
yet unworked, is not less than a mile and three-fourths of a mile in length, and will 
require more than ten years to work out. 
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10. In continuing the laying down of the said flume, the work is frequently 
retarded by reason of your Petitioners being confined to the working of 150 feet of 
round in width, as frequently the bed-rock (especially where the work is now 
Feing carried on) is very high and irregular, and your Petitioners frequently find on 
that account that they have not sufficient ground in width to reasonably pay for 
the construction of certain portions of the flume, and which flume by reason of such 
irregularities in the bed-rock has also to be run irregularly, and consequently at 
greater expense. 


11. The mining companies through and alongside whose ground the flume has 
been already run have derived great advantage ‘henefioan, and such ground would 
not, in all probability, have been worked up to this time had not the flume been 
constructed, and in like manner holders of claims ahead of the point to which the 
flume has now reached (all of which claims are hill claims) are waiting for the 
flume to reach their ground in order to work the same, and all of them will be bene- 
fitted by its construction. 


12. The ditch conveying water from Ground Hog Lake and Jack of Clubs 
Creek has been kept in good repair by your Petitioners, and the water conveyed 
therein to Williams Creek has been of the greatest service to claimholders on Wil- 
liams Creek, and many of the claims would be unworkable without it. 


13. The sales of such water have not yet paid for the construction and mainte- 
nance of the Ditch. 


Your Petitioners pray as follows : 


That your Honorable House will take the above circumstances into its favor- 

able consideration and will pass the Bill (a draft of which accompanies 

_ this petition) granting to your Petitioners a renewal for ten years, from 

the 29th day of March, 1876, of all and singular the rights, benefits 

and privileges granted and conferred on them by the “ Williams Creek 
Flume Ordinance, 1866.”’

Grant or Lease to Company of Flume Ground. 


This Indenture made and entered into this first day of July, A.D. 1864, between Peter 
O’Reilly, Esquire, as Gold Commissioner of the District of Cariboo, British Columbia, of the first 
part, and Geo. A. Walkem, Francis K. Kingston and others, this day duly incorporated under 
the Joint Stock Companies Acts, as the “ Williams Creek Bed-rock Flume and Ditch Company, 
Limited,” of the second part: Whereas, William Wallace Cunningham, John Perrin, and James 
Orr, did, on the twenty-first day of December last (1863) obtain a grant or lease from the 
Government for a right of way for a Bed-rock Flume, which grant is duly recorded as number 
8,419 on the books of the said Gold Commissioner, such lease giving them the right of way from 
a point commencing at the upper line of-Burns’ Tunnel, on said creek, and running thence ie 
creek to the upper line of Steele & Co.’s ground, with the full, absolute, and exclusive right of 
way through any and all claim or claims owned or held on said creek, from point to 
point aforesaid ; and whereas, they did by Indenture, dated the twenty-third day of April, 1864, 
transfer and make over their interest in such grant, in consideration of the sum of seven thou- 
saod five hundred dollars, out of the first gold to be taken out of the flume, when constructed, to 
J. E. Edwards, M. Hilton, B. Deffis, Thos. Birmingham, Jacob Mundorf, Thomas Norbury, 
B. P. Anderson, William D. Roberts, Henry Jensen, W. W. Woods, and S. Pin; and, whereas, 
the said last-mentioned parties, B. Defiis, +f Hilton, and J. E. Edwards, did, by Indenture 
bearing date the seventh day of April, 1864, obtafn a grant for the like purpose of the ground 
lying between Steele’s dam and a point three miles up stream, at which point a stake was fixed 
as required ; and whereas the said several before-mentioned parties, that is to say, J. E. Edwards, 
M. Hilton, Thomas Birmingham, H. Jensen, W. D. Roberts, S. Pin, W. W. Woods, T. Nor- 
bury, Jacob Mundorf, Butler P. Anderson, and B. Deffis, did obtain a certificate of registration 
under the Joint Stock Companies Acts, as the Albion Bed-rock Flume Company, Limited; and 
whereas, the said parties, constituting every and all the members of the said Company, did, in 
consequence of their inability to fulfil the covenants and agreements hereinbefore referred to, by 
agreement dated the sixteenth day of June, 1864, and made between them, of the first part, and 
George Anthony Walkem, Barrister-at-Law, on behalf of a new Company about to be and since 
formed and incorporated as the Williams Creek Bed-rock Flume and Ditch Company, Limited, 
of the second part; amongst other things release and give up all their rights and privileges 
before-mentioned to such new company to their leases and their half interest in a certain Ditch 
privilege on Jack of Clubs Creek, upon such new company assuming their liabilities as therein 
specified ; and, whereas, the parties hecets of the second part have agreed to assume the same 
upon getting a charter or grant of the privileges hereinbefore mentioned, and have by notice 
dated the seventeenth day of June, A.D. 1864, intimated their intention of applying for a grant 
from the head line of Burns’ Tunnel, of a right of way, to a point three miles up stream on 
Williams Creek, with an enlarged right of entry of ten feet on each side of the walls of the flume 
for its whole length through occupied ground, and all the absolutely abandoned ground for a space 
of fifty feet on each side of the centre of the flume for its whole length through such abandoned 
ground; and, whereas, the party of the first part hath deemed it expedient and desirable to modify the 
same in the manner following, that istosay: Thatthe parties of the second part for the consider- 
ation hereinafter mentioned, shall have, use, and enjoy for a term or period of ten years from the date 
hereof, the exclusive right of way for constructing, maintaining, working, enjoying, and occupy- 
ing a bed-rock flume from and between the points aforesaid, together with a further right of entry 
upon a space of ten feet on each side of the walls of the flume, for the better working and main- 
taining of the same upon and through the occupied mining ground of the said creek, together 
with such unoccupied ground along the course of the said flume as shall be duly recorded by 
individuals of the company under the provisions of the Act in such case made and provided ; 
and, whereas, it has been found impossible, up to the present date, to ascertain what ground 
along the intended lipe of the said bed-rock flume is open to the occupation of the said company, 
for the purpose of mining therein, part thereof being actually worked, part laid over, and part 
wholly new and unworked, and it is the intention of the company forthwith to make an accurate 
survey of all the ground along the said intended line, and in the meantime parties hereto are 
desirous to define, as far as possible, the proposed works of the said company and the privileges 
to which they shall be entitled, and the terms and the conditions on which they shall be entitled 
to hold their works or abandon the same or part thereof. Now, therefore, the Gold Commissioner 
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for himself and his successors covenants and agrees, That the said Company shall have during 
ten years from the date of these presents, the exclusive right of constructing, maintaining, work- 
ing, and enjoying a bed-rock flume from the upper line of Burns’ Tunnel claim to the upper line 
of the late Albion Bed-rock Flume Company’s ground, together with the exclusive right to mine, 
take away, and enjoy all the gold within a distance of one hundred feet, to be measured across or 
from either side ot the said bed-rock flume, and for a distance along the said flume of two hundred 
feet, as provided in the Gold Fields Act, 1864, for each and every person who shall sign the 
Articles of Association, such ground to be measured off so as to avoid interfering with any claims 
lawfully occupied by any other persons, and so as to give the Company the greatest amount of 
mining ground which they can claim under the said Gold Fields Act, 1864, with liberty also to the 
said Company for the purpose of cleansing, repairing, maintaining, and securing the said flume to 
enter upon any land not being their own mining ground, and whether occupied by any other 
person or not for a space of ten feet wide on the outside of the said bed-rock flume in any direc- 
tion, and thereon to pile stones or rubbish or do other acts necessary or proper for the security of 
their works. Provided, that if the Company shall, in the exercise of such last-mentioned power, 
do any damage to any existing cuts, flumes, or works, or obstruct the working of any such ground 
so entered upon, they shall make full compensation to the owners of such ground. In consideration 
whereof, and of the premises, the said Company and their successors shall pay an annual rent of 
thirty-five pounds, payable half-yearly in advance on the first days of July and January in each 
year. Provided, also, that the said Company shall be at liberty to abandon the whole of the 
unworked portion of their ground and right of way beyond the head of the continuous line of 
flume then constructed, upon giving notice to the Gold Commissioner of such intention, and retain 
the residue or completed portion for their own use under the conditions aforesaid. Provided, 
further, that the said Company shall complete and finish the said flume, as projected, within 
three years and a-half from the date of these presents, it being competent to the said Gold Com- 
missioner to extend such time upon application and upon reasonable cause being assigned. Pro- 
vided, further, that the said bed-rock Acne shall be held and maintained subject to the several 
Gold Fields Acts heretofore enacted.

To His Excellency Frederick Seymour, Governor of British Columbia. 


ee _ humble petition of the Williams Creek Bed-rock Flume and Ditch Company, Limited, 
eweth : 

That the Company was organized twelve months ago, for constructing a Bed-rock Flume on 
Williams Creek, and on the first day of July, 1864, a lease was granted them by the Government 
of me right of way through mining claims from the Cafion to a point nearly three miles up the 

reek. 

Since the Ist day of July, 1864, the Company have expended $110,000, a great portion of 
which has been paid for labor, and before they can possibly realize anything from the undertak- 
ing a further outlay of $100,000 will be required. 

At the time the lease was granted nearly all the upper portion of the Creek was vacant, miners 
being unable to work it from various adverse causes, and the Company expccted and understood 
that they would be entitled to a piece of ground one hundred feet broad along the whole line of 

roposed flume, save when such flume ran through mining ground actually worked. In this your 
etitioners have been disappointed and most of the ground formerly vacant was and hassince been 
taken up and staked off by miners who, as the law now stands, may be entitled to hold the same. 
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Such ground so taken up has never been worked by them, but it has been laid over without 
representation till the flume reaches it. The ground is thus valueless without the flume, and the 
flume is equally valueless without the ground. 

Your Petitioners would point out the great importance of their enterprise. In the first place 
a number of laborers will be employed on the work who would otherwise leave the country. In 
the second place the work itself will develop the whole upper section of the Creek, now deserted. 
The bed of the Creek, hills and benches on each side of the flume limits, will employ over one 
thousand men, as the ground has been proved to be very auriferous. 

Nothing but capital will develop Cariboo, and in the present instance your Petitioners firm] 
believe that the development of their work will add additional wealth to the colony besides ned 
ing an impetus to similar undertakings. 

Your Petitioners beg to point out the benefits already conferred by that portion of the work 
completed. The hill above sks Cafion would have been probably deserted this year, but owing 
to the facilities afforded by the water and flume of the Company several companies are working 
it, and with, in some cases, excellent results. 

Hitherto the Company has reaped nothing from their undertaking. On the contrary it 
has been harrassed with law-suits. In one instance the Company was sued for $1,500, by a 
mining company holding ground alongside of the flume. Some of our workman had shovelled in 
some loose earth and rocks on the edge of the flume, and the parties to whom it belonged having 
sworn positively that the same was intrinsically worth at least $1,200, judgment to that amount 
was given against your Petitioners by the worthy Géld Commissioner, who was, of course, bound 
to decide the cause according to the evidence produced. Since judgment was rendered the flume 
has been washed up, and its entire length of 1,500 feet has yielded little more than half of the 
amount sworn to. ; 

Your Petitioners submit that the same privileges which have been conferred upon the 
Antler Flume Company are necessary to the further progress and future success of the present 
Company, wisely conceived in a liberal spirit at the time, the grant to them is now actually noth- 
ing more than they require. 

Your Petitioners have for the present stopped all work, a measure in itself alike disastrous to 
the Company and the Colony, as another year will likely pass away and the Creek be, perhaps, 
deserted, before the flume will reach a point profitable either to the Company or the miners. 
Indeed, were it not for the large amount already invested, the enterprise would, under existing 
circumstances, be abandoned. ; 

Your Petitioners, relying upon Your Excellency’s expressions of encouragement in similar 
instances, pray that a new lease be granted to them for a period of ten years from its date. 

That such lease contain an absolute grant to the Company of a strip of ground, 100 feet 
broad, across the line of their flume, for its whole length, save where the flume passes through 
mining ground now actually worked. In the latter case the Company, of course, shall only be 
entitled to the quantity of ground now given to them. 

Your Petitioners, in fine, respectfully submit, that in the event of the present request being 
refused, they will be compelled to abandon their work and give the notice of abandonment 
required by the Statute.

The Committee have had under consideration the despatch dated 24th 
November, 1873, from the Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia, enclosing a 
further minute of his Executive Council, referring to the non-fulfilment by the 
Dominion Government of the 11th Article of the Terms of Union of this Province 
with Canada, and stating that in accordance with the advice of his Ministers ex- 
pressed in this minute, he requests that this despatch, and its enclosure, be laid 
before Your Excellency, together with the previous minutes of his Executive Council 
on the same subject, which were forwarded for consideration in his despatches, No. 
67 and No. 68, of the 26th of July last, the latter of which, conveying a protest 
from that Government on the failure of the Dominion Government to secure the 
commencement within two years from the date of Union, of the construction of a 
railroad from the Pacific towards the Rocky Mountains, as provided in the 11th 
Article of the Terms of Union, he states is yet unanswered, and requesting Your 
Excellency to communicate to that Government, in whatever manner may be deemed 
advisable, in time to meet the requirement of the desire indicated by his Ministers, 
the course intended to be taken by the Dominion Government in fulfilment of the 
11th Article of the Terms of Union of that Province with Canada. 

The Committee of Council respectfully recommend that the Lieutenant- 
Governor of British Columbia be informed that this Goverument is giving its most 
earnest consideration to the project for the construction of the Pacific Railway, an 
outline of which was given in the speech delivered by Mr. Mackenzie at Sarnia, on 
the 25th November, a scheme which they believe will be acceptable to the whole 
Dominion, including British Columbia, and that they hope to be able, within a 
short time, to communicate more definitely with that Province on the subject.

The Committee of Council have had under consideration an Address of the 
Legislative Assembly of the 9th instant, respecting the breach of the railway clause 
contained in the Terms of Union. 

On the 25th July last, and again on the 24th November last, strong protests 
and representations on the subject of the Address were forwarded to the Dominion 
Government, but no reply of an assuring character has yet been received by the 
Province. The result of this silence has been one of painful and growing dissatis- 
faction. 

The Committee feel that a strong but respectful protest against the course pur- 
sued by the Dominion Government should be once more forwarded to His 
Excellency the Goyernor-General. 

The Committee recommend that should this their report be approved of Ilis 
JIonor the Lieutenant-Governor be respectfully requested to cause a copy of the 
Address to be forwarded to Ilis Excellency the Governor-General, with a request 
that he will be pleased to order immediate action to be taken thereon. 

The Committee advise that their recommendation be approved of.

My Dear Sir,—In your conversations with leading men in and out of the 
Government in Columbia, it will be well to let them understand that in proposin 
to take longer time than is provided in constructing the railway, we are actuate 
solely by an urgent necessity. That we are as anxious as possible to reach the 
object sought by all—the early construction of the road. 

We are, however, advised by our Engineers, that it is a physical impossibility 
to construct the road in that time—that is within the time provided in the Terms 
of the Union—and that any attempt to do so can only result in very ES useless 
expense and financial disorder. You can point out that the surveys for the Inter- 
cluntal Railway were begun in 1864, and the work carried on uninterruptedly ever 
since, and although the utmost expedition was used, it will require still eighteen 
months to complete it. If it requires so much time in a settled éountry to build 
500 miles of railway, with facilities everywhere for procuring all supplies, one ma 
conceive the time and labor required to construct a line five times the lengt 
through a country all but totally unsettled. 

ou will point out that it is because we desire to act in good faith towards 
Columbia, that we at once avow our inability to carry out the exact conditions ot 
the Terms of Union. That it would have been an easy matter for us to have said 
nothing about it, or carelessly to have assumed the task of finishing the road before 
the month of July, 1881. Acting from a desire to deal frankly and honestly with 
Columbia, we considered what we could do to afford, at the earliest possible date, 
some means of travel across the continent, preliminary to and in advance ot a com- 
plete line of railway. 
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You will point out that, as part of the Dominion, it is as much in their interest 
as in ours to pursue a careful, judicious policy; also, that in assuming a disposition 
in spite of all reason to insist on impossibilities, they are only setting at defiance all 
the rest of the Dominion and the laws of nature. 

That by insisting on the “pound of flesh,” they will only stimulate a feeling 
on the part of people generally to avoid in the future giving anything but the 
“pound of flesh.’’ 

You will remember that the Dominion is bound to reach the seaboard of the 
Pacific only, not Victoria or Esquimalt, and you will convey an intimation to them 
that any further extension beyond the head waters of the Bute Inlet, or whatever 
other portion of the sea-waters may be reached, may depend entirely on the spirit 
shown by themselves in assenting to a reasonable extension of time or a modifica- 


tion of the terms originally agreed to. 

You will also put them in remembrance of the terms they themselves pro- 
posed, which terms were assented to by their Local oak: ag and point out that 
it was only the insane act of the Administration here which gave such conditions of 
Union to Columbia; that it could only have been because that Administration 
sought additional means of procuring extensive patronage immediately before the 

eneral election, and saw in coming contests the means of carrying the elections, 
that the Province obtained on paper terms which at the time were known to be 
impossible of fulfilment. 

If you find any favorable disposition among the leading men of the Province 
towards affording a generous consideration to the obvious necessity of giving a suffi- 
cient time for pushing the road through Columbia, you will endeavor to ascertain 
what value they attach to such consideration. 

You will point out that the action of this Government in the matter of the 
Graving Dock, and the agreement to advance in cash the balance of the amount of 
debt with which Columbia was allowed to enter the Confederation, showed that it 
was not considering itself bound to the exact Terms of Union, but was willing to go 
beyond them when the necessities of the Province seemed to demand such action, 
and that we not unnaturally expect similar action on the part of the Province. 

In the event of your finding that there is a willingness to accept a proposition 
to extend the time for building the road, you will endeavor to obtain some propo- 
sition from them, directly or indirectly, and communicate this to us by cipher 
telegraph at once. 

If, on the other hand, they make or indicate no proposition, you will telegraph 
to us what you think would be acceptable, but wait a reply before making any 
proposition. 

In the event of the leading men evincing a disposition to negotiate, you will 
endeavor to secure something like acombination of parties to sanction any propo- 
sition likely to be generally accepted. 

It will be well that you should take some means of ascertaining the popular, 
view of the Railway question. This may be done by mingling among the people 
and allowing them to speak freely while you listen, remembering, in taking im- 
pressions, that your audience may be impressed by special local considerations 
rather than the general question. 

It will be well not to confine yourself to the vicinity of the Government offices 
or Victoria, but to cross to the mainland and meet with the people af Westminster 
and other towns and villages on the lower reaches of the Fraser. 

It may be that you will find there is a disposition manifested to negotiate at 
Ottawa, in which case you will advise us of the existence of such a desire. 

You will take special care not to admit in any way that we are bound to build 
the railway to Esquimalt or any other place on the Island; and while you do not at 
all threaten not to build there, to let them understand that this is wholly and purely 
& concession, and that its construction must be contingent on a reasonable course 
being pursued regarding other parts of the scheme. 
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It may be that the Local Government will desire to constitute the members 
for the Commons a delegation to discuss matters here; if this be the case, you 
will still remain until we shall communicate with you. 

You will take every opportunity of noting the various matters connected 
with Dominion business, in accordance with instrictions that will be sent.

My Lorp,—The intimation which I have received by telegraph of the depart- 
ure from British Columbia of the President of the Council and Attorney-General of 
that Province, sent to this country for the purpose of appealing against the course 
proposed by your Government, and sanctioned by the Dominion Parliament, in 
regard to the Pacific Railway, together with the reports of the proceedings in that 
Parliament, and other informal communications, have led me to apprehend that 
the difference of opinion which has unfortunately occurred, may not only prove 
difficult to adjust, but may not impossibly, if it remains long unsettled, give rise 
to feelings of dissatisfaction and to disagreements, the existence of which within 
the Dominion, would be a matter for serious regret. 

2. It is not my wish, nor is it a oie of my ordinary duty, to interfere in these 
questions. They appear to me to be such as it should be within the province of 
and competency of the Dominion Government and Legislature to bring to a satis- 
factory solution, and you will readily understand that Her Majesty’s Government 
would be very reluctant to take any action which might be construed as express- 
ing a doubt of the anxiety of the Dominion Government and Parliament to give 
the fullest consideration to such representation as may be made on the part of 
British Columbia, and to deal in the fairest and most liberal spirit with what 
may be established as being the just claims of that Province. 

8. At the same time, I am strongly impressed with the importance of neglect- 
ing no means that can properly be adopted for effecting the speedy and amicable 
settlement of a question which cannot without risk and obvious disadvantage to 
all parties remain the subject of prolonged and it may be, acrimonious discussion ; 
and it has occurred to me that, as in the criginal terms and conditions of the 
admission of British Columbia into the Union, certain points (as for example tke 
amount of land to be appropriated for the Indians, and the pensions to be assigned 
to public officers deprived of employment) were reserved for the decision of the 
Secretary of State, so in the present case it may possibly be acceptable to both 

arties that I would tender my good offices in determining the new points which 

ave presented themselves for settlement. I accordingly addressed a telegram to 
“it yesterday, to the effect that I greatly regretted that a difference should exist 

etween the Dominion and the Province in regard to the railway, and that if both 
Governments should unite in desiring to refer to my arbitration all matters in 
controversy, binding themselves to accept such decision as I may think fair and 
just, I would not decline to undertake this service. 

4. The duty which, under a sense of the importance of the interests concerned, 
I have thus offered to discharge i3, of course, a responsible and difficult one, which 
I could not assume unless by the desire of both parties, nor unless it should be 
fully agreed that my decision, whatever it may be, shall be accepted without any 
question or demur. If it is desired that I should act in this matter, it will be 
convenient for each party to prepare a statement, to be communicated to the other 
party, and after a reasonable interval a counter statement; and that, on these 
written documents, I should, reserving of course to myself the power of calling for 
any other information to guide me in arriving at my conclusion, give my final 
decision. 

5. May I request you to transmit a copy of this despatch, with the utmost 
possible speed, to the Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia. I have commu- 
nicated to Mr. Sproat, the agent for British Columbia, for transmission by tele- 
graph to the Government of that Province, the purport of the telegram which I 
addressed to you yesterday, in order that my offer may come before both parties 
as soon as possible.

Toronto, June 17th, 1874. 


Srr,—I have the honor to report that in the month of February last, I was re- 
quested by the Canadian Government to proceed to the Province of British 
Columbia on their behalf. My mission was for the purpose of ascertaining the true 
state of feeling in the Province upon the subject of certain changes which were 
deemed necessary, in the mode and in the limit of time for the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, as well as to attend to any other business required, and 
to act as Canadian agent in bringing about some such feasible arrangement as might 
meet the general approval of the Local Government and the nin, of British So 
lumbia, in place of the original conditions respecting the commencement and com- 
pletion of the railway that are contained in the Eleventh Article of the terms of 
Union. In that clause the language referring to railway construction, is as follows:— 

“The Government of the Dominion undertake to secure the commencement 
‘simultaneously, within two years from the date of Union, of the construction of 
“a railway from the Pacific towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such point as 
“may be selected east of the Rocky Mountains towards the Pacific, to connect the 
“seaboard of British Columbia with the railway system of Canada; and further to 
se pense the completion of such railway within ten years from the date of the 
“ Union.” 
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The views and policy of his Government upon the question of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway were communicated to me in several interviews by the Hon. Mr. 
Mackenzie, and I also had the benefit of conversations upon the same subject with 
many members of the administration before I left Ottawa. On the eve of my de- 

arture, I received from Hon. Mr. Mackenzie certain further instructions and 
irections for my guidance, which were contained in the following letter:—

When I received the above letter I lost no time, and starting upon my journey 
and leaving Toronto, February 23rd, I arrived upon March 9th at Victoria, the 
capital of British Columbia. On the day that I landed in Victoria, the Hon. Mr. 

alkem, leader of the Local Government, called upon me, and I made him aware 
of the object of my mission. On the same day I handed him Hon. Mr. Mackenzie’s 
letter of 16th February (Appendix A), also informing him that I had letters from 
His Excellency the Govemar General to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, which 
were next day delivered. Very soon afterwards Mr. Walkem introduced me to his 
colleagues as the representative of the Canadian Government. 
ie my arrival in the Province, I found that an intense interest was mani- 
fested by all the population in whatever related to the question of railway construc- 
tion. It is difficult at a distance to conceive the importance that is attached to the 
railway by the British Columbians. On account of the vast construction expendi- 
ture, and the sparseness of the population who would participate in the immediate 
benefits derivable from it, an interest of a direct and personal character is felt upon 
this subject. The entire white population of the Province, according to the census 
of 1870, was 8,576 souls. Of this number there were upon the mainland 3,401, and 
upon Vancouver Island, 5,175. The white population of to-day has probably in- 
creased to 10,000. With the exception, perhaps, of the gold miners, who are confin- 
ed to the mainland, there is no class in the Province that would not derive 
immediate personal advantages from the railway construction expenditure. Those 
in business, in trade, and in agriculture would feel the stimulus instantly; while 
those of means and leisure would be enriched by the increase in the value of their 
property. The circumstances of the early settlement of the Province gave it a 
tags eg of peculiar intelligence; and the fact that most of the rougher kind of 
labor is performed by Chinamen and Indians, has afforded in an especial 
way to the people of Victoria, the Provincial metropolis, leisure and opportunity 
for the fullest discussion of their great question of the day. Their keen intelligence 
and zeal in public affairs suggests a parallel in the history of some of the minor 
States of ancient Greece and Italy. Although a strong feeling of jealousy of the 
greatness of Victoria undoubtedly exists in parts of the mainland, yet that town is 
the chief centre of public opinion. Its population is almost equal to the whole of the 
rest of the Province, and in its midst are the head-quarters of Government, of the 
courts, of the churches, and of trade. Within three miles there is the fine harbor 
of Esquimalt, with its arsenal and British ships of war. 
o Victoria the question of the location of therailway terminus is all important, 
because there is nothing in the terms of Union which settles that there shall be any 
rtion of the line upon Vancouver Island; a revocable Order in Council, and the 
Intrinsic merits claimed for the Island location, are the grounds upon which they 
hope to secure the terminus at Esquimalt. | When it became well understood that 
the surveys were not yet so far advanced as to warrant the Canadian Government in 
fixing the permanent route and Western terminus of the railway, it was strongly 
urged upon me by many persons m Victoria that the construction of the line of 
railway should be at once undertaken by the Dominion from the harbor of 
Esquimalt to the port of Nanaimo, on the east coast of Vancouver Island, a distance 
of about seventy miles. It was argued that at whatever point upon the mainland 
the Pacific Railway might be brought to the coast, a steam ferry thence to Nanaimo 


. 
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might be established, and would render their portion of railway a means of 
connection with Esquimalt, which is said to be the finest harbor upon the shores of 
the Northern Pacific. _ It was also insisted that from its opening there would be a 
considerable and profitable traffic over this line in the carriage of coal to Esquimalt 
from the mines at Nanaimo and Departure Bay. : 

Moreover, it was contended that in view of the admitted impossibility to com- 
plete the construction of the trans-continental railway within the time originally 
limited, some substantial concessions should be made to the people of the Island, as 
compensation for their disappointment and prospective losses. 

A contention similar to the last mentioned one was also pressed upon me warmly 
by leading men of the mainland, who considered that they were now entitled to 
have some definite understanding arrived at, not so much in regard to the ultimate 
completion, as to the early, vigorous, and continuous construction ofthe railway 
upon the mainland. It was represented that those engaged in agriculture and stoc! 
raising in the interior parts of the country were almost without a market for their 
produce, partly because the gold miners were leaving in considerable numbers, and 
partly for the reason that in anticipation of railway construction they had raised 
more crops than usual. The great distance to the coast, and the stupendous 
mountain ranges to be traversed, prevented them from getting the bulky products 
of their land to the Island markets of Victoria or Nanaimo. eing familar with 
the difficulties to be met with by engineers in seeking for a railway route through: 
their country, the mainland people were not disposed to blame the Dominion for 
insisting upon further time and surveys before fixing the location. Their im- 
mediate necessities also induced them to attach more importance to the securing of 
an early and steady expenditure amongst themselvesthan to the maintaining o: any 
arbitrary time limit for completion, while they also expressed their perfect appreci- 
ation of the agreement that a vigorous expenditure of itself involves an accomplish- 
ment of the work within a reasonable period. 

In the Provincial Constitution of British Columbia the working of representa- 
tive institutions, and responsible parliamentary government may be studied in a 
simple form. The system is elaborated out of, perhaps, slender materials, but has 
been courageously fashioned after the model of the British Constitution. The 
people are represented by a House of twenty-five members, of whom thirteen are 
elected from the mainland, and twelve from the Island. In this House sit the 
Ministers of the Crown, four in number, two being Island members and two from 
the mainland. The deliberations are presided over by a Speaker, and due respect 
for the dignity of the Assembly is maintained by a Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Although I had not the fortune to be in the country when the House was in 
session, I was able to discover among the gentlemen who hold seats, a considerable 
number of much experience, and somewhat above the average intelligence of Pro- 
vincial legislators. To those accustomed to older Canadian constituencies, each 
with populations varying usually trom fifteen to thirty thousand souls, it is some- 
what novel to see the smallness of electoral districts in British Columbia. Yet it 
would be quite unfair to fix the number of electors as the standard of the intelli- 
gence of the representative, for one of the ablest of the Provincial Ministers, after 
an exciting contest at the last election, succeeded in polling but sixteen votes in 
his constituency, whilst his opponent suffered a decisive defeat, having polled 
exactly half that number. 

The Session of the Provincial Legislature had terminated on the 2nd March, 
a week before my arrival, and the IIouse had unanimously agreed to a resolution 
upon the subject of the eleventh or railway clause, in the terms of Union with the 
Dominion, which was calculated to have an important bearing upon all negotiations 
with the local Government tor a change in that clause. he language of the 
resolution is as follows:—“ That in view of the importance of the Railway Clause 
“of the Terms of Union between Canada and British Columbia being faithfully 
“ carried out by Canada, this House is of opinion that no alteration in the said 
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‘“‘ clause should be permitted by the Government of this Province until the same 
“has been submitted to the people for endorsation.’ |WhenI ascertained that this 
resolution had been passed, that the Provincial Parliament had yet more than a 
year to run and that the Ministry had in it a sufficient working majority, it at once 
became apparent that any proposals to alter the railway clause could possess few 
attractions in the eyes of the party in power. While prepared to admit that the 
Province would be most reasonable, and would not be disposed to insist at all upon 
the original time limit for completion, yet members of the Administration, look- 
ing at it from their own point of view, very naturally urged that this was a 
peculiarly unfortunate time to seck any alterations. I also discovered that the 
first Act of the Provincial Statute Book of 1873-4 contained elements of danger to 
the continued harmony between the General and Local Governments. This Act 
became necessary to authorize the Provincial to receive from the Dominion 
Government the large sums of money, both for the Esquimalt Graving dock, 
and for other public works, which the Local Government petitioned the Dominion 
Government to advance, and which requests the latter complied with as con- 
cessions to the Province in excess of what could be claimed under Articles two and 
twelve of the terms of Union. A saving clause or proviso was inserted in this Act 
containing very strong language concerning the rights and wrongs of British Co- 
lumbia as regards the railway, and adding:—“ This Act shall not have any force or 
*‘ effect unless the above proviso be inserted, in the same words, in any Act of 
‘‘ Parliament of Canada which may be passed for the purposes of this Act.” 

A profound anxiety at once manifested by Mr. Walkem and his colleagues to 
ascertain through me if the Canadian Ministry would propose to Parliament to 
adopt the words of this proviso. When I sought to get from them some propo- 
sals or suggestions as to their terms of the concessions that should be made to 
British Columbia, in consideration of a change in the railway terms, I was con- 
tinually met by an Ue enquiry as to what was to be done about that clause. As 
early as the 16th of March, I was informed by telegram that the Dominion Govern- 
ment would not adopt the language of the proviso in their bill, but would make the 
concessions as originally sorcel, and without conditions affecting the railway terms. 
The announcement of this was received by the Local Ministers with alarm and 
disappointment, and it afterwards became still more difficult to get a satisfactory 
discussion of an alteration of railway terms with any of them. Orders in Council 
were passed by the Local Government upon the subject, and I was continually 
urged to press upon the Dominion Government the anxiety of the Provincial 
Ministry for the adoption of the saving clause, and I took many opportunities of 
doing so. This pressure continued without intermission until the 25th April, 
when at the request of Mr. Walkem, I sent a despatch to Mr. Mackenzie on behalf 
of the former, and in his own language urging the adoption of the saving clause. 


When, according to instructions, I endeavored to ascertain from Local 
Ministers if their unwillingness to submit proposals as to railway to the people 
arose entirely from our refusal to adopt the saving clause, I found that even such 
a concession would not induce them to bring about an appeal to the people. 


According to instructions received, it was my aim from the very first to take 
every means of ascertaining the popular view of the railway question. Indeed 
when it was understood that the Canadian Government had delegated me upon 
this and general matters, the politeness and hospitable attentions of all classes soon 
rendered it an easy matter to form some estimate of public opinion. All were as 
willing to communicate as Twas anxious to receive their various views and_infor- 
mation. 1 paid two brief visits to the mainland, meeting with people of New 
Westminster, Hope, Yale, and some few other places, and I was so fortunate as to 
meet at one time or another, nearly all the members of the Local Legislature, and 
many other persons of local prominence from the mainland. 


The Lieutenant-Governor and the Ion. Captain ILare, Senior Naval Officer at 
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Esquimalt, kindly afforded me an opportunity of visiting the east coast of the 
island, in company with them, on board H. M. 8. Myrmidon. 

In discussing the question of the time for the completion of the railway, I 
elicited a very general expression of opinion that there was no great importance 
attached to any particular period for completion, but that serious disappointment 
had been felt at fhe failure to commence the work of actual construction by July of 
last year. Much anxiety was felt for an announcement of the policy of Canada upon 
the subject of the railway, and an extreme desire prevailed to have definite under- 
standing arrived at as to what the Province could expect in place of the original 
railway terms, which were all but universally admitted to be incapable of literal 
fulfilment. 

The public agitation in Victoria, of February last, might have been mistaken 
for @ movement to insist upon “ The terms, the whole terms, and nothing but the 
terms,’’ or to seek some disloyal alternative. Indeed a portion of the community, 
who did not sympathize with the excitement, so interpreted it. Yet I was assured 
by the leaders of that agitation that no such motives or intentions influenced them. 
The people had been aroused, by what were deemed suspicious circumstances, to 

fear that efforts would be made, or were being made, to secure from the Local 
Government an agreement to change the railway terms without a submission to the 
people who had firstly sanctioned the onginal terms. The local contradictions had 
scarcely been accepted as satisfactory upon this point, but my denial of it on the 
part of the Ottawa Government, coupled with the announcement that the latter 
would not seek to secure any alteration without the sanction of the people of the 
Province, set that difficulty very much at rest. 

Notwithstanding the attitude that was assumed by the Provincial Government 
against the submission of a proposal, or the opening of negotiations to alter the 
railway terms, it was quite apparent that popular feeling, all over the Province, was 
strongly in favor of some definite settlement being arrived at upon the question. 
The notorious and admitted failure of the original scheme of railway construction 
had unsettled the business of the country, and the whole community, including 
even those who would have been the most exacting in bargaining with Canada for 
new terms, were anxious to have a proposal made and to have a full opportunity - 
for discussing and accepting or rejecting it. 

I felt, therefore, that I should take an early opportunity, of arriving at the 
views of the Local Government upon the subject. I was given an appointment b 
Mr. Walkem in the first week of April, and then confidentially discussed with his 
Ministry the whole question of alteration in the railway terms. I may mention that 
upon this occasion no difficulty was raised as to my authority to represent the 
General Government. 

At this time there was considerable irritation displayed by Ministers upon the 
subject at the saving clause before alluded to; they would not admit any necessity 
for a present settlement of the railway question, but still persisted that next year, or 
some future time, should be awaited for the making of any such propositions; and 
they were particularly careful to avoid saying what concessions in their opinion 
would be acceptable to the Province in lieu of the original terms. The attitude of 
the Local Ministry rendered it more important than ever that the popular feelin 
should be accurately ascertained, and it was my aim to discover it by unreserve 
discussion with as many men as possible of the different parties and localities. 

It was now quite apparent that the Local Ministers were determined to be 
obstructive, and it became all the more necessary to satisfy the people in so far as 
their views were found to be reasonable. After receiving from me the best infor- 
mation I could supply, Hon. Mr. Mackenzie directed me to make the Provincial 
Government certain proposals which were so arranged as to give large and certain 
advantages to the Mainland equally with the Island; and on the 6th May, I was 
instructed to put them formally in writing and give them to the Local Premier and 
a copy to the Lieutenant-Governor. Upon the 8th May I had prepared, and I read 
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over to Mr. Walkem, the letter of that date containing the proposals (Appendix B), 
and upon the following day I handed it to him, and furnished a copy to His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor as directed, accompanied with a short note (Appendix C). 
I had made arrangements for another visit to the Mainland to ascertain something 
more of the feeling there, while the Provincial Government were having the pro- 
posals under consideration. Before sailing for New Westminster, however, I 
received the letter from Mr. Walkem (Appendix D) in which he raised objections 
to recognizing me as the agent of the General Government. It struck me as so 
peculiar a communication on Mr. Walkem’s part, after he and his colleagues had 
recognized me as such agent almost every day for two months, that I felt it would 
be better not to be too hasty in accepting that as a serious and final reply to the 
ope but to await the lapse of a few days to be occupied by me in vara 

ew Westminster, Burrard Inlet, Yale and some other places on the Mainland. 
Upon returning to Victoria on Saturday, 16th May, I was waited upon by a deputa- 
tion of leading gentlemen, connected with both sides of local politics, who informed 
me that it had fon announced in the House of Commons at Ottawa, by Hon. Mr. 
Mackenzie, that proposals had been made on behalf of his Ministry, through 
myself, to the Provincial Government as to the alteration of the railway terms; and 
yet that it was denied by members of the Local Ministry, and by their newspaper 
organ, that any proposals whatever had been made. They represented that the 
popular feeling was very much excited upon the subject, and that the people were 
anxious to have the earliest opportunity of considering and deciding upon the ques- 
tion, and I was asked to inform them whether such proposals had been made. 
Upon receiving an affirmative reply they took their leave, and shortly afterwards, 
as the intelligence spread, considerable excitement was manifested at the treatment 
the proposals were receiving at the hands of Local Ministers. 

In order to afford Mr. Walkem another opportunity to reply to the proposals, 
or to consider them, if he were at all desirous of doing so, I again addressed him, 
and in a letter of 18th May (Appendix E) endeavored to point out that he could 
not ignore the communication of 8th May, and reiterated the request on behalf of 
the Government of Canada, that the proposals should receive the consideration to 
which they were entitled. In reply to this I received the letter, (Appendix F) and 
upon the 19th May, under directions from Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, Tiett Victoria 
Se my return journey without any further official communication with the Local 

inistry. 

I may be permitted to mention that His Honor the Lieutenant Governor, 
throughout the whole of my visit, was always most obliging in giving me upon all 
public questions very full information, which his large experience in the Province 
rendered of the highest value. He also manifested an earnest wish to see a definite 
and amicable settlement of the raitway question speedily arrived at between the 
General and Provincial Governments. 

In accordance with the direction contained in the last paragraph of Hon. Mr. 
Mackenzic’s letter to me of the 19th February, I took every opportunity during 
my stay in British Columbia, of noting various matters conmeaterl with Dominion 
business and interests. In several despatches to Heads of Departments, as well as 
in verbal communications with Ministers, I have already called attention to some 
important subjects of that kind, and I propose to have the honor of communicating 
in separate reports or despatches upon several other points of interest and import- 
ance connected with Dominion affairs in the Pacific Province. .

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable the Privy Council, approved by His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council, on the 8th July, 1874. 


The Committee of Council, after due deliberation, consider that the proposed 
mission of Mr. Walkem, Attorney-General of British Columbia, to England on 
behalf of the Government of that Province, to complain to the Imperial Government 
of the non-fulfilment by the Dominion Government of the Terms of Union, and the 
telegraphic message of the Right Honorable the Secretary of State for the Coloniea 
with reference to the said mission, in which he offers his good offices in arriving at 
some understanding between British Columbia and the Dominion, render it desir- 
able that a brief statement should be submitted showing the position of the question, 
and the action taken by the present Government of Canada in relation thereto. 

The Order in Council under which British Columbia was admitted into the 
Union, provided in the 11th Section that— : 

“The Government of the Dominion undertake to secure the commencement 
‘“‘ simultaneously, within two years from the date of the Union, of the construction 
‘“‘of a railway from the Pacific towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such point 
‘Cas may be selected east of the Rocky Mountains towards the Pacific, to connect 
“the sea-board of British Columbia with the Railway system of Canada ; and further 
‘to secure the completion of such railway within ten years from the date of the 
i Ti 
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The pemene of such a provision was very strongly opposed in Parliament, the 
Government of the day securing only a majority of ten in a ta of the measure. 
In order to induce even this majority to sustain them, the following Resolution was 
proposed and carried by the Government :— 

“That the railway referred to in the Address to Her Majesty concerning the 
“Union of British Columbia with Canada, adopted by this House on Saturday, the 
“Ist of April, instant, should be constructed and worked by private enterprise, and 
“not by the Dominion Government, and that the nnblfe aid to be given to 
“secure that undertaking, should consist of such liberal grants of land, and such 
“gubsidy in money or other aid, not increasing the present rate of taxation, as the 
* Parliament of Canada shall hereafter determine.” 

The late Government were compelled by their followersin the House, to adopt 
this resolution regarding the taxation consequent on the obligation to build the 
railway as the condition of obtaining their support. Even with this qualifying 
resolution promised, the section respecting the railway was carried ‘bat by a 
majority of ten, the usual majority being from fifty to seventy. 

It 18 impossible to conceive how such terms could even have been proposed, as 
it was quite clear to every person that they were incapable of fulfilment, especially 
as the British Columbia Legislature never asked such extravagant terms. The 
clause of the terms adopted by that body having reference to the railway, was as 
follows :— 

‘“‘ Inasmuch as no real union cansubsist betweenthis Colony and Canada without 
“the speedy establishment of communication across the Rocky Mountains by coach 
“road and railway, the Dominion shall within three years from the date of Union 
“ construct and open for traffic such coach road from some point on the line of the 
“ Main Trunk Road of this Colony to Fort Garry, of similar character to the said 
“ Main Trunk Road ; and shall further engage to use all means in her power to 
“¢ complete such railway communication at the earliest practicable date, and that 
“surveys to determine the proper line for such railway shall be at once commenced; 
“and that a sum not less than one million dollars shall be expended in every year 
“from and after three years from the date of Union, in actually constructing the 
‘initial sections of such railway from the sea-board of British Columbia to connect 
“with the railway system of Canada.”’ 

Mr. Trutch, the delegate of the British Columbia Government, present in 
Ottawa during the discussions on the Terms of Union, expressed himself as follows 
at a public meeting, in order to reassure those who were apprehensive of the con- 
veyances of so rash an assumption of such serious obligations :— 

‘¢-When he came to Ottawa with his co-delegates last year, they entered into a 
“computation with the Privy Council as to the cost and time it would taketo build 
‘the line, and they came to the conclusion that it could be built on the terms pro- 
“ posed in ten years. If they had said twelve or eighteen years, that time would 
where been ac¢epted with equal readiness, as all that was understood was that the 
“line should be built as soon as possible. British Columbia had entered into a 
“ partnership with Canada, and they were united to construct certain public works, 
“i Sut before one would protest against anything by which it should be understood 
“that the Government were to borrow one hundred millions of dollars, or to tax the 
“people of Canada and British Columbia to carry out those works within a certain 
‘“‘time (loud cheers) he had been accused of having made a very Jewish bargain ; 
“but not even Shylock would have demanded his ‘ pound of flesh’ if it had to be 
“cut from his own body. (Laughter and cheers.) 

These expressions show very clearly that the terms agreed to were directory 
rather than mandatory, and were to be interpreted by circumstances, the essence of 
the engagement being such diligence as was consistent with moderate expenditure, 
and no increase in the then rate of taxation. 

When the present Government assumed office in November, 1873, the condi- 
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tion of affairs regarding the railway was as follows:—A sum of over a million of 
dollars had been expended in prosecuting the surveys, over one-half of which was 
spent in British Columbia, but the engineers had not been able to locate any por 
tion of the line. ‘ 

A Company, under the Presidency of Sir Hugh Allen, had been formed by the 
late Government to construct the line. That Company had undertaken to complete 
the railway for a grant of thirty millions of money and a grant of twenty thousand 
acres of land per mile, retaining possession of the railway when built as their own 

roperty. The President of the delegation of the Directors of this Company visited 

ngland to make financial arrangements to enable them to commence the work of 
construction. Their mission proved a total failure. Their failure was so complete 
that soon after the return of Sir Hugh Allan and his co-delegates from England, they 
- relinquished their charter, and the Government paid them the sum of one million 
dollars, which had been deposited with the Receiver-General under the terms of 
the agreement. . ; , 

The British Columbia Government had also complained that the commence- 
ment of the works of construction had not been made within the time provided. 
Sir John A. Macdonald, however, giving an informal opinion that the terms as to 
commencement were sufficiently and substantially kept by the active prosecution of 
the surveys. 

This Goperumient had therefore to provide some other method for the prosecu- 
tion of the work, to endeavor to keep sabstantially good faith with British Columbia, 
to avoid further taxation and, if possible, secure the consent and co-operation of the 
(tovernment and people of British Columbia. ; 

The new bill, which has since become law, was prepared, which enables the 
Government (with the approval of Parliament) to get the work executed in one or 
several contracts, by a company or ee which may or may not become pro- 
prietors of the line after it is constructed. 

Mr. James D. Edgar was dispatched on a special mission to the Province of 
British Columbia, charged to confer with the Government, and also to visit all 
classes or parties, and ascertain their views, and to submit any proposal he might be 
directed to make to the local authorities or to receive any proposition from them 
and forward the same to Ottawa for consideration. A copy of the instructions sent - 
to Mr. Edgar, and copies of certain telegrams already forwarded, and Mr. Edgar’s 
report accompanying this minute, explain sufficiently the nature and result of Mr. 
Edgar’s mission. It was at first expected that a good understanding would be 
arrived at, and judging from circumstances, local political complications alone pre- 
vented some arrangement being come to. 

The reason alleged for refusing to consider the proposition Mr. Edgar was finally 
directed to make, that Mr. Edgar was not accredited ty this Government, was evi- 
dently a mere technical pretence. All that Mr. Edgar had to do was simply to pre- 
sent the proposals and ascertain on the spot whether they would be entertained by 
the Government. 

If satisfactory to them, the Dominion Government would, as a matter of course, 
have them sanctioned in due form ; or if any counter proposition had been made, 
instructions would be given Mr. Edgar concerning them. 

The propositions made by Mr. Ea ar involved an immediate heavy expenditure 
in British Columbia not contemplated by the terms of Union, namely, the construc- 
tion of a railway on Vancouver Island, es the Port of Esquimalt to Nanaimo, as 
compensation to the most populous part of the Province for the requirement of a 
longer time for completing the line on the mainland. The proposals also embraced 
an obligation to construct a road or trail and telegraph line across the continent at 
once, and an expenditure of not less than a million and a half within the Province 
annually on the railway works on the mainland, irrespective of the amounts which 
might be spent east of the Rocky Mountains, being a half more than the entire sum 
eet ot maa demanded in the first instance as the annual expenditure on the 
whole road. 
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In order to enable the Government to carry out the proposals, which it was 
hoped the British Columbia Government would have accepted, the average rate of 
taxation was raised at the late Session about fifteen per cent. The customs duties 
being raised from fifteen per cent. to seventeen and a half per cent., and the excise 
duties on spirits and ie @ corresponding rate, both involving additional 
taxation exceeding three millions of dollars on the transactions of the year. 

The public feeling of the whole Dominion has been expressed so strongly 
against the fatal extravagance involved in the terms agreed to by the late Govern- 
ment, that no Government could live that would attempt or rather pretend to 
attempt their literal fulfilment. Public opinion would not go beyond the proposal 
made through Mr. Edgar to the Government. 

There is also reason to believe that local political exigencies alone induce the 
Government of British Columbia not to entertain these proposals. 

Since these propositions have been before the people, meetings have been had 
on Vancouver’s Island and on the mainland, when the action of the local Govern- 
ment was condemned, and a call made to accept the proposals offered. A very 
influential portion of the local press has also declared in favor of the course pur- 
sued by the Dominion Government. 

It may not be out of place to mention that the action of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment regarding the Graving Dock, shows a desire to do everything that can 
fairly be asked, whether there be an obligation or not under the Terms of the 
Union. The Dominion was only bound to guarantee the interest on one hundred 
thousand pounds at five per cent., for ten years after the dock should be constructed. 
The local Government found it im owitle to obtain any contractor to undertake 
the work on the terms they were able to offer, based on the Dominion guarantee, 
and they solicited this Government to assist otherwise. This was agreed to, and 
Parliamentary authority was obtained at the late Session to enable the Governor- 
General in Council to advance $250,000 as the work progressed. 

The Report of Mr. Edgar will fully explain the object and effect of his mission 
as the agent of the Government. The Committee advise, therefore, that a copy of 
the said Report and oa ag be transmitted to the Right Honorable Lord 
Carnarvon, Secretary of State for the Colonies, with this Minute.

Canadian Pacific Railway—Telegraph Line. 


Proposals are invited for the erection of a line of telegraph along the general 
route of the Canadian Pacific Railway, as may be defined by the Government. 
The proposals to embrace the following points, viz.:— 

The furnishing of all materials, labor, instruments, and everything necessary 
to put the line in operation. 

The maintenance of the line for a period of five years after its completion. 

In the wooded sections, the land to be cleared to a width of 182 feet, or such 

reater width as may be necessary to prevent injury to the telegraph from fires or 
alling trees. 
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Distinct roposals to be made for each of the following sections, such propo- 
sals to state the time when the party tendering will undertake to have the telegraph 
ready for use in each case: 

1. Fort Garry to a point opposite Fort Pelly, about 250 miles. ; 

2. Fort Garry to the bend of the North Saskatchewan, about 500 miles. 

8. Fort Garry to a point in the longitude of Edmonton, about 800 miles. 

4, Lac La Hache, or other convenient point on the existing telegraph system 
in British Columbia, to Fort Edmonton, about 550 miles. 

5. Fort Garry to Nepigon, Lake Superior, about 420 miles. 

6. Ottawa to Nepigon, Lake Superior, about 760 miles. 

The above distances are approximate. They are given for the general 
guidance of parties desiring information. Any increase or diminution in the 
ascertained mileage after construction will be paid for or deducted, as the case 
may be, at a rate corresponding with the sum total of the tender. 

Parties tendering must satisfy the Government as to their ability to carry out 
the work and maintain it for the specified time. 

Propoals addressed to the Minister of Public Works, will be received up to 
the 22nd day of July next.

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable.the Privy Council, approved by His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council, on the 28rd July, 1874. 


The Committee of Council have had under consideration the despatch from 
the Right Honorable the Secretary of State for the Colonies, No. 110, relative to 
the proposed mission of a member of the British Columbia Government to England, 
for the purpose of complaining of the alleged non-fulfilment of the Terms of Union 
between that Province and the Domirion, as to the construction of the Pacific 
Railway, and containing an offer on the part of Lord Carnarvon in the followin; 
terms: “If both Governments should unite in desiring to refer to my arbitration a 
“matters in controversy, binding themselves to accept such decision as I may think 
“fair and just, I would not decline to undertake this service;’’ and further stating 
that he could not assume such duty “unless by the desire of both parties, and unless 
‘it should be fully agreed that my decision, whatever it may be, shall be accepted 
“without any question or demur;’’ concluding with a request that, in the event of 
this offer being accepted, a statement of the case should be prepared by each 
Government, to be submitted for consideration. 

The Committee advise that Lord Carnarvon be informed that the papers 
already transmitted to the Colonial Office, with the minute of Council of July 8th, 
having special reference to Mr. Walkem’s communication in Ottawa of the 15th 
July, convey substantially all that this Government have to say upon the subject; 
and that the Government would glxdly accept his Lordship’s offer, if it were pos- 
sible to define, with any degree of exactitude, the matter in dispute. 

When the present Government assumed office, they found that the British 
Columbia Government had protested against the non-commencement of works of 
construction on the railway on or before the 20th day of July, 1873, as agreed to 
in the eleventh section of the Order in Council relating to the Union. They also 
found that the means taken by the late Dominion Government for proceeding 
with the works of construction had totally failed, although the works preliminary 
to an actual commencement had been prosecuted with all possible dispatch. 

There can be no question of the extreme difficulty involved in the survey of a 
line of railway across an uninhabited continent, a distance of twenty-five hundred 
miles. To properly complete this survey and ascertain the best route for the rail- 
way would require not two years simply, but at least five or six years, as all 
experience of works of thie magnitude and character both in the Dominion and 
elsewhere has sufficiently demonstrated. 

The expenditure which had taken place up to that time was very large, exceed- 
ing one raillion of dollars, and yet the engineers had been quite unable to locate any 
portion cf the line in the more difficult parts of the country to be traversed. 

Under these circumstances the Government conceive that there was no rea- 
sonable or just cause of complaint on the part of the British Columbia Government. 
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No other steps could have been taken further than prosecuting the surveys 

until the assembling of Parliament towards the close of the month of March of this 

ear. 

" The Government were then prepared with a new bill, taking ample powers 
tor proceeding with the works as expeditiously as the circumstances of the country 
would permit. No complaint, official or otherwise, has been made as to the 
sufficiency of this measure to accomplish the object in view. It was distinctly 
understood by the British Columbia delegation at the time the Terms of Union 
were agreed upon that the taxation of the country was not to be increased on 
account of this work beyond the rate then existing. 

So anxious, however, were the present Government to remove any possible 
cause of complaint, that they did take means to increase the taxation very materi- 
ally in order to place themselves in a position to make arrangements for the pro- 
secution of the initial and difficult portions of the line as soon as it was possible to 
do so,—and at the same time, a special confidential agent was deputed to British 
Columbia for the express purpose of conferring with the Government of that Pro- 
vince, and to endeavor to arrive at some understanding as to a course to be 
pursued which could be satisfactory to British Columbia and meet the circumstan- 
ces of the Dominion. : ; 

It should be mentioned that before the late Government left office, it had been 
distinctly understood, as one of the results of the visit to England by the Direc- 
tors of the Allen Company, that an extension of time of at least four years would be 
absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Walkem, of British Columbia, quite understood this, and there is reason 
to believe that it would have been assented to by all parties. 

The proposal made through Mr. Edgar to the British Columbia Government 
is one which the Dominion Government think should have been accepted as reason- 
able and just, and as one quite in accordance with the moral obligations imposed 
on this Government, if not with the actual letter of the agreement. 

It must be remembered that British Columbia earnestly petitioned the Do- 
minion Government to modify the Terms of Union in its own favor, in relation to 
the construction of the Graving Dock. The Dominion Government cordially 
assented to provide the money for the construction of the work, instead of abiding 
by the agreement to guarantee merely the Provincial bonds for ten years, as pro- 
vided by the Terms of Union. This at once shows the liberality of the Dominion 
Government, and their willingness to consider and meet exceptional circumstances 
wherever they existed. And this manifestation of liberality on the part of this 
Government, they conceive should have been reciprocated in other matters by the 
Provincial Government. . 

The Dominion Government were also willing to exceed the Terms of Union, 
by constructing a railway on the Island of Vancouver, although they were bound 
only to reach the seaboard of the Pacific. 

At the present time, the only violation of the terms of the compact which can 
be alleged, is that the works of construction were not actually commenced on the 
20th July, 1873. But it is doubtful if even that allegation can be upheld. 

It was all but impossible to proceed more rapidly with the work of survey, 
and a very extravagant expenditure was the result of the haste already shown in 
endeavoring to locate the “ 

This may be understood from the fact, that the surveys of the Intercolonial 
Railway, 500 miles long, occupied not less than four years, though the route was 
through a settled country, and they were then very incomplete, causing subsequent 
serious embarrassments to the contractors, and the presentation by them of endless 
claims for compensation. 

Mr. Walkem, in his conversations, admits frankly that the literal fulfilment of 
the terms for the completion of the line on a certain day in 1881 cannot be expected. 
The only questions, therefore, that can now arise are (1) whether due diligence 
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and expedition!have been exerted by the Dominion Government in the prosecution 
of the works; and, (2) whether the offers of compensation for the alleged non-ful- 
filment of the terms were just and fair. 

While expressing @ very strong conviction that everything has been done that 
could possibly be done under the circumstances, and that the Dominion Govern- 
ment have shown a disposition to go far beyond the spirit of the engagement 
entered into with British Columbia, considering the expressions of spinon iy Mr. 
Trutch, as the delegate of British Columbia at the time of the union, and the facts 
set forth in the several documents already forwarded to the Colonial Office, the 
Committee advise that Lord Carnarvon be informed they would gladly submit the 

uestion to him for his decision as to whether the exertions of the Government, 
the diligence shown, and the offers made, have or have not been fair and just, and 
in accordance with the spirit of the agreement. 

The Committee advise that a copy of this Minute be forwarded to the Right 
Honorable the Secretary of State for the Colonies.

The Earl of Carnarvon to the Governor-General, 


Downtne Street, 16th August, 1874. 


My Lorp,—With reference to my despatch, No. 110, of the 18th of June, I 
have now to acquaint you that I have seen Mr. Walkem, the Premier of British 
Columbia, deputed by his Government to represent to me the claims of the Pro- 
vince relative to the fislays which have occurred in the construction ot the Pacific 
Railway; the completion of which works, within a certain understood time, was 
one of the principal considerations that influenced the Union of British Columbia 
with the Dominion of Canada in 1871; I will only add on this head, that Mr. 
Walkem laid his case before me in temperate and reasonable terms. 

2. I have also received a telegram from the Lieutenant-Governor of British 
Columbia, stating that upon the advice of his responsible Ministers he accepts, on 
behalf of British Columbia, the arbitration which I thought it my duty to offer, 
and the conditions of which I explained to your Lordship in my despatch of the 
18th of June. 

8. I have further received your despatch of the 31st July, enclosing copy of the 
Report of the Canadian Privy Council of the 28rd of July, in which your Minis- 
ters express their readiness to submit for my decision the question whether the 
exertions of the Dominion Government in the prosecution of the work, the dili- 
gence shown, and the offers made by them to British Columbia, have or have not 
been fair and just, and in accordance with the spirit of the agreement entered into 
between Canada and British Columbia at the date of the Union. 

4. I appreciate the confidence which has been thus placed in me by both par 
ties to this controversy, and so far as lies in my power, I am most desirous of contri- 
buting to the settlement of a difference, which although hitherto conducted with 

+ moderation, and in a conciliatory spirit on both sides, might easily assume 
more serious dimensions. 

5. I feel sure that the Dominion Government will agree with me that the sooner 
this controversy can be closed the better, and that to arrange matters amicably, and 
with as little resort as possible to formal procedure, will best promote that object, 
and will be most congenial to the feelings of all parties. 

6. With this view, I will proceed to state the case as I understand it, and the 
impressions which 1 have formed as to the course that ought to be taken. 

The proposals made by Mr. Edgar, on behalf of the Canadian Government, to 
the, Provincial Government of British Columbia, may be stated as follows :—

(1.) To commence at once, and finish as soon as possible, a railway from Esqui- 
malt to Nanaimo. 

(2.) To spare no expense in settling, as speedily as possible, the line to be taken 
by the railway on the mainland. 

co) To make at once, a waggon road and line of telegraph along the whole 
length of the railway in British Columbia, and to continue the telegraph across the 
continent. 

(4.) The moment the surveys and road on the mainland are completed, to spend 
& minimum amount of $1,500,000 annually upon the construction of the Railway 
within the Province. 

7. I am under the impression, after conversing with Mr. Walkem, that he is 
not fully empowered on the part of British Columbia to make specific proposals to 
the Government of Canada, or to me, as to what terms British Columbia would be 
willing to accept, but he has stated very clearly, in conversation at this office, the 
objections entertained by his Government, and in the Province, to the proposals of 
your Government; and they, or a considerable part of them, are fully set forth in 
the petition to the Queen, of which, as it has been published in the Colonial press, 
you no doubt have a copy. 

8. Taking each point seriatim, as numbered in the last preceding paragraph 
but one, I understand it to be urged:— 

1.) hat nothing is being done by the Dominion Government towards com- 
mencing and pushing on a railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo. 

2.) That the surveying parties on the Mainland are numerically very weak; 
and that there is no expectation in British Columbia or guarantee given on the 
part. Ey the Dominion, that the surveys will be proceeded with as speedily as 
possible. 

(3.) That the penple of British Columbia do not desire the waggon road offered 
by the Dominion Government, as it would be useless to them; and that even the 
telegraph proposed to be made along the line of the railway cannot, of course, be 
misie until the route to be taken by the Railway is settled. 

(4.) That “The moment the surveys are completed,” is not only an altogether 
uncertain, but, at the present rate of proceeding, a very remote period of time, and 
that an expenditure of $1,500,000 a year on the railway within the Province will 
not the line to the boundary of British Columbia before a very distant date. 

8. Mr. Walkem further urges that by Section 11 of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Act of 1874, it is competent to the Dominion House of Commons to reject at 
any time the contract for a section of the Railway, and thus to prevent the continu- 
ous construction of the work. 

9. Referring first to this latter point, I do not understand that it is alleged by 
Mr. Walkem, nor do I for 2 moment apprehend that the proviso was intreduced 
with any belief that it would delay the construction of the railway. I conceive that 
all that was intended by it was to retain the power of exercising an adequate it 
vision over the financial details of the scheme; nevertheless, the objection stated by 
Mr. Walkem appears to me one which the Dominion Government should seriously 
consider, as their policy in so important a matter ought not to be left open to 
criticism, and British Columbia may fairly ask, according to the letter and the 
spirit of engagements, for every reasonable security that the railway will be 
completed as speedily as possible. 

10. Strong as are, doubtless, the objections urged by Mr. Walkem to the pro- 
posals which Tcufleestand Mr. Edgar to have made on behalf of your Ministers, 
and important as is the subject-matter of controversy, I, as at present advised, can 
see no reason why the views of both parties should not be reconciled to their satis- 
faction and with justice to all interests concerned. 

11. On the one hand I cannot entertain the least doubt of the sincere intention 
of the Canadian Government and Parliament to adhere as closely as possible to the 
pledges 1 given to British Columbia at the time of the Union; to do that which is. 
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just and liberal ‘towards the Province, and in fact to maintain the good faith of the 
ominion in the spirit if not in the letter of the original agreement under circum- 
stances which I sama to be of no ordinary difficulty. 

12. On the other hand, however, it would be unfair to deny that the objections 
stated by Mr. Walkem have a certain foundation and force, and I have every confi- 
dence in order to obtain the settlement of a question of such vital importance to the 
interests of the whole Dominion, the Canadian Government will be willing to make 
some reasonable concessions such as may satisfy the local requirements of British 
Columbia, and yet in no way detract from the high position which the Dominion 
Parliament and Government ought in my judgment to occupy. 

138. I am of opinion, therefore, on a general review of all the considerations of 
the case, and as an impartial but most friendly adviser, who, if I may be allowed to 
say 80, has the interests of both parties and the prosperity of the whole Dominion 
deeply at heart, that the following proposals would not be other than a fair basis of — 

justment. 

14. (1.) That the section of the railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo should be 
begun at once. 

(2.) That the Dominion Government should greatly increase the strength of 
the surveying parties on the Mainland, and that they should undertake to expend 
on the surveys, if necessary, for the speedy completion of the work, it not an equal 
share to that which they would expend on the railway itselt if it were in actual 
course of construction, at all events some considerable definite minimum amount. 

(8.) Inasmuch as the arg waggon road does not seem to be desired by 
British Columbia, the Canadian Government and Parliament may be fairly relieved 
of the expense and labor involved in their offer; and desirable as, in my opinion, 
the construction of the telegraph across the continent will be, it perhaps is a ques- 
tion whether it may not be postponed till the line to be taken by the railway is 
definitely settled. 

(4.) The offer made by the Dominion Government to spend a minimum 
amount of $1,500,000 annually on the railway within British Columbia, as soon as 
the surveys and waggon road are completed, appears to me to be hardly as definite 
as the large interests involved on both sides seem to require. I think that some 
short and fixed time should be assigned within which the surveys should be com- 
pet failing which, some compensation should become due to British Columbia 

or the delay. 

15. Looking, farther, to all the delays which have taken place, and which 
may yet perhaps occur; looking also to the public expectations that have been 
held out of the completion of the railway, if not within the original period of ten 

ears fixed by the Terms of Union, at all events within fourteen years from 1871, 
t cannot but think that the annual minimum expenditure of $1,500,000 offered by 
the Dominion Government for the construction of the railway in the Province, is 
hardly adequate. In order to make the proposal not only fair but, as I know is 
the wish of your Ministers, liberal, I would suggest for their consideration whether 
the amount should not be fixed at a higher rate, say, for instance, at $2,000,000 a 


ear. 
J 16. The oy important point, however, not only in the interests of the 
Province but for the credit of the Dominion and the advantage of the Empire at 
large, is to assume the completion of the railway at some definite period, which, 
from causes over which your Ministers have had no control, must now, I admit, 
be much more distant than had been originally contemplated, and I am disposed 
to suggest as a reasonable arrangement, and one neither unfair to the Dominion 
nor to British Columbia, that the year 1890 should be agreed upon for this 

urpose. In making this suggestion, I, of course, conclude that the Dominion 
Cuverntipat will readily use all reasonable efforts to complete the line before any 
extreme limit of time that may be fixed. A postponement to the very distant 
period which I have mentioned could not fail to be a serious disappointment to the

people of the Province, and to all interested in its welfare, and I should not have 
suggested it were it not for the full confidence which I felt in the determination of 
your Ministers to do not merely the least that they may be obliged, but the utmost 
that they may be able, in redemption of the obligations which they have inherited. 
17. I have now only to repeat the strong desire which I feel to be of service in 
a matter, the settlement of which may be aither simple or difficult according to the 
spirit in which it is approached, a question directly bearing upon the Terms of 
inion may, if both parties to it will waive some portion of their own views and 
opinions, be well entrusted to the Imperial authority which presided over that 
nion, and not improperly, perhaps, to the individual Minister whose fortune it 
was to consider and in some degree to shape the details of the original settlement 
under which the Provinces of British North America were confederated, and 
British Columbia ultimately brought into connection with them. If indeed the 
expression of a personal feeling may, in such a case as this, be indulged, I may per- 
haps be allowed to say how sincerely I prize the recollection of the share which I 
was then permitted to have in that great work, how deeply I should grieve to see 
any disagreement or difference impair the harmon mites tata been so conspicuously 
maintained by the wisdom and good feeling of all parties, and how entirely your 
Lordship and your Ministers may count upon my best efforts in furtherance of every 
measure that can contribute to the strength and honor of the Dominion of Canada. 
18. It will be very convenient if your Government should feel able to reply by 
telegraph, stating generally whether the modifications which I have proposed, and 
which seem to me consistent with the present conditions of the question and with 
the true construction of the policy adopted by them, are in the main acceptable to 
them, in order that no unnecessary delay may take place in bringing this matter to 
@ conclusion.

My Lorp,—In acknowledging the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch, secret, 
of the 16th of August, in which you have been good enough to convey to me your 
opinion as to the modifications which might be introduced with advantage into the 
terms already proffered by my Ministers for the settlement of the dispute now pend- 
ing between this Government and that of British Columbia, I have the satisfaction 
of informing you that after a good deal of anxious deliberation Mr. Mackenzie and 
his colleagues have consented to adopt several suggestions recommended to them 


by your Lordship, should it be found absolutely impossible to terminate the contro- 
versy in any other manner. 
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2. The general view of my Ministers on the various points referred to are set 
forth at large in the enclosed Order in Council from which your Lordship will 
gather that it is with very considerable reluctance they have been induced to make 
these further concessions, feeling so strongly as they do that their original proposals 
fairly satisfied the requirements of the case. 

8. I have no doubt, however, it will be felt throughout the country that the 
only mode by which the Dominion could be satisfactorily extricated from the false 
position in which she was placed by her treaty se cap to fulfil engagements 
which were physically impossible of execution, was by a large and generous inter- 
pretation of the consequent claims against her. 

4. I havefurther the honor to transmit a sketch map of the area now under 
exploration in British Columbia, accompanied by a memorandum by Mr. Fleming, 
the engineer-in-chief, by which it will be perceived that every effort is being made 
to hurry forward the surveys with all possible dispatch, and that the employment 
of any additional staff would uselessly increase the expense without forwarding the 
work.

Copy of u ee of a Commitice of the Honorable the Privy Council, approved by His 
cellency the Governor-General, on the 17th September, 1874. 





The Committee of Council have had under consideration the despatch of the 
Right Honorable Lord Carnarvon relating to the complaints of the British Columbia 
Government with respect to the Pacific Railway, and suggesting certain modifica- 
tions of the proposals made by the Dominion Government, through Mr. Edgar, on 
the 8th May last. 

These proposals were prompted by a desire to provide oes future difficulty, 
in view of the then well ascertained fact that the terms of Union had become im- 
possible of literal tulfilment, on the one hand, and on the other hand giving due 
weight to the very strong feeling entertained against the fatal extravagance which 
these terms involved to the country. The proposals may thus be summarized:— 

1. To build a railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo, on Vancouver Island, in ex- 
cess of the terms of Union, and to begin the work immediately. — 

To commence the construction of the railway on the mainland as soon as 
the surveys could be completed, and to expend on the work not less than one and a 
half millions annually. 

8. To take the necessary steps, meanwhile, to secure the construction of a tele- 
graph line across the continent on the located line for the railway, at the same time 
cutting out the railway track and building thereon a trail or road, which would 
become available as part of the permanent works. 

The arrangement proposed by Lord Carnarvon embodies some amendments. 
His Lordship suggests:— 

1st. The immediate construction, as proposed, of the short line on Vancouver 
Island. 

2nd. After the location of the line the expenditure of two millions on the 
mainland, instead of one and a half millions. 

8rd. The increase of the engineering force to double the number now employ- 
ed; the expenditure on the survey, if not of an amount equal to the proposed annual 
expenditure on construction, of some other specific sum; the prescribing of a limit- 
ed time for the completion of the survey; and the payment of a sum of money as 
compensation in the event of its not being so completed. 

4th. The guarantee of the completion of the entire railway in 1890. 

It is also suggested that the construction of the telegraph line and road need 
not be proceeded with, as Mr. Walkem does not consider either as of any use to the 
Province. 
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The Committee recommend that the first consideration, which is precisely 
what was previously offered, be again concurred in. 

In regard to the second proposal, the Committee recommend that Lord Car- 
narven be informed (if it be found impossible to obtain a settlement of the question 
by the acceptance of the former offer) that the Government will consent that after 
the completion of the survey, the average annual minimum expenditure on the 
mainland shall be two millions. Thereis every reason to believe now thata majority 
of the people of Columbia would accept the propositions previously made. Judging 
from a petition sent from the mainland, signed by 644 names (a copy of which 
petition is enclosed), “there is almost an entire unanimity there in favor of 
these proposals, and assurances were given very lately by a gentleman of the highest 
position on the Island that the course of the Local Government would not meet 
general approval there. An application was made by one prominent gentleman, an 
ex-member of Parliament, to the Government here, to know if the proposals made 
would still be adhered to, he pledging himself to secure their acceptance by the 
bulk of the people here. 

It is therefore earnestly hoped that no change will be considered necessary, as 
it will be difficult to induce the country to accept any further concessions. 

The third condition requires an increase of the engineer force employed on the 
surveying service; the completion of the survey within a specific time; and in case 
that time should be exceeded, the payment to the Vrovince of a money compen- 
sation. 

The Committee respectfully submit that the result arrived at by the foregoing 
suggestion is already being accomplished with the utmost despatch admitted by the 
circumstances of the case. 

The Chief Engineer was instructed to provide all the assiztance he required in 
order to complete the surveys within the shortest possible period, and he engaged 
a ae force; a larger force indeed than can with profit be employed until the route 
is definitely determined. 

Whatever may be the route finally chosen, the line will of necessity traverse a 
country with exceedingly rough topographical features for a distance of five or six 
hundred miles from the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains to the extreme limit 
of the Province on the Pacific. 

The country is an immense plateau, which maintains its general elevation to 
within a few miles of the sea, but often rises into unshapely mountain ranges; some 
of these ranges tower to a height of over 9,000 feet. 

The boundary of the plateau on the west is the Cascade Range; this forms a 
huge sea-wall along the coast, and has interposed a much more formidable obstacle 
to the surveyors than the Rocky Mountains. Attempts have been made at five or 
six points to pierce the barrier, but, except at the Fraser River and at Bute Inlet, 
without success. 

From the results of last year’s explorations, the Bute Inlet route seemed on the 
whole to be the best, but it is not unassociated with serious difficulties. For a dis- 
tance of twenty miles the ascent or grade is about 150 feet to the mile. 

The straits which form the approach to the harbor from seaward, are encum- 
bered by islands, and when reached the harbor is found to be destitute of anchorage. 
The dangers of navigation are increased not alone by the precipitous and rocky 
shores, but by the rapidity of the tide, which rushes through the narrow channe 
with a velocity of from seven to nine miles an hour. 

It was supposed when work was resumed last Spring, that a practicable route 
would be found from the point where Fleming’s line touches the north branch of 
the Thompson River westward towards what is known as Big Bend, on the Fraser 
River, from which no serious impediment exists until the commencement of the 
rapid descent to the sea at Bute Inlet is reached. Had this supposition proved 
correct, itis probable the Government might nave been prepared at the end of this 
year to proceed with the exact location of the line. But the explorations carried on

to the close of July last, resulted in the discovery of a high range of mountains, 
which fill the country from near the junction of the Clearwater with the Thompson 
northward to the great bend of the Fraser; and, without a very long detour south 
or north, they bar the way to the west. The Chief Engineer therefore advised a 
re-examination of the Fraser Valley, or more correctly speaking, ravine, inas- 
much as no broad valley anywhere exists, the rivers in their courses having cleft 
ways for themselves through the rocks,.which in some cases they have pierced to a 
depth of 1,500 feet by a width of not more than a single mile, thus giving as the 
normal condition exceedingly precipitous banks. This new examination of the 
Fraser River route will occupy at least the whole season. 

A memorandum from the Chief Engineer will give the strength of the force 
and show its distribution. Nearly two seasons were passed in examining the Rocky 
Mountain Range and the Valley of the Columbia, in the endeavor to obtain a favor- 
able pass. The result was, that the explorers were driven north to what is known 
as Jasper House Pass. 

These facts are mentioned to give some idea of the enormous labor involved, 
and the impossibility of placing a large force in the field to do engineering work, 
when it is not yet known where the engineering work is to be done. The explora- 
tory survey must be tolerably complete before the exact location of any portion of 
the line can be contemplated or possible, and before plans can be made of bridges 
and other works of construction required; and nothing but the urgency of the con- 
tract so imprudently entered into with British Columbia, would otherwise have 
induced the Government to employ more than half the force now engaged. 

As pointed out in eagle a memorandum, the expenditure to the end of last 
year in British Columbia alone, was considerably over half a million of ‘money 
oe the whole expenditure upon the two thousand miles eastward of that 

Tovince. 

The Chief Engineer was informed last Winter, that it was the desire of the 
Government to have the utmost expedition used in prosecuting and completing the 
surveys; and in the engagements which he has entered into, these directions have 
been fully considered. 

The fourth condition involves another precise engagement to have the whole 
of the railway communication finished in 1890. There are the strongest possible 
objections to again adopting a precise time for the completion of the lines. The 
eastern portion of the line, except so far as the mere letter of the conditions is 
concerned, affects only the Provinces east of Manitoba; and the Government have 
not been persuaded either of the wisdom or the necessity of immediately construct- 
ing that portion of the railway which traverses the country from the west end of 
Lake Superior to the proposed eastern terminus on Lake Nipissing, near Georgian 
Bay, nor is it conceived that the people of British Columbia ould. with any show 
of reason whatever, insist that this portion of the work should be completed within 
any definite time, inasmuch as if the people who are chiefly if not wholly affected 
by this branch of the undertaking are satisfied, it is maintained that the people of 
British Columbia would practically have no right of speech in the matter. 

It is intended by the Government that the utmost diligence shall be manifested 
in obtaining a speedy line of communication by rail and water from Lake Superior 
westward, completing the various links of railway as fast as possible, consistent with 
acre prudent course which a comparatively poor and sparsely settled country should 

opt. 

*thérs can be no doubt that it would be an extremely difficult task to obtain 
the sanction of the Canadian Parliament to any specific bargain as to time, consid- 
ering the consequences which have already resulted from the unwise adoption of a 
limited period in the Terms of Union for the completion of so vast an undertaking, 
the extent of which must necessarily be very imperfectly understood by people at a 
distance. The Committee advise that Lord Carnarvon be informed that, while in 
no case could the Government undertake the completion of the whole line in the 
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time mentioned, an extreme unwillingness exists to another limitation of time; but 
if it is found absolutely necessary to secure a present settlement of the controversy 
by further concessions, a pledge may be given that the portion west of Lake Supe- 
rior will be completed so as to afford connection by rail with existing lines of rail- 
way through a portion of the United States and by Canadian waters during the 
season of navigation by the year 1890, as suggested. 

With regard to the ameliorating proposal to dispense with the formation of a 
road or trail across the country, and the construction of a telegraph line, on the 
representation of the British Columbia delegate that neither is considered necessary, 
it is proper to remark that it is impossible to dispense with the clearing out of a 
track and the formation of a road of some sort in order to get in the supplies for the 
railway, and the proposal was, that as soon as the general route of the railway could . 
be determined and the location ascertained, a width of two chains should be cleared 
out in the wooded districts, a telegraph line erected, and that a sort of road passable 
for horses and rough vehicles should be formed and brought into existence, not asa 
road ‘independent of the railway, but as an auxiliary to and a necessary preliminary 
to railway construction, the cost incurred forming part indeed of the construction of 
the railway itself. 


In so vast a country where there are no postal facilities and where there can be 
no rapid postal communications for many years hence, it is absolutely essential that 
a telegraph line should be erected along the proposed route, as the only means by 
which the Government and contractors could maintain any communication. The 
offer therefore to dispense with a telegraph line is one which cannot be considered 
as in any way whatever affording relief to the Dominion, the undertaking to con- 
struct the telegraph line must rather be looked upon as an earnest of the desire of 
the Government to do every thing in reason, in order to keep within the spirit of its 
engagements. 

he intention of the Government will be seen from the following quotations 
from the Act of last Session:— 

‘“‘ A line of electric telegraph shall be constructed in advance of the said rail- 
“way and branches along their whole extent respectively as soon as practicable after 
“the location of the line shall have been determined upon.”’ 

Having dealt with the modifications suggested by Lord Carnarvon, it is proper 
to notice seriatim the several grounds of complaint as stated in the despatch: 

Ist. ‘That nothing is being done by the Dominion Government towards com- 
‘“‘mencing and pushing on a railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo.” : 

The Demition has no engagement to build such a railway, and therefore there 
can be no just complaint that it is not commenced. he construction of 
such a railway was offered only has compensation for delay in fulfilling the engage- 
ment to build a railway to the “‘ Pacific seaboard.” 

2nd. “That the surveying parties on the mainland are numerically weak, and 
“that there is no expectation in British Columbia, or guarantee given, that the 
“ surveys will be proceeded with as speedily as possible.” 

On this point it is sufficient to state that, as remarked elsewhere, the utmost 
expedition possible has been used, and that the allegations in the petition are 
incorrect. 

8rd. “That the people of British Columbia do not desire the waggon road 
‘offered by the Dominion Government, as it would be useless to them; and that 
“even the telegraph proposed to be made along the line of railway cannot of course 
“be made until the route to be taken by the railway is settled.” 

It may be noticed in connection with this extraordinary statement that the 
construction of such a road was one of the conditions imposed by the Local Legis- 
lature in their resolutions adopted as the basis whereon to negotiate the terms of 
Union. It would therefore seem that such a declaration now is intended more to 
lessen the value of the propozals made to British Columbia than to indicate public 


‘ 
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sentiment in the Province. As pointed out elsewhere, the work is practically 
a part of railway construction, and it is also confidently believed will be of 
very great advantage to the people generally. 

4th. Mr. Walkem further urges “That by Sec. 11 of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
“way Act of 1874, it is competent to the Dominion House of Commons to reject 
“at any time the contract for a section of the railway, and thus to prevent the 
“continuous construction ot the work.” 

This is simply a complaint that the present Government provided for Parlia- 
mentary supervision over the letting of such vast contracts. It was contended by 
the opposition in 1872, that in the matter of a contract for so large a work, for 
which the Dominion was to pay thirty millions of dollars, aud allot nearly sixt 
million acres of land, the formal sanction of Parliament should be obtained. 
Accordingly, when it became their duty under altered political circumstances to 
submit a new measure to Parliament, in lieu of the one which had failed of suc- 
cess, they were bound to secure by statutory enactments full control to Parliament 
over the letting of the contract or contracts. 

In all extraordinary contracts entered into by the Government of England or 
Canada, this course has been followed: as, for instance, in contracts for the con- 
veyance of mails by ocean steamers. 

It will also be apparent that no Government decision could prevent future 
Parliamentary action. 

The insertion of this section therefore, is in pursuance of a well settled public 
policy, not to permit the executive too extensive powers without specific Parlia- 
mentary sanction; and even the present opposition demanded that the restriction 
should apply to minor works on the rasta os provided for in the Act. 

Neither the Canadian Government nor Parliament can be suspected of having 
inserted such a clause for the improper purpose of using it to retard progress 
otherwise possible. Nothing has occurred which could justify such a suspicion. 

Since the passage of the Act, the Government have placed the grading of the 
Pembina Branch under contract, and hope soon to place the Ni issing Branch 
under contract. The contracts for the telegraph lines from Fort William to the 
existing telegraphic stations in British Columbia will be closed in a few days. 

It only remains to say that the Government, in making the new proposals to 
British Columbia, were actuated by an anxious desire to put an end to all contro- 
versy, und to do what is fair and just under very extraordinary circumstances, and 
that these proposals embraced the most liberal terms that public opinion would 
justify them in offering. 

t is proper, further, to remark that there has been no just cause of complaint 
at all, inasmuch as the Report of the Chief Engineer shows that nothing more 
could have been done to forward the work. 

The Act passed last Session is a very complete one, and amply provides for 
the construction of the railway, subject to the Parliamentary supervision referred to. 

The lot of British Columbia is cast in with the other North American Provinces, 
and it becomes the duty of all the confederated Provinces to consider to some 
extent the general weltare. It is especially the duty of the smaller Provinces to 
defer somewhat to the opinions of the old and populous Provinces from which the 
revenue for the building of all such works is derived.

‘“‘ That in view of the action taken by an association calling itself “‘ The Terms 
“of Union Preservation League,”’ meeting in the City of Victoria, on Vancouver 
“Island, in petitioning Her Most Gracious Majesty, the Queen, relative to the non- 
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“ fulfilment of one of the conditions of the terms of Union, and affirming in said 
“petition that Esquimalt, on Vancouver Island, had been decided to be the termi- 
“nus of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and that a portion of the line had been 
‘located between the harbor of Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows, and praying that 
“ Her Majesty act as Arbitrator, and see that justice be done to British Columbia, 
“we, the undersigned, respectfully submit as follows :— 

“That in our opinion, the order of the Privy Council of Canada, of 7th June, 
1878, is in no way binding upon Your Excellency’s present Government, and that 
a line of railway along the seaboard or Vancouver Island to Esquimalt is no part of 
the terms of Union. 

*‘ That in any arrangement which may be entered into for an extension of 
time for the commencement or completion of the railway, any consideration granted 
by the Dqminion of Canada to the Province cf British Columbia, should be such 
as would be generally advantageous to the whole Province, and not of a merely 
local nature, benefitting only a section thereof. 

“ That the league referred to, acting under the impression that farther surveys 

may detract from the favorable opinion now entertained by the Engineers of the 
Bute Inlet route, are desirous of forcing Your Excellency’s Government into an 
immediate selection. 
' “That we consider it would be unwise, impolitic, and unjust to select any line 
for the railway until time be given for a thorough survey of the different routes on 
the mainland, believing as we do, that such survey must result in the selection of 
Fraser Valley route, which is the only one that connects the fertile districts of the 
interior with the seaboard. 

“That as it is evident that the surveys are not yet sufficiently advanced to allow 
of an intelligent decision on the question of route being arrived at, we consider 
that a vigorous and immediate prosecution of the surveys by Your Excellency’s 
Government, to be followed in 1875 by the commencement of construction on the 
mainland will be a faithful carrying out of the spirit of the terms of Union. 

‘“‘ Your petitioners therefore humbly pray that Your Excellency take the views 
expressed in this our petition into your most favorable consideration.”

i Honorable Lord Carnarvon, Secretary of State for the Colonies, of November 
17th, ra a a statement of the new terms with British Columbia, which, in 
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his Lordship’s opinion, may properly be laid down‘as fair and reasonable concerning 
the construction of the Pacific Railway. 

In the minute of July 23rd, the Government of the Dominion advised that his 
Lordship should be informed of their willingness to leave it to him to say whether 
the exertions of the Government, the diligence shown, and the offers made, were, or 
were not, fair and just, and in accordance with the spirit of the original agreement, 
seeing it was impossible to comply with the letter of the Terms of Union in this 
particular. 

The conclusion at which his Lordship has arrived “ upholds,”’ as he remarks, 

in the main and subject only to some modifications of detail, the policy adopted by 
this Government on this most embarrassing question. 
The minute of Council of September 17th, contained a statement of reasons 
showing why some of these modifications should not ‘be pressed; but the Govern- 
ment, actuated by an anxious desire to remove all difficulties, expressed a willing- 
ness to make these further concessions rather than forego an immediate settlement 
of so irritating a question, as the concessions suggested might be made without 
involving a violation of the spirit of any Parliamentary resolution, or the letter of 
any enactment. 

The Committee of Council respectfully request that Your Excellency will be 
leased to convey to Lord Carnarvon their warm appreciation of the kindness which 
ed his Lordship to tender his good offices to effect a settlement of the matter in 

dispute ; and also to assure his Lordship that every effort will be made to secure 
the realization of what is expected.

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REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE 


ON THE 


“PUBLIC SCHOOL ACT, 1872.”

hie Honorable the Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly of British 
umbia. 


At a meeting of your Committee, appointed to examine and report on the working of 
the “ Public School Act, 1872,” held on Saturday the 20th day of March, 1875, it was 
unanimously Resolved, as follows:— : 


1. That compulsory education should be made general throughout British Columbia, 
taking as a basis the compulsory clauses of the Ontario School Act, which make it obli- 
gatory on all children “to attend some school, or be otherwise educated for four months 
“in each year, from the age of seven to twelve years, inclusive.” 


2. That Clause 7 of the “ Public School Amendment Act, 1873,” be so amended as to 
make it obligatory on the Trustees to select and appoint their Teacher from roe the 
duly qualified Teachers, whose names shall be submitted to the Trustees by the Board 
ot Education. 


3. That, on complaint being made to the Board of Education, by any person resident 
in a School District, as to the moral conduct of the School Teacher in such District, 
the Board of Education should have power to investigate such charge; and, upon being 
satisfied of its truth, if they shall deem it sufficient, to disqualify such Teacher from 
holding his position, the Board of Education should have power to cancel the certificate 
of such Teacher, and thereupon it should be the duty of the Trustees to dismiss such 
Teacher. 


4. That power should be given to the Board of Education to close Schools where 
the attendance falls below ten, if, in their discretion, they shall think fit. 


5. That after the word “Secretary” in Section 18, ‘“ Public School Act, 1872,” the 
words “said poll to close at 4 P.M on the day of the School meeting” be inserted.

The petition of Estulon Jos¢ Bitancourt, of Salt Spring Island, British Columbia, 
humbly sheweth :— 


1, That, in the year 1871, your petitioner applied to Mr. Morley, a Government 
Officer at Cowichan, for leave to pre-empt a certain parcel of land on Salt Spring Island, 
which parcel contains about one hundred and sixty acres, and is hereinafter more par- 
ticularly described. 


2. That Mr. Morley informed your petitioner that the said land was claimed by one 
Copeland. Your petitioner, however, believing that the said land was open to pre-emption, 
notwithstanding the statement of the said Mr. Morley, came to Victoria in 1872, and 
made a personal application to the Honorable Mr. Walkem, the then Commissioner of 
Lands and Works, for leave to pre-empt the said parcel of land. Your petitioner at the 
time of making such application delivered to the said Chief Commissioner a letter from 
J. P. Booth, Esquire, of Salt Spring Island, wherein Mr. Booth stated, for the informa- 
tion of the said Chief Commissioner, that the said land was open to pre-emption. Mr. 
Walkem then asked your petitioner whether he knew any reason why the said land 
should not be pre-empted, to which question your petitioner replied, that the only claim 
that had been made to the land in question, so far as he was aware, was by one McHaffy, 
but that McHaffy had no right to the land, imasmuch as he occupied other land at least 
four sections away from the land sought by your petitioner. 

Mr. Walkem then wrote a note to Mr. Pearse (whose office was in the Masonic 
ee and handed the same to your petitioner with instructions to deliver the same 
to Mr. Pearse. Your petitioner accordingly delivered the said note to Mr. Pearse, 
received a note from him in reply and delivered such reply to Mr. Walkem. Mr. Walkem 
then told your petitioner that Mr. Pearse thought the land had already been pre-empted, 
but that he Mr. Walkem would write to Mr. Morley and ascertain the fact. 

Your petitioner then returned to his residence on Salt Spring Island. 

Several months passed during which your petitioner received no communication 
from Mr. Walkem, or any one else, on the subject of the said land. 


3. That on the eighteenth of January, 1873, your petitioner, through his brother, 
again ae at the Lands and Works Office, Victoria, for leave to pre-empt the said 
land, when your petitioner’s brother was informed that the land, namely, one hundred 
and sixty acres, was supposed to have been pre-empted by one Mike McCalf, or McHaffy, 
and that your petitioner could not be allowed to pre-empt the same until he, the said 
Chief Commissioner, was informed by Mr. Morley whether the said land was so pre- 
ompted or not. 


4. That your petitioner's brother, on behalf’ of your petitioner, caused a letter to be 
written by one Lenniker to the said J. Morley. « copy of which letter is hereunto annexed 
marked A, the original having been duly forwarded to the said Mr. Morley. 


5._That_your potitioner heard no more about_his_said_application_until_ June, 1873, 
when the said Morley come to Salt Spring Island to collect taxes, when your petitioner 
asked him what he was going to do about the land which your petitioner had so long 
been endeavoring to pre-empt. The said Morley thereupon intormed your petitioner 
that he was satisfied that the land was vacant and open tor pre-emption, that he and 
Mr. J. P. Booth had been over it, and that he would attend to your petitioner's applica- 
tion at once, and inform the Chict' Commissioner. 
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The said Morley further informed your petitioner that he was at liberty to enter 
upon the land and that it would be all right. Your petitioner thereupon entered ig ae 
the said land and commenced to clear a large space, namely, a space about 250 feet 
gquare, and shortly afterwards your petitioner commenced building a dwelling house and 
store thereon. Your petitioner also cut a road of about one quarter of'a mile in length, by 
means thereof giving access to your petitioner’s store. 

6. That on or about the third of June, 1873, your petitioner received a note from tho 
said Morley informing your petitioner that he, the said Morley, had not received your 
petitioner’s papers from Victoria relating to your petitioner’s land, but that he would 
send them over the following week, meaning that he would send over the papers relat- 
ing to the said land. The said note is hereto annexed. 

7. That you petitioner continued to improve the said land, and expended in so doing 
the sum of fifty dollars or thereabouts, exclusive of the value of your petitioner’s labor. 
Your petitioner’s house on the premises cost him about five hundred dollars. 

8. That about twelve days after the frame and shell of your petitioner's said dwelling 
house and store were completed, namely, in the month of September, your petitioner again 
came to Victoria and rae another application to the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works for his pre-emption papers. Your petitioner asked Mr. Beaven if he had received 
the papers from Mr. Morley. Mr. Beaven said, Yes, but the land was pre-empted already. 
Your petitioner thereupon asked Mr. Beaven if he had not received papers enough to 
show that the land was unoccupied? He said, No! Your petitioner thereupon showed 
him the certificate hereto annexed marked B. Mr. Beaven then told your petitioner 
that he could not attend to your petitioner’s business that day, but he would do so the 
next day. Your petitioner replied that he would be obliged to leave for Salt Spring 
Island the next day, and could not therefore call again at Mr. Beaven’s Office. 

Your petitioner informed Mr. Beaven that he had partially erected a building and 
told him that he intended to move into the same in a short time. Mr. Beaven made no 
reply to this statement of your petitioner. Your petitioner heard no more about his said 
application until the month ot November, 1873, when, in consequence of a report that the 
Corporation of Salt Spring Island intended to apply for a reserve, your petitioner came 
again to Victoria to get, it possible, the business satisfactorily completed. Your peti- 
tioner called at the Lands and Works Office and asked Mr. Beaven if he would give your 

etitioner his papers. He replied that he would do so, and gave some direction to Mr. 

owse, a clerk in the said office, respecting your petitioner. Your petitioner pointed 
out to Mr. Howse the land which he had been endeavoring to pre-empt, and of which he 
was at that time in possession. Mr. Howse filled up a printed form to which, at his 
request, your petitioner put his mark, and thereupon Mr. Howse gave your petitioner a 
paper, a copy of which is hereunto annexed marked C. Your petitioner, on receiving the 
said paper, brought it into town and caused it to be read by one Lenniker, whereupon 
your petitioner discovered that instead of its being a certificate of pre-emption record it 
was merely a permission to enter upon the land. The following day, being the twenty- 
fifth of November, your petitioner went back to the Lands and Works Office, in company 
with the said Lenniker, and complained that he, your petitioner, had not received the 
paper he wanted and was entitled to, namely, a certificate of pre-emption record, that 
your petitioner had applied many times for the said land that he was then actually in 
possession. 

Mr. Howse, whom your petitioner saw on the occasion referred to, asked your 
petitioner why he was so urgent about getting the certificate of record at once? Your

2. That any and all objections that were first made by tho Chief Commissioner, or 
any subordinate officers, were fully met and satisfied by your petitioner, although at 
great expense and inconvenience to himself, although your petitioner submits that he 
ought not to have been put to such trouble. - 

3. That eae petitioner’s certificate of record should have been granted long before 
it was, and that the delay in the issue of tho same ought not in any way to prejudice 
your petitioner. 

4. That when permission was granted to your petitioner on tho twenty-fourth 
November, 1873, to enter upon the whole of the said land, a certificate of record should 
also have been issued to your petitioner as requested by him, such being the practice of 
the Lands and Works Office, as recently stated by the Honorable the Chief Commissioner, 
in his evidence before the Royal Commission at James’ Bay.

Sir,—l have to address Your ILonor in respect to the urgent necessity of 
adjusting existing Indian Reserves—extending them where required, and of setting apart 
Indian lands for tribes not vow provided for—and should the arrangement proposed by 
the Dominion Government be satisfactory to the Government of the Province, that lam 
now ready to proceed with the necessary surveys. 

I am informed at different places, just visited by me, that in some instances great 
injustice has been done the Lndjans in not reserving sufficient land for their use, and in 
some cases, such as Comox, Chemainus, &c., land actually oceupied by Indians as potatoe 
patches, &c., has been pre-empted by white settlers and certificates granted. 

From these causes abundant discontent prevails among Indiays, both on the Island 
and Mainland, and I regard it asa matter of urgent and paramount importance, not 
ouly to the future peaceful settlement of the Province by whites but as a matter of jus- 
tice to the Indians themselves, that their complaints should be adjusted and reserves 
also made for them in those parts of the Province where they do not at present exist. 

I have also the honor to enclose a copy of an Order in Council relating to these 
Indian lands, empowering ine to confer with the Local Government, and I shall be glad 
if Your Honor will take such steps in regard to the same as may be deemed expedient. 

I beg further to enclose a letter received by me from Mr. Ld. Loewenberg, who has 
been acting as agent and collector for the Songhees Reserve, and shall feel obliged if 
Your Honor will cause the same to be transmitted to the Honorable the Provincial 
Secretary, with a view to my obtaining the papers in question, or any others in possession 
of the Government relating to the Indian affairs of the Province.

Excerpt from a. Copy of the Report of « Committee of the Honorable the Privy Council, 
approved by His Fxccellency the Governor-General in Councd, on the 21st March, 
1873. 


The Committee have had beture them a memorandum from the Deputy Superin- 
tendent General of Indian Affairs, submitting a letter from 1. W. Powell, Esquire, Com- 
missioner at Victoria, British Columbia. relative to difficulties apprehended with Indians 
at Alberni. 

The Deputy Superintendent states that the apprehended trouble appears to arise 
(as‘shown by correspondence, copies of which the Superintendent has furnished) in con- 
sequenco of the sale of lands in that locality having becn made by the Local Govern. 
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ment to Messicurs Anderson & Company, and a contention on the part of two settlers 
who had attempted to pre-empt lands at that place. 

That it would seem no reservation for the Indians had been made there, nor other 
satisfactory arrangements entered into with them, &c., &c., &c. 

That this and other communications transmitted by Mr. Superintendent Powell 
prove the absolute necessity of his being empowered to confer with the Local Govern- 
ment, with a view to sufficient reserves on a liberal and just scale being set apart and 
marked off in survey for the various bands of the Province. 

The Deputy Superintendent-General submits, therefore, that authority be at once 
given to Mr. Powell, to confer with the Local Government in regard-to Indian Reserves 
already set apart which may require to be extended and the outlines marked out in 
survey. Also for the setting apart suck additional reserves as in his judgment he may 
deem to be important, for the purpose of fulfilling the just expectations of those Indians; 
and he accordingly suggests that each family be assigned a location of eighty acres of 
land of average quality, which shall remain permanently the property of the family for 
whose benefit it is allotted. 

On the recommendation of the Honorable the Secretary of State for the Provinces, 
the Committee advise that the suggestions submitted in the foregoing memorandum of 
the Deputy Superintendent be approved and acted on.

The Committee have had under consideration the letter of I. W. Powell, Esquire, 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs in this Province, dated 21st June, 1873, and covering 
an excerpt from an Order in Council of the Dominion Government, which matters have 
been referred to them by Your Excellency. 

The letter of the Superintendent of Indian Affairs urges the adjustment of existing 
Indian Reserves, their extension where requisite, and the setting apart of Indian lands for 
tribes not now provided for. The Order in Council of the Dominion Government 
authorizes the Superintendent to make the application, and specifies that it is advisable 
that to each Indian family should be assigned a location of cighty acres of land of average 
quality. 

. The Committee remark that this quantity is greatly in excess of the grants consid- 
ered sufficient by previous Governments of British Columbia, and recommend that 
throughout the Province Indian Reserves should not exceed a quantity of twenty acres 
of land for cach head of a family of five persons.

Sin,—As [am aware thai your attention has been drawn to the Cache Creek 
telegram, reported in the Dominion Lerabl, stating that the Indians had assumed a hostile 
attitude to the Whites, I need not of course turther refer to its substance. 
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I feel it my duty, however, to state that the matter is of a’character too serious to be 
overlooked. From enquiries I have made, I find that one Mr. Ranald McDonald, who 
lives near Cache Creek, has informed Mr. Barnston by letter, that the real cause of the 
discontent is the fact that you have not paid them a visit, andthat they feel that they 
have been neglected by the Indian Department. Coming trom such a source, I believe the 
information to be correct, and, under the circumstances, permit me to say that an 
immediate personal visit by you is due to the Whites as edit as to the Indians, as the 
threatened danger may thus be easily averted, without expense or—the still more serious 
contingency—loss of life. -I take the liberty of pressing this suggestion upon your 
attention at once, as the prevention by such simple means is far more desirable than any 
fature remedy which may be devised to meet losses which it may be beyond human 
power to repair or redress.

Sir,—I have the honor to acknowledge your letter of the 26th inst., respecting 
threatened Indian troubles at Cache Creek, and calling my attention to a letter received 
by Mr. Barnston from one Ranald McDonald. In reply I have to stato that it is my 
intention to proceed to New Westminster to-morrow morning (should I receive no tele- 
gram to the contrary during the day), and, if upon further enquiry, I find that the report 
has any reliable basis, my journey will be extended to Cache Creek at once. At the 
same time, you will permit me to doubt the correctness of the authority you quote, 
especially since there are so many gentlemen lately from the district in question, at present 
in this city, who can give more valued evidence. From all I can learn, the fear that 
they will loose their land and not be sufficiently provided for in this respect, is the real 
cause of disturbance if, indeed, there be any among the Indians. 

May I beg to bring to your notice a letter addressed by me to the Honorable Pro- 
vincial Secretary, on Saturday, on the subject of these lands, and to solicit the action of 
the Government thereon, if possible, at once. Again I have to express the hope that no 
extensive leases of grazing lands, in the vicinity of Indian habitations, will be given by 
the Government until their reserves are fixed, and, I assure you, the most fruitful source 
of anxiety or fear of injustice on their part will be avoided.

Sir,—In view of a possible visit to Cache Creek and other Indians, among whom 
there are rumors which have reached me of threatened trouble, I have the honor to 
request that the quantity of land to be reserved for Indians east of the Cascades should 
be forty acres for each Indian family, instead of twenty, as agreed upon. 

My reason for applying for the increased quantity is, that the interior Indians aro 
nearly all possessed of horses and cattle, and I am convinced that twenty acres would 
not be found to be sufficient. 

Should a personal inspection prove the correctness of my impression on this matter, 
it would be both highly important and practical in quieting all their fears of future 
injustice, if I could promise that an additional quantity of land would be laid aside for 
the grazing purposes of each tribe. 

T might remind you that this principle is recognized in the present pre-emption law 
for white settlers, where 320 acres are allowed cach individual cast of the Cascades and 
160 acres west of the same.

Sm,—Your letter, of the 27th inst., to the Honorable Provincial Secretary, asking 
on behalf of the Indians east of the Cascade Range, for tracts of forty instead of twenty 
acres of land as a bonus to each family, has been referred to me with instructions from 
the Committee of Council to confer with you upon the subject. 

I called at your office and at your dwelling about 2} p. m. to-day, but was not for- 
tunate enough to find you. 

I have since received your letter of this date, informing me of your determination to 
proceed to-morrow by steamer to New Westminster, and thence to Cache Creek (should 
a receive no replies to your telegrams), to confer with the Indians of the interior. 

ermit me to say that I feel convinced that you have acted wisely in this serious matter. 
I would, however, suggest that no matter what peaceful assurances you may receive by 
telegraph that it would be better to pay the Indians a visit than to stop short at New 
Westminster. . 

The Indians are certainly entitled to such a small piece of attention, accomplished 
too at such small expense, though it must be admitted that you cannot but encounter 
personal discomfort by reason of the inclemency of the weather. 

As to the extra twenty acres asked tor by you, as above stated, I have the honor to 
draw your attention to the list of, really in some instances, cnormous, and in all cases, 
sufficient reserves, already laid aside for the Indians residing near Cache Creek, Kam- 
loops, Okanagan, Shuswap, and other places. They cannot be, and as I have been credibly 
informed are not, dissatisfied with the amount of land allotted tothem. Onthe contrary, 
you will, after looking at your plans copied from the official records, agree with me that 
many of the reserves must be cut down, being out of all proportion to the strength of' 
the tribes to which they have been respectively granted in days gone by, when land in 
the vicinity referred to seems to have been considered of little value. 

When the reserves near Cache Creek, and some of the other places mentioned, were 
set apart, a conference was held with each of the Chiefs before any decision was arrived 
at. Their views were ascertained and their wishes were fully consulted. A parchment 
sketch of each reserve, enclosed in a tin case, was handed to them, and they expressed 
themselves entirely satisfied. The tribes now dread the idea of being placed upon and 
confined to these reserves, as they have ascertained that the Indian Department intend, 
if possible, to carry out such a course. 

The Indians speak freely upon the subject, and intimate their intention of resisting | 
such a step. This is the cause of their dissatisfaction, and they wish to see you about it. 

They are fully aware of your appointment and position, and to my personal know- 
ledge they have expected a visit from you for nearly eight months back. 

They, moreover, a ok the usual presents from you as the representative of the 
great Chief, and in this I would respectfully suggest that you do not disappoint them. 
A few hundred dollars’ worth of blankets, clothing, food, Xc., would be well laid out i 
given to them. 

I trust that you will excuse me for thus trespassing upon questions of an official 
character of which you must necessarily possess a more intimate knowledge than I do. 
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It is only a suggestion which I venture to make, as it might be overlooked in the hurry 
of an, unexpected visit. I consider that whether the Indians are peaceably disposed or 
not that presents should be given, especially as the conference pippenee by you is the 
first of its kind, and is one which they should always recollect with pleasure.

P. S.— Having seen you upon the subject of the foregoing, and as Mr. DeCosmos 
stated that there would be no difficulty in granting any extra lands to the Indians, if 
absolutely necessary, and as your views and mine coincide as to a just treatment of the 
Indians, I take the responsibility of stating that you may tell the Indians that where the 
lands occupied by them are only suitable tor grazing purposes and are inadequate to 
meet their wants, that twenty acres more than the twenty now conceded, should be 
given to cach Indian family requiring them for pastoral use, regard, of course, being had. 
in the disposition of the lands to the average acreage per family of all the reserves 
hitherto granted or hereafter added,

Sm,—I have the honor to inform you that owing to further telegrams which have 
been transmitted through the press, respecting the rumor of threatened Indian attack 
upon the white settlers of the interior and your own wishes in regard to the same, I have 
determined upon proceeding at once to Cache Creek and Kamloops tor the purpose of 
instituting personal inquiry into alleged grievances of the Natives, and if possible to allay 
for the present any hostile feeling existing on account of them. In addition to my own 
opinions upon this subject, as conveyed in my letter of the 27th ult, and which you were 
good cnough to consider favorably for the purpose intended, I feel it my duty to 
report to you that among the assigned causes ot discontent of the Indians, is the driving 
their cattle off unfenced lands or those held under pastoral lease. One case has been 
reported to me of a judicial decision, in which an Indian was muleted in comparatively 
large damages for alleged trespass upon lands which were not fenced, but held under a 
lease froin the Government tor pastoral purposes, a case which I am told has been taken 
up by many other Indians, and is said to form one of the prominent grievances for adjust- 
ment now. It would, perhaps, be invidious for me to reflect upon what certainly seems an 
injustice, but you will. Iam sure, agree with me as to the necessity of ascertaining your 
opinion regarding the legality of such an issue, or in other words, whether cattle grazing 
upon unfenced lands, belonging to other than the holder thereof, can be subject to the 
penalties of trespass? 

If these instances of grievance are correct, it is highly important in undertaking 
what may be a most grave and responsible mission, that I should be fortified by correct 
information upon all points likely to arise in the settlement of any complaint made by 
the Indians. If, on the other hand, the leaseholder of an extensive tract of land is justi- 
tied by law, in driving Indian cattle off any unfenced portion and having the owner fined 
for damages, I fail at present to sce how lasting disattection is to be prevented, unless, 
indeed, a far more liberal treatment is pursued towards them than the terms of Con- 
tederation would seem to justify on the part of the Dominion Government, or by the 
immediate passave or enactment of some local Statute which would modify if not 
change altogether the existing pastoral land law which permits such apparent injustice. 
As I intend leaving early on Wednesday morning, may I beg that you will be good 
cnough to favor me with a reply some time to-morrow.

Sm,—I have the honor to acknowlédge the receipt of your letter of yesterday, in- 
forming me that you intended to proceed to Cache Creek and Kamloops to investigate 
the causes of the Indian disturbance in that vicinity. 

In reply to your query as to whether a stranger who permits his cattle to run upon 

astoral lands under lease is liable to the lessee as a trespasser, I have to refer you to 
Bection 38 of the “ Land Ordinance, 1870,” which lays down the proposition as law that 
any lessee from the Crown can maintain ejectment or trespass in the same manner as if 
he were owner of the land referred to, and “either party may refer the cause of action 
“to the Stipendiary Magistrate of the District, wherein the land lies, who may proceed 
“summarily,” &. 

No Justice of the Peace or Magistrate, except he be of the Stipendiary class, has 
power to deal with such cases. 

By the Common Law of England, which is in force here, the proprietors or occupiers 
of land are not obliged to fence their lands. The owners of cattle or other animals are, 
by the same law, bound to see that they do no damage and that they commit no trespass, 

Indians are subject to the same laws as whites. Your observations upon the sub- 
ject, will, I need hardly assure you, receive the attention of the Government. 

Will you be good enongh to take a note of and report all matters of grievance, which 
may be brought under your notice in the upper country.

Srr,—I have the honor to enclose for the information of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, a copy of an Order in Council, dated March Ist, 1874, respecting 
the Indian Reserves of this Province. 

With a view of carrying out the instructions conveyed in the said Order with as 
little delay as possible, and especially taking advantage of the present season for survey- 
ing the proposed allotment of Indian Reserves, I should be glad if the same could be 
submitted at once to the consideration of the Government. 

The vastly increased expense of dividing a Reserve into four acre allotments, in 
addition to the great difficulty of satisfying the just requirements of the Indians b 
alloting “20 acres to each five persons,” strongly urges me to hope that the wis 
expressed in the eighth Section of the enclosed Order in Council, may meet with and 
have the favorable consideration of the Government. Again, I do not think that the 
grantiug of twenty acres to cach head of an Indian family, will make any perceptible 
difference in the aggregate quantity of land reserved for the whole Indian population. 

I have the honor, also, to recall attention to your letter of the 29th Tieoembar, and 
to the correspondence which subsequently followed between the Honorable the Attor- 
ney-General and myself. 

I propose to proceed at once to Kamloops; and if the agreement between the 
Attorney-General and myself in making the grant East of the Cascades forty acres 
instead of twenty, could be adopted by the Government, I feel sure of making my 
intended visit to this lately disturbed district not only one of great satisfaction to the 
Indians themselves, but to the settlers, in assuring them of future peace and protection.

British Columbia Reserves. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
March Ist, 1874. 


The undersigned has had under his consideration the Order of His Excellency the 
Governor-General in Council, under date the 21sf March, 1873, and the subsequent cor- 
respondence arising out of that Order in reference to the Indian Reserves in British 
Columbia. . 

By the 13th Article of the Terms of Union, between Canada and British Columbia, 
the Indian Reserves in British Columbia were transterred to the Dominion Government 
and aro now under the control of this Department. 

From the official and other information in possession of the undersigned, it is clear 
that the dissatisfaction now existing among the Indians in British Columbia, arises to a 
great extent, out of the present state of the Reserves, and if prompt measures be taken 
to satisfy the requirements ot the Indians on this head a truittul source of dissatisfaction 
will have been removed. By the Order in Council above referred to, it is provided 
among other things, that each Indian family should be assigned 80 acres of land of 
average quality to remain permanently the property of such family. 

The local Government of British Columbia has positively declined to grant such an 
extent of land for the use of the Indians, as being far in excess of the quantity previous- 
ly allowed the Indians by the local Government, and underthe Terms of Union the local 
Government are only bound *to give tracts of land of such.extent as had hitherto been 
“the practice of the local Government to appropriate for that purpose,’—10 acres for 
every family of five persons. ‘The Government of British Columbia, however, on the 
representation of Mr. Commissioner Powell, consented to double this amount and to ap- 
propriate 20 acres of land to every five persons. ‘This offer Mr. Powell was authorized 
to accept, while at the same time he was urged to obtain. if possible, double that quantity 
for the Indians to the East of the Cascade Range, in accordance with the general usage 
in British Columbia of granting a double allowance to the white settlers East of the said 
range. 

In view of the foregoing circumstances it is reeommended:— 

Ist. That the paragraph in the Order in Council above reterred to, appropriating 80 
acres of land to each Indian family of tive persons be rescinded, and that it be provided 
that only 20 acres be allotted to five persons. 

2nd. That, whenever it is so desired by a majority of Indians at any Reserve, 
such Reserve shall be divided into suitable allotments on the basis of 20 acres to each 
five persons in the said band, and the holder of every such allotment shall be placed in 
possession thereof, hy some formal instrument to be given him by tho Commissioner. 

3rd. Whenever any Reserve does not contain sufficient land to give 20 acres to each 
five in the band of Indians to which such Reserve has beeu apportioned, then land in 
the immediate vicinity, or as near thereto us possible, should be obtained from the Local 
Goverument for the individual, not so provided tor. 

4th. Whenever, in any part of the Province no Reserves of land have been made tor 
the Indians, and there are any white settlers or any immediate prospect of such, applica- 
tion should be made to the Local Government. for the required number of acres to be 
there reserved for the Indians. 


’ 
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5th. Great care should be taken that the Indians, especially those inhabiting the 
Coast, should not be disturbed in the enjoyment of their customary fishing grounds, 
which should be reserved for them previous to white settlement in the immediate vicinity 
of such localities. 

6th. The Commissioner should be instructed to suggest such measures as he may 
think necessary to prevent difficulties among the Indians resident in pastoral districts, 
arising from the unfenced condition of extensive lands leased to white men for grazing 
purposes.

8th. In view of the difficulty and expense of making the allotment of the surveys 
on the basis of twenty acres to each five persons, and taking into consideration the very 
large and unlooked for expenditure which the general administration of Indians Affairs in 
British Columbia is about to entail upon the Dominion Government, the undersigned 
would recommend that the Indian Commissioner be authorized to press strongly upon 
the Local Government the duty of co-operating in every way with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in pacifying the Indian population of the Province, and satisfying their reason- 
able demands; and as the amount of land which they now propose to allot to the Indians 
is very small, that he be particularly requested to urge the Local Government to allocate 
twenty acres of land to every Indian, being a head of a family, without reference to the 
number of persons in the family.

Sm,—Having been, along with some others, commissioned by the Chiefs to present 
our common petition to you, we have come down to New Westminster yesterday, and 
after consultation, we came to the conclusion to send the petition by mail. 

You have told Alexis and myself not to go down till you send notice. 

We expect to hear from you through Rev. Father Durieu, at New Westminster.

To the Indian Commissioner for the Province of British Columbia:— 


The Petition of the undersigned, Chiefs of Douglas Portage, of Lower Fraser, and 
of the other tribes on the seashore of the mainland to Bute Inlet, humbly sheweth :— 


1. That your petitioners view with a great anxiety the standing question of the 
quantity of land to be reserved for the use of each Indian family. 

2. That we are fully aware that the Government of Canada has always taken good 
care of the Indians, and treated them liberally, allowing more than one hundred acres 
per family; and we have been at a loss to understand the views of the Local Govern- 
ment of British Columbia, in curtailing our land so much as to leave in many instances 
but few acres of land per family. 

8. Our hearts have been wounded by the arbitrary way the Local Government of 
British Columbia have dealt with us in locating and dividing our Reserves. Chamiel, 
ten miles below Hope, is allowed 488 acres of good land for the use of twenty families : 
at the rate of 24 acres per family; Popkum, eighteen miles below Hope, is allowed 369 
acres of good land for the use of four families: at the rate of 90 acres per family ; 
Cheam, twenty miles below Hope, is allowed 375 acres of bad, dry, and mountainous 
land for the use of twenty-seven families : at the rate of 13 acres per family; Yuk-yuk- 
Foose, on Chilliwhack River, with a population of seven families, is allowed 42 acres: 

acres per family; Sumass, (at the junction of Sumass River and Fraser) with a popu- 
lation of seventeen families, is allowed 43 acres of meadow for their bay, and 32 acres of 
dry land ; Keatsy, numbering more than one hundred inhabitants, is allowed 108 acres 
of land. Langley and Hope have not yot got land secured to them, and white men are 
encroaching on them on all sides. 

4. For many years we have been complaining of the land left us being too small. 
We have laid our,complaints before Government officials nearest to us: they sent us to 
some others; so we had no redress up tothe present; and we have felt like men trampled 
on, and are commencing to believe that the aim of the white men is to exterminate us as 
soon as they can, although we have been always quiet, obedient, kind, and friendly to 
the whites. . . 

5. Discouragement and depression have come upon our people. Many of them have 
given up the cultivation of land, because our gardens have not been protected against the 
encroachments of the whitea. Some of our best men have been deprived ef the land 
they had broken and cultivated with long and hard labor, a white man enclosing it in 
his claim, and no compensation given. Some of our most enterprising men tawe fost a 
part of their cattle, because white men had taken the place where those cattle were 
grazing, and no other place left but the thickly timbered land, where they die fast. 

ome of our people now are obliged to cut rushes along the bank of the river with their 
knives during the Winter, to feed their cattle. 

6. We are now obliged to clear heavy timbered land, all prairies having been taken 
from us by white men. We see our white neighbors cultivate wheat, peas, &c., and 
raise large stocks of cattle on our pasture lands, and we are giving them our money to ~ 
buy the flour manufactured from the wheat they have grown on same prairies. 

7. We are not lazy and roaming-about people, as we used to be. We have worked 
hard and a long time to spare moncy to buy agricultural implements, cattle, horses, &c., 
as ncbody has given us assistance. We could point out many of our people who have 
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those past years bought with their own money pistes, harrows, yokes of oxen, and 
horses; and now, with your kind assistance, we have a bright hope to enter into the 
path of civilization. 

8 We consider that 80 acres por family is absolutely necessary for our support, and 
for the fature welfare of our children. Wo declare that 20 or 30 acres of land per 
family will not give satisfaction, but will create ill feelings, irritation amongst our 
people, and we cannot say what will be the consequence. 

9. That, in case you cannot obtain from the Local Government the object of our 
etition, we humbly pray that this our petition be forwarded to the Secretary of State 
‘or the Provinces, Ottawa. 

Therefore your petitioners humbly pray that you may may take this our petition 
into consideration, and see that justice be done us, and allow each family the quantity 
of land we ask for. 

And your petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

Srm,—Pursuant to the arrangement of granting 20 acres of land to every head of an 
Indian family in British Columbia, I had the honor of applying to the Honorable Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works for land to make up deficiency in the present reserves 
of Musqueam and Tsowassan. The Honorable Chief Commissioner informed me, in 
reply (10th August) that he is unable to advise the extension of present reservations 
until positively informed “that you are authorized to reduce as well as increase such 
‘reservations, and that you are prepared, on behalf of the Dominion Government, to 
“ guarantee that the Indians will agree quietly to reduction, if the Provincial Govern- 
“ment agree to an incrcase.” : 

As many of the present reserves do not contain five acres of land to each head of a 
family, the injustice with which Indians having such reserves would be treated in case 
they were not extended, and the serious complications which would at once be conse- 
quent upon such treatment are so great, that I sincerely trust the interpretation seem- 
ingly conveyed in the Honorable Chief Commissioner's letter, of confining the grant to 
new reserves, is not that intended by the Government in lieu of all reserves containing 
20 acres to every head of a native family. 

As to the reduction alluded to, according to the Order in Council I had the honor 
of transmitting on the 15th of May, and the reply of the Local Government, 15th of 
June, I imagined the Dominion Government could not claim more than the acreage 
agreed upon in any reserve, and therefore in cases where the quantity of land exceeded 
20 acres to each Indian family, such excess would no longer be a part of any reserve, 
unless some special arrangement were made to the contrary. 

Agreeably to such an understanding, and with a view of promoting peace among 
Indians, I have been authorized, at considerable expense, to survey all reserves, With a 
view to allotment on the basis agreed upon; and to promise them that this arrangement 
would be faithfully carried out. 

Surveyors are now at work in Cowichan, and on Fraser River reserves, and were 
any delay to take place in granting me lands to make good deficient reserves, not only 
would valuable time and money be wasted, but great uneasiness among Indians would 
be at once engendered. I therefore trust that I may be authorized to obtain land in 
instances of deficiency as they arise, upon my furnishing the Government with a correct 
census of the number of heads of families, and the number of acres therefore required. 
On my part, I will at once notify you of excess in any reserve which may be surveyed 
for allotment. This was the basis of my agreement with the Honorable the Attorney- 
General, and I beg to append a copy ot his telegram sent in order to allow me to promise 
the same to the Indians at any official visitation. ; 

It would be too great an undertaking on my part to guarantee quietude on the part 
of the Indians generally, because, throughout the Interior, from whence I have just 
returned, where Indians possess many horses and cattle, and have no grazing lands, they 
consider 20 acres to each head altogether insufficient. °

Sm,—With reference to your letter of the 15th ultimo, on the subject of extending 
present Indian Reserves, in which you mention, that pursuant to the arrangement of 
granting 20 acres of land to every head of an Indian family in British Columbia, you 

.had applied to the Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works for land to make up 
deficiencies in the present Reserves of Musqueam and Tsowassan, and that that officer 
had acquainted you in reply that he was unable to advise the extension of present 
Reservations; I have the honor to refer you to my letter of the 28th July, 1873, in 
which you are notified that all future Reserves for Indians will be adjusted on the basis 
of 20 acres of land for each head of a family of five persons, and from which you will 
perceive that the Chief Commissioner in reply, was only carrying out the Order in 
Council on which my letter was based. The question of the extension of present 
Reserves was not touched upon in the above Order in Council, but on the return of the 
Lieutenant-Governor the subject will be fully considered and the views of the Govern- 
ment thereon definitely conveyed to you. ; ; 

With reference to your offer to furnish correct census of the number of heads of 
families, I have to remark that before proceeding to make any survey of Indian Reserves 
it would appear most desirable that you should furnish the Chief Commissioner with a 
correct censys of the native population of the Province, or at least of the district propos- 
ed to be surveyed. The Province having been previously arranged by you into convenient 
districts for this purpose. Such census should convey the number of men, women, and 
children, and the number of heads of families should be exactly ascertained. 

With regard to Reserves not yet made, it would be very desirable that before they 
are located you should point out if they are in a block (the requisite number of acres 
being therein contained,) or whether it is proposed to reserve small tracts here and 
there in different directions. With reference to your remarks as to the quietude of the 
Indians, I desire to point out to you that it is incumbent on the Government of the 
Province to preserve peace and order equally among the natives as among the white 
population.

Sm,—Referring to your letters of the 2nd and 21st September, I have the honor to 
state for the information of the Government, that I have called in the two survey 
parties, who have been engaged in surveying Reserves here and on the mainland. I 
also regret to state, that I have not a doubt of the dissatisfaction of Indians, which will 
follow delay in ecjtnting all Reserves upon the basis (I thought previous to your letter 
of the 2nd inst.) mutually understood and agreed upon; to avoid which, and to put an 

‘end to all disputes between Indians and white settlers, these surveys for the purpose of 
allotting to each Indian twenty acres of land, have been undertaken by the Dominion 
Government. , 

In respect to your letter of the’ 21st inst., I should be glad to furnish any informa- 
tion in my power to the Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, in addition to that 
fully conveyed in my letter to him on the 7th ultimo, although I am at a loss to under- 
stand any connection “information” therein alluded to may have with the enquiries 
contained in my letter of the 15th ult., and the enclosure of Mr. Moffatt, to yourself, of 
the 8rd instant. 

I regarded the manner of taking the census, etc., as a mere question of detail; and 
as I informed the Chief Commissioner, in my personal conference with him, I should be 
glad to have it subscribed to as correct, under oath, or taken in any way satisfactory to 
the Government: — great desire being to settle these land questions for the Indians 
with the least possible delay, and put an end to anxiety which I know exists among 
white settlers of the interior, on account of anticipated troubles with Indians, who are 
dissatisfied with their present Reserves.

Sm,—I have the honor to enclose herewith, for the consideration of His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, the copy of a letter of the Rev. Father Grandidier, of 
Okanagan Mission in this Province, on the subject of Indian affairs, and addressed to the 
Editor of the Victoria Standard, also the copy of a letter of the Right Rev. Bishop D. 
Herbonez of British Columbia, to myself, referring to the same. 

I consider the subject of these documents one of such vital importance, as to call for 
immediate and careful consideration from the Provincial Government, emanating as they 
do from two gentlemen of such eminence, whose positions afford them the greatest possible 
facilities for acquiring the most thorough and correct knowledge of the subject upon 
which they write. The information possessed by those gentlemen is derived from a long 
and close intercourse with the Indians of this Province, which entitles them to speak in 
their behalf, and, I feel assured their views will receive at the hands of the Government 
that careful attention which the importance of the subject demands. 

I believe the Government will agree with me in the opinion, that the cause of the 
Indians is very fully, justly, and ably stated by the Rev. Father Grandidier. The 
arguments adduced by the Rev. gentleman appear to me so convincing, that I cannot 
conceive how the Government can hesitate for a moment in conceding to the Indians 
demands so just and reasonable. 

It is needless for me to inform the Government of British Columbia of the deep and 
earnest solicitude with which the Dominion Government regard all that concerns the 
well-being and happiness of our Indian fellow subjects. I may, however, be permitted to 
state for the information of the Provincial Government, that the Dominion Government 
stands ready to render every assistance in its power, to improve the material and social 
condition of the Indians of this Province, relying with the fullest confidence upon re- 
ceiving the cordial and hearty assistance and co-operation of the Government of British 
Columbia in the furtherance of these very important interests. 

No doubt the Government is aware that liberal grants were voted at the last session 
of the Dominion Parliament, to assist and encourage the Indians of this Province to 
engage in agricultural pursuits, as also for the promotion of the education of Indian 
children. I have reason to know that these grants will be still further augmented in 
future, as the requirements of the Indians may demand. 

It is a source of just pride and congratulation to every true and loyal subject of our 
beloved Sovereign Queen Victoria, to be able to point to the success which has crowned 
Her wise and benignant rule of Her Indian subjects. 

As the humble servant, and in the name, of the Dominion of Canada, I appeal with 
confidence to the wisdom, the liberality, and patriotism of the Government of British 
Columbia, to deal with this grave question in such a manner as will hereafter redound 
to its honor, and shed fresh glory and lustre on the British Crown. 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor is aware of the authority under which I write. 
I trust it may be sufficient to entitle me to the privilege of addressing the Government 
of British Columbia.

Bad feelings amongst them are increasing so much that T realty fear we may have soon serious troubles, 
They do not speak to their missionuries about their warlike intention, because they know very well that we 
are against war, yet their frequent meetings, councils of chiefs, and messengers, induce many of our mis- 
sionaries to believe that there muy be some plotting going on, For myself, I am inclined to believe that it 
is time to take some steps in order to satisfy the Indians, as more delay would very probably expose the 
Province to a disastrous war. 1 tind mysclf in duty bound to write these few lines to you.

To the Editor of the Victoria Standard: — 


Sre.—In your issue of the 12th inst. you have an article entitled ‘An Indian War,’’ which has called 
my especial attention, In it you attribute with correctness the never ceasing strife between the white and 
the Indian on the American side to the iniquitous treatment inflicted upon the latter. Your reflections 
have forcibly drawn mine to our native tribes, and to their present dissatisfaction about their lands, which 
dissatisfaction has not abated, for the visit of Colonel Powell, Indian Commissioner, has not had all the 
results which were anticipated from it. 

At Kamloops the Shuswap Indians gathered to welcome him, expecting that theirgrievance would be 
redressed, They exposed to him their needs, their earnest and unanimous with to have more land, By the 
improvements which they had already accomplished on their reservations, without help from anybody, by 
their sole efforts, and by the census of their cattle, they showed him that theirs was no idle wish. 

The Commissiuner was pleased with them and gave substantial proofs of his interest, for which they 
feel very grateful; but for the land question it was out of his power to settle it according to their wish. 

When the Dominion Government took charge of the Indian tribes of British Columbia it was proposed 
to adopt the same policy towards them as towards their brothers of the other Provinces, and grant each 
family a large quantity of land. To this proposition the Local Government objected, and would not grant 
more than twenty (20) acres, Is it just and expedient for the Government to grant the natives as small a 
portion of lands as possible 2 None will think so. 

Before the settlement of this Province the natives were in possession of it, There was no one to restrain 
them in that possession, Their horses had wide pasture lands to feed upon, The whites came, took land, 
fenced it, and little by little hemmed the Indians in their small reservations, They leased the land that they 
did not buy and drove the cattle of the Indians from their old pasture land. Many of the reservations have 
been surveyed without their consent, and sometimes without having received notice of it, so that they could 
not expose their needs and their wishes, Their reservations have been repeatedly cut off smaller for the 
benefit of the whites, and the best and most useful part of them taken away till some tribes are corralled on 
asmall piece of land, as at Canoe Creek or elsewhere, or even have not an inch of ground, as at Williams 
Lake, The natives have protested against those spoliations, from the beginning. They have complained 
bitterly of that treatment, but they have not obtained any redress. 

Is that treatment according to the dictates of justice ? Who will wonder at the dissatisfaction that has 
been growing amongst the Indians ? The land was theirs and their forefathers before the whites came; 
that land has been wrenched from them in virtue of might, not right; not a cent has been given them to 
extinguish their title to the land. They have been left to struggle on the parcel of land allotted them 
without any encouragement, any help, any agricultural implements from any quarter, and, because they 
are forbearing and peacefully disposed, they are to be granted the minimum possible of land. 

I appeal to every impartial mind, is that treatment according to Justice ? And are not the natives justi- 
fied in now claiming their rights? Reverse the case, and place the whites in the place of the Indians, which 
white settler would bear with it? And it is not correct to say that no injustice has been done to the 
Indians in taking away their land because they did not cultivate it. For they were the owners of the land 
and the title to a property is not rendered valueless because the property is left to decay. Our American 
neighbours have recognized that title, since they have passed a treaty with all the tribes whose land they 
come to ocerpy. Whe’her they “ultilled that treaty or not is not the que<tion; but they recognize the 
Indian tithe t) 0 lava, altloud. Ciose Iands were 2. the seine condition then as it was here when the 
whites came, besices Uhneir aa ds wes? vaiuable to the I uians for hunting, and now the game is receding 
far away before the whues. bb was v. luavle to them for their horses, and now their horses and cattle have 
no ground to feed upon, and would staive in some places were it not for the forbearance of some white 
settlers, 

In former times the Indians did not cultivate land; now, taught by the example of the whites, they see 
its value. They are not unwilling to let the whites have the greater and the best portion of it, but not the 
whole, or nesrly so. Children and owners of the soil, they want a sufficient share of it to get a living from 
it, They do not think that when a white mas can pre-empt 320 acres and buy as much more, besides the 
facility of leasing more, that they are unreasonable in asking 80 acres of their own land per family; and in that 
they are supported by the example of the Dominion Government's conduct towards the other Indians, If they 
claim that it is to use it; and already on their reservations, or most of them, they carry on farming as far as 
their limited means and knowledge permit it. Both will improve in time, as the ulready effected im- 
provement is a convincing proof. They must not be judged according to what they have been in past 
times, but according to what they are, and promise to be, useful and industrious men. It is better for 
every settler to have the Indians fixed contentedly on farms than wandering discontentedly, and looking with 
anxious cyes on the fat of the land which they are not allowed to share, ; 

Then it is but just to deal fuirly by them, and lay for their uses reservations amply sufficient for their 
future wants. For the reservations which are to be laid over are to be permanent for many generations. 

But will not twenty acres be sufficient for each family ? Whaut is the purpose of the Government ? 
To civilize and make useful men of them, The first step to do it is to reclaim them from their wandering 
life and attach them by bonds of interest to the soil. 

But if the Indian leaves uff his ordinary pursuits of life he expects to find a better compensation in the 
new means adopted by him to earn the livelihood of his family and his own, Will he find it in a tract of 
twenty acres ? Will those twenty acres be all good cultivated Iund easy of irrigution 2? Probably not. 
Supposing them however to be so, how can he get from them a comfortable living for his family ? 

Actually the Indian cannot live as he used to furmerly; his contact with the whites has created for him 
new and imperious needs which must be satisfied, ‘nthe way of clothing and food, Besides his family 
he will have to find enough of tuod on his twenty acres to keep his horses and cattle. Having no natural 
waeadows whereon to cut hay, he will have to sow grass on a large piece of iii. ‘wenty acres, for already the 
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Indian begins to raise cattle, and the census taken last Spring shows 436 heads of horned cattle and about 
1,300 horses between seven tribes, and they are only beginning. What will it amount to in ten or twenty 
years if they have land enough to feed them ? Having set aside the part for hay they will cultivate the 
cultivable balance of their twenty acres; after a few years that land being light soil will require manure, 
but where will the Indian find it? Where are they to keep their horses and cattle to save manure? How 
many heads can they keep on twenty acreg summer and winter, after the needs of their families have been 
attended to? Then what can they do with their exhausted land, without means of fertilizing it, and with- 
out any more of it to sow, while the old piece is left to rest? Ifa white man can scarcely eke out a living 
with his 320 acres how can an Indian do it with 20? They will have twenty (20) acres while the present 
head of the family lives, but at his death, his sons dividing his inheritance, will have ten or even five acres 
for their lot, Is such prospects attractive enough to lead the Indians to leave off their wanderings and turn 
all their energies to cultivate the soil ? 

Is it possible to believe that the Indians can any more than anybody else live with their families out 
of the produce of 20 acres, keep horses and cattle there and meet all expenses? Besides a good part of the 
reservation, with a few exceptions, is cither over-flooded in summer, or parched for want of water which 
cannot be brought there, covered with timber, or strewn with rocks, a3 any visitor may convince himself, 

Out of 320 acres 8 man may pick out the best spot to cultivate and make a living, out of twenty acres 
it is impossible; which white family would like to try it? And still they have more means and knowledge 
at their command than the Indians. 

If the Government be sincere in its intention of civilizing the Indians, let sufficient land be allotted to 
them; as it is at present it is either too much or far too little; too much if the!'Government does not want 
them to cultivate their farms and live from the produce, too little by far if it does, : 

The question is tov important for the welfare of the country to stop at half measures, But those who 
want to cultivate on n large scale can pre-empt land a3 any other man, after they have obtained a special 
authorization from the Governor, That permission may be refused, and would be if many applications were 
sent, for that pecial permission is required against Indian pre-emption, and it is not the Government policy 
to let Indians pre-empt, Besides, suppose the permission granted, how can an Indian who hag nothing, no 
provisions, no money, no implements of agriculture, remain for ten months on his claim with his family? 
‘When he leaves he cannot engage a white man, another Indian cannot take his place, so that in his absence 
to procure food for his family his land may be jumped. 

Pre-emption is but a nominal right to the Indian for whom it was not intended, and whose condition 
does not allow him to fulfil the pre-emptions of the law. 

The natives are now quite awake to the necessity of following the example of the whites. They look 
into the future with fear for themselves and their children if they do not do a0; they want reasonable 
means for doing it, and consequently demand 80 acres of a farm for each head of a family, and extensive 
mountain pasture for their cattle, xo ux to allow them to inerease their number every yeur and improve 
their own condition, This they have asked from the Indian Commissioner ; they are anxious to obtain no 
money, nor any other compensation will they accept in its stead, 

The Indians of this country, as a people, are honest, penceful, law abiding, and well disposed towards 
the whites ; none can complain that they have done him any harm, On the contrary, they are industrious 
and of great service to the whites. Let not their good qualities be turned against their interests, but be 
one reason the more te secure to them the means of becoming useful members of society. If they obtain 
the right which they claim, the good feeling that reigns between them and the whites shall be strengthened 
for ever, The xettlers need not entertain any fear of them; we shall never see in our midst the heart- 
rending scenes which desolate so many homes xmongst our neighbors; and the comparizon which you 
eed to the advantage of our Government and of its just treatment of the natives, will remain an undisputed 
truth, 

But if the Indians are persistently refused their demands, if they are deprived of their fathers’ tand 
without any hope of redress from the proper authorities, their dissatisfactions will increase, meetings shall 
be held again, as it has been about their grievances, until they come to an understanding, the end of which 
1 am afraid to foresee, We may have very serious disturbances, which it might be impoxsible to suppress 
except at the cost of human life und large expenditure of money, as our past experience has taught us with 
the Chilcoten Indians ; and those were only a handful of men, whilst the present dissatisfaction pervades 
all the tribes living amongat the whites, 

I beg to apologize for the length of this communication, but the matter is too Sh ip cee for me to keep 
silent, I[f it is my duty to teach the Indian to keep the commandments of God, and obey the just laws of 
man, it is no less my obligation to spare no effort in order that justice be done to them, and that peace and 
recurity be preserved in my adopted country.

Mr. Lenihan to the Provincial Seerct:ry.

Sir,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of the 12th inst., acknow- 
ledging mine of the 8th inst., and saying ‘‘the same will be brought under the consideration of the 
‘+ Lieutenant-Governor in Council at the earliest opportunity.” 
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You are also pleased to say, ‘‘ In the meantime I desire to call your attention to the fact that all that 
‘61g ‘reasonable and just’ to demand from the Provincial Government is, that the 13th Section of the 
6s Terms of Union Act should be faithfully observed.” 

The section referred to sets forth—‘‘ That the charge of the Indians, and the Trusteeship and manage- 
‘tment of the lands reserved for their use and benefit, shall be assumed by the Dominion Government, and 
‘Sa policy as liberal as that hitherto pursued by the British Columbia Government shall be continued by 
‘¢ the Dominion Government after the Union. 

“'To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such extent as it has hitherto been the practice of the British 
‘¢ Columbia Government to appropriate for that purpose, shall, from time to time, be conveyed by the 
‘¢ Local Government to the Dominion Government, in trust, for the use and benefit of the Indians on appli- 
‘¢ cation of the Dominion Government, and in case of disagreement between the two Governments respect- 
‘ting the quantity of such tracts of lands to be so granted the matter shall be referred for the decision of 
‘¢6the Secretary of State for the Colonies.” 

A careful reading of this section, taken and considered in connection with all the other sections of 
the Terms of Union Act, and taking into account the very liberal provisions and stipulations of the same 
in favor of British Columbia, leads me to the conviction that the most liberal and enlightened interpreta- 
tion should be given to the spirit and meaning of this particular section. 

Permit me to ask, Has this been dore by the Government of British Columbia? and to what extent 
has it been “ faithfully observed ?"’ 

It may also be well to enquire as to the ‘ policy and practice ’’ which has hitherto been observed by 
the Provincial Government on the question of Indian Reserves. Has it been well defined, regular, and 
uniform ? 

By reference to the Report of the Superintendent of Indian Affairs for British Columbia for 1872 and 
1873, page 20, and from which I extract three consecutive items, contained in the schedule of Indian 
Reserves by way of example. I find that the ‘‘ Popkum’”’ tribe, on the Fraser River, has a reservation of 
369 acres, and I am credibly informed that there are only four (4) families upon this reserve, which gives 
an average of ninety-two acres to each family, of good land. 

Then there is the Chamiel tribe, in the same vicinity, having 448 acres, and my informant gives the 
number of families upon the reserve as twenty (20), which gives an average of twenty-four acres to each 
tamily. Again, there is the Cheam tribe, less furtunate than the other two named, having 375 acres for 
twenty-seven families, or an average of fourteen acres for each family. 

Thus, it is quite evident the ‘‘ policy and practice which has hitherto been observed’’ has been 
neither well defined, uniform, or regular. The first named tribe having a maximum quantity of 92 acres 
of good land to each family, and the last mentioned tribe with a minimum of fourteeen acres of poor land for 
each family ; but putting the three tribes above mentioned together we find they have an average of 
twenty-four acres to each family, all situated upon the banks of the Fraser River, and where few or no 
cattle are kept, while the Government adhere strictly to a uniform ‘‘ policy’’ of allowing only twenty 
acres to each head of an Indian family, and this, too, in many cases of the very worst quality, and for the 
Indians of the Mainland, many of whom have a large number of horses and cattle. 

Therefore, in view of these facts, I most respectfully submit that a more liberal, well defined, and 
uniform ‘ policy ’? should be adopted by the Government of British Columbia on the question of Indian 
Reserves, and more especially towards those Indians of the Interior of the Mainland having s large num- 
ber of horses and cattle, and with whom, it appears, no treaty has yet been made to extinguish the titles 
to their lands, which justice and equity should secure to them, as the original owners and occupants of 
the soil. 

In making this request, I do not ask the maximum quantity and quality of land as given to the Pop- 
kum tribe (ninety-two acres to each family), but only that the Government may be pleased to grant, 
reserve, andset aside a sufficient quantity of the public lands of the Province, of good average quality, free 
from rocks and swamps, to secure to each head of an Indian family, at least eighty acres of good average 
quality, together with continuing to him the right of pre-emption, as under the existing laws and regula- 
tions; and that such reservations may be made, as far as possible, adjacent to and in connection with the 
present village sites, reservations, and favorite haunts of the Indians. 

That, in addition to the limit of eighty (80) acres to each family, those having large herds of cattle 
and horses should receive sufficient land, over and above such limit, to answer their requirements, in con- 
sequence of being the owners of such horses and cattle. 

While discussing this subject it may not be altogether out of place to remind the Government of Bri- 
tish Columbia of the great advantage accruing to the Province by virtue of her Indian population, which 
will appear more clearly upon reference to Sections 2 and 3 of the Terms of Union Act, whereby she receives 
a handsome annuity from the Dominion Government anent her Indian population, which, in addition to 
the great advantages of the Indians as producers and consumers, and the assistance which they render 
in the development of the resources of the Province—if nu higher view is to be taken of the question— 
claims for the Indians at the hands of the Government of British Columbia very great consideration. 

Again, there is the large sum which the Dominion pays to the Province annually, over and above any 
revenue which she reccives therefrom, should entitle her to ask that the Government of British Columbia 
should put the largest possible construction upon the spirit and meaning of the section of the Terms of . 
Union Act to which you have done me the honor to call my attention. 

Tn conclusion, I would again most respectfully urge upon the Government of British Columbia, and 
on behalf of the Dominion Government, the wisdom and justice of at once laying aside for the use and 
benefit of the Indians of the Province, a sufficient quantity of the public lands as aforesaid, to convince 
them that their interests shall be scrupulously guarded, and thereby secure their loyalty and good will, 
and avert any danger to the peace of the yy or img lives and property of our white fellow citizens.

S1r,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 8th inst., acquainting me that 
a Mr. Calver, residing at Jervis Inlet, had been threatened and warned off his pre-emption at Seychelt, by 
the Indians of that Inlet, and further, it is asserted that the ‘‘Indians have taken this action in con- 
‘sequence of your not having visited them and distributed presents, as among other tribes.’’ 

In reply, I have the honor to state that I had previously been informed the Indians residing at Jervis 
Inlet claim the lands upon which Mr. Calver is located, and that they have warned Mr. Calver to leave 
because they have not been settled with in respect to these lands. 

I would, with much deference suggest, that the pre-emption of Iands in unsettled parts of the Pro- 
vince, before satisfactory arrangements have been made with the aborigines regarding such settlement, is 
certain to lead to complaints and even more serious consequences than those conveyed in your letter. I 
may remind you that several tribes of Indians whom I have visited, have refused the acceptance of pre- 
sents while their claims to land are unrecognized, and pending the definite and final agreement between 
the Provincial and Dominion Governments, respecting the quantity of lands to be allowed all Indians of 
the Province, I am of opinion that any future visitation on the part of a Commissioner is not only unadvis- 
able, but would be quite unproductive of the permanent benefit which such an interview, under other 
circumstances, ought always to secure. 

I will, however, transmit a copy of your letter to the Honorable the Minister of the Interior, for his 
consideration and direction in the matter alluded to. and shall be glad to acquaint you with the nature of 
his reply as soon as received. T have, &c.,

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Honorable the Privy Council, approved by His 
Excellency the Governor-General, on the 4th Novembcr, 1874, 





The Committee of the Privy Council have given their attentive consideration to the Memorandum of 
the Honorable the Minister of the Interior, in reference to the unsatisfactory state ot the Indian Land 
question in the Province of British Columbia, and they respectfully report their entire concurrence in the 
views and recommendations submitted therein, and advise that a copy of this Minute, when approved b 
Your Excellency, and of the annexed Memorandum, be transmitted to the Lieutenant-Governor of British 
Columbia, in the hope that the views entertained by the Dominion Government on this important question 
as embodied in the said Memorial, may meet with an carly and favornble consideration at the hands of 
the Government of British Columbia. 

They further advise, that a copy of this Minute and annexed Memorandum be transmitted by Your 
Excellency to the Right Honorable Her Majesty's Secretary of State for the Colonies, accompanied by 
cepies of such of the other documents aulmitted, as the Honorable the Minister of the Interior may think 
necessary, to enable Lord Carnarvon to understand io all its bearings the great national question now 
seeking solution at the hands of the Dominion and British Columbia Governments.

The undersigned is desirous of bringing under the consideration of the Governor-General in Council, 
the present unsatisfactory state of the Indian Land question in the Province of British Columbia. 

In connection with this subject, he has had before him various reports and official documents, among 
others, a voluminous correspondence of Mr. Indian Commissioner Powell with "the Local Government of 
British Columbia, in reference to the Order in Council of the 24th April last, respecting the Indian 
Reserves; also, the same Commissioner’s report of a visit made by him to the Indian tribes in the interior 
of British Columbia during the past Summer; and lastly, an able and interesting communication from the 
Rev. C. F, Grandidier, (a Roman Catholic missionary, residing among the Indians in the Interior) pub- 
lished in the Standard newspaper, Victoria, with letters from both the Indian Commissioners and from the 
Roman Catholic Bishop of British Columbia, commenting on Father Grandidier’s communication; all 
of which reports and letters are herewith submitted. 

A cursory glance at these documents, is enough to show that the present state of the Indian land 
question in our territory West of the Rocky Mountains, is mosi unsatisfactory, and that it is the occasion, 
not only of great discontent among the aboriginal tribes, but also of serious alarm to the white settlers. 

To the Indian, the land question far transcends in importance all others, and its satisfactory adjust- 
ment in British Columbia will be the first step towards allaying the wide-spread and growing discontent 
now existing among the native tribes of that Province. 

The adjustment of this important matter is not a little complicated, from the fact that its solution 
requires the joint action of the Dominion Government and the Government of British Columbia, and 
involves s possible reference to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

The policy heretofore pursued by the Local Government of British Columbia toward the red men in 
that Province, and the recently expressed views of that Government in the correspondence herewith 
submitted, fall far short of the estimate entertained by the Dominion Government of the reasonable 
claims of the Indians. 

In the very last official communication, under date the 12th ultimo, received through Mr, Commis- 
sioner Lenihan, the Provincial Secretary of British Columbia writes as follows:— 

‘(Tn the meantime, I desire to call your attention to the fact, that all that is reasonable and just to 
‘¢ demand of the Provincial Government is, that the 13th Section of the Terms of Union shoald be 
‘¢ faithfully observed. Should the Dominion Government be of opinion that concessions beyond those 
‘6 provided for in the said Section are necessary, it becomes the duty of that Government to make provis- 
‘tion accordingly.’’ 

To explain the relative position of the Dominion and Local Governments in relation to this question, 
it is necessary to remember :— 

That, under the operation of the 109th and 146th Sections of the ‘' British North America Act of 
1867,’’ all the public lands of the Province of British Columbia are placed under the control of the Local 
Government; 

That, by the 18th Article of the Terms of admission of British Columbia into Confederation, it is 

rovided,— 
a: That the charge of the Indians, and the trusteeship and mamsagement of the lands reserved for their 
‘Suse and henefit, should be assumed by the Dominion Government, anda policy as liberal as that hitherto 
‘t pursued by the British Columbia Government, should be continued by the Dominion Government after 
*‘the Union.”’ 

And it is further provided,— 

‘¢To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such extent as it has hitherto been the practice of the 
‘t British Columbia Government to appropriate for that purpose, shall from time to time be conveyed from 
‘(the Local to the Dominion Government, in trust for the use and benefit of the Indians, on application of 
‘¢the Dominion Government; and in case of disagreement between the two Governments, respecting the 
‘¢ quantity of such tracts of land to be granted, the matter shall be referred for the decision of the Secre- 
‘¢ tary of State for the Colonies.’’ 

When the framers of the Terms of admission of British Columbia into the Union inserted this pro- 
vision, requiring the Dominion Government to pursue a policy as liberal towards the Indians as that 
hitherto pursued by the British Columbia Government, they could hardly have been aware of the marked 
contrast between the Indian policies which had, up to that time, prevailed in Canada and British Colum- 
bia respectively. 

Whereas in British Columbia, ten acres of land was the maximum allowance for a family of five 
persons, in old Canada the minimum allowance fcr such a family was eighty acres: and a similar contrast 
obtained in regard to grants for education and all other matters connected with the Indians under the 
respective Governments. Read by this light, the insertion of a clause guaranteeing the aborigines of 
British Cotumbia the continuance by thé Dominion Government of the liberal policy heretofore pursued 
hy the Local Government, seems little short of a mockery of their claims. 

The first step taken by the Government of the Dominion in dealing with this subject, was the passing 
of an Order in Council of the 21st March, 1873, recommending that eighty acres of land should be assigned 
by the Local Government of British Columbia to every Indian family of five persons. 

To this recommendation (made in accordance with the general policy heretofore pursued in Old 
Canada in such matters, but without taking into consideration the bearing of the 13th Clause already 
referred to, securing a liberal policy for the Indians of British Columbia) the Government of that Province 
peremptorily declined to accede, alleging that the quantity of land which the Order in Council proposed 
to assign to the Indians was greatly in excess of what was found to be sufficient hy previous loca} Govern- 
ments, and the Indian Commissioner was notified that the Government of British Columbia had decided 
that the land reserved for the Indians should not exceed twenty acres for each head of a family of five 
persone. 
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Even this allowance of twenty acres for each head of a family, inadequate as it would 
have been considered by the Indians, has, by the interpretation lately put by the local authori- 
ties on their Order in Council granting it, been very materially reduced. They now hold that that 
Order in Council was intended to apply to new reserves only and not to the old reserves existing at the 
time of Union. Such, with the exception of the latter intespretation, was the position of the Indian land 
question in British Columbia when the duty of administering Indian affairs devolved upon the undersigned 
in his capacity of.Minister of the Interior. 

His first step in connection with the subject was to submit a memorandum to Council setting forth 
the facts of the case and recommending, as under the circumstances was inevitable, that the Order in 
Council of the 21st March, 1873, assigning eighty acres to each Indian family be rescinded, and that only 
twenty acres be allowed to each family, but also recommending, inter alia, that the Local Government 
should be invited to recunsider their Indian land policy with a view to co-operate in every way with the 
Government of the Dominion in satisfying the reasonable demands of the native tribes West of-the Rocky 
Mountains. ‘ . 

This memorandum was approved by the Governor-General in Council-on 24th April last. 

Mr. Indian Commissioner Powell duly submitted this Order in Council to the British Columbia Gov- 
ernment, accompanied by such arguments as he could use in favor of the adoption by that Government of 
a more liberal land policy toward the Indians. 

The British Columbia Government, however, appear to be resolved to adhere to their determination 
not to go beyond the grant of twenty acres to each Indian family, and even that allowance, as already 
observed, is authoritively declared to be intended not ‘‘ to affect or unsettle reservations before established 
‘¢ bat is confined to the cases in which, at the time of Confederation, the original tribes were not provided 
‘¢ with land set apart for their exclusive use.’’ 

The Indian Commissioner on being officially notified of the views of the Local Government, felt 
reluctantly obliged to arrest the surveys of the Indian Reserves in the Province—surveys which had been 
authorized by him, and which were then being proceeded with, on the understanding (sanctioned, as he 
believed, by the Local Government) that 20 acres of land were to be allowed to each Indian family, 
whether on the old Reserves or otherwise. 

This suspension of the surveys, though under other circumstances a necessary step, is calculated to 
aggravate the discontent and alarm of the Indians in reference to their treatment by the Government, and 
will, in a great measure, help to keep open the long pending dispute between the white settlers and the 
Indians in reference to their respective and claims; disputes which, in the summer of 1873, nearly led to 
an outbreak of the Indian population of the Province, and to the recurrence of which it was hoped these 
surveys would put an end. 

How universal, deep seated, and intense, the feeling of discontent among the Indians of British 
Columbia was, previous even to the last decision of the Local Government limiting the 20 acre grant, is 
unmistakably apparent in Mr. Commissioner Powell’s Report of his visit to the native tribes last summer, 
and in the letters of the Roman Catholic Bishop of the Province, and Father Grandidier. 

In this connection Mr, Commissioner Powell does not hesitate to write that— 

‘If there has not been an Indian War, it it not because there has been no injustice to the Indians, 
‘“but because the Indians have not been sufficiently united.”’ 

These gloomy anticipations are shared, not only by both the Indian Commissioners, but also by the 
white settlers generally in the Province, and are expressed still more strongly, if possible, in the coms 
munication already alluded to, of Father Grandidier and the Roman Catholic Bishop of the Province, 

All concur in the opinion that, until the land grievances of which the Indians complain are satis~ 
factorily redressed, no treatment, however liberal or humane in the way of money grants or presents, 
will avail to secure peace or contentment among them. As an evidence of the strength of this feeling of 
dissatisfaction, Commissioner Powell states that the Indian bands at Nicola and Okanagan Lakes wholly 
declined to accept any presents from him last summer, lest, by so doing, they should be thought to waive 
their claim for compensation for the injustice done them in relation to the Land Grants. 

The views of the Roman Uatholic Bishop and of Father Grandidier entirely accord, as we have said, 
with those of the Commissioners; and the opinions of those Reverend gentlemen are, it is thought, worthy 
of special consideration, from the fact taat they speak with a thorough knowledge of the subject, acquired 
by a long residence among the Indians, and close and habitual intercourse with them, 

The other principal land greivances of which the Indians complain, besides that of the insufficient 
quantity allowed them, as already referred to, may be briefly stated under two heads :— 

lst. They complain that, in many instances, the lands which they had settled upon and cultivated 
have been taken from them without compensation, and pre-empted by the white settlers, and that in some 
cases their burial grounds have been thus pre-empted. 

2nd. They complain that in consequence of the present state of the law in reference to pastoral jand, 
their cattle and horses are systematically driven away from the open country by the white settlers who 
have taken leases of pastoral land in the neighbourhood. 

All these several grievances have been, for many years past, the subjects of complaint among the 
Indians. But during the last two or three years they have assumed a more serious aspect than heretofore; 
partly from the fact that the Indiaus are now, for the first time, feeling practically the inconvenience of 
being hemmed in by the white settlers, and prevented from using the land for pastoral purposes; partly 
because the Indians are only now beginning to understand the value of agriculture and to desire the 
possession of land for cultivation ; and partly, it may be, because they have been recently made aware of 
the liberal land policy extended to the Indians of North-West in recent Treaties, and naturally contrast 
this treatment with the policy meted out to themselves. 

The Indians of British Columbia, especially those in the Interior of the Province, are intelligent and 
industrious, and likely to turn to good account any farming Inuds which may be assigned to them. 
Moreover they already own large herds of horses and cattle, and a liberal allowance of pastoral land is tq 
them a matter of absolute necessity, to enable them to support their stock, 
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The undersigned feels that the Government of the Dominion cannot be charged with want of liberality 
in its dealings with the Indians of British Columbia since the admission of that Province into the Union. 
Daring the last two years the sum of $54,000 has been voted by Parliament for their benefit; and before 
the expiration of the current financial year, the whole of that large sum will probably have been expended, 
either in supportirg Indian Schools, making surveys, distributing agricultural implements and seed, or 
for other objects calculated to promote their material and moral well-being. 

When it is stated that prior to the admission of British Columbia into the Union, the entire annual 
expenditure of the Local Government on the Indians, did not exceed, at most, a few hundred dollars ; 
that as Mr. Commissioner Powell states :— 

‘* Money payments by the Government, on account of the native race, have been restricted to ex- 
“ penditure incurred by Indian outrages, and no efforts have becn put forth with a view to civilizing them; 
‘Cit having been considered that the best mode of treating them was to let them alone.’’ 

It cannot be alleged that, in this respect, the Government ofthe Dominion has failed, on its part, to 
continue towards the Indians of that Province a policy as liberal as that previously pursued by the British 
Columbia Government. 

In laying the foundation of an Indian policy in that Province, on the same permanent and satisfactory 
basis as in the other portions of the Dominion, the Government of the Dominion feel they would not be 
justified in limiting their efforts to what, under the strict Ictter of the Terms of Union, they were called 
upon todo. They feel that a great national question like this, a question involving possibly in the near 
fature an Indian War with all its horrors, shoule be approached in a very different spirit, and dealt with 
upen other and higher grounds. Actuated by these feelings, the Government of the Dominion in its 
dealings with the Indians of British Columbia, has acted, as bas been shewn, in a spirit of liberality far 
beyond what the strict terms of the agreement required at its hands ; and they confidently trust that on a 
calm review of the whole subject in all its important bearings, the Government of that Province will be 
prepared to meet them in a spirit of equal liberality. 

The policy foreshadowed in the provisions of the 13th Clause of the British Columbia Terms of Union 
is plainly altogether inadequate to satisfy the fair and reasonable demands of the Indians. 

To satisfy these demands, and to secure the good-will of the natives, the Dominion and Local Gov- 
ernments must look beyond the terms of that agreement, and be governed in their condnct towards the 
aborigines by the justice of their claims, and by the necessities of the case. 

The undersigned would, therefore, respectfully recommend, that the Government of the Dominion 
should make an earnest appeal to the Government of British Columbia, if they value the peace and pros- 
perity of their Province,—if they desire that Canada as a whole should retain the high character she has 
earned for herself by her just and honorable treatment of the red men of the forest, to reconsider in a spirit 
of wisdom and patriotism the land grievances of which the Indians of that Province complain, apparently 
with good reason, and take such measures as may be necessary promptly and effectually to redress them. 

In conclusion, the undersigned would recommend that, should the views submitted in this Memoran- 
dum be approved by the Governor-General in Council, a copy of the Order 1m Council passed in the case, 
with a copy of this Memorandum, be transmitted to His Honor the Lientenant-Governor of British Columbia, 
with a request that he would take an early opportunity of submitting them to his Executive Government, 
and express the hope that the views of the Dominion Government therein embodied, may obtain an early 
and favorable consideration. 

He would further recommend, that copies of the Order in Vouncil and the Memorandum, should also 
be transmitted by the Governor-General to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, accompanied by copies 
of such of the other documents herewith submitted as may be thought necessary to enable the Colonial 
Secretary to understand in all its bearings the great national question now seeking solution at the hands 
of the Dominion Government and the Government of British Columbia.

Your Committee, appointed to enquire into the manner in which a contract for the 
supply of the City Prison with Groceries and Provisions was awarded to James Fell & 
Co., beg leave to report, that they find that the Honorable Provincial Secretary acted on 
certain information which, in their opinion, was at the time sufficient to justify him in 
awarding the contract as he did. 


Your Committee, however, beg to report their entire satisfaction as to goods deliv-. 
ered by Mr. Saunders to Gaol, except in one’ instance, which has been satisfactorily 
explained to them. 


Your Committee feel bound strongly to recommend that the character of the goods 
furnished to the Gaol, Hospital, and especially the Lunatic Asylum, should be frequently 
and carefully examined by Government authority.

LUNATIC ASYLUM AND HOSPITAL. 


To the Honorable the Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly :— 


Your Committee, appointed to visit the Lunatic Asylum and Royal Hospital, beg 
to report as follows: 

They have visited both Institutions, and found the Lunatic Asylum in as good and 
comfortable a condition as could be expected, considering the smallness of the building 
and the miserable.position of its location. . 

The provisions were of good quality. 

The number of patients were twenty-two, viz.: eighteen men and four women. 

Your Committee recommend the removal of the Asylum to New Westminster as 
soon as practicable. 


The Hospital requires to be wholly re-painted, and the walls, ceilings, otc., white- 
washed. A new system of drainage is also required, as tho present drain runs under- 
neath the Hospital from one end to tho other, and ends some few feet above the well 
from which the drinking water is obtained. The sewage from the water closcts empty 
into this drain,—a condition of things well calculated to produce disease. 

A proper supply of drugs should be furnished, the present stock being very 
incomplete. 


Tron bedsteads are recommended in place of the present wooden stretchers, which 
are in all stages of dilapidation. There is alsoan almost total absence of ward furniture. 
Each patient should be furnished, in addition to his bedstead. with a small table and 


chair. 

The dead-house, which is underneath the Hospital, should be well removed from 
the main building. 

The largest ward is heated by a stove, for which fire-places should be substituted, 
and this can be easily effected. 

The Hospital grounds should be Jaid out so as to enable patients approaching 
convalescence to take necessary exercise thercin. 

The floor of the wards should. if practicable. Lo re-covered. and kept waxed,—or. if 
this cannot be done, it should be well painted. 

Another ward should be erected (the extreme capacity ot the ILospital being twenty 
beds), in view of increased population. 

One ward should be provided and set aside as a day ward, diving room, &e.

NEW WESTMINSTER TAX SALE BILL. 


The Commitice on Private Bills and Standing Orders, report that the preamble of a 
Bill intituled “An Act to confirm certain Real Property Tax Sales under the New 
Westminster Municipal Council Act, 1860,” has not been proved to their satisfaction, for 
that it is not expedient that doubts as to the titles of purchasers at sales of the lands for 
taxes should be determined by the Legislature, that being the proper function of the 
Supreme Court, where such questions would be judicially determined. 


They feel further obliged to observe, that the proposed legislation is obviously 
unjust unless all the partics interested in the lands, including, perhaps, infants or others 
under disabilities and at a distance, have had sufficient notice of the proposed measure 
and opportunity of being heard against it, of which there is no proof, or even suggestion. 


The interest of the original petitioners for the proposed measure is not apparent; 


and we cannot recommend this Bill for the consideration of the House.

TO ENQUIRE INTO THE 


SELLING OF LAND UNDER THE “LAND ACT, 1874.” 


The Select Committee appointed to enquire into the selling of Land under the 
“Land Act, 1874,” beg leave to Report as follows :— 


That they have examined the Records, and find from them and other sources of 
information that, with the exception of Pre-emptions and Pre-emption purchase Claims, 
no large amount of money has been received from the sale of Land outside the District 
of New Westminster. 


They find that 2,726 acres have been sold by Auction, consisting principally of Land 
unfit for cultivation; and they are of opinion that the salo was not contrary to the 
interests of the Province. 


They find that in New Westminster District, the Land sold by private sales under 
the 61st Section of the “Land Act, 1874,’ amounts to 6,6023 acres, and was principally 
sold to bona fide settlers ; and they also find that the only money received from 
sales of Land under the 62nd Section of “Land Act, 1874,’ in that District, was for 
6,500 acres sold to Mr. I. Mathers ; and they are of opinion that the Government, in 
thus disposing of the said Lands, acted strictly in accordance with the *‘ Land Act of 
1874.” 


They are furthor of opinion from the evidence adduced, that the Government have 
acted in accordance with the provisions of the “ Land Act of 1874," in dealing with the 
Public Lands of the Province.

That, whereas, this Province entered Confederation with the understanding that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway should be commenced within two years, and completed within 
ten years from tho date of Union: 

And, whereas, for various considerations still having force, this Province was allowed 
the option of retaining its own tariff until completion of said railway: 


And, this Province having full faith in the fulfilment of the Terms upon which it 
entered the Canadian Confederation, elected to adopt the Canadian Tariff : 

And, whereas, owing to the non-commencement of the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and the material extension of time for the completion of the same, 
thereby delaying the period when this Province can have easy access to the Dominion 
centres of supply: 

And, whereas, since Confederation the mining population has materially decreased, 
while home production has increased, and in consequence of our contiguity to the earlier 
settled portion of the adjacent American Territory, importations from such territory 
have acted prejudicially on home productions: 

That His Excellency the Governor-General of Canada, will afford the producers of 
this Province the benefit of the protection that will be afforded by enforcing the customs 
on the stock and grain imported into this Province, mentioned in the annexed Schedule.

On a memorandun, dated 25th March, 1875, from the Honorable the Minister of 
Public Works, reporting for the consideration of Council, that prior to the commence- 
ment of any works of construction on the proposed Railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo, 
which the Dominion Government have agreed to build under the arrangement made 
through Lord Carnarvon, at the instance of British Columbia, it is essential that the 
Province of British Columbia should convey by legislation to the Dominion Government 
in trust, to be appropriated in such manner as the Dominion Government may deem 
advisable, a similar extent of public lands along the line of Railway before mentioned, 
(not to exceed twenty miles on each side of the said line) as may be appropriated for 
the same purpose by the Dominion from the public lands of the North-west Territories 
and the Province of Manitoba, as provided in the Order in Council, Section 11, admitting 
the Province of British Columbia into Confederation ; and that it is desirable that the 
British Columbia Government should be at once notified that it will be necessary during 
the present Session of the Legislature of that Province to pass an Act so to appropriate 
and set apart lands to this extent and for this purpose, the grant to be subject otherwise 
to all the conditions contained in the said 11th Section of the Terms of Union. 

The Committee concur in the above Report of the Minister of Public Works, and 
recommend that the British Columbia Government be notified accordingly.

Upon the Acts passed by the Legislature of British Columbia, in the 37th year (1874) 
of Her Majesty’s Reign, the undersigned has the honor further to report as follows:— 

No. 4. “An Act to extend tho provisions of the ‘Coroners’ Jury Act, 1866,’ to the 

Mainland of British Columbia.” 

This Act extends over the whole of the Province of British Columbia the “ Coroners’ 
Jury Act, 1866,” passed by the late Colony of Vancouver Island. 

Having reference to that Act, it is found to give power to any Coroner to empannel 
a Jury, of not less than six, for the purpose of an inquisition; their powers and verdict 
being, to all intents and purposes, as effectual as if found by a Jury consisting of twelve 
or more. 

The undersigned is somewhat doubtful whether this may be a branch of criminal 
procedure, and, as such, within the sole Legislative competence of the Parliament of 
Canada. He does not purpose, however, to do more than make this suggestion. 

“An Act to make better provision for the Qualification and Registration of Voters.” 


Section 15 speaks of a conviction of an offence. This seems to imply a crime, and 
therefore a subject of criminal law. 


In this view, it may be desirable to avoid the use of the word “ offence.”

2. That upon the request of different religious bodies or churches in the City of 
Victoria, your petitioners resolved, under the “Cemetery Ordinance, 1870,” and subject 
to the approval of His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor, to allot distinct portions of the 
Cemetery to each of such churches. 


3. That on the 29th July, 1873, His Honor tho Lieuteuant-Governor approved of 
such allotments. 


4. That such allotments were so mado to four churches, namely, the Roman, the 
Presbyterian, the Wesleyan Methodist, and the Episcopal Churches. 


5. That recently, upon application being made, a portion was allotted to the 
gietbems) Episcopal Church, subject to the approval of the His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
overnor. 


6. That portions of the Cemetery have been reserved for general use. 


7. That by virtue of allotment the clergy of cach church have the exclusive right 
of performing the burial service in the ground allotted to that church. 


8. That, by consent, the clergy of onc church frequently perform service in the 
ground of another church. , 


9. That if the aforesaid exclusive right had been denied to, or should now be taken 
away from, the Roman and Episcopal Churches, those Churches would be driven out of 
the Cemetery, and thus deprived of a benefit to which as part of the public they were 
and are clearly entitled. : 


10. That your Petitioners are informed that a Bill has been introduced in your 
Honorable House which, it’ passed, will have the effect of abrogating the aforesaid 
exclusive right, and thus inflict grievous injury upon the Roman and Episcopal Churches, 
and especially upon such members of these Churches as have relations buricd or have 
secured lots in their particular ground.

Your Committee appointed to enquire into and report upon the Government 
Printing and Binding of the Province, with a viow of determining the advisability, or 
otherwise, of having said Printing and Binding done by Contract, beg to Report as 
follows :— 

Your Committee are unanimously of opinion that it is not, at present, advisable to 


make any change in the mode of doing the Government Printing. 


Your Committee, however, are unanimously of opinion that in viow of the possibility 
of the adoption of the contrac‘ system at a future period, it is not expedient that any 
addition should be made to the plant of the Printing Establishment, except such as shall 
bo absolutely necessary to maintain it in its present state of efficiency. 


Your Committee further beg to recommend that no addition be mado to the Book 
binding plant, and that it is advisable to adopt tho contract system so far as that branch 
of the establishment is concerned.
